A 30-year-old Morton 
resident and certified public 
accountant, . Anna graduated 
form Bradley in 1975 with a 
bachelor's degree in accounting. 
He was named controller at 
Bradley in January 1981; he had- 
earlier been the audit manager 
at Price Waterhouse and Com¬ 
pany in Peoria. 

A spokesperson from the 
president’s office said there 
were 55 applicants for the posi¬ 
tion. Earlier this week. Dr. Ian 
Sturrock, vice president for 
development and university 
relations, said the field had 
been narrowed to one internal 


and two external candidates. 


Anna was named acting vice 
president for business affairs 
after James Koopman resigned 
the vice presidency in April. 

Koopman pleaded guilty to 
reckless conduct in Peoria 
County Circuit Court in mid- 
July. He was accused of cutting 
the chest of a female employee 
of the University with a piece of 
broken glass last winter. 

Koopman was sentenced to 
one year of court supervision 
and ordered to pay a $200 fine, 
$89 restitution and court costs 
of $58. A battery charge against 
Koopman was dismissed in 
exchange for his plea.

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Strategic planning part of a successful future

Strategic planning is not long-range 
ining, said Ballowe. It allows for 
ming in three-year cycles and con- 
it monitoring of progress "in a formal 
ion," he added. 

The University has been through 
ious planning efforts. Ballowe said 


two planning projects had taken place 
since 1971. A planning evaluation in 
1975-76 resulted in the reorganization of 
six colleges. 

"This (present) planning effort 
began at least two years ago. We didn’t 
know it would be 'strategic planning’ at 
the time,*" Ballowe said. 

Then, a book on strategic planning 
by Bob Cope came to the 
administration's attention, Ballowe said, 
and they decided to try this process. 
Cope has since become a consultant with 
the University. "In April, the (Univer¬ 
sity) Senate accepted the responsibility 
for mandating an initial strategic plan¬ 
ning cycle," Ballowe said. 

The cycle began with each college 
and curriculum submitting a strategic 
plan by June 1 which was or is in the 
process of being reviewed by the stra¬ 
tegic planning committee, according to 
Deakin. 

The program's reports were a meas¬ 
urement of quality, Ballowe said. Other 
aspects of the reports discussed the cen¬ 
trality of the program to the University, 
the demand for the program and the 
comparative advantage of the program 
over those at like institutions. 

All of the academic areas have been 


evaluated. This week, the committee 
began work on reports from the Division 
of Student Affairs, Deakin said. Athlet¬ 
ics, business affairs, and development 
and university relations will also be 
evaluated, Ballowe said. 

The committee will be making 
recommendations based on its evalua¬ 
tions of the programs, said Ballowe, and 
University Senate will decide whether to 
accept the recommendations in part or in 
whole. Ballowe said some of the recom¬ 
mendations may be putting more money 
in a program, merging a program with 
another, reorganizing a program, creat¬ 
ing a program or eliminating a program. 

Ballowe added, "the important deci¬ 
sion (University Senate) will make is 
whether or not the cycle will continue 
into the future. 1 The present strategic- 
planning cycle is expected to be com¬ 
pleted by December. 

Deakin has been a part of the com¬ 
mittee since she became all school 
president and she said she is glad that 
she js there to hear and contribute to the 
evaluations. 

"I think what's important for stu¬ 
dents to know is that all areas are being 
evaluated," she said. Deakin added the 
setting of goals is an important part of 


this planning. 

She said that although the general 
discussions were about goals and plans, 
"students have been one of the prime 
considerations in these meetings." 

Michele Richey, assistant provost 
for budgeting and planning. Dr. Thomas 
Huddleston, associate provost for stu¬ 
dent affairs and Ballowe are the 
members of the Strategic Planning Steer¬ 
ing Committee. 

Dr. John Hitt, provost and vice 
president for academic affairs, chairs the 
strategic planning committee. The 
members are Deakin, David Pardieck, 
director of financial assistance. Dr. J. 
Taylor Sims, dean of the college of busi¬ 
ness administration, and 10 faculty 
members.

icreased enrollment prompts Continuing Ed. split

he doubling of Bradley’s 
rimer school enrollment in 
pas\. seven years has 
mpted the split of the Col¬ 


lege of Continuing Education 
and the summer school and 
interim program. Dr. Donald 
Albanito has headed the com¬ 
bined continuing education and 
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summer school program since 
continuing education was 
created in 1971. Now he will 
oversee the summer school and 
interim programs. 

"In 1971 when we began con¬ 
tinuing ed we had no non-credit 
classes, no CLEP," Albanito 
said. "Last year, for example, 
we offered 200 non-credit 
classes for 4,000 adults. 

"The dividing of departments 
is not going to leave me twid¬ 
dling my thumbs," he said. "1 
view it at my age as something 
good in the long-run interest of. 
Bradley University. I need to 
cut down my load. This will 
allow me to do the work of one 
person instead of three." 

The College of Continuing 
Education will now be headed 
by Dr. Alleen Deutsch. Alban¬ 
ito said Deutsch worked with 
him in continuing education for 
five months before the split to 
get some experience. He added 
there hasn't been a dramatic 
change in offerings since the 
division. 

Albanito offered several rea¬ 
sons on the growth of the sum¬ 
mer and interim programs. 

"I think we’re doing things 
right. We're offering courses 
students want to take. Some 
courses are being offered on 


contingency contracts. That 
gives teachers a feel for stu¬ 
dents' needs." 

In past years instructors were 
given a 12-month contract, and 
if they didn't have enough to 
teach a class, they were paid 
anyway. Albanito said there 
was no incentive to offer classes 
students wanted. 

Now, he said, if a summer 
class has averaged seven or 
more in the past few years, a 
teacher has a guaranteed class 
no matter how many sign up for 
it. Otherwise, enrollment will 
determine if a class is taught. 

Early registration for summer 
school, Albanito says, has also 
helped enrollment. 

"I print about 130,000 copies 
of the summer school program. 
About five thousand are handed 
out to students. The remaining 
125,000 are sent out in the Eas¬ 
ter edition of the Peoria Journal 
Star. We get about 25 percent 
of our summer enrollment from 
Peoria, and as the rest of the 
enrollment decreases, we have 
to attract more Peoria 
residents." 

The summer school program 
is a year-round job. Albanito is 
now working on the classes that 
have had seven or more stu¬ 
dents in the past four years. He

will then negotiate contracts and 
have a tentative schedule ready 
by the end of the first semester, 
allowing students to plan their 
second semester schedule with 
summer school information. 
The final copy of the bulletin 
must be to the printer in Febru¬ 
ary. 

Bradley began offering Janu¬ 
ary interim in 1980. That ses¬ 
sion was taught to 200 students. 
Last January, more than 600 
students took interim classes. 

Albanito said the division will 
permit him to resume teaching 
one class a semester, something 
he hasn't been able to do for 
the past four years.

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After having just finished watching 
the evening news, which was the 
medium that inspired me to lurch for my 
pen and pulp, 1 hurriedly jotted down 
the miscellaneous litany of thoughts that 
raced through my mind. 

Before revealing the subject ot this, 
my first column for Bradley's tabloid, 1 
must admit to a tad of fear and 
apprehension. This anxiety is not caused 
by the idea that writing my own personal 
opinion column is a brand new experi¬ 
ence. 1 think my years on this planet 
have allowed me to handle this quaint 
triviality. What does scare me is the 
interpretation of this column. For fear of 
stirring up a stew of racial tensions, 
which 1 assure you 1 am not trying to do, 
and for fear of being branded as a mid¬ 
dle class white American racist, which 1 
assure you 1 am not, 1 must come to the 
blunt truth of my opinion - Jesse Jack- 
son should not run for president. 

That’s right. Jackson should not run 
for the federal top-spot and there are 
several reasons why. The reasons -- pol¬ 
itical, strategic, futuristic and ethical -- 
are admittedly mere "first impression 
observations. However, when dealing 
with the American public, first impres¬ 
sions can be as lingering as a socia 
disease and as hard to get rid of. Now, 1 
must confess that my conjectures are 
shot from the hip and not totally 
researched. However, they might very 
well be an accurate gauge of middle-class 
American politics, an entity I am associ¬ 
ated with - sometimes proudly, some¬ 
times not. 

One of the first thoughts that 
filtered its way into this amateur 
analyst’s mind was, "If he does run, can 
he really win?" One would think not. 1 
urge you to look at the blacks’ plight in 
current political trends. Although blacks 
have made a dent in America’s racial 
political system by exercising their 
deserved right and electing very qualified 
black mayors in Philadelphia, Chicago, 
Los Angeles and Atlanta, success on any 
other level of government has not been 
overwhelming. Sadly, this lack of politi¬ 
cal gain must be attributed to racial over¬ 
tones. This factor must be dealt with - 
not ignored. After all, how many black 
governors are there? How about U.b. 
senators? The truth is that there are 
states with large cities with large black 
populations that don't have black sena¬ 
tors.

of Congress. But where have these reps 
been elected from? Largely from black 
communities. This is pointed out in an 
effort to show that white America, 
ashamedly, hasn't endeared itself to a 
qualified black candidate. So, looking at 
this strategically, one would say that 
because there is no precedent, because 
the base of black political support is not 
large, and because white America has 
not exactly thrown open its arms to 
embrace a black candidate, it doesn t 
look like Jackson can win. 

Supposing Jackson does run, his 
candidacy would have the same explo¬ 
sive potential as Harold Washington s 
did in Chicago. Undoubtedly race would 
become a factor (time to take off the 
blinders and kid gloves, folks). This is 
apparent by the Reverend Jackson s 
remarks to his congregations. In short, 1 
interpret Jackson’s main theme as being, 

"1 am black, therefore you should and 
will vote for me." This leads to an intri¬ 
guing ethical question that 1 will merely 
mention and leave as food for thought. 
Jackson hopes that white America would 
be willing to accept him and not vote 
against him simply because he is black. 
The question then, is how can he insult 
blacks by claiming they should vote for 
him purely because he is a black candi¬ 
date 9 If Jackson expects black votes 
because he is black, surely he would lose 
white votes because he isn t white. 

Admittedly, thus far I've assumed 
that Jackson will enter the race to win, 
which he probably will not. However, 
Jackson calls this race and his possible 
candidacy "a mission." Surely the validity 
and value of such a mission is question¬ 
able when weighed against its possible 
results. Simply proving that a black can 
run (in an election he cannot win) 
against whites, purples or what-have- 
you, is not worth chancing the alienation 
of white liberal candidates -- potential 
allies -- from whom he would unques¬ 
tionably lure votes. 

During the primaries Jackson would, 
in the heat of battle, lash out at his 
rivals, white liberal Democrats. Regard¬ 
less of whether Jackson's comments dur¬ 
ing the campaign are laced with truth or 
rhetoric, he will be attacking the opposi¬ 
tion. In doing so Jackson will have 
pulled the ultimate blunder - alienating 
those candidates. Barring a Jackson vic¬ 


tory for the Democratic nomination, 
Jackson and blacks alike will eventually 
have to support a candidate. Assuming 
Republicans (Reagan) does not attempt 
a 180-degree turnabout on policies ot 
interest to Jackson's constituency, the 
candidate they support will be a Demo¬ 
crat. Although politics does make strange 
bedfellows, it takes time to heal all 
wounds. Undoubtedly whoever gets the 
nod from the Dems will make their con¬ 
ciliatory gestures in an effort to woo 
Jackson's votes. One has to realize, 
though, these promises will be made 
from some deceptive politico, not neces¬ 
sarily someone truly concerned. Admit¬ 
tedly one may have a tough time dis¬ 
cerning the sincerity of promises made 
with or without Jackson s candidacy. 
However 1 would bet that there would be 
more of a chance of those promises 
being kept if Jackson didn t run. 

Let's pretend that at this point in 
American political history white liberal 
Americans are open-minded enough to 
vote for Jackson, based on his merit, 
and grant him the Democratic nomina¬ 
tion. What will happen in the general 
election in November 1984? 

If moderates and especially conser¬ 
vatives alike (along with more than just 
a handful of liberals) in Chicago felt it 
did not violate their consciences to flock 
around an undeserving, unqualified unk¬ 
nown like Bernard Epton and almost put 
the first Republican mayor into office in 
fifty years, surely that same cabal could 
rationalize in their own minds that 
Ronald Reagan is truly the political 
savior that America has awaited. In 
short, a Jackson nomination could be the 
fuel injection needed to assure Reagan 
of a second term. One would think that a 
double-dose of Reaganite philosophy is 
not what the doctor ordered for groups 
like minorities, the poor, and human 
beings. In a year when the NAACP has 
placed the Republican incumbent at the 
top of its political hit list, it seems ironic 
that "one of its own" would want to put 
the president in a better position to con¬ 
tinue his reign (of terror?). 

Other questions about Jackson come 
to mind. Is he the most qualified black 
to run? Surely Jackson has some very 
good ideas about civil rights and has 
even shown some aptitude in dealing 
with economic situations (jobs, inflation, 
etc ) However, some strong positions on 
foreign affairs are apparently lacking. In 
times when "El Salvador, Nicaragua 
and "Libya" are becoming household

terms, we can't afford giving the White 
House to someone whose vocabulary 

doesn't include them. 

A final question might be Does 
Jesse have the support from within his 
power circle?" Again, it doesn t look like 
it. Jackson was all but invisible during 
Washington’s crusade in Chicago. Benja- 
min Hooks, executive director of the 
NAACP, has publicly declared that the 
time is not right for a black candidate. 
Philadelphia's new mayor certainly didn t 
solicit Jackson's constant companionship 
during his campaign. Even Andrew 
Young, perceived by many as the 
patriarch of black politicians, has turned 
a frigid shoulder to Jackson s mission. 

The full implications of these snubs 
to Jackson's candidacy aren t clear to the 
untrained eye. It does seem to indicate 
that Jackson's waning support in the 
hierarchy of black politics might be attri¬ 
buted to some or all of the factors 
presented in this little-researched com¬ 
mentary. Maybe Young, Washington and 
company realize that Jackson s extremist 
candidacy could invariably deny a legiti¬ 
mate black candidate's shot at fulfilling a 
presidential ambition. Regardless of why 
some shun Jackson, one can assume that 
all points lead to one destiny - Jesse 
Inckson cannot win.

Broadside magazine, for the second 
year in a row, received first place medal¬ 
ist rating in the Columbia Scholastic 
Press Association (CSPA) critique. 

The 1982-83 publication received 
926 out of a possible 1000 points. 

A medalist ranking is awarded to 
publications given first place ratings, and 
is based on intangible qualities, accord¬ 
ing to CSPA. 

"Broadside" s distinctive format gives 
it a distinction few others share. Imagi¬ 
nation is put to work here and the result 
of it is a highly readable and- enjoyable 
publication of uncommon quality, 
judges said in the critique. 

The CSPA critique service is a divi¬ 
sion of Columbia University in New 
York, N.Y. 

Last year’s editor was Kathy Peters, 
a May 1983 graduate. She said, 'Its 
very gratifying to receive critical acclaim 
from people in the industry - people 
who understand what putting out a 
magazine is all about." ... fho 

Broadside was first published in the 
fall of 1981 and received its first medal¬ 
ist rating in September 1982. Five issues 
were published the first year with funds 
from advertising and the Student Alloca¬ 
tions Budget Review Committee 
(SABRC) . Last year only four issues 
were published because of a decrease in 
advertising revenue. 

Each issue features fiction, poetry, 
art and photography from students.

Bradley’s literary and arts publica¬ 
tion was brought back to life by Mark 
Sweetwood, a 1982 graduate. Broadside 
replaced The Bradley Review , which 
ceased publication in the late 1970 s. 
Broadside was the first literary magazine 
published on newsprint and distributed 
at no cost to students. 

Peters said she did not make any 
substantial changes in the magazine 
when she became editor. 

"I concentrated on making Broadside 
look like an established publication. Not 
boring, not predictable, but something 

established. . 

"There was a little more regularity ot 
design, but we were still experimental." 
She added she focused on small things, 
such as the use of typefaces, to make the 
magazine look like a unified whole. 

Peters said the most important 
accomplishment, last year was re¬ 
establishing a relationship with artists on 
campus because art is an important part 
of the magazine which was often lacking. 
"We were well-received by every aspect 
of campus last year," she said. 

Peters said she was not assured the 
1982-83 Broadside would receive a first 
place medalist rating. 

"There’s always the possibility that 
you could totally blow it. The format was 
basically the same, but we had almost 
complete staff turnover. Every year s 
issue is different because of the different 
submissions."

"The business manager has been 
working toward using two pages of 
advertising as opposed to one. The rea¬ 
soning is that we can go 12 pages each 
issue and virtually have the magazine 
paid for by advertising. Then we can use 
our other funding for color, graphics, 

etc.," Loughry said. 

Loughry added that changes will 
depend on this year’s staff and "the bat¬ 
tling of ideas after our first few meet¬ 
ings." The first issue is planned for Oct. 
4 .

A Pentagon press oflficei 
announced Wednesday the Pen¬ 
tagon is writing legislation that 
would allow the government to 
draft women in the health-care 
professions to augment the mil¬ 
itary medical corps. 

The Defense Department has 
been working on this legislation 
as the answer to the shortage of 
doctors and nurses expected in 
the event of an all-out conven¬ 
tional war, said Capt. Sherry 
Stetson-Mannix. 

She said, if approved, this 
legislation would give the 
president "the authority to regis¬ 
ter and classify male and female 
health-care personnel in a broad 
range of officer- and enlisted- 
level skills." 

The proposal, she added, is 
still in the drafting stages and 
has not left the Pentagon. 

The American Nurses Associ¬ 
ation said it cannot support a 
draft aimed only at women in 
health care. The American Civil 
Liberties Union <ACLU), which 
fought mate-only registration all 
the way to the Supreme Court, 
said the idea raises new consti¬ 
tutional questions.

Security tight 
as Fall semester

Along with the high tempera¬ 
tures students are experiencing 
with the start of school, there is 
another kind of heat that will 
not end in September. 

Bradley University Security 
Department will be cracking 
down on traffic violations. "We 
are strictly going to enforce (no 
parking) in fire lanes, curbs and 
handicapped parking spaces," 
said Security and Communica¬ 
tions Director David Baer. 

However, the catch is that the 
new parking tickets are not in 
yet. Baer said security will be 
using old citations that are on 
hand. "The new tickets have not 
arrived yet. We will continue to 
use the old ones until the new 
ones arrive at the end of Sep¬ 
tember." 

Until the new tickets come in, 
the fines are also the same as 
last year. Baer said all citations 
are going up to $5 and moving 
violations will be $15. The fines 
are presently $2 and $10, 
respectively. 

In addition to campus parking 
violations, security will be issu¬ 
ing city parking tickets to those 
who park illegally, especially on 
weekends in the Geisert parking 
lot. Baer explained that the lot 
was for student parking only 
and that non-Bradley cars will 
be ticketed. 

Aiding security in their crack¬ 
down is a new security car. Baer 
said the 1983 metallic light blue 
Chevy Malibu is in use now. 

The car is still waiting to be 
equipped with lights and exte¬ 
rior identification. 

Automobiles are not the only 
targets in security’s campaign. 
Bicycles are under scrutiny 
because people are "bringing 
bikes into academic buildings 
and dorms and chaining them 
in halls and offices," said Baer. 
"This constitutes a safety 
hazard." He said bikes can be 
kept in storage rooms as they 
have been in the past. 

Baer added security will be 
looking into additional areas for 
bicycle parking on campus.

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Financial aid applicants must 
verify military draft registration

Male students seeking financial aid are now 
required by law to sign a paper verifying that they 
have registered for the military draft. Some 
schools are having problems complying with the 
law, but at Bradley the problem is minimal. 

"We've made it (having students sign the 
paper) part of our normal routine," said Dave 
Pardieck, director of financial assistance. On 
other campuses, though, the routine was not 
established and now the financial aid departments 
must spend time and money tracking down non¬ 
signing students. "A lot of institutions did not 
believe this law would be upheld," said Pardieck. 

Originally, the deadline for compliance was 
set for September 31, 1983, but was later changed 
to October 31, 1983 because "many schools could 
not track down non-signing students over the 


summer," said a College Press Service (CPS) 
release. 

So far at Bradley no one has refused to sign 
the form even though, said Pardieck, "many stu¬ 
dents don't even know' what the Selective Service 
is." The fact that everyone has signed doesn't 
mean that everyone has registered. "We do not 
have to verify that they have really, registered," he 
said, "we are simply prohibited from advancing 
students and certifying loans for those who have 
not signed the paper." 

Since the law went into effect April 11 it has 
been contested, overturned, upheld, and is now 
awaiting review by the U.S. Supreme Court this 
fall, according to CPS. 

"Bradley has not taken a position on this 
issue," Pardieck said, "but if the federal govern¬ 
ment feels this is necessary then we will comply."

The program 
gave senior citizens the oppor¬ 
tunity to participate in many 
aspects of campus life, including 
taking courses and living in the 
dormitories. 

-Many Peoria area fifth- 
through eigth-graders learned 
some Spanish language and cul¬ 
ture here this summer in a new 
program. The first of its kind in 
the country, the Peoria County 
Foreign Language Immersion 
Program took gifted students 


and put them in a classroom for 
six weeks. No English was 
allowed in the classrooms. 
Instead, the students learned 
the Spanish language by being 
totally immersed in it, the same 
way they learned English. The 
students learned conversational- 
Spanish, international social stu¬ 
dies and math from American 
textbooks written in Spanish. 
The class was free and was 
funded primarily by a $60,000 
grant from the County Regional 
Superintendent of School’s 
office. The state contributed 
textbooks and the University 
provided the classrooms, a pro¬ 
gram director and staff. 

--More than 200 people from 
around the world gathered in 
Peoria this summer for the 
International 4-H Youth 
Exchange Conference. Most of 
the visitors were in their early 
20s and stayed with host fami¬ 
lies. Activities included tours 
of Caterpillar Tractor Company, 
Wildlife Prairie Park, Lakeview 
Museum, Northern Regional 
Research Center and Glen Oak 
Zoo, and a visit to the Conklin 
Theatre. The program was "an 
effort toward finding world 
peace through understanding," 
said Dick Wagner, head of the 
(conference committee and 
president of the Illinois youth 
exchange. This was the first 
time in the 35-year history of 
the program that the annual 
conference was held in Peoria. 

-Bradley hosted two separate 
two-week "speech camps" this 
summer for more than 100 stu¬ 
dents from across the country. 
The Heart of Illinois High 


School Individual Events Insti¬ 
tute, organized by George 
Armstrong, professor of speech 
communication, gave the stu¬ 
dents the opportunity to work 
in small groups with a coach. 
The groups practiced 
impromptu speaking, oratory 
and persuasive speaking, oral 
interpretation and duet acting. 

-Still more learning was taking 
place here on campus over the 
summer. A program designed 
for students with special learn¬ 
ing disabilities helped grade 
school and high school students 
overcome their problems. The 
program placed as much 
emphasis on building self¬ 
esteem as it did on academic 
skills. The sessions were 
designed to meet two goals: 
meeting the area’s need for 
summer instruction for 
learning-disabled students, and 
giving Bradley students first 
hand experience in dealing with 
these students’ problems. All 
instruction was given by Bradley 
students working toward their 
master’s degree in learning disa¬ 
bilities. 

-For the third summer in a 
row, Bradley held computer 
camps for junior and senior 
high school students. The 
camps, coordinated by Dr. Larry 
Cornwell, professor of business 
management, were designed to 
introduce students to the study 
of modern techniques of com¬ 
puter programming. Some of 
the students stayed in the dor¬ 
mitories, ate in the cafeterias 
and learned about campus life. 
The University hopes these 
camps will be a useful recruit¬ 


ment tool. 

-Dr. Joan P. Wyzkoski, assis¬ 
tant mathematics professor, 
paid special attention to the 
space shuttle Challenger's flight 
this June. Wyzkoski was 
employed as a researcher at the 
Johnson Space Center near 
Houston developing new moni¬ 
tor systems for crew members. 
She worked on ways to make 
data displayed on computer 
screens easier to comprehend 
through the use of colors. Such, 
techniques as using red for 
"warning" and yellow for "cau¬ 
tion" were being developed. 
Wyzkoski was also assigned to 
the task of working on prob¬ 
lems related to the orbitor’s 


robot arm. 

-The University this summer 
withdrew its request to rezone 
five blocks along the north side 
of Main Street for parking. 
Residents in the area protested 
the proposal in 1981, causing it 
to,be tabled by the City Coun¬ 
cil. President Martin Abegg said 
the University will wait a few 
years to renew their efforts to 
rezone the area, until they are 
in a better financial position to 
purchase property. The Univer¬ 
sity has no specific plans for 
expansion, but Abegg said 
future uses of acquired property 
could be for parking, academic 
buildings or fraternity and 
sorority houses.

"We pulled off the side of a mountain road a 
couple miles before Yosemite National Park to 
take pictures of a river," related Brad Gillespie, a 
Bradley photography major. 

"A camper stopped behind us. Fifteen 
seconds later the camper was on fire and we were 
told to get out of the mobile home we traveled 
in," Gillespie said. 

"We ran to help two elderly couples get out 
of the burning camper to safety. Then we tried to 
use our fire extinguishers to put out the fire," he 
said. The fire spread to the gas tank and was out 
of control. 

When firefighters arrived, another student, 
Kevin May, helped them put out the fire. "But 
the camper was totally demolished and Kevin got 
second-degree burns on his feet. He was in a 
wheelchair for two days," Gillespie said. 

The mobile home was moved forward before 
the fire grew and was undamaged. "After every¬ 
one was safe, some of the students retrieved their 
cameras and took pictures of the burning 
camper,” Gillespie added. 

The above adventure was an unexpected part 
of an interim course called "Photo Safari" or Jour¬ 
nalism 490, taught by Professor Howard Gold- 
baum early this summer. 

"I took eight students on a two-week trip 
west to the Painted Desert, the Petrified Forest, 
Big Sur, Point Lobos, Calif., and Yosemite and 
Arches National Parks to take pictures," Gold- 
baum said. 

"The assignment was mostly nature photogra¬ 
phy, somewhat like the work of Ansel Adams 
and Edward Westin," Goldbaum explained. "The 


students were also to look for the human ele¬ 
ment." 

"It was sort of a tuning and refining of our 
photojournalism skills," Gillespie added. 

Goldbaum said the trip was a very positive 
experience. "Just the traveling part of it was an 
eye-opener; an education in itself." 

"We were together day and night. Everyone 
was energetiic," Goldbaum said. 

"With nine people in a motor home, there 
was limited space, but we all got along. It was 
intense," added Gillespie. 

During all waking hours, the students read 
books about photography. "I brought along a 
small library," Goldbaum mused. They watched 
videotapes about photography and shot rolls and 
rolls of film. 

"Aside from the tuition and transportation 
expenses, the film, photo equipment and living 
expenses cost me about $300," Gillespie said. "It 
was very expensive, but the experience was worth 
every dime." 

One other mishap occurred. One student, 
Joel Okmin, was left behind in Point Lobos. "1 
called out, Ts everybody here?' and they all said 
yes," Goldbaum explained. "So I drove off. Five 
miles out of town, someone realized Joel was 
missing. 

"Joel may have panicked, but we wouldn’t 
have left him. He only had to wait 20 minutes for 
our return," he said. "From then on, I assigned 
the students numbers and they had to count off." 

When the class returned to Peoria, they 
spent a week developing and printing film. The 
results will be exhibited in the library beginning 
Sept. 11. The other traveling photographers were 
Gia Civerolo, Brian Sugarman, Dewey Fladd, 
Sherri Blanck and T. J. Smith.

Thornton Wilder once wrote, "Many plays are 
blank checks. The actors and directors put their own 
signatures on them." 

If Thornton was right, he explained Bradley’s fall 
theatre season to a "T" (which rhymes with "P" that 
stand for "Pool" - explanation to follow). 

The season opens Friday night with Meredith 
Wilson’s The Music Man; a play director Richard Mar¬ 
riott said "was a great American musical." 

The Music Man is a period piece set in River City, 
Iowa, in 1912. The main character, fast-talking con 
man Professor Harold Hill (played by Greg Lahman) 
swings into the small Iowa town and tries to convince 
the straight-laced town folk that a pool table means 
trouble for the community. Hence the name of one of 
the more memorable songs, "Trouble . 

"...well, so, my friends, you got trouble. 

Right here in River City- Trouble with a 

capitol "T" that rhymes with "P" that stands 

for pool..." 

Prof. Hill then tells the residents that their only 
hope of saving River City’s children "from the roads of 
degradation" is to form a boys' band. During his 
speech to persuade the townspeople, he relates the ex¬ 
citement that a band would create and falls into the 
first rendition of "Seventy-six Trombones. 

Among his adventures with the local citizens, he 
falls in love with, and tries to woo, Marion, the Librari¬ 
an (played by Amy Smith). 

Marriott said he finds this play especially exciting. 
Along with the 44 member cast, he is using ramps for 
the first time that go out into the audience. 

"I try to be very true to the composer and libret¬ 
tist," he said, but he also allows room for a director's 
interpretation. 

The Music Man will run September 2-4 and Sep¬ 
tember 9-11 with performances at 8 p.m. on consecu¬ 
tive Fridays, 6 p.m and 9 p.m* back to back perfor¬ 
mances on Saturday and 2:30 matinees on Sunday. 

Don Marine will be guest director of the theatre s 
second production, Tobacco Road, Marine, a public 
affairs manager at the East Peoria Catapillar plant, 
directed Noel Coward’s Private Lives three years ago 
at Bradley. 

Marine explained the characters in Tobacco Road 
as living on the brink of existence, but not life. "The 
play is representative of a social class that live a bes¬ 
tial way of life and the way they treat each other, said 
Marine. 

The play is adapted from Erskine Caldwell’s novel 
about the degeneration of a Georgia cracker family. 
"The group exterminated themselves," said Marine. 
"They were not industrious enough or intelligent 
enough to survive." 

Tobaccp Road opened in New York in 1933. 
Though received critically at first, it ran for seven 
years--one of the longest runs on Broadway. 

Auditions for Tobacco Road start Sept. 5. 

The final production of the fall season is Aesop’s 
Fa tables. Directed again by Richard Marriott, the play 
is a rock musical for children. It’s based on Aesop s Fa¬ 
bles, but the storylines are fractured into "falables". 

"It is geared toward children and those who are 
like children," Marriott said. 

Bradley’s fall theatre season provides varying 
tastes for varying palates. 

"Theatre at Bradley University exists for the entire 
student body," said Marine. "I would like to see stu¬ 
dents involved from all walks of the University.'

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ACBU Brings Concerts Back To Bradley

If anyone on campus has noticed, the Activities 
Council of Bradley University (ACBU) has been work¬ 
ing diligently for the hedonistic pleasures of the Brad¬ 
ley campus. 

After a slump that began two years ago with a 
less than satisfactory Parent’s Weekend show by 
Suzanne Somers, ACBU has been busy amending and 
reorganizing their programs. With one look at their 
promotional poster for 83-84, for example, one can 
immediately see the fruits of their labor. 

"Our goals have changed subtly," said ACBU 
President Dave Bross. "We’ve been working on a well- 
rounded series of programs emphasizing concerts. Over 
and over we’ve been told what the students want. We 
think they’ll be pleased with what they see." 

Bross, along with Secretary Theresa Brown and 
Financier/Acting Concert Coordinator Rebecca Brown, 
are excited about the October 13 Tubes concert in the 
Robertson Memorial Field House. 

Rebecca Brown, because of the lack of a concert 
coordinator this year, "agreed to take on the responsi¬ 
bility and get the ball rolling." After a series of phone 
calls over the summer, Brown acquired Jhe Tubes show 
by what she termed "agressiveness and pure luck." 

Last year, ACBU spent a year attempting negotia¬ 
tions with the Civic Center, but this year Bross says 
that "the cost of the Civic Center, based on pure 
forcing promoters to reflect a revived in-. 


terest in the Field House." Even so, Bross says ACBU 
isn’t "abandoning negotiations with the Civic Center." 

Rebecca Brown isn’t as optimistic about the Civic 
Center as Bross. "Last year we dedicated an entire year 
to working with the Civic Center and it got very frus¬ 
trating," she said. "ACBU got a lot of flack. The Civic 
Center, they don’t want to split the work with ACBU. 
They have union ushers, a union crew. We use pur 
own people for work experience." 

The ACBU concert committee works throughout 
the year with a 0-based budget, according to Brown. 

"We assume all financial risk," said Theresa 
Brown. Both Browns and Bross share an optimism to¬ 
wards the Tubes’ October show. Yet Theresa Brown 
stressed that "students must realize their own impor¬ 
tance in making the Tubes a success: buy tickets, re¬ 
quest songs on the radio, etc. We (ACBU) see this con¬ 
cert as a learning experience." 

"We need to prove that the Field House is suc¬ 
cessful to promoters," stressed Rebecca Brown. The 
Tubes are a major proving ground to reestablish faith 
in ACBU. 

Other than the always pressing subject of Bradley 
concerts, ACBU has an impressive roster of events for 
the fall. O/dies But Goodies, previously called the Clas¬ 
sical Film Series, is back featuring classic films and an 
added surprise. 

"Wp havp cartoon blenders " said Bross t _"released 


through Warner Bros, during the 30’s. They were ori¬ 
ginally released in black and white and were hand 
printed in color in the Orient. One will be shown be¬ 
fore each film and each has something to do with that 
movie." 

Main Stage, according to Bross, is "going to fly." 
On top of the great entertainment supplied by such 
diverse acts as Phil ‘n’ the Blanks, Michael Davis and 
B.B. Spin, Main Stage will also feature a cash bar. 

"We’re enthusiastic about Main Stage because last 
year, Mr. E.J. Ritter, director of the Student Center, 
told ACBU that if we could demonstrate that liquor 
could be handled then we could sell beer and wine. 
The test was Kool Ray and the Polaroidz in May." 
There were no alcohol related incidents involved with 
that show so, as it was 3 years ago, Main Stage will 
revive the sales of alcohol. 

ACBU’s Performing Arts series begins with Cho¬ 
pin Lives on Sept. 14. Performing Arts is one of 
ACBU's best programs, and it "usually sells out," ac¬ 
cording to Bross, "through season passes and the sup¬ 
port of the West Bluff community." 

All in all, ACBU has scheduled a fine semester of 
events for even the most jaded campus critic.

•Risking It

The movie industry today is a risky business. Studios and producers 
are having to take chances and gamble their millions in order to succeed 
at the box office. The film that seems like it could have been derived from 
a letter to Penthouse Forum is one of those longshots. With the rather 
ironic title of Risky Business, the film is paying off bigtime for 
writer/director Paul Brickman. 

Unlike the many teenage sex comedies of late, Risky Business is a 
witty, intelligent and, for the most part, tasteful film that is a pleasant 
surprise. It is extremely difficult to make a comedy film dealing with 
teenagers and sex without reverting to vulgarities and/or obscenities for 
cheap laughs. Risky Business is a sophisticated film and was created with 
the style I was beginning to think wasn’t possible for this growing genre of 
movie-making. 

Without giving away any secrets, Risky Business is about fantasies, 
more specifically Joel Goodman’s (Michael Cruise) fantasies. Joel is a typi¬ 
cal high school senior from the North Shore area of Chicago. He hangs 
around with his friends most of the time and they talk about supposed 
sexual encounters. Normal, right? Too normal, for Joel. He succumbs to 
the peer pressure applied by his best friend Miles, who orders him a call 
girl on the night Joel’s parents leave for a weekend. 

That one phone call snowballs into a fantasy fit for the undersexed 
teenage guys in Skokie. For Joel, after being chased by Guido ’’the killer 
pimp,” and having a nerve-racking experience with his father’s 30-odd 
thousand dollar Porsche, gets to play pimp-for-a-night. He literally merges 
his North Shore friends with the prostitute friends of his weekend prosti¬ 
tute, playmate, girlfriend and business associate. Not bad, huh? 

In her first major role, Rebecca DeMornay plays Joel’s prostitute, 
girlfriend, etc... Not only does she make a good hooker, but she shows a 
genuine affection for her character. Michael Cruise (Joel Goodson) is the 
element in this vast film that brings the whole film together. His perfor¬ 
mance was wonderful in portraying the metamorphosis from a milquetoast 
high school senior to a glorified pimp. Cruise’s performance alone is 
enough to see Risky Business. 

Most of the credit, though, should be handed to Paul Brickman. From 
the effective, functional music to the creative use of subjective camera in 
•most of the scenes (especially scenes involving Joel and his overbearing 
parents) Brickman utilized his creativity in filming Risky Business. 

Risky Business will do very well at the box office largely due to sub¬ 
ject matter and the number of high school and college students it will ap¬ 
peal to. Yet a stylish film such as this will appeal to people of all ages.

For those readers who have read my admittedly 
narrow-minded music reviews in the past, then this re¬ 
view of Iron Maiden/Fastway’s August 18 Allentown,. 

Pennsylvania show should be no surprise. It’s no secret 
that I despise most heavy metal--for its ethics (or lack 
thereof), for its inane lyrics, for its fascination with 
violence, self-destruction and mindlessness. 

Iron Maiden, a South England band of metal 
mongers, have their own particular brand of hard rock, 
and their supposedly satanistic meanderings gained a 
somewhat humanistic element at their recent show at 
the Allentown grandstand. Stuck with the enthralling 
job of escorting my younger brother and my 10 year 
old cousin, I had to make the best of a bad situation. 

The concert opened with Fastway, a harmless 
boogie band a strange cross between Led Zeppelin and 
Dep Leppard. Strangely enough, Fastway got the audi¬ 
ence moving with their hit "Say What You Will and a 
great live rendition of "Give It All You’ve Got' (seem¬ 
ingly the band’s philosophy for life). David King, lead 
vocalist, was energetic and reminded one of a cross 
between Robert Plant and Maurice Gibb, an odd and 
unique combination to say the least. Fastway were 
harmless, refried rock cliches saved by its sheer energy 
and enthusiasm. Their main purpose, like most open¬ 
ing bands, was to warm up the audience for Iron 
Maiden’s more histrionic performance. 

Iron Maiden, for those who have been living in a 
cave for the last few years, are a heavy metal band 
from South England. Their album covers and song ti¬ 
tles suggest an obsessive preoccupation with dementia, 
violence of a particularly vulgar nature (is that redun¬ 
dant?), etc. Album titles run the gamut from Killers to 
The Number of the Beast to Piece of Mind. If they 
aren’t very original, they at least have a graphic hooki- 
ness to them that sets them apart from many heavy 
metal bands, although, most of the time, their cartoon- 
ish and violent image is the rule rather than the excep¬ 
tion. 

I went to Iron Maiden with a closed mind, but it 
didn’t stay closed for long. Heavy metal, nicknamed 
"headbanging" by its followers, is a rather physical 
type of "music" (1 use the term loosely). I was surprised 
by Iron Maiden’s warmth and harmless energy they ex¬ 
uded through most of their performance and the 
pleasantness of the band members themselves, espe¬ 
cially vocalist Bruce Dickinson. 

Knowing only a very few songs by the Maiden, I 
was hardpressed to tell one tune from the next. Bruce 
Dickinson was entertaining as a front man and general¬ 
ly, sincerely concerned about the welfare of the kids , 
as he referred to the audience. Security had neglected 
to put up a crash bar and the band was constantly 
stopping their show to insure the welfare of the "kids".

They came across as caring, intelligent individuals with; 
an eye on the world and a deep respect for their fol-f 
lowing. They treated their audience like royalty. Unfor¬ 
tunately, the "kids" treated Iron Maiden like they were 
crazy--the "kids" were there to party, man, and wh< 
cares who gets hurt. 

All of the chaos occured during the first three 
songs. Three people were carried out for asphyxiation, 
drug OD and fainting from the pressure of 5000 mani¬ 
acs pushing up against a measly 20 or 30. Someone 
ran across the stage, chased by a 300 pound roadie, 
then jumped into the audience causing more injuries. 
Bruce Dickinson handled the crowd expertly, stopping 
to lecture the audience upon the harms of people act¬ 
ing without reason and what he thought should be a 
harmonius, homogeneous experience as well as healthy 
entertainment. 

And for the most part, it was an evening of good 
fun for a well planned show. Dickinson talked of Iron 
Maiden’s adaptation of Frank Herbert’s Dune, off the 
new lp, Piece of Mind; he spoke of moral majority - 
groups panning Iron Maiden’s "well-known avowals of 
deep-rooted satanism," something Dickinson repeatede- 
ly denied (the group’s image and their lyrics are para¬ 
doxical, to say the least); he spoke of the thrills of par¬ 
tying (an inescapable thing for heavy metal)--but he 
emphasized partying together. Sure, Iron Maiden exhi¬ 
bited a lapse of taste when a 12-foot monster in a 
straightjacket ran acorss the stage and Dickinson per¬ 
formed upon it an instant lobotomy, yet their care and 
admiration of their audience and their work was amaz¬ 
ing for heavy metal. It was a small, disturbing moment 
to an otherwise interesting evening. 

The most revolting aspect of Iron Maiden’s Allen¬ 
town show was the way the "kids" treated their idols. 
Throughout the evening there were numerous drug 
busts, fights and plain stupidity running rampant 
thanks to the audience. Maybe if it wasn’t for my 10 
year old cousin I wouldn’t have minded, but since 
many of Iron Maiden’s audience was below 15 years 
old, you would think that the older "kids" would have 
showed a little responsibility in their actions. Guess 
again. 

Iron Maiden will be appearing at the Civic Center 
8 p.m. Sept. 29. Ticket prices are $11.50 and 
$10.50. Let’s not have an uproar like we did last year 
when Ozzy Osbourne came to town. Iron Maiden are a 
hard working, hard rocking band that are harmless in 
nature. If we have a public hanging of this band like 
we did last year, let’s start with the "kids," who, in 
Iron Maiden’s case, were far more dangerous than the 
band itself. 

Oh yeah. Musically, the band was horrible. But 
that’s beside the point now, isn’t it?

Ticket sales fall

The number of season tickets sold for men's basketball is 
down this year. Special assistant to the President for Athletic 
Affairs Allen Upton said sales have fallen off from last year. So far 
about 4,500 tickets have been sold compared to the 7,200 last year. 

"There are a number of reasons for the decline. Number one is 
the economy," Upton said. "Also, the team's record was not as sen¬ 
sational as it was the year before. Too, of course, was the new 
Peoria Civic Center. Everyone wanted seats the first year. Now it’s 
a year old. It's not a bride anymore." 

"Our maintenance program has kept some people from renew¬ 
ing. In order to keep the same seat in the SI25 section, a person 
had to contribute another $125 in addition to buying the seat. For 
four seats the contribution was $625, and for six seats it was 
$1,125." 

For less priority seats, the contribution ranged from $500 for 
four seats in priority two to a $50 contribution for each pair of 
seats sold above the crosswalk. 

"The high price seats are selling," he said. "The better seats 
always sell well whether it's a concert or a basketball game. We'll 
probably sell out of the $125 seats." 

In October the University will publicize the sale of remaining 
season tickets without the contribution requirement. Bradley ticket 
office manager Joyce Eakman said she anticipates that ticket sales 
will pick up in October. Individual game sales will begin in 
November. 

The assigning of seats has been complicated by the inserting of 
an aisle in section one. Section one is midcourt in the lower bowl, 
and those seats were held by "top people." 

Upton said it took some juggling, but everything is straigtened 
out now. The ticket office is assigning seats now for everyone who 
wants the same seats and made the required contribution. Then 
Eakman and Upton will work backwards in assigning the $55 seats 
and then the $85 ones. 

"When we were in the field house, we sold about 4,700 season 
tickets a year. We expect the number for the Civic Center to climb 
back up some next year when people anticipate a good season." 

In an attempt to draw more attendance at women's basketball 
games, every men’s season ticket holder will receive three free 
passes to three women's games. 


Students get 1725 

Student tickets for the 1983-84 men's basket¬ 
ball season will go on sale September 19. As it 
was done last year, tickets seats will be deter¬ 
mined by lottery. 

A student season ticket will have nine home 
game tickets, and the price will remain at $10. 
The Student Senate debated this week whether to 
have tickets for eight or nine home games. It was 
decided since students could get the nine games, 
then the students should get nine tickets. 

The discussion came about because the ninth 
game is the last Tuesday before break when many 
students will have gone home already. But the 
ninth ticket can be sold back to the Bradley ticket 
office for a dollar refund. 

Students will have 1,725 of the Civic 
Center's 10,041 seats. Last year students had 
1,952 seats because tickets were over-subscribed 
last year. 

The exact lottery process had not been deter¬ 
mined at press time. Either up to 1,725 applica¬ 
tions will be given out or all applications will be 
accepted, but random selection will fill the 1,725 
seats. 

Also new this year is the student gate. Senate 
president Mary Deakin said the student gate pol¬ 
icy will prevent students from selling their tickets 
to Peorians for a lower price. 

Senate has not decided if there will be free 
shuttle bus service to the Civic Center for season 
ticket holders. 

The complete details of student season 
tickets will be announced in the September 16 
issue of the Scout.

Recruits lift Braves hopes 


Although the opening tip-off 
of the Bradley Braves basketball 
season is still 12 weeks ahead, 
daily workouts and conditioning 
have been a routine part of the 
lives of Head Coach Dick 
Versace's recruits for as many 
weeks. 

Nolan Gibson, a 6-foot, 170- 
pound junior guard from San 
Jacinto Junior College, averaged 
13.6 points per game last year 
as he led his team to the 
national junior college cham¬ 
pionship. Gibson is quick, as he 
topped his team with 84 steals, 
and has a chance to crack 
Bradley’s starting line-up at one 
of the guard spots. 

Bobby Gray, a 6-foot-8, 212- 
pound senior center from 
Southern Illinois University- 
Edwardsville, has immediate eli¬ 
gibility at Bradley, since he 
transferred in July after his 
school suspended its basketball 
program. He averaged 10.5 
points a game last year, and is a 
graduate of Chicago’s Luther 
South High School - the same 
school which produced former 
Bradley recruit, Pierre Cooper. 

Eric Johnson, a 6-foot-4, 


195-pound freshman guard 
from Galesburg High School, 
was the all-time leading scorer 
for his school with 1,232 points. 
Johnson played forward in high 
school, but will be learning the 
shooting guard position for the 
Braves. 

Jim Les, a 5-foot-li, 165- 
pound sophomore guard from 
Cleveland State University, will 
be eligible to play for Bradley in 
late December. He transferred 
following a rookie year of assist 
records for one game (15) and 
one season (159). 

Bruce Mordini, a 6-foot-7, 
215-pound freshman forward 
from Highland Park High 
School, averaged 20 points and 
eight rebounds per game. 
Mordini's teams went 39-16 
during his last two years, and 
qualified for the Illinois High 
School Association’s "sweet 16" 
during that time. 

Transfers Mike Williams, 
from Cincinnati, and Derrick 
Parks, from Southern Metho¬ 
dist, will be eligible for the 
1984-85 season. 

Besides valuable additions to 
the Braves roster, there were 


also some losses. Assistant 
coach Jay Eck resigned to join 
the basketball staff at Pitts¬ 
burgh, after being taken away 
from his recruiting spot for the 
upcoming season. 

Reserves Ted Walker and 
Greg Willie had their scholar¬ 
ships renewed, but were asked 
to move on to make room for 
Williams, Parks and Gray, who 
had put Bradley two players 
above the scholarship limit. 

"We were awfully young last 
year," said Versace, "with only 
five veterans returning, three of 
them guards. We counted on 
Pierre Cooper and never got 
him. We counted on Anthony 
Webster and didn’t really get 
his full talents until January. 
We counted on our junior col¬ 
lege players and, while some 
had excellent seasons for us, 
others didn’t come around as 
we had hoped. 

"I’m as fired up and 
enthusiastic as I've been in a 
long time. I'm even looking at 
film - which is really not normal 
for me. If we get the bond, the 
harmony, a chemistry with this 
team, we could contend."

Three Bradley students attend March on Washington

Speaker after speaker rose to 
the podium to address the occa¬ 
sion and to try to inspire the 
people in much the same way a 
certain speaker did 20 years ago. 
It seemed as though this gather¬ 
ing didn't need to be re-inspired 
for they carried on the torch 
that has burnt for 20 years, as 
they chanted "We STILL have a 
dream," an echo of Martin 
Luther King’s speech on Aug. 
28,1963. 

This, of course, was the 
twentieth anniversary of the ori¬ 
ginal March on Washington, 
which King sponsored. 

Dr. Gene C. Young, director 
of Minority Student Services at 
Bradley, attended the first 


march during that summer two 
decades ago. 

"I was only 12 years old, but I 
felt I had to be there," Young 
said. 

Although at 12 he had partici¬ 
pated in civil rights demonstra¬ 
tions Young said, "1 didn't fully 
comprehend exactly what was 
happening. But it did inspire me 
and give me words to live by 
for the rest of my life." 

Although Young was unable 
to attend this summer's march, 
a trio of Bradley students were 
in attendance. 

Mike Arney, one of the stu¬ 
dents who took the 16-hour 
drive to Washington, com¬ 
mented on why he decided to 
participate in the demonstration. 

"It’s a good issue," Arney 
said," and I support the plat¬ 


form of the New Coalition of 
Conscience." The New Coalition 
of Conscience was the organiza¬ 
tion that sponsored the anniver¬ 
sary march. 

One of Arney's reasons for 
attending was "to show support 
for the gathering of colors and 
sexes and issues that came 
together for the event." 

Arney said that the march 
was "basically people saying 
enough is enough; we have 
common interests — let's unite." 

The second March on 
Washington did more than com¬ 
memorate the original event. 
With its theme of "Jobs, Peace, 
Freedom," the march lured the 
attentions of a host of groups, 
each with special interests rang¬ 
ing from civil rights to nuclear 
disarmament.

Although the occasion did 
mark the anniversary of a spe¬ 
cial event, the reason for spon¬ 
soring it was more than just 
celebrating the first march. 

Benjamin Hooks, executive 
director of the NAACP, 
summed up the mood of the 
gathering when he said, "We are 
not here to live in the past and 
go off' singing 'We shall over¬ 
come.' We are here because 
we're committed to the elimina¬ 
tion of Reaganism from the 
face of the earth." 

Indeed, anti-Reagan senti¬ 
ment laced the thoughts of 
many, if not most, who 
attended. When Hooks finished 
his speech, he was met with 
chants of "Reagan no more in 
'84!" 

According to Arney, Reagan 
was a strong reason people were 
there. 

"They're tired of his policies 
that are hurting America," he 
said. 

Arney said about leaving the 
march, "1 came away feeling 
that the work of the Progressive 
Student Alliance (of Bradley 
University) and all progressive 
groups should be applauded and 
improved." 

If nothing else, the crowd 
that participated in the 1983 
March on Washington came 
away with the definition of their 
dream supported, their flame of 
hope turned up.

Registrar reports 
tower enrollment 

Preliminary enrollment shows 
a drop in student numbers, 
according to the Registrar s 
Office. 

As of Aug. 30, there was a 
headcount enrollment (both 
full- and part-time students) of 
5356, a decline of about 146 
students from the same time 
last year. Full-time enrollment 
is at 4 i 10, compared to 4482 
last year. 

Early numbers for this year's 
freshman class show a total of 
912 students, down 55 from last 
fall. 

The enrollment declines were 
anticipated, and " ... considering 
the environment in which we're 
currently operating, we're very 
pleased," said Dr. Thomas Hud¬ 
dleston, associate provost for 
student affairs. The past and 
current economic environment 
and the declining population of 
the traditional high school stu¬ 
dent have influenced the lower 
numbers. 

Huddleston added this year’s 
freshman class may be the 
strongest academically the 
University has ever had with an 
expected 24 ACT average. 

Final enrollment figures for 
this semester will be available 
by mid-September.

The Soviets have conceded they did shoot down a 

South Korean Airliner last week, killing 269 people They say they did 
not know the plane was a civilian aircraft. Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko told a NATO meeting Wednesday that the Soviet 
Union had a right to attack the airplane and charged that the airliner 
was on “special duty” for the United States Britian, Australia, France 
and Denmark have put a 60-day ban on flights to and from Moscow 
beginning today. Other NATO members are considering similar action. 
Meanwhile, the White House seems to have backed off slightly from its 
assertion that the Soviets knew what they were doing when they shot 
down the Korean plane. White House spokesperson Larry Speakes said 
the shooting “could have been a mistake, but it stretches the imagina¬ 
tion." 


Two United State Marines were killed and 

two others were wounded Tuesday in artillery battles between Chris¬ 
tian and Moslem forces in Lebanon. U S. Mideast envoy Robert MacFar 
lane is reportedly working to arrange a cease-fire between Christian 
and Moslem militias, but White House spokesperson Larry Speakes 
says U.S policy in the Mideast will remain unchanged, despite the 
deaths of the two Marines. 


The first person charged in connection with the 17 

murders committed in the Will County area this summer was arrested 
Saturday. Fifty-one-year-old Donald Lego intends to act as his own 
defense attorney on charges that he murdered an 82-year-old Joliet- 
area widow Lego, a former convict, has represented himself in previ¬ 
ous criminal cases.

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Professor's work flies on shuttle

A Bradley professor played a 
significant role this summer in 
one of the most important 
aspects of United States 
advancement, the space pro¬ 
gram. 

Dr. Joan Wyzkoski, assistant 
professor of mathematics, spent 
three months at the Johnson 
Space Center in Houston, Tex., 
improving computer graphics in 
the shuttles which the National 
Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA) has 
been launching. 

The shuttle,^ which just 
landed this week, did not use 
any of the improvements Wyz¬ 
koski developed this summer, 
but she predicts they will be 
used in two or three years. 

"Eighty percent of my time 
was spent revising the shuttle’s 
ability to see what is being 
loaded into the cargo bay," 
Wyzkoski said. "The cargo bay 


is loaded with testing materials 
from various organizations to 
be sent up with the shuttles." 

Before she helped develop 
the three-dimensional 

computer-aid, the astronauts 
who worked the machinery only 
had television cameras out on 
the cargo bay, and Wyzkoski 
said those cameras didn’t cover 
all angles of loading. They were 
used on the most recent shuttle 
launch. 

"There are some spots where 
the camera is not as helpful, so 
it was suggested to come up> 
with a graphic view to assist 
with the cargo bay," Wyzkoski 
said. 

Her improvements are being 
tested at NASA’s training facil¬ 
ity in Houston. 

"1 was the only person work¬ 
ing on those computer improve¬ 
ments," she said, "yet I did have 
a lot of assistants." 

Along with Wyzkoski were 27 
others from around the country. 


Some were working on waste 
disposal, some studied lunar 
samples to try to induce plant 
growth and others were working 
with differential equations 
deciding on models which simu¬ 
late the shuttle's heat standards 
for entry into the atmosphere. 

"Professionally I grew quite a 
bit, especially working with 
computer color graphics," she 
said. "1 had never worked with a 
microprocessor; I learned how 
they worked and it was really a 
good experience for me." 

Wyzkoski said she also spent 
a week suggesting enhance^ 
ments for the orbiter’s display 
terminals -- developing more 
colorful read-outs so problems 
can be identified easier. 

"1 know 1 gave them a lot in 
my finished product, and I'm 
proud of that," she said. 

She said NASA advertised 
for scientists and engineers to 
take part in its visiting faculty 
program earlier this year. The

NASA position was among a 
dozen similar programs to 
which she had sent applications, 
she said. 

While she was in Houston 
she said she got an autographed 
picture of Joe Allen, the 
astronaut who went up on the 
fifth shuttle a year ago. She said 
she also saw the first female 
astronaut, Sally Ride, about five 
hours after she landed, and 
Wyzkoski said Ride looked 
really tired. "I saw her from a

distance." 

Wyzkoski was awarded the 
NASA/ American Society for 
Engineering Education Summer 
Faculty Research Fellowship 
last spring and that was the pro¬ 
gram she worked under with 
NASA. 

"Everybody was really excited 
with the results," Wyzkoski 
said, "and given the additional 
feasibility studies, our project 
will be implemented."

Most of you put it 
off until now, except for someone who had been to the 
library earlier and who must have put the book somewhere - 
anywhere -- in the library. 

The library security is good, but not perfect. And the 
library staff cannot be everywhere in the library, babysitting, 
to protect books and other materials. So it is the users of the 
library who need to reduce the problems. 

The students continue to complain how rotten the 
library is and students continue to steal and ruin materials. 

It’s a tradition we can do without.

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I guess one might say this is an obli¬ 
gatory column. Naturally when a story 
as important as the downing of an 
unarmed commercial jet (by a super¬ 
power) becomes public, everybody in the 
journalism business will scurry to publish 
"the facts" as well as their own theories 
about how and why such a disaster could 
occur. This type of tragedy also allows 
commentators the chance to publicly 
lambast a system of government 
different from their own. An event of 
this magnitude provides ample opportun¬ 
ity for our patriotic newspeople to flood 
the public with anti-Soviet propaganda. 
However, lost within these eloquent 
commentaries is one viewpoint that has 
yet to be acknowledged. That viewpoint 
is: maybe the Russians had the right to 
do what they did. 

I’m certain that many of you read¬ 
ing are now gasping at the mere thought 
of this being true. Certainly the Soviet 
action was undeniably rash and cannot 
be condoned or even acknowledged as 
the morally right thing to do. Unfor¬ 
tunately, we as a compassionate society 
are looking at the actions of a brutally 
ruthless nation from our own standpoint. 
We must neutralize our position, sift out 
our emotional involvement and deter¬ 
mine if the Soviet action, though 
immoral and disgustingly extreme, was 
illegal. If it can be said, without the most 
minute possibility of question, that what 
the Russians did was technically legal.

we must move on. 

The shooting down of a passenger 
plane is an atrocity. However, like a 
public defender counseling a suspect he 
believes is guilty, I must, as objectively 
as possible, suggest that the Soviet 
Union did act within its rights. 

First and foremost we cannot deny 
that the Korean jet liner was infringing 
upon Soviet airspace. The question that 
is raised is, "Is it legal to shoot down a 
civilian jet?" Both sides of the contro¬ 
versy are now' debating this. We have to 
ignore the terrible loss of life that we've 
suffered and determine if an aircraft sim¬ 
ply violating airspace is legitimate prey to 
be legally plucked from the sky. 

Figured into this debate are the 
warnings that were printed on maps used 
by Korean air service pilots. These maps 
had statements clearly printed on them 
saying, in essence, that violating the 
Soviet airspace subjects that aircraft to 
possible attack. Because of this warning 
we really can't say the Russians acted on 
pure whim and casually blew an airliner 
out of the sky. One could look at the 
situation and say that the Korean pilot, 
either purposely or inadvertently "called 
the Russians' bluff." Too bad the Rus¬ 
sians weren't bluffing. 

Also, it is foolish to believe that the 
Russian MiG's simply followed the 


doomed airliner for two and a half hours 
without trying to make some kind of 
contact with the jet. The actions of all 
Soviet pilots are rigidly dictated by their 
ground control. It is even more foolish 
to believe this ground control would 
allow the jet to near a sensitive, possibly 
secret Soviet military or intelligence 
operation during those two and a half 
hours. Common sense would tell you to 
detour the intrusion (land the plane) 
much earlier, so as to avoid exactly what 
happened. If we (U.S.) didn't know 
before that something sneaky was going 
on in the Kamchatka peninsula, we cer¬ 
tainly have bpen given a tragic hint. 

Assuming that the above is true, 
one can suggest that the Korean airliner 
ignored, did not acknowledge, or did not 
receive sufficient warnings and attempts 
from the Soviet bombers to land the 
plane. In reality (as much as we hate to, 
we’ll have to ignore our own propaganda 
and deal in reality) the Soviets may very 
well have exhausted all other possibilities 
to contact the jet. And with the plane 
nearing "the location," the final alterna¬ 
tive had to be taken. 

Furthermore, because there was an 
American reconnaissance plane in the 
area, Soviet suspicions were heightened. 
Dare we even suggest that the Russian 
pilots really did think the jumbo jet was 
a spy plane? The fact is, it could be true. 

Finally, the Soviets say they have 
proof the civilian jet was on a mission of 


espionage. We don’t know what this 
proof is. But let us not think so highly 
of ourselves as to deny this possibility. 
We have a foreign intelligence service 
that operates in much the same filth the 
Russians do. Dare we suggest that this, 
too, may be a possibility? The idea of 
the U.S. using the jet for some operation 
cannot be totally out of the question. 
After all, how do experienced pilots hap¬ 
pen to wander into Soviet airspace and 
stay there for such a long time? And it 
may or may not be coincidence that the 
jet casually flew near some sensitive 
Soviet area. 

One thing is for sure. We will never 
know the whole story surrounding flight 
007. There is absolutely no way we can 
discern the innuendo and fact that has 
clouded this whole mess. And there is 
no way either country involved would be 
honorable enough to admit any wrong¬ 
doing in the matter. 

It's a damn tragedy that the Soviet 
Union caused the deaths of 269 people. 
It's a damn tragedy that our world lies in 
the midst of distrust and the paranoia of 
destruction - enough of which leads to 
secret intelligence or military operations 
or installations. It would also be a damn 
tragedy if our government, playing a 
heinous game of chess, inadvertently 
pawned off' the existence of 269 innocent 
lives to gain an edge in the fallacy of 
foreign intelligence.

Fredonia Hall was built as 
temporary housing when enroll¬ 
ment peaked in the summer of 
1980. The University was given 
a four-year variance from the 
city of Peoria to build it. The 
four years ended with the spring 
semester of 1983. The extra 
housing is no longer needed 
with the decline in enrollment. 

The administration is now 
faced with the problem of what 
to do with Fredonia Hall. 
According to Michael Murphy, 
director of housing, there have 


been a few proposals, but noth¬ 
ing definite. 

The library, which has been 
looking for additional storage 
space for its documents, has 
been considering Fredonia. 
However, a special temperature 


control system would be needed 
to protect the documents. 
Another proposal is to use 
Fredonia as a storehouse for the 
University. In order to do so, 
the university would have to 
build bay doors.

and, Baran said, "hiring a pro¬ 
fessional masseur to demon¬ 
strate the correct way to give 
and receive a massage. The list 
goes on and on." 

Activities are important in 
determining the success of a 
floor. "After each function we 
fill out floor activity sheets with 
our evaluation of how it went, 
how many people were there, 
etc.," said Jarocki. 

The residents feel that the 
coed living will help the success 
of floor functions. "1 think there 
is a lot more unity as far as 
social activities are concerned," 
said Kerri Hall. "With guys and 
girls on the floor the fun’s 
already there; you don’t have to 
invite anyone else." 

The unity extends further 
than the floor’s social functions 
though. "We all have at least 
one thing in common," sajd 
Hall, "everyone wanted to be on ^ 
this floor." 

Actually, there are four 
women on Harper seven who 
didn’t request the floor. After 
placing most of the residents in 
dorms, said Mike Murphy, 
director of housing, "there were 
about four women whose cards 
we were still holding, so we 
gambled a little."

What do you call a gay in a 
jwheelchair? Roll-aids. 

What do you call gay guys in 
groups? Band-aids. 

These and other popular jokes 
'have been inspired by the recent 
publicity of the Acquired Immune 


Deficiency Syndrome (AIDS). But 
do you want to know something 
that’s really funny? AIDS has 
struck over 1600 people and has 
killed more people than Toxic 
Shock Syndrome and Legionnaire’s 
Disease combined.

And this should really make 
you laugh: anyone can get it. 

While media coverage of AIDS 
rises, so does the misconceptions of 
the syndrome. With the release of 
The AIDS Fact Book Ken Mayer. 
M.D., and Hank Pizer hope to clear 
up the misconceptions and fears 
concerning AIDS and its effects. 

The effects of AIDS, with con¬ 
tinual medical findings, changes 
virtually daily, but Mayer and Pizer 
go a long way towards defining the 
syndrome as simply as possible. A 
definition, in itself, causes many 
problems. 

"AIDS is a new and complicat¬ 
ed disorder -of the body’s defense 
system," states Mayer and Pizer. "It 
is perhaps the most complicated 
disorder medical science has ever 
seen, in part because the immune 
deficiency is masked until the com

plications strike." 

The causes of AIDS are unk¬ 
nown, though Mayer and Pizer do 
offer, in Chapter 3, signs and 
symptoms of the syndrome ranging 
from swollen glands to weight loss, 
fevers, abnormal bleeding, skin 
rash, etc. Yet these symptoms oc¬ 
cur in other illnesses and it is im¬ 
portant to remember that AIDS 
cannot be diagnosed until the im¬ 
munity system is determined to be 
deficient. Even then, it could 
literally be hundreds of other 
diseases or lesser strains of cancers 
that complicate the diagnosis of 
AIDS. 

The AIDS Fact Book, for all 
its up-to-date information, offers 
basic logistics and statistics. Yet 
this isn’t the authors’ faults. Doc¬ 
tors are still unsure how the syn¬ 
drome is transmitted. However, the 
statistics themselves are somehow 
helpful to the general public. 

Though largely a syndrome 
that has struck the gay community 
of the U.S., the percentage of gays 
afflicted has dropped from 95 per- 
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cent to 75 percent as more women 
and children have acquired AIDS. 

The AIDS Fact Book goes 
further than the medical confines of 
the syndrome--there are chapters 
concerning social consequences, 
coping with fear, guilt and hospital 
staff. "It is not uncommon," states 
Mayer and Pizer, "for medical pro¬ 
fessionals to be unsympathetic to¬ 
wards others who do not share 
their lifestyle and values." 

Just the fact that The AIDS 
Fact Book is published and avail¬ 
able at almost all bookstores is tes¬ 
timony enough to the seriousness 
of AIDS. Mayer and Pizer, as well 
as Bantam Books, is doing a ser¬ 
vice to the community making their 
knowledge available to everyone. 
Since AIDS manifests itself to many 
other diseases, Mayer and Pizer’s 
last sentence rings true: "The les¬ 
sons learned from this work will 
enhance our knowledge of medicine 
in ways that are likely to be appli¬ 
cable to many of the illnesses that 
plague mankind." 
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Congressman 
Tackles Crucial

"The future is hot sunny, 

And it’s not funny! 

Reagan’s making bombs with the student loan money. 


For "student loan" you can 
substitute any of a number of social 
assistance programs and come up 
with an equally true statement, ac¬ 
cording to the Honorable Walter 
Fauntroy, U.S. Representative from 
Washington, D.C. 

Dr. Fauntroy gave a highly in¬ 
formative and captivating talk 
Tuesday night in the Student 
Center Ballroom, presenting his vi¬ 
sion for a unified black, as well.as 


an overall American, movement for 
economic recovery and social re¬ 
form with zeal, sensitivity, and 
warmth. 

Highly concerned and em- 
pathetic for the poor in this country 
and the world, he provided his di¬ 
agnosis of the economic state of 
affairs, namely that under the 
current taxation system, money is 
taken from the poor and given to 
the rich, who invest it, not back

into the national economy, but into 
international markets "without re¬ 
gard to national boundaries" in ord¬ 
er to maximize their profits. In do¬ 
ing so, the U.S. supports govern¬ 
ments which exploit cheap labor, 
such as South Africa, and then sets 
up defense installations to preserve 
these foreign interests, effectively 
paying twice to help out the 
economies of other nations while 
hurting our own. 

With so little money going 
back into American companies, it is 
foolish for the government to ex¬ 
pect Americans to buy Ford when 
they could buy Datsun. He also la¬ 
mented the effect that this has on 
labor and economic growth here, 
but said that the situation could 
improve if the government and the 
rich would stop investing so much 
abroad and try to bolster our own 
technology. 

Fauntroy compared Yankee 
oversight in helping Ja^an and Ger¬ 
many to reach technological excel¬ 
lence by giving them all necessary 
knowledge and resources to one 
group of businessmen getting 
"drunk at lunch" and conceding all 
of their money-making secrets to 
another group of businessmen. But 
he put himself into the shoes of the 
average American when he told of 
how he had chosen a radio for his 


son at Christmas. "I said,’Sanyo!’ 
and I bought it," he admitted 
without apology. 

Although he touched on a 
wide variety of currently crucial 
and intriguing issues for all Ameri¬ 
cans, he devoted most of his lec¬ 
ture to an introduction to The 
Black Leadership Family Plan for 
the Unity, Survival, and Progress of 
Black People. This forty-five page 
booklet was written by the 
Congressional Black Caucus, a 
group of twenty-one black 
Congresspeople led by Dr. Faun¬ 
troy, and was inspired by Ossie 
Davis, who, when the Caucus had 
its first annual dinner, had called 
for "a plan of action ... a 10 Black 
Commandments ... a simple, moral, 
intelligent plan," which can be car¬ 
ried on regardless of the identities 
of the particular leaders of the 
movement at any time. 

The first section of the booklet 
spells out twelve rules, two of 
which he stressed in his talk: the 
revitalization and restoration of the 
nuclear family unit and excellence 
in education. The Black Develop¬ 
ment Fund, through which black ci¬ 
tizens are asked to donate at least 
one dollar above and beyond their 
current contributions to a different 
black service organization each 
month, is outlined in the second 


section of The Flan. Operation In¬ 
structions," the third portion, advo¬ 
cates specific policies and steps for 
various sectors of the black com¬ 
munity to take in order to work to¬ 
gether. The final section is the 
blueprint for "The Action-Alert 
Communications Network" among 
black individuals and organizations 
which would facilitate communica¬ 
tion when quick action needs to 
take place, such as reminding eligi¬ 
ble voters of a special vote on a 
law. 

To sum up his philosophy of 
what black and white Americans 
need to do, Dr. Fauntroy succinctly 
and eloquently stated, "We may 
have come over in different ships, 
but we’re all in the same boat 

I" 

now! 

At the end of his lecture, Dr. 
Fauntroy smiled proudly and appre¬ 
ciatively as he was awarded a 
plaque for his achievements as a 
"spokesman of our people’ and a 
"messenger of God" by Kappa Al¬ 
pha Psi president Eric Wiley.

Elvis Costcllo-Runch the 
Clock (Columbia) Aren’t you sick 
and tired of hearing how great Elvis 
Costello is-that wormy looking 
guy who’s always singing about 
how bad his sex life is, how many 
problems he has with women, and 
what a sorry state of affairs the 
world is in?

If that’s the case, then stop 
reading now. Elvis is back with 
Punch the Clock and once again 
he’s come up with a stunner. 


The' first question to tackle 
with Elvis is what is this year’s 
model of music? Let’s see, first 
there was r&b inspired pub rock 
(My Aim Is True), then a tauter 
version of pumped up punk rock 
(This Year’s Model), neo-pop 
(Armed Forces ), Stax/Volt soul re¬ 
visited (Get Happy) and a new 


traditional melange of styles on last 
year’s Imperial Bedrooms. Where 
does Punch the Clock fit in? 

PTC reinstates the Stax/Volt 
soul of Get Happy with the accessi¬ 
ble quirks of Imperial Bedrooms 
while lyrically Costello revisits fam¬ 
iliar turf. PTC is not Costello’s best 
lp, but as an album that amalga¬ 
mates many of his past meander - 
ings, it succeeds on its own terms. 

Lyrically, PTC is slight. One 
listen to "Charm School", "King of 
Thieves" or a number of other 
songs and the listener is on familiar 
turf. But watch out for that musical 
detail. Dense, intricate arrange¬ 
ments and top notch ensemble 
playing by the Attractions gives 
PTC its kick and, a surprising thing 
for Costello, its warmth. 

Standouts are many: the beau¬ 
tiful ballad "Shipbuilding", the 
tongue in cheek self-condemnation 
of "Mouth Almighty", the political 
desperation of "Pills and Soap (the 
Ip’s most subdued and different 
track), etc. Any song could be a ra¬ 


dio hit at any time, and "Everyday 
I Write the Book" is well on its way 
to becoming both a radio hit and 
an MTV staple. 

Punch the Clock, as I’ve said, 
is not Costello s best, but it isn t 
bad at all. Just prime Costello, ag¬ 
ing like good wine.

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Nurses, Army may join forces

The Pentagon’s plans to draft 
women in the health-care pro¬ 
fessions have reached all the 
way into the collegiate level. As 
a matter of fact, recruiters have 
been to Bradley’s campus as 
recently as last March. 

"The Army has been recruit¬ 
ing Bradley’s Nursing Depart¬ 
ment since last January," says 
Clifette Grinston, a senior 
Nursing major from East St. 
Louis, Ill. 

Apparently, the Army, in 
association with Bradley’s 
ROTC, has been recruiting 
potential nurses to serve in the 
military or ROTC programs. 

The recruiters have visited 
students in 300-level nursing 
classes. This is in response to a 
current military shortage of 
trained nurses. 

"Late last March, the Army 
flew us down to Fort Gordon in 
Augusta, Ga. At the same time, 
other bases nearby were also 
hosting students from Indiana, 
Iowa and Illinois," said Grins¬ 
ton. 

The Bradley students were 
given a tour of the post and the 
Dwight David Eisenhower 
Army Medical Center 
(DDEAMC). 

"The DDEAMC had incredi¬ 
ble technology. It made civilian 
hospitals look like a first aid 


kit," Grinston said. 

The students were also 
allowed to talk to recent Army 
inductees. "They let us talk to 
people who had just come into 
the Army so that we would not 
feel as if we were getting a 
snowjob," said Grinston. 

One of the large drawing fac¬ 
tors according to Grinston is the 
Army’s continuing education 
programs. 

"The benefits that the Army 
provides toward continuing edu¬ 
cation are really great," said 
Grinston. "We were all pretty 
impressed." 

All the trips sponsored by the 
Army are approved through 
Bradley’s College of Health Sci¬ 
ences. 

"These trips had to be 
approved because we had to 
miss some really crucial lab 
hours and classroom experi¬ 
ence," Grinston said. 

Grinston speculated that the 
reason the Pentagon is pushing 
so hard for nurses might be 
two-pronged. 

"Currently there is a shortage 
of qualified nurses in the mili¬ 
tary. Also the Army needs to 
have trained people that they 
can rely on," said Grinston. 

When asked to comment on 
the Pentagon’s plans to write 
legislation that would draft 
women into the health-care pro- 
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fessions in the event of war, 
Grinston reacted in disbelief. 

"I am shocked. I didn't know 
of this until you just told me. I 
understand their position, but it 
is unfair to just draft women 
because they are nurses," said 
Grinston. 

Grinston offered her own per¬ 
sonal solutions to the current 
problem. 

"Perhaps they can offer more 
benefits to attract the more 
qualified candidates," Grinston 
said. "This just infringes upon 
your rights." 

Currently, between 97 and 98 
percent of the nurse population 
is female. 
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This past summer Phi Kappa Tau fraternity decided 
demolish their two former houses to build this new house, 
located on Fredonia Avenue.

The nurses are required to 
attend a five-week training 
camp in San Antonio, Texas. 

"This is not a ’boot camp’, 
this is a training camp. It offers 
officer training, basic orientation 
and some physical condition¬ 
ing," said Grinston. "It is held 
during the summer after a 
senior’s graduation from col¬ 
lege." 

At the training camp, the 
recruits are sent into a simu¬ 
lated set-up of a Mobile Army 
Surgical Hospital (MASH) unit 
in the field. All candidates must 
go through this simulation once 
a year. 

"After training camp, you are 
asked to pick from three choices 
of assignments in Army military 
hospitals across the world," 
Grinston said. 

Grinston, who plans to get a 
Master’s degree in cardiovascu¬ 
lar clinical specialists, speculated 
.on her future. 


Professional growth is one of the goals of some current course 
offerings through the Division of Continuing Education and Profes¬ 
sional Development. 

The Process of Management, a course which is part of the 
Supervisory Development Certificate Program at Bradley, begins 
Monday. 

The Certificate in Management Accounting preparation pro¬ 
gram begins with an orientation session 7 p.m. Thursday. 

A real estate pre-examination review session for those who 
have completed salespersons’ or brokers’ programs will be Sept. 17 
and 18. 

Health fitness non-credit courses are also offered through the 
division. 

Beginning Yoga and Relaxation begins Monday evening; Aero¬ 
bic Dancing begins Monday; and Basic Scuba Diving, a preparation 
for basic or open water certification, begins Thursday. 

A non-credit Computer Literacy Series is also planned. Intro¬ 
duction to BASIC for Personal Computers begins Tuesday and 
other courses in the series follow in October and November.

Renters have rights 

By Rose Liddell 

Renters can prevent problems with their apartments and/or 
landlords by establishing a lease which covers all bases. 

"Don't immediately sign what he sticks under your nose. Dis¬ 
cuss modifications with him that could be to your best interest, 
said Dr. Kevin Teeven, Bradley professor of business law, who 
spoke on renter's rights Wednesday. 

Teeven said the basis of problems is the relationship between 
the tenants and the landlords. 

"I think students don't find out the reputation of the landlord 
before they decide to rent from them," Teeven said. "People 
should get the names of previous tenants and ask those tenants if 
repairs were taken care of fast and if they got their deposits back." 

The major example of landlord problems, Teeven said, is when 
a landlord makes certain promises then doesn’t keep them. These 
promises should be included in the lease or "he’ll drag you put 
through the length of the lease and it’ll never get done." 

The lease should also include a list of defects that exist in the 
apartment before renters move in. 

Security deposits are the fundamental bone of contention, said 
Teeven. 

"Any deposit that exceeds one month’s rent is excessive," he 
said. "You should put a lot of pressure on the landlord in that case. 

"You should also make sure that security deposit is a damage 
deposit and not a cleaning deposit," Teeven added. "If it’s a clean¬ 
ing deposit, kiss it good-bye." 

. Teeven cited four Illinois statutes that are beneficial to student 
tenants: 

1. If the landlord is responsible for paying the utility and water 
bills, and if those bills aren’t paid, the statute requires the company 
to notify the tenants and the landlord before anything is shut off. 
The tenants also have the right to pay the bill and deduct the pay¬ 
ment from that month’s rent without violating the lease. 

2. If the tenant is a welfare recipient and the apartment is 
violating the housing code, the tenant can refuse to pay the rent. 

3. Violations of the housing code should be reported, and if 
the landlord gives an eviction notice, the tenant should report the 
landlord, and if the landlord gives an eviction notice because of the 
report, the tenant can sue. The landlord would have to pay between 
$200-500 to the tenant, provided the tenant is no more than 30 
days late with the rent and hasn’t been a nuisance. 

4. A tenant can sue the landlord if the place doesn’t provide 

heat, electricity or water, violating the Warrantee of Hability Sta¬ 
tutes. This also covers unsafe conditions and leakage causing flood¬ 
ing. , . 

Teeven said when two or more people sign a lease, there is 
joint liability, meaning if any of them leave, the remaining tenants 
are responsible for the full rent. 

Teeven spoke to about 10 people in a presentation sponsored 
by the OfT-Campus Student Association. 


African policy explained

We are as ugly as ever in our 
American foreign policy in 
Africa, according to Dr. Donald 
Crummey, professor of history 
at the University of Illinois at 
Champaign-Urbana. Crummey 
later explained in his lecture 
Wednesday night that he meant 
"neglect instead of ugliness." 

"In the world scheme of 
things, the United States 
doesn’t take Africa seriously," 
he told the crowd of about 35. 
"The people who are making 
foreign policy, I don't think 
they give a damn." 

"1 don’t think the United 
States has ever had an African 
policy." 

Crummey, a Canadian 
citizen, has researched African 
history and lived nine -months 
in Kenya and six years in 
Ethiopia. 

In commenting on the recent 
crisis in Chad, Crummey said 
nothing has really changed in 
the last 15 years. 

"The United States chose 
Qaddafi as its leading boogyman 
because he’s unpopular and 
he’s not very important," Crum¬ 
mey said. "He’s not particularly 


successful. 

"If they let Qaddafi conquer 
Chad, everyone would probably 
be a lot better off, except for 
the Libyans," he said. 

Crummey called the U.S. 
government explanation of the 
Chad crisis "a total distortion." 

Chad is a very poor country 
and largely desert, said Crum¬ 
mey. A coalition formed in 
1979-1980 involved all Chadian 
factions but didn’t last because 
of local rivalries. Libya was then 
a positive support of the coali¬ 
tion. 

The intervention of the CIA 
working with Sudan and Egypt 
drove the Libyans out of Chad. 
The U.S. has supported the fac¬ 
tion which now controls Chad at 
a cost of about $35 million, 
Crummey said. 

Crummey does have an 
answer to the crisis. "The prob¬ 
lem can be solved by getting 
back to the long, slow process 
of hammering out coalitions," 
he said. 

Over the last 20 to 25 years, 
Crummey said, there’s been a 
steady growth in American 
involvement in Africa and the 
value of Africa to the United 


States. For example, Nigeria has 
become the second leading sup¬ 
plier of oil to the U.S. 

The United States has rarely 
played a central role in Africa, 
Crummey said. "No riot accom¬ 
panies an official United States 
visit to Africa," as they do in 
South America, he said. 

"American black culture is 
tremendously influential in 
Africa. The United States is 
(seen as) a country where black 
people have done tremendous 
things." Crummey said that in 
Ethiopia, he lived down the 
street from the James Brown 
Teahouse. 

The lecture was sponsored by 
the International Affairs Organi-

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osting policy begins second year

Bradley’s Posting Policy, the first in the his¬ 
tory of the University, has been in eflect for over 
a year. The policy, which was established in 
spring 1982 by an eight member committee 
representing students and staff, states that any 
type of material posted or distributed on the 
campus must be approved by the student activi¬ 
ties office. 

Essentially, the committee wasn't trying to 
control what could be posted, even though there 
are guidelines to follow. They were merely trying 
to bring some type of order to when, where and 
how the material could be posted. 

"The first year was difficult," said Anita 
Craig, director of student activities. "We try to 
make all material visible; we are trying to give 
everyone a fair chance to post their material." 

Problems arose when students would post 


more than two flyers in a designated area. ’They 
were posting rows instead of one or two," Craig 
said. 

"All the University needed was somewhere to 
have material posted." Before the policy went into 
effect, material was being posted on painted walls. 
Along with the removal of the material came the 
removal of paint. The campus was left with an 
unkempt appearance. 

"Problems diminished almost overnight when 
the new bulletin boards were established in the 
academic halls," said Craig. The bulletin boards 
were purchased by the vice president for business 
affairs’ office at an estimated price of $2,000. 

The only problem the activities office seems 
to have now is that "people don't realize we only 
approve material during a specified time of the 
day," which is 1 to 5 p.m. Monday through Fri¬ 
day.

Bradley’s library is taking 
steps to handle the abuse of 
materials including missing and 
damaged books and damaged 
magazines, said Dr. Robert 
^Jones, library director. 

One big step they are taking 
is in the form of the "Hot 
Topics" project. 

Librarian Betty Hendrickson 
said the project involves trying 
to replace missing pages and 
issues of magazines and dupli¬ 
cating much-used magazines. 

"We don’t know altogether 
what is missing unless we are 
told," she said. Both Jones and 
Hendrickson emphasized that if 


students find something miss¬ 
ing, they should let the library 
staff know. 

Jones said they found many 
missing books when they took 
inventory in the summer of 
1982 « "the first one (inven¬ 
tory) in over 10 years," he said. 

For the "Hot Topics" project, 
the library is sending letters to 
magazines to obtain copies of 
articles and issues that are miss¬ 
ing. 

"We have an increase acquisi¬ 
tions fund" that is paying for 
improvements, Jones said. They 
have increased magazine sub¬ 
scriptions by 164, making the 
total 1800 paid subscriptions.

from the government. 

Hendrickson said they are 
also increasing their microfiche 
storage of magazines. "They 
(the microfiche) are usually six 
months to one year behind, 
though," she said. 

Jones added they are receiv¬ 
ing so much microfiche that 
they are running out of storage 
room. 

Both Jones and Hendrickson 
feel microfiche copies of maga¬ 
zines and the off-campus 
storage of publications before 
1950 will help cut down on 
theft.

The new Faculty Fellows Program is 
helping students and faculty come closer 
together. 

The project is the result of an effort 
by the Office of Residential Life (ORL), 
operated by Tim Wendle and Barbara 
Carraway. It seeks to improve student- 
administration relations and break down 
the intimidation between students and 
professors. The program also tries to 
retain underclassmen by having them 
associate with a member of the faculty.

There are 33 faculty fellows (one for 
each freshman floor) but as more faculty 
members become involved, the program 
will be implemented campus-wide. "Our 
goal is for each dorm floor on campus to 
have a faculty fellow," said Luebker. 

Some of the activities the faculty 
fellows have participated in with their 
floors so far this semester include a Sun¬ 
day dinner at Mr. Chips, a pizza party, 
lunch in the cafeteria, academic sem¬ 
inars, a trip to the water slide and coach¬ 
ing intramural teams. 

"Each meeting with our faculty fel¬ 
low gets more interesting," said a 


resident of University Hall. 

Upperclassmen who are interested in 
involving their dorm floors in the pro¬ 
gram should contact either Wendle or 
Carraway. 

"Both the ORL and the student 
committee gratefully thank those faculty 
members who have donated their time 
and help," commented Luebker. The 
ORL is very excited and pleased with the 
program so far and believes it will be a 
success this year and in the future, he 
added. 

A visitor to the University recently 
said, "This program makes so much 
sense, it’s surprising it hasn’t been a part 
of Bradley for many years already."

A journey was taken to Cali¬ 
fornia by eight Bradley photojour¬ 
nalism students and their professor, 
Howard Goldbaum, last May. The 
result of their excursion is a series 
of preserved observations. Although 
in black and white, the collected 
photographs give a particularly 
bright and lustrous portrayal of life 
and living in the Southwest. 

Photo Safari 1983 is currently 
being exhibited in the Virginius H. 
Chase Special Collection Center in 
the lower level of the Cullum-Davis 
Library. 

The photos were taken essen¬ 
tially in the national parks and sites 
of California, although some were 
taken of quick views of the natives, 
and from such sources as a lettuce 
field. (Joel Okmin, for instance, 
recorded a man who seemed pecu¬ 
liarly proud of that certain field of 
greens.) 

There are the usual pictures of 
landscapes and summer skies, but 
they are shown to us with a vitality 
that astounds the sensory percep¬ 
tion.

In Thomas J. Smith’s photo¬ 
graph Pacific Ocean and Cypress, 
Point Lobos the water rolls through 
the sunlight vividly in the mind. In 
contrast, Gia Civerolo's record of a 
permanently grounded bird in Car¬ 
mel Beach, California is firmly 
statue-movement. 

There is a variety of people 
depicted by the photographers. 
Thomas J. Smith offers a contrast 
between the real and the 
imaginary--a man captured with the 
Hamburglar, in Merced, California. 

Other photos include Running 
Tree/Big Sur, Oak Creek Canyon, 
Arizona, Satin Falls, Yosemite and 
Sea Lion Point. Point Lobos. 

The professionalism of the 
photos do not leave them dry; the 
detail of each, as well as the sub¬ 
ject matter, show individual insight 
that appeals to all senses.

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Chopin’s Tasty 


Chops

Wednesday evening’s fare con¬ 
sisted of chop suey and Chopin. 
The chop suey was terrible, but, 
mon Dieu!, was Chopin delicious. 

Frederic Chopin came to the 
Hartmann Center in the body and 
spirit of Robert Guralnik. Guralnik, 
a masterful pianist, dressed in 19th 
century European costume and im¬ 
personated Chopin as well as per¬ 
forming the composer s works. 

The evening opened with a 
black stage and someone playing 
Chopin’s "Muzurka in A minor.” As 
the spot lights brightened, a man in 
a navy tailcoat appeared. Thus en¬ 
tered, for all purposes, the body 
and spirit of Frederic Chopin. 

Guralnik as Chopin explained 
his history from when he began pi¬ 
ano as a boy in Warsaw through his 
later days in Paris. The Polish com¬ 
poser intertwined his life’s adven¬ 
tures with his musical composi¬ 
tions. From his life in Vienna to 
Paris, the style of playing charac¬ 
terized his moods, feelings and atti¬ 
tudes of where he was emotionally 
and geographically in his life. 

When Chopin was in Vienna, 
Johann Strauss and his waltzes 
were the fashion, so Chopin wrote 
waltzes. To Chopin, however, Paris 
was special. He described it as the 
center of the universe: "1 truly 
loved that incredible city." 

In the French capital, Chopin 
met the masters: Rossini, Berlioz 
and Listz. Chopin referred to Listz 
as a "lion of the keyboard. As 
composer, Listz was an ass, but he 
was one of the greatest pianists. 
He played with thunder, whispers, 
and a spark of fire." 

Chopin called the piano a mis¬ 
tress and Listz was her king. Yet 
Chopin also equivocated the right 
pedal of his own piano to a woman.

"She won’t yield at first; but when 
she does, she performs miracles." 

Chopin’s emotions often led 
him back to Poland even though he 
rarely returned to his homeland. He 
was troubled by his lack of role as 
a Polish patriot. When Poland was 
revolting against Russia, he wanted 
to fight with his friends and family 
but put it off because of career and 
personal advances. 

Chopin said what brought him 
through his periods of despair was 
his music. As a student, a teacher 
had instilled in him the love and 
reverence of Bach and Mozart. He 
believed that his talent had no 
bounds and that he had set out to 
conquer the musical world. 

As Chopin got older, he real¬ 
ized that he was not going to do 
everything. He said he would rath¬ 
er "do little as best as possible than 
do all poorly." 

Chopin’s world was the key¬ 
board, and Wednesday night the 
keyboard was Guralnik’s world 
which he shared with a near full- 
house audience. Guralnik played 
with an inspiration and emotion 
that was heart-tugging. As Chopin 
said, "After all, I’m just a pianist." 
And a delicious one at that.

Something is wrong. How can 
the definitive jazz bassist -of the 
past twenty years put out a couple 
of the blandest albums in recent 
memory?

On it, Carter overcomes 
many of the problems which were 
evident on his earlier efforts. He 
has produced a collection of tunes 
that swings with vivacity and fresh¬ 
ness not found on previous releases 
under his name. 

On this September ’82 ses¬ 
sion, Carter for the first time leads 
a quartet without piano through 
four originals and two compositions' 
by his longtime rhythm partner, 
drummer Tony Williams. Rounding 
out the quartet are saxophonist Bill 
Evans (who has recently made his 
mark as reedman with Miles Davis)

and veteran fiugelhornist Art Farm¬ 
er. 

From the album’s opener "Last 
Resort" through "Doctor’s Row", 
the key word isr simplicity. The 
melodies are almost all simple lines 
with an undefinable catchiness to 
them. "Arboretum" is hardly more 
than a couple of riffs and "Rufus" 
has a familiarity about it, a trait 
shared by many of the tunes in the 
collection. 

The arrangments, all by Car¬ 
ter, are also simple, yet effective. 
"Doctor’s Row", the longest perfor¬ 
mance on the album, remains in¬ 
teresting through its fluctuations in 
Latin rhythm and swing feel, while

UB40: Roots Reggae Meets A Flock Of Seagulls-

This slithering synthesizer 
came seeping out of the speakers, 
insistent in its offbeat and modern, 
glossy tone. For seconds anyone 
would have thought that maybe A 
Flock of Seagulls had a new hit, or 
Duran Duran or Naked Eyes. But 
then there was that voice--that rich 
deep voice taking America on a 
tour through its own backstreets 
and alleys. Taking us all for a ride 
down electric avenue. 

In a few short months America 
embraced modern reggae, thanks to 


Eddy Grant and Peter Tosh, while 
still refusing the more organic reg¬ 
gae of Bob Marley, Black Uhuru, 
earlier Wailers and others. Grant 
and Tosh sounded modern while 
•established reggae artists still 
sounded like they just walked out 
of the sticks. Regardless, the roots 
are the same, and reggae made its 
first big splash in the big country. 

Which leads us, in a strange 
way, to UB40, a Birmingham band 
whose Nineteen-Eighty-83 is their 
first American release after two 


British albums. 

Whereas Grant and Tosh took 
reggae and threw it into the 80’s, 
UB40 has slowly incorporated the 
electronics of today and the organic 
pulse of reggae without forsaking 
its base appeal. 

UB40 acheives their synthesis 
of roots reggae and technology 
through their use of dubbing. With 
a lead singer sounding like an 
unpretentious Stevie Wonder, a 
rhythm section tighter than a Tup- 
perware seal, and the signature 


melange of trumpets, saxophones, 
trombones all subtly propelled by 
the electronics of keyboardist 
Michael Virtue, UB40 wields the 
sounds and struggles of their home¬ 
land to the universal struggles of 
mankind. 

Nineteen-Eighty-83 is a com¬ 
pilation album of UB43’s best 
tracks culled from Signing Off and 
Present Arms with the inclusion of 
earlier singles from the band’s in¬ 
ception in ’78. As a singles album 
. it far surpasses any greatest hits

POTSDAM, NY (CPS) - For most 
freshmen, registration’s long lines, 
neat, missed course sections and 
frustrations are cause to wonder 
why they bothered to come to col¬ 
lege. 

But for freshman accounting 
major Jackie Pouliot, the events 
transpiring on her first day of regis¬ 
tration "weighed a lot on my deci¬ 
sion to come here." 

Freshman engineering major 
Steve Safranek likened the August 
25 registration to Christmas morn¬ 
ing, when he, Pouliot and 800 
frosh each got eight boxes to cart 
• back to their dorms. 

Once there, they hastily un¬ 
packed the boxes to find new Zen¬ 
ith z-100 personal computers. They 
inserted accompanying "demo 
1 disks," and stared at the mono¬ 
chrome screens in silent homage. 

Clarkson thus goes down in 
history as the first college to re¬ 
quire all entering freshmen to buy 
not only paper, pens and textbooks, 
but microcomputers. 

A week later, Stevens Institute 
of Technology in New Jersey be¬ 
came the second school to impose 
the new requirement. 

And more are enlisting in the 
long-touted campus computer revo¬ 
lution each term. 

This winter, Drexel University 
in Philadelphia will require fresh¬ 
men to buy a new wonder Apple 
computer. 

Even more -all of them private 
colleges--are only months from

similar steps: Carnegie Mellon, 
Brown, MIT, Pepperdine, Vassar. 
Dartmouth and the Rochester Insti¬ 
tute of Technology, to name a few. 

"What’s happening at Stevens 
and Clarkson merely heralds what 
is to come," predicts Alfred Bork, a 
physics and computer science pro¬ 
fessor at the University of 
California-Irvine. "I think we all 
agree the cay is near when all stu¬ 
dents will be required to bring 
computers with them to campus.' 

The remaining questions seem 
to be just now and when that will 
happen, what the costs will be, how 
the computers will affect everyday 
life, and, a? 3ork points out, if edu¬ 
cators c? actually create courses 
that will u the machines. 

"It’s oi e thing for everyone to 
come to campus with a certain 
piece of hardware," he says. "It’s 
another to make them useful, and 
to design a curriculum around 
them. That will take a while, and it 
doesn’t happen automatically." 

Clarkson, for example, lacks 
not only a campus network to link 
its computers but even phones in 
the dorm rooms. There are no 
courses designed specifically for us¬ 
ing the computers yet. 

"Unfortunately, about all I can 
say at this point is that, among 
schools implementing computer 
programs, the variety is enormous, 
the interest is enormous, and the 
confusion is enormous," says 
Steven Gilbert, director of the 
EDUCOM Computer Literacy Pro-

ject, which is trying to link whole 
campuses to each other. 

"The cost is also enormous," 
adds Bernard Sagik, vice president 
of academic affairs at Drexel. 

"By spring," he says, "we 
should have lost a few machines to 
theft, encountered numerous break¬ 
downs, and have solved problems 
we haven’t even thought of yet." 

Sagik estimates students will 
have to pay over $1000 each for 
their computers, but isn’t sure if 
they’ll be charged one lump sum or 
be allowed to pay it off gradually. 

Like most of the other schools, 
Drexel has a special deal to buy 
machines in bulk, and then distri¬ 
bute them to students at a 


discount. 


Schools are undergoing physi¬ 
cal changes, too. 

Stevens completely rewired its 
dorms to ensure students wouldn’t 
have assignments zapped into ob¬ 
livion by power surges or outages. 

Campus maintenance workers 
spent the summer ripping up dorm 
rooms when they found computers 
use up enough desk space to make 
twin beds impossible. 

"We found we needed twice

Engineering students pay surcharge

Students taking courses in the College of 
Engineering and Technology may have noticed 
they are paying a $3 surcharge per semester hour. 

The purpose of the surcharge is to help with 
the burden of expenses. "The University's prob¬ 
lem is not a unique one," explains Dr Ronald 
Jetton, acting dean of the College of Engineering 
and Technology. 

"This approach to the problem was the only 
solution. The purpose was to take some of the 
financial burden off the University and the col¬ 
lege and place it on the people who benefit most- 
-the students," claimed Dr. Jetton. 

The surcharge was approved last spring by 
the Board of Trustees. Approval for the charge 
came too late last year to notify students before 
leaving for the summer, so students were con¬ 
tacted during the summer. 

Engineering majors are not the only ones 
f affected by this charge. Anyone taking engineer¬ 
ing courses, whether the student is an engineer¬ 
ing major or not, must pay this $3 surcharge. 

Funds generated, a possible $70,000 this 
year, will go directly to the college for laboratory 
equipment and funds. X small percentage will be 


forwarded to the chemistry and physics depart¬ 
ments. "Engineering students spend a lot of their 
lime in these departments also," said Dr. Jetton. 

"The $70,000 doesn't solve our problem, but 
it does bring some relief. The money will be 
spent on laboratory facilities and support. I his is 
an expensive business, but the laboratory experi¬ 
ence is essential for these students, he said. 

Several engineering colleges are facing the 
same problem--lack of funds. The situation 
we're in is not a unique one, some colleges have 
chosen to solve this problem in this way. In gen¬ 
eral, everyone will have to solve this thing. Dr. 
Jetton added. 

State and federal governments are trying to 
set up funds where engineering colleges can 
receive help. "We just can't say we think we 
might need help, you must show a need first." he 
said. 

In the next four years, without an increase in 
the surcharge, freshman engineering majors are 
looking at a total of $225.00 in extra tuition costs. 

More than likely, there will be a slight 
increase in the charge. "As tuition increases, as 
costs for facilities increase, the surcharge will be 
adjusted." said Dr Jetton. 
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Speaker protests draft registration

One of 16 draft registration 
resisters being prosecuted by 
the United States government 
said Wednesday night. "It's not 
just a registration, it's draft 
registration, tied to the draft 
and foreign and military poli¬ 
cies. 

"Every once in a while, some 
action is taken that forces you 
to think seriously," said Rusty 
Martin, 23, the son of an Iowa 
farmer. He began to think seri¬ 
ously about draft registration 
three years ago, when it was 
enacted by President Carter. 

"The idea 1 was going to be 
forced to sign a pledge to kill 
and be killed struck me as a lit¬ 
tle odd," he said. 

Martin said that he is not 
against war, but he is against 
being signed up for an action he 
may not support. 

"I had to choose whether to 
register or refuse and face what¬ 
ever consequences. 

"I'm not a conscientious 
objector; I'm not opposed to 
war in any form. (However) 
I'm not going to fight in 

Reagan’s next noble cause."

of the draft registration, Martin 
said Carter's action was a sym¬ 
bolic gesture of disapproval of 
the Russian invasion of 
Afghanistan. Also, in case of a 
national emergency, the action 
would save needed time. 

Since then, there has been 
confusion about the registra¬ 
tion. Various reports give 
different numbers of males who 
haven't registered. 

Martin said he was 
prosecuted not because he 
didn't register, but because he 
spoke out. Only 16 of a half¬ 
million non-registrants have 
been prosecuted, he said. 

"This obviously is selective 
prosecution. The message is: we 
don't care if you register or not, 
just don't talk about it. 

"The goal of the trial is not to 
serve justice, but to frighten 
and intimidate," he said. 

Martin also discussed the 
amendments making it neces¬ 
sary for students to sign a state¬ 
ment of registration in order to 
receive federal financial aid. 

"This is one of the few times 
Congress has tried to punish 
people without a trial," he said.

Maslar, a first-year graduate student in counselling at Bradley, 
graduated from Purdue University-Calumet Campus with a BA in 
clinical psychology after dabbling in management and communica¬ 
tions.

The question of apathv and the involvement of students in 
on-campus activities is "a question I've been battling with for years. 

I he 
university was not a home for the students. They had part-time or 
full-time jobs, then they went to class with a 'who cares attitude. 
No one had any motivation. There was nothing I could come up 
with that was innovative or effective. I found it very frustrating. 

Maslar, at Purdue, found it hard to watch "organizations 
divide. Sometimes organizations fail to realize that everyone in a 
campus community is working against the same obstacles and 
toward the same goal." But Maslar, fresh to the Bradley commun¬ 
ity, doesn’t see organizations opposed to each other. 

"I find the students here very dedicated and easy to work with. 
They know their priorities. I recognize there are as many students 
exactly the opposite, but the majority of my time I ve spent adjust¬ 
ing to my job and that's what I ve seen. 

And Maslar has much to adjust to. Other than being new to 
Peoria, the title of graduate assistant covers a lot of areas: adminis¬ 
trative duties, public relations, promotional work, executive duties, 
advising, consulting and counseling. 

Although Maslar does a lot of everything, his major focus is 
on developing student organizations-both the organizations them¬ 
selves and the audiences they reach. A major project for Maslar is 

an audience development project. . , . . . 

"The community surrounding Bradley seems isolated from the 
campus. We re up the hill, we have that stigma of academia. Many 
citizens feel uncomfortable coming to campus. I d like to bring the 
community into Bradlev and Bradley into the community." One way 
Maslar plans to accomplish this goal is through promotional 
material sent out in the community.

"We have to work 
within limits if it’s not feasible 
economically. We have to work 
with the administration." 

"Half of being in a political 
situation is compromise. We 
have to be realistic on things we 
can and can’t do," Deakin said. 

"I wish we had more power 
over the students in getting 
them to come to us. We have 
the power with the administra¬ 
tion; we need the students 
behind us," Deakin said.

Be informed about 
draft registration 

The number of people at Rusty Martin's talk on draft 
registration was about normal for a campus lecture. 

The audience was predominantly male, but that make 
sense because the issue affects men more directly than 
women. Those at the talk also seemed to be very concerned. 

Some were concerned about how Martin could take such 
a stand in refusing to register for the draft. Martin didn’t 
argue with them about defending U.S. soil; he explained his 
desire to make a choice about his life, especially now, with 
the memory of Vietnam and the troubles in El Salvador and 
other countries. 

Others asked Martin questions about what might happen 
to them if they don't register and personal questions about 
his beliefs, family and support. 

This was serious stuff 

It was encouraging to see students (even a small 
number) caring enough to be informed and taking advantage 
of the chance to learn from someone else’s experience. 

Martin said studies have shown that people who signed 
up knew the least about the draft and the people who knew 
the most were the least likely to register. 

It sounds sort of like the lambs being led to the 
slaughter. It shouldn’t be that way. 

We are old enough to be in college, basically on our 
own, preparing for our futures. We are responsible for our 
development. We don’t take a class in Draft Registration and 
Its Implications, so we have to do a little self-motivated 
homework and find out how this will affect our lives. 

Martin said, "If students were more organized and more 
political, as they are in other countries, we wouldn’t have a 
draft registration." 

And if students keep themselves informed there's less 
of a chance of signing away their lives.

cated students involved in the produc¬ 
tion of the yearbook. 

It is not right to have allowed these 
students to have totally committed them¬ 
selves if the administration wasn't 
behind them 100 percent. 

Now we suggest that this situa¬ 
tion is a form of censorship, forcing the 
Anaya to provide the administration 
what they want financially. 

Or that Anna and others are wrong¬ 
fully (maybe illegally) holding back the 
earned salary of a University employee 
after services have been rendered. 

We will suggest that this is just 
another incident proving that the student 
may not mean as much to this Univer¬ 
sity as something else - money.

A computer-based career gui¬ 
dance system, "Discover," will 
be available to Bradley students 
at the beginning of October. 
The Discover program is written 
for the Apple JI microcomputer. 
It provides students with indivi¬ 
dualized, one-to-one assistance 
in learning about their needs 
and goals and aids in identifying 
appropriate occupations. 

The discover seems easy to 
use, and much quicker than 
conventional methods. Students 
can complete the entire program 
in about two hours, or it can be 
used for a shorter period of 
time depending on their specific 
needs. 

According to Debbie Artz, 
assistant director for cooperative 
education, "It is a tool for the 
counselor to be more effective 
toward the students. The stu¬ 
dents come in more prepared 
with what they say and need." 
In comparison to other pro¬ 
grams with similar features, 
Artz said, "Discover is the most 
new and most comprehensive. 
It is the Cadillac of computer 
career guidance." 

There are four major com¬ 
ponents of the Discover pro¬ 
gram: Learning about Yourself, 
Searching for Occupations, 
Learning about Occupations and 
Searching for Educational Insti¬ 
tutions. The Learning About 


Yourself component helps users 
identify and understand 
interests, aptitudes and values. 
It applies this information to the 
identification of personality 
relevant career options. 

Using Searching for Occupa¬ 
tions, students that have already 
completed interest inventories 
(i.e. Strong-Campbell, Kuder 
Form E) may incorporate those 
scores into the system. One 
method of identifying occupa¬ 
tions is a search by majors or 
fields of study. Based on these, 
the program will then be able to 
identify and list related occupa¬ 
tions. 

In Learning About Occupa¬ 
tions, the user may ask for 
detailed information about cer¬ 
tain occupations. Discover will 
respond with information on 
work tasks, national salary 
figures, required training and 
related occupations. 

Searching for Educational 
Institutions allows those 
interested in graduate schools to 
pick from 1,000 schools. The 
program is able to match 
specific schools from the user's 
personal criteria. 

Students interested in the 
Discover program will be able 
to sign up in the cooperative 
education office. Students will 
be charged a $4 services charge, 
which will give them a max¬ 
imum of four hours user time.

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Goldbaum, Swigart Photos 
At Hartmann Center

Photography, the current show 
in the Hartmann Center Gallery by 
Harold Goldbaum and Lynn. 
Swigart, is a fascinating study 
between the visions and styles of 
two distinct artists. 

Goldbaum, associate professor 
of journalism, says that his photos 
were "not taken with conceptual 
unity or line" in mind, but that 
they are consistent to his own per¬ 
sonal interests. The photos, taken 
over' a period of 5 years, stemmed 
from journalism projects Goldbaum 
was working on in such places as 
Israel and Ireland. 

"I keep my eyes open to things 
that happen," said Goldbaum. 
"These shots are more personal and 
consistent to my tastes, idiosyncra- 
cies." 

Though Goldbaum has had 
numerous shows over the last ten 
years, most of them centered 
around journalistic projects, he says 
that the Hartmann Center photos 
are "more personal than journalis¬ 
tic. It was a lot more fun to do a 
show of personal whims rather than 
a show of journalistic disciplines. 
These represent one side of me I 
haven’t had an opportunity to 
show." 

All in color, Goldbaum’s pho¬ 
tographs are not photos to just be 
seen, they demand that you experi¬ 
ence them. To myself, they were a 
collection of photographs exuding 
textures -- the rich, deep colors and 
painstaking detail coaxed the feel¬ 
ing and ideas from the pictures. 

Particularly striking were 
"Photo Urinalism, 1979, Peoria," 
which Goldbaum sees as an "ugly 
racist statement about intolerance" 
while simultaneously a very 
tongue-in-cheek jab at "photojour¬ 
nalists who take themselves too 


seriously," and "Enclosed Cow, Ire¬ 
land, 1980," which Goldbaum used 
as an example to depict what he 
does with color. 

"A photographer deals with 
color as an element of his vocabu¬ 
lary. By intensifying color one can 
make pictures more surreal." 

Lynn S. Swigart, manager of 
Parts and Service Publications for 
Caterpillar Co., has worked in and 
studied photography for 25 years. 
Sharing the Gallery with Gold¬ 
baum, Swigart’s photographs offer 
many contrasts. 

The most obvious contrast is 
that Swigart works in black and 
white medium. Yet there’s other 
contrasts; his style and subject 
matter are markedly different. 

Swigart feels that his photos 
"work in a subconscious and cons¬ 
cious framework. Whatever your 
point of reference, you (the artist) 
bring something to bear to the 
world." 

What Swigart brings to the 
world through his photography is a 
way of reexamining every day ob¬ 
jects, things taken for granted. He 
also creates a definition of what he 
wants to "say visually. I think I’m 
dealing with the effect of light on 
different geometry. There’s a lot of 
texture in my work." 

Like Goldbaum, Swigart is 
pleased with the show at the Hart¬ 
mann Center. "What pleases me 
most," said Swigart, "is that the 
work is all very current. I want to 
continue to be productive as long 
as I can." 

The show is testimony that 
both artists have been very 
creative. Photography, well worth 
seeing, is a visual and emotional 
experience that should not be 
missed.

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Polygraphs aid in criminal investigation

In the I920’s the polygraph 
gained the notoriety of being a 
lie detector test. To many peo¬ 
ple today that name still sticks, 
but to Dennis Jenkins, a 
Peorian who runs a modern day 
polygraph business, it's a simple 
device that aids in crime inves¬ 
tigation. 

Jenkins and Associates do 
testing for area state’s attor¬ 
neys, police departments, one 
hundred defense attorneys and 
eighty to ninety businesses. 
Jenkins said the test has many 
extra-judicial uses. 

"It’s used in pre-trial prepara¬ 
tions by attorneys. It's used to- 
persuade the other side to 
believe some testimony. It’s 
used by police departments to 
investigate matters, to clear, 
suspects." 

In the 1970’s the federal 
courts admitted polygraphs as 
evidence. Since then 23 states 
! have allowed their use in the 
courtroom-, but with stipula¬ 
tions. Illinois justices have 
turned thumbs down on their 
use. 

"I don’t believe they belong 
in the courtroom," Jenkins said. 
"They’re an investigative tool." 

The use of polygraphs has not 
been limited to just police and 
attorneys. Business has turned 
to the polygraph as one way of 


screening both those who work 
for them and those who are 
applying. 

"In employment applications 
some employers make it a 
requirement of getting the job 
that they (applicants) take a 
polygraph examination." Jenkins 
said. "They’re within their rights 
to make that a requirement. If 
a person is employed, and 
there’s a mysterious disappear¬ 
ance and the employer forces 
the exam there can be some 
legal ramifications." 

The courts have been flooded 
with lawsuits concerning the 
test's use. The American Civil 
Liberties Union, which spon¬ 
sored Jenkins talk Tuesday 
night, is opposed to their use in 
any circumstance. 

Questions are raised about 
the accuracy of the test. Jenkins 
said studies done show accuracy 
anywhere from 76 to 92 per¬ 
cent. But Jenkins added the 
conditions in which the testing 
is done effect the outcome. 

"They’re probably the most 
important thing in a polygraph 
examination. A private room, a 
competent examiner, a subject 
who is not over-wrought, 
unhealthy and intelligent 
enough to know what he’s 
being asked," Jenkins said. 

The test measures body 
responses with four pieces of 
equipment. Two numographic 
tubes wrap around the upper 


chest measuring irrhalation, 
expiration and suppression. A 
cardiograph, which is like a 
blood-pressure instrument, 
measures heart beat. The galvi- 
nometer measures the change 
in the sweat gland by electricity 
running across two fingers on 
one hand. 

The equipment sends a mes¬ 
sage to the machine which 
prints out the body s responses. 
It’s a highly controlled testing

where even the slightest move¬ 
ment can cause inaccuracy. 

Jenkins said while there are 
laws regulating its use, the poly¬ 
graph is abused. 

"I’ve seen people attempt to 
abuse it, it’s disgusting," Jen¬ 
kins said. "The problem is peo¬ 
ple who have abuses made 
against them don’t take advan¬ 
tage of the laws available to 
punish those abusers." 

A person cannot be forced to 


take a polygraph test, and law 
prohibits pre-employment ques¬ 
tions on race, religion and sex¬ 
ual beliefs. 

Law requires that a subject 
know the questions before the 
test and know the order of the 
questioning. All questions must 
be answerable with a yes or no 
because talking causes exhala¬ 
tion, changing the results. A 
subject can change any question 
to the way he wants to hear it. 


Library to computerize system

The computerized library circulation system 
of the Resource Sharing Alliance (RSA) of West 
Central Illinois is not yet fully operational, said 
Susan Eichelberger, associate librarian at the 
Cullom-Davis Library. 

The computer, called A LIS, is based at Illi¬ 
nois Central College and links 16 area libraries. 
Eight terminals were installed at Cullom-Davis in 
July. 

"It is difficult to implement a computer sys¬ 
tem. We're having some hardware problems as 
well as software problems. 

"All the bibliographic information of our 
225,000 volumes is entered into data base. Every 
volume has an optical character recognition 


(OCR) number. The OCR number has to be 
matched up with the bibliographical information. 
They must be connected manually, so it will take 
a long time," Eichelberger said. 

"We are also entering all books that have 
been circulated since spring, because eventually 
A LIS will make circulation automatic and will 
help inter-library loans," she said. 

"Right now, we’re in a waiting mode. We 
eventually want to use the computer as a card 
catalog, but only after the circulation system is 
completed," Eichelberger said. 

When completed, the alliance libraries can 
keep better track of materials' circulation and 
inventory. Materials will be listed on the com¬ 
puter by title, author and subject. The terminals 
will also tell users if the book is on the shelf.

Sikes Peters Recital Hall, was 
dedicated Sunday in a program 
including tenor Jerry Hadley, a 
1974 Bradley graduate. 


The major donors, Mabel 
Dingeldine and Russell F. and 
Eleanor Sikes Peters were in 
attendance and honored at the 
program. 

University participants in the 
program included President 


Martin G. Abegg, Dr. John 
Hitt, provost and vice president 
for academic affairs, Lewis 
Burger, president of the board 
of trustees. Dr. Phillip Wein¬ 
berg, dean of the College of 
Communications and Fine Arts, 
Dr. Allen Cannon, director of 
the Division of Music and 
representing the student body, 
Rhonda Bartel, a senior music 
major. 

Almost $1 million has been 
pledged by various donors to 
convert the former Second 
Church of Christ Scientist, 1417 
W. Barker, into a 16,000- 
square-foot music facility. The 
67-year-old limestone structure 
was purchased by the board of 
trustees in 1980 for $225,000. It 
seats about 440. 

The music center is not yet 
completed. The acoustic system, 
designed by Larry Kierkegaard, 
is not yet fully tuned.

Also, the performance hall does 
not yet have its own piano.

received her teaching certificate. 
Also, she is the only person to 
be elected to the Founder's 
Societies of Bradley University, 
Eureka College and Illinois 
Central College. 

A former teacher of problem 
students, Dingeldine has also 
been .a rehabilitation instructor 
for the Veterans Administra¬ 
tion, a financial analyst for the 
Census Bureau and an accoun¬ 
tant for the General Accounting 
Office. She has also worked with 
the adult blind of Illinois. 

Eleanor Sikes Peters has 
toured the country presenting 
selections of great authors and 
musicians. Russell E. Peters, a 
1924 Bradley graduate, has been 
founder and officer of various

Zoning proposal could divide off-campus living arrangements

More than three Bradley stu¬ 
dents would not be able to live 
together in an off-campus house 
if the city of Peoria changes its 
i definition of a family. 

Second District Councilman 
James Bateman said he has 


received two types of com¬ 
plaints which prompted him to 
propose a reduction in the 
number of unrelated adults who 
can live together. 

The present zoning code 
allows up to five unrelated 
adults to live in one dwelling. If 


the proposal is passed, only 
three would be allowed. 

Some of the complaints come 
from neighbors of Bradley stu¬ 
dents. 

"Bradley students make bad 
neighbors," Bateman said. 
"They’re noisy, create problems 
and park in front of houses." 

Bateman said some are good 
neighbors, but even then stu¬ 
dents have an impact on the 
neighborhood. 

"If 1 go to sell my house, 
before they buy it, they’ll ask 
about my neighbors. When they 
find out Bradley students live 
next door, it hurts the deal. 
They won’t know that they're 
nice kids." 

He said sometimes it’s not 
the residents, but their guests, 
who create problems. 

He said he received a call last 
Saturday from residents on 
Institute Place who were awak¬ 
ened by some visiting men cal¬ 
ling to some Bradley women 
who lived next door. 

Bateman said the Bradley area 
is where most of the group liv¬ 


ing occurs, but when he 
brought it up at a city council 
meeting, other council members 
said they had that problem in 
their districts, too. 

Greek houses and houses 
converted into apartments 
would not fall under the zoning 
change. The landlord would 
have three years to switch if the 
ordinance was enacted while 
five students lived there. 

"The city enforces the five 
limit right now," Bateman said. 
"They do it on a complaint 
basis. It’s usually right after 
some incident and the neigh¬ 
bors say, 'Hey, I bet more than 
five people live there.’" 

The city legal department had 
not considered at what age a 
person is an adult. The ordi¬ 
nance doesn’t state whether this 
applies only to those 21 years of 
age and older, or if all unrelated 
individuals over 18 fit into the 
category. Bateman said he 
would favor all over 18 so Brad¬ 
ley students would not be 
excluded from the ordinance. 

Bradley Business Manager 


Ken Goldin said Bradley has no 
plans to present any petitions at 
the zoning meeting Oct. 6. He 
said the school wants to expand 
its boundaries in the future. He 
added President Martin G. 
Abegg doesn’t want to get into 
any controversy before then. 

Goldin thought the proposal 
was just another political move 
by Bradley's neighbors. 

"Our neighbors would like to 
see one or two people to a 
house," Goldin said. "Landlords 
jack prices so high a man and 
his wife couldn’t afford to live 
there. But three or four can." 

Goldin said if the city decides 
to go with the ordinance for 
those 21 or older, it would not 
affect Bradley very much, 
because the majority of the stu¬ 
dents are under 21.

New requirements leave impact

Although the new General Education 
Requirements have only been put into effect this 
semester, their impact is already being felt. 

Beginning this fall, incoming freshmen must 
satisfy University requirements for graduation 
that have been amended to provide a more 
comprehensive and liberal background to their 
education regardless of their majors. The new 
requirements cover such areas as western and 
non-western civilization, human values and sci¬ 
ence. 

When the new requirements were first pro¬ 
posed, one of the major concerns was whether or 
not such courses as western civilization could be 
covered sufficiently in a three semester hour 
course. 

"Of course such questions were raised," said 
Dr. John DePinto, chair of the General Education 
Subcommittee and associate dean of the College 
of Liberal Arts and Sciences. "Because the 
engineering majors would have relatively 
inflexible class loads when we were designing the 
new requirements." 

"At least the non-liberal arts students will be 
exposed to these subjects, something that might 
not have occurred under the old requirements," 
said Dr. Thomas Kent, chair of the English and 
Foreign Languages Department. 

Both agree that it is a little early to determine 
the exact effects on class sizes. "Full implementa¬ 


tion won’t begin until next semester, however 
class size was always a concern. The subcommit¬ 
tee strove to keep class sizes down, but excep¬ 
tions were made based on the effectiveness of a 
class in past semesters. 

"For example. Dr. (Kalman) Goldberg’s 
Economics 100 class has always been taught in 
Neumiller Chapel with a large class size and it has 
always been famously successful as such. Courses 
like this were generally left alone," said DePinto. 

"It’s really too early to notice any increases in 
class sizes," said Kent. "However, if class size 
does become a problem, Bradley University does 
have a pool of part-time help to assist." 

"To meet student demands 500 seats of 
required courses must be met every semester," 
said DePinto. "Western Civilization presently has 
two lecture groups of a hundred (students each) 
with eight discussion groups of 25. By next 
semester it will have four lecture groups of 100 
and 18 discussion groups of 25, so that student 
demands will be met for that course." 

The reactions of freshmen students are gen¬ 
erally positive. Andre DeLoach, a public relations 
major, said, "Most of my general education 
classes are the size of high school classes. I 
selected them with my major in mind and I think 
that they will have a lasting influence. My Music 
Appreciation class enables me to better appreciate 
music whether it’s jazz or any kind of music. My 
sociology class is really helpful because it is 
related to my major." 


motivation and career advice. 

The rest of the evening, the 
students split into four groups. 
Each group discussed one of 
four topics. Motivation, Apathy 
and Conflict Resolution; Emo¬ 
tions, Guilt and Assertiveness; 
Budgeting, Goal Setting and 
Organizational Planning; and 
Communication, Objectivity and 
Delegation. 

Solutions and the main dis¬ 
cussions of the groups were 
presented Saturday afternoon. 

Throughout the seminar, 
various games were played to 
illustrate points on unity and 
cooperation and to help the 
leaders get to know one 
another. 

Ed King said the conference 


was focused more on the 
campus than in previous years. 
"We have had more community 
involvement (in the past) but 
it’s hard to zero in on campus 
concerns when the mayor and 
aldermen are here," he said. 

"This year’s conference was 
more helpful to me personally, 
as a leader, than to organiza¬ 
tions as a whole," said Bob Beo- 
deker, Anaga editor. "It could 
have been planned out a little 
earlier. They waited a little to 
long to get the speakers, it 
seemed.” 

The interaction and relations 
between organizations pleased 
Carolyn Kern, who represented 
Chi Omega Sorority and Order 
of Omega Honorary Society.

Off target 


Dear Editor, 

Disagreements of opinion, 
whether they center around ideolog¬ 
ical points of view or something as 
trivial as preferring the NFL to the 
USFL, while being a basis for intel¬ 
lectual contention, do not justify the 
personal malignments and ludicrous 
name-branding that has pelted Mr. 
Dave Carlson since the publication 
of his article entitled "Maybe Rus¬ 
sians Were Within Their Rights." 

Tony Stephan’s dubbing of the 
courageous journalist as Mr. Carlson 
Marx in a Sept. 23 letter to the edi¬ 
tor is slanderous in addition to 
being off-target. I call him coura¬ 
geous because he dared to offer 
empirical logic and two-sided 
analyzation while others called for 
revenge in a situation which held 
the possibility of major superpower 
confrontation. None of us, I hope, 
wish for that. 


Mr. Stephan is off-target in 
referring to Marx when speaking of 
Marxist-Leninism. This is similar to 
comparing Christianity with the 
Moonies, not in sincerity, but in the 
evolution of old doctrines into new. 

Mr. Carlson's article is filled 
with condemnations of the Soviet 
Union’s part in the incident and 
remorse for the awfulness of the 
event, but in no way smacks of 
appeasement. At no point did the 
article suggest any opinion as to 
what should or should not be done 
in "retaliation" for the "massacre." 

Mr. Stephan, I sincerely hope 
that you will realize that Dave Carl¬ 
son did not, "clearly denie(d) the 
truth and real crux of the incident." 
The truth of the matter is that a 
Soviet aircraft, presumably acting 
under orders from superiors within 
the Soviet Union, shot down a civi¬ 
lian airliner in Soviet territory, kil¬ 
ling 269 civilians. Little more was, 
known than that when Dave Carl¬ 
son rushed to get the story done in 
time for print. The crux of the 
incident is whether or not an obvi¬ 
ous atrocity, having occurred, from 
our point of view in a peaceful 
situation and from theirs in a com¬ 


bat situation, should justify immedi¬ 
ate and stereotyped reactions, and 
only stereotyped reactions which no 
one can honestly say don’t lead to 
an increase in "Cold War" tensions. 
Is diversity of opinion no longer 
sanctioned in America? 

I personally believe that since 
the Soviets had nothing to gain 
from knocking down a civilian air¬ 
liner, the only possible explanation 
is that the individuals involved on 
the Soviet side must have perceived 
the event to be as their government 
now insists. 

Understanding that playing 
devil's advocate often brings nega¬ 
tive reactions, Mr. Carlson still was 
not prepared for this kind of 
flagrant abuse of his "opinion." If it 
is true, as Mr. Stephan states, "that 
individuals like you can’t see past 
their own shallow ideals," Mr. Carl¬ 
son, then thank God that they can 
at least see their ideals clearly 
enough to dare to transcend them 
momentarily in order to be, (horror 
of horrors!), objective.

We have to break down some of 
these walls.” 

"Last year most of the 
members were blacks,” said Rich 
Gosha, choir treasurer. "We want 
anyone and everybody though. We 
have to make ourselves known as 
not ’just another little organiza¬ 
tion.’” 

"When I’m singing gospel I’m 
in another world. It takes me away 
from any problems I might be hav¬ 
ing. A lot of the people get caught 
up in it and lose track of where 
they are or who you’re with. We all 
come together in song,” said Go¬ 
sha. 

Unity is characteristic of the 
group of about 30 students, reli¬ 
gion is another. "We have a campus 
ministry, too," said Gosha, "but you 
don’t have to be involved with that 
branch. There is a fellowship, no 
matter what religion you are." 

"The real purpose is for people 


who love gospel music to praise the 
person (God) who made the music; 
to give God back some of what he 
gives us," Gillies explained. She has 
been playing the piano since five. 
Gillies didn’t consider herself a pi¬ 
ano player until about seven years 
ago. 

"It’s a matter of getting some 
basic knowledge, being embar¬ 
rassed, and then being able to play 
reasonably well." Now Gillies ar¬ 
ranges music for the choir by 
listening to tapes and can accom¬ 
pany someone by ear. "If someone 
gets up there and sings I can prob¬ 
ably follow them." 

The choir will perform at Neu- 
miller Chapel Nov. 13 and in the 
spring at the Campus Carnival. 
They play at many churches and 
nursing homes throughout the year. 
"We might sing at one church the 
first Sunday of every month and 
another on the second Sunday, 


etc.," said Anderson. 

Diane Rigley is looking for¬ 
ward to the upcoming year, her 
first as the Gospel Choir advisor.' 
"When I went (to their concerts) 
just as a fan I noticed the concerts 
were presented more as concerts of 
praise. The focus is not on them 
but on the music and its message. 

"I’d like to get them more visi¬ 
ble. The students -- anybody 
should see them," she said. 

The choir practices 7 p.m. 
every Thursday in Constance Hall, 
102. they also hold Bible study 
groups 9 p.m. Saturdays. Rigley 
would like to see the recruitment of 
group members as "more structured 
instead of just word of mouth. 
They offer spiritual, educational, 
social and musical opportunities."

Through Barriers

Ever heard of the Bradley 
Gospel Choir? 

Probably not -- most people 
on campus haven’t. "The people at 
the University really didn’t see us

Andre Hole’s Two Kinds Of Magic

Some people have passed religion off a mere 
"hocus-pocus", but when magic and religion are mixed 
in one performance, the observer learns to sort the 
tricks from the truth. The Gospel truth, that is. 
Andre Kole And His World Of Illusion was just 

such a combination. 

Andre and his entertainment team, consisting of 
his daughter, son, and a handful of other young people, 
performed a variety of mystifying illusions on Sept. 21 
at Grace Presbyterian Church. 

In "Crazy Lady", Andre shut his daughter Robin 
inside a box with three compartments. Then he shifted 
the middle”third of the box to one side so that her face 
and feet remained visibly in place, but only empty_ 
space remained where her midriff should have been. 
Andre shifted the middle compartment back, and she 
stepped out intact. 

After explaining the hoax on which the popular 
belief in communication with the dead is based, Andre 
recruited two volunteers, Bradley students Mark Cox 
and Tom Sandborg, for a "seance". Andre also did a 
seemingly death-defying act based on "The Mystery of 
the Bermuda Triangle". After he was securely sealed in 
a pyramidal box,the outer walls of the box, from which 
projected three-foot-long light bulbs, folded up against 
the inner walls, the spikes going into the box. When 
his assistants opened the box, Andre was gone. When 
the sides came down and they opened the door again, 
he hopped out. 

In conjunction with his trick, he shared his belief 
about the Bermuda Triangle, namely that based on the 
data available, one can see that the number of disap¬ 


pearances of planes and ships in this area is no greater 
yhan that anywhere else in the world. This and other 
similar myths rely on the fact that even the "most in¬ 
telligent of people can be taken in by a clever story". 

Andre’s acts flowed quickly from one to the next, 
keeping the attention of the full house. As Tom Sand¬ 
borg mentioned, it seemed that Andre was always pro¬ 
viding that little extra surprisee at the end of a good 
act, which him unpredictable. His humorous quips 
along the way, as well as the incorporation of humor 
into the acts themselves, made the show not only fas¬ 
cinating but fun. 

Near the end of his show, Andre discussed how he 
„had come to know Jesus as his personal Savior after 
having laughed "on the outside but [cried] on the in¬ 
side" for twenty-five years. He explained that "true 
Christianity is not a religion. It is a... vital, dynamic re¬ 
lationship with a living God.". After his testimony, he 
performed a fascinating demonstration through a trick 
of the way in which God, through Christ, injects life 
into our dead spirits. 

Andre has taken seven world tours, performed in 
all fifty states, ans has appeared on national television 
in forty-seven coutries, using interpreters. He has made 
two films featuring, beside himself, his daughter Robin, 
whom he claims is "one of the few lady magicians in 
the world today". He recently received an award from 
the Academy of Magical Arts for his excellence. As Dr. 
Bruce Dunn said in his introduction, Andre’s show is a 
"ministry as well as an opportunity for entertainment". 
He is entering his third decade of doing both magic 
and ministry simultaneously.

For years now, I’ve been 
screaming about the onslaught of 
the computer age in music, how 
healthy it would be for rock to 
open itself up to new technology 
and how mind-expanding advanced 
electronics would be for the bland 
wasteland of 70’s pop.

I mean, seriously folks, 
Duran Duran! Ultravox! Neil 
Young! HA! Remember disco?

-- new wave, in one giant step, has 
taken the core out of hardcore and 
has replaced disco with just plain 
old co -- as in corporation. Syn¬ 
thesized music, as we’ve heard so 
far in the 80’s, might as well be 
patented.

Not the machines themselves, 
mind you, but their melodies. You 
can count on your fingers the 
number of songs on the radio that 
go "do-do-do-do/do-do-do-do' in 
that high whiny squeel. (Duran 
Duran, Stevie Nicks, Prince, Men 
Without Hats, etc.) And you could 
probably play these songs in your 
sleep. 

So, on one hand, what we’ve 
got here is an outlet for stupidity 
for every Joe (or Jill or Ivan) on 
the street who think they have 
something to offer the music biz. 
On the other hand, we have an ap¬ 
proach to music that lends itself to 
a simplicity that is, well, simply in¬ 
spiring. If, of course, the machines 
fall into the right hands. 

Preferably human hands. 

Pete Shelley, the Tom Tom 
Club and Yello are all too human. 


They surround themselves with the 
best of modern technology, musi¬ 
cians who can handle that capacity, 
and the results are oftentimes in¬ 
spirational. 

Shelley, co-founder of the 
Buzzcocks, has been kicking around 
in music since 74. He abandoned 
the Buzzcocks in 80 for a morel 
modern approach, i.e. synthesized.! 
His first lp, Homosapien, while a 
step down from his work with the 
Buzzcocks, was a step up from the 
plethora of synth-bands kicking off 
in 80-81. XL-1, his latest release, 
matches his Buzzcocks’ intensity 
with his fascination for 80’s dance 
rock. 

While Shelley revels in the 
sounds of the synthesizer, he keeps 
his music rooted with an insistent 
acoustic guitar strumming that re¬ 
calls the heyday of folk-rock 
(remember, if you will, Joni 
Mitchell’s strumming on "Big Yel¬ 
low Taxi" and you’ll have some 
idea of the guitar work on XL-1). 
Blessed with the gift of the catchy 
bassline, melodies and harmonies 



Humanities Forum On 

Sophie’s Choice 


The Humanities Forum, a sporadic forum which 
addresses issues and ideas through the humanities, had 
its first discussion 4 p.m. Sept. 22 in the faculty 
lounge in Bradley Hall. 

A descendent of the English Forum in the early 
70’s, the Forum focused upon William Styron’s 
Sophie’s Choice, the issues raised within the narrative 
and structure of the book, and the style of Styron s 
writing. 

Dr. James Ballowe, associate provost and dean of 
the graduate school, Dr. Peter Dusenbery and Dr. 
Dennis Q. Mclnerny, of the english and foreign 
languages department, opened the discussion with their 
views of Sophie’s Choice and its implications as both a 
novel and a comment on the treatment of European 
Jews. 

Sophie’s Choice, for those not acquainted with the 
book or the film, is about Stingo, the narrator, a strug¬ 
gling young Southern writer who brings a new 
definition to the word "naive", his introduction to So¬ 
phie, a survivor of the Auscwitz concentration camp, 
and her fascinating, obsessive relationship with Nathan, 


_ vivacious, trouble character who, to complicate 
matters, happens to be a Jew. 

Simple, right? Well, on the surface it is. The 
Forum spent much of the time talking about Styron 
and the overreaching scope of the novel, the problem s 
Stingo raises as a narrator, and, at times, as a charac¬ 
ter, and the nature of Sophie and Nathan s characters. 

After many of the books technical problems were 
discussed, the conversation focused upon Sophie, her 
plight in Poland and Germany and the overwhelming 
guilt accompanying her in her life to America. 

The Forum is basically a discussion forum, and to 
try to recreate the conversation would be useless. 
Those who attended were treated to some stimulating, 
intelligent conversation on a masterful, though flawed, 
novel. 

The Humanities Forum will continue to be held 
throughout this semester and next. The next Forum is 
4 p.m. Nov. 10 featuring Dr. Timothy Conley, of the 
english and foreign languages department, and he will 
be discussing Pluralism in Problems of Critical Diversi¬ 
ty.

wrapped around each other like 
lovers, and the lyrical edge that 
makes Shelley’s lovesongs more 
than whiny rants, XL-1 glides off 
the turntable and flies. 

While Shelley leans more to¬ 
wards what critics would call "new 
wave dance music", the Tom Tom 
Club on Close To The Bone their 
second release, stick closer to funk 
and disco. Wait - don’t run away. 
The Tom Tom Club don’t dabble in 
disco the way, say, the Eurhythmies 
do. Instead, they approach their 
brand of funk like Talking Heads 
(not surprising, Tina Weymouth 
and Chris Frantz are members of 
both the Heads and the Club). 

Close To The Bone isn’t as 
immediately catchy as the epo¬ 
nymous lp, but it is, after a few 
listening, more gratifying. OK, so 
there is no "Genius of Love" but 
there is "This Is A Foxy World", 
"Measure Up" and "Atsababy! (Life 
Is Great)". On the latter song, the 


,-Tom Tom Club sum up their philo¬ 
sophy of life both lyrically and mu¬ 
sically. Set to a bubble, 
effervescent backbeat, Tina, Lani 
and Laura Weymouth shout: "Life, 
as I would say/Life, as you would 
say/Life, as I will tell you, LIFE IS 
GREAT!" After listening to Close 
To The Bone one cannot argue that 
point. 

And so we come to Yello and 
You Gotta Say Yes To Another Ex- 
I cess. What first comes off as a no¬ 
velty album soon manifests itself 
into something more serious. 

Yello, comprised of musician 
Boris Blank and lyricist Dieter 
Meier, are perhaps the most excit¬ 
ing and innovative of new bands. 
Meier, in a recent interview, called 
Yello’s music da-da, and I must 
agree with him. Yello’s music and 
lyrics are snatches of different 
influences infused into 3 minute 
"songs". More interested in sound 
than clarity, Blank and Meier create 
scenarios in sound and image that 
leave the listener in sundry emo¬ 
tional and physical states. 

I cannot say enough about 
Yello, or do them justice in print, 
but I’m sure you’ll be hearing them 
by the time you read this. "I Love 
You", their first single, is pure joy. 
If you’re lucky, you’ll be listening 
to Excess at this very instant. 

So, stay away from Duran 
Duran and other synth poseurs, and 
catch up on Pete Shelley, the Tom 
Tom Club and especially Yello. 
They may be full of synthesizers, 
but they are never synthetic. 

This must be the 80’s!

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Mayor of Gary supports Jackson

The need for black Americans to become 
more involved in the nation’s political scope was 
emphasized by Richard B. Hatcher, mayor of 
Gary, Ind., Tuesday night. 

"Black Americans have taken the phrase 
’black power’ and made it into a political reality," 
Hatcher said. His speech was sponsored by the 
Black Student Alliance. 

The possible presidential candidacy of Jesse 
Jackson is his main concept of black political 
involvement. 

"The time is now to build strength and 
minimize weaknesses by forging alliances. The 
time is now for Jesse Jackson to run," said 
Hatcher. 

According to Hatcher, all of the U.S. 
presidents since Franklin Roosevelt have prom¬ 
ised everything to the blacks of this country and 
were either slow in delivering or didn’t deliver at 
all. 

"Except for Ronald Reagan," Hatcher said. 
"Reagan hasn’t promised us anything, so we 
haven’t been disappointed." 

Hatcher, chair of an exploratory committee 
investigating Jackson’s chances of winning, told 
the audience of about 35, "It’s possible for Jack- 


son to win." 

Hatcher based his belief on the results of 
recent straw polls in which Jackson made strong 
showings. "Jackson placed third and he’s not even 
an announced candidate. 

"Jesse Jackson is the best black candidate to 
run," said Hatcher, "because no other prominent 
black politician shows an eagerness to run. And 
Jesse’s the only person of national stature who 
wants the job." 

Jesse Jackson would be the only candidate to 
really speak out on issues like Central America as 
well as slums in Harlem, Hatcher added. 

Hatcher also addressed the issue of black 
voter registration. He said there are over 8 mil¬ 
lion unregistered minority people in the country, 
and a goal of registering 4 million new voters has 
been set. He believes that reaching that goal 
would make it possible for Jackson to win. 

To emphasize the importance of registering 
voters, Hatcher said, "Jesse Helms of North 
Carolina won his last election by 17,000 votes. 
There are over 300,000 unregistered blacks in his 
state." 

Hatcher closed his address by stating, "Ready 
or not, here we come."

Zoning proposal discussed

Peoria’s Zoning Commission decided yesterday to table a pro¬ 
posal to accept or reject the number of unrelated adults legally able 
to live together. 

James Bateman, 2nd district councilman, requested the change 
after various complaints about excessive noise and parking prob¬ 
lems. Bateman said he’s been facing these complaints for most of 
his 10 years on the council. 

The present zoning code allows up to five unrelated adults to 
live in one dwelling; the proposal requests the number be reduced 
to three. 

The commission listened to arguments about the proposal for 
over two hours from Peoria residents and property owners. 

Those in favor of the proposal gave reasons such as increased 
property value and return to traditional, conservative family neigh¬ 
borhoods. 

Those against the proposal spoke of discrimination against sin¬ 
gle people and unenforced noise and parking ordinances, which 
some said were the real problems. 

Bateman said the city has found out that if an ordinance does 
not specify what an adult is, then the Illinois definition of 18 years 
old is followed. 


DU charged with rush violations

Delta Upsilon fraternity has been accused of 
violating the rules for fall fraternity rush. 

The Interfraternity Council (IFC) has fined 
the fraternity $1000 and banned it from rushing 
during the spring 1984 semester. 

"There were a series of cases brought forth, 
some were dismissed," said Edward Barry, an IFC 
justice. 

Delta Upsilon is also not allowed to accept 
any associate members or new pledges until next 
fall, Barry said. 

"They can’t violate this decision, or they 


could be banned from fall rush next year." 

The IFC court made its decision based on the 
IFC constitution. 

"They (DU) now have the option of appeal¬ 
ing to me, then it will be taken to the arbitration 
board," said Edward King, program director of 
Residential Life and Student Judicial System. 

DU President Bradley DeSplinter had no 
comment when contacted about lFC’s decision. 

Barry said DU has appealed the decision to 
King. 

The appeal was held 3 p.m. yesterday, said 
John Szott, chief justice of the IFC court._

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Unemployed may increase suicide rates

Some students may kill them¬ 
selves if they can’t get a job 
when they graduate. 

Unemployment rates and sui¬ 
cide rates have a direct correla¬ 
tion in this country for people 
18 to 24 years old, said Sharon 
Gunzenheiser, of the Call for 
Help Crisis Line at Peoria’s 
Mental Health Center. 

"There are so many pressures 
on college students,” Gun¬ 
zenheiser said. "One thing that 
really seems to depress them is 
the future looks so dreary. 
There’s a lack of jobs, a chance 
of war and basically just little to 
look forward to. 

"They may figure, 'What’s the 
use of it all?’” she added. 

About 21 students visited 
Bradley’s Counseling Center 
last year with direct concerns 
about suicide, according to Dr. 
Harold Benner, Counseling 
Center director. 

"About 12 students came to 
us who had questions regarding 
suicide; it was one option they 
were considering, but it prob¬ 
ably wasn’t an active option," 
Benner said. 

"Three students came in who 
were seriously considering sui¬ 
cide as an alternative, and six 
students showed up concerned 
for a friend who was consider¬ 
ing suicide." 

The College Press Service 
conducted a survey last month 
at an unnamed liberal arts col¬ 
lege which showed college 
freshmen "face a tremendous 
amount of anxiety and pressure 
resulting in high levels of sui¬ 
cide contemplation and self¬ 
doubt." 

Twenty-five percent of all 
freshmen visiting that school’s 
counseling center reported they 
had seriously considered sui¬ 
cide, and over 75 percent said 
they sought counseling for 
psychiatric reasons. 

"Clearly, students are under a 
great deal of pressure during 
their first year in college," said 
Professor Javad Kashani, a 
University of Missouri psychia¬ 
try researcher who co-authored 
the study. 

He added the pressures on 
freshmen are so great that over 
40 percent of this fall’s fresh¬ 
men won’t graduate with their 
class. 

America’s highest suicide rate 
since 1900 occurred in 1932 at 
the height of the Great Depres¬ 
sion. According to researchers 
at the University of Minnesota, 
each percentage point of 
increase in the annual unem¬ 
ployment rate produces an addi¬ 
tional 320 deaths by suicide per 
year. 

"Faced with a constant state 
of economic uncertainty, people 
begin to withdraw, to become 
apathetic," said Richard Earls, 
president of the Canadian Insti¬ 
tute of Stress in Toronto. "They 
sense a lack of control in their 
lives, and there is a whittling 
away of self-esteem and 
confidence." 

Unemployment rates also 
affect crime in general. A study 
of crime and unemployment 
rates from 1940-1973, done by 
the Joint Economic Committee 
of the United States Congress, 
shows that a 1 percent increase 
in unemployment results in a 4 
percent increase in state prison 
admissioils and a 5.7 percent 
increase in murders. 

"Unemployment creates a lot 
of stress in a number of ways; 
sometimes stress and anger in 
individuals will end up with 
them taking all that out on 
themselves," said Nancy 
Affolter, of Peoria’s Human 
Service Center.

said, "It wouldn’t surprise me if 
suicidal idiation (thinking about 
it) went up because of frustra¬ 
tion about careers and making 
it." 

Unemployment affects a lot 
of people in different ways, said 
Ed Wong, who works with 
Peoria’s Emergency Response 
Team. 

"There is an indirect correla¬ 
tion between unemployment 
rates and suicide rates," Wong 
said. "People get more 
depressed because they can’t 
support the family, not neces¬ 
sarily because they’re out of 
work." 

Wong said between January 
and August this year, 21 people 
in Peoria between the ages of 
19 and 29 seriously tried to kill 
themselves and 31 people 
between 17 and 29 tried for the 
attention. 

The 1983 unemployment pro¬ 
jection for the Peoria area is 
13.3 percent for ages 16 to 19, 
and 8.9 percent for ages 20 to 
24. 

"In some areas the job 
outlook is very good,” said 
Robert Schmidt, labor market 


economist with the Illinois 
Bureau of Employment Secu¬ 
rity. 

"The engineering field is very 
good, teachers may be coming 
back, and people with master’s 
in business administration have 
a good chance. There isn't 
much available in liberal arts or 
health sciences, but people in 
communications have a good 
chance if they’re willing to 
move." 


'Twenty-one students visit¬ 
ed Bradley's Counseling 
Center last year with con¬ 
cerns about suicide' 

The average Bradley graduate 
job placement for the past three 
years has been 87 percent, 
according to Marjorie Kenyon- 
Cler of Bradley’s Center for 
Career Development. "Job 
placement for the 1981-82 gra¬ 
duates was 83 percent for all 
colleges, which was lower than 
average because of the reces¬ 
sion." 

She predicts May 1983 gradu¬ 
ate placement will probably be 


similar to 1981-82. Those 
figures will be in next month. 

"Things generally look black," 
said Gunzenheiser. "Young men 
call in for the first time in their 
lives and they need help. They 
have a family and they have to 
go on welfare; they feel very 
demoralized. 

"They’re really down, then 
they have to ask for help and it 
really crushes them.” 

New research conducted by 
Dr. Allan Schwartz, professor 
of psychiatry at the University 
of Rochester in New York, indi¬ 
cates that college and university 
students may actually be less 
suicide-prone than their peers. 

"1 took a careful look at previ¬ 
ous studies of college suicide 
which had found rates ranging 
from 15 to 20 per 100,000 stu¬ 
dents per year," Schwartz said. 

For the five-year period from 
1970-71 through 1975-76, 
Schwartz found 116 suicides, or 
7 per 100,000 students per year. 
This was less than half the rate 
for 20 to 24 year olds in the 
general population during the 
same period. 

"This shows the possibility 


that the causes of student sui¬ 
cide have less to do with the 
college environment than with 
the broader social processes 
affecting all people of college 
age,” he said. 

Fredrick K. Goodwin, direc¬ 
tor of intramural research at the 
National Institute of Mental 
Health in Bethesda, Md., 
believes most of the 75,000 sui¬ 
cides in the U.S. each year 
could be prevented by 
vigorously treating the depres¬ 
sion that underlies 65 to 80 per¬ 
cent of them. 

"In general, people commit 
suicide because they perceive it 
to be the best solution for their 
problem, which may not be an 
accurate perception," Rosenberg 
said. "Or they're trying to 
escape feelings they’re having at 
that time, like depression, guilt 
and worthlessness.”

Zoning proposal 
will cause no changes 

We don’t feel that the zoning proposal to change the 
definition of family is really going to make a difference. 

The proposal would change from five to three the 
number of unrelated adults legally able to live together. 

James Bateman, 2nd district councilman, is supported by 
the Bradley neighbors, who have complained about noise and 
parking problems. The West Bluff Word has come out in 
favor of the change. 

We can understand the feeling of the Peoria residents -- 
after all, who wants noisy neighbors? And even if your 
neighbors aren’t extremely noisy, they often are noisy just 
when you can’t take it ... like on a Saturday night when you 
are working on a 20-page term paper that was due last Fri¬ 
day, or when you are in the middle of the flu and really need 
to sleep. 

(If the Peoria residents are upset about feeling cramped 
by too many noisy people around them, they ought to live in 
a dorm for a week and then they would realize how lucky 
they are.) 

The parking problem should be the responsibility of the 
landlords, who need to provide an adequate area in the first 
place ... but we’re only dreaming. 

Anyway, it’s the landlords, and not Bradley students, 
who could be in for big losses. Those landlord who rent out 
the spacious houses that the West Bluff area is so proud of 
are going to be caught in quite a dilemma if this is put into 
effect. Three students are probably not going to want to rent 
a six-bedroom house. 

Bradley had decided to be a good neighbor and not fight 
the proposal, according to Business Manager Ken Goldin. 
We’re wondering what’s going to happen in the future if 
Bradley tries to expand when there’s already this opposition? 

The Bradley campus is not going to get up and walk 
away — we are here to stay. It seems our Peoria neighbors 
are trying to fight or at least diminish that fact by keeping as 
many students as far away as possible from Peoria homes. 

The students are a captive audience. Many don’t have 
cars, and for the same reason students have to pay high 
prices at area businesses because "it’s close," we have to live 
near school if we don’t live in the dorms. 

We’ve expressed various ideas relating to this proposal. 
But, basically, we don’t see any problems or complaints 
being solved. 

Getting back to noisy neighbors, we think we have the 
expertise to tell Peoria residents that three people can be just 
as noisy as five people. And if three people decide to have a 
party, they are going to invite everyone ... and it really won’t 
matter what any zoning change says.

Soviet history

In response to the letter in (a

Union was justified in shooting 
down Right 007. However, one 
need only take a look at history, 
beyond the well publicized atrocities 
committed by the government of 
the Soviet Union, to see that this 
type of act is nothing new. 

No one knows exactly how 
many slaves died crossing the Atlan¬ 
tic to fuel the United States’ grow¬ 
ing economy in our country’s nas¬ 
cent stage, under full support of the 
government. Under the official doc¬ 
trine of Manifest Destiny and 
government encouragement and 
support, a program of systematic 
genocide of North American natives 
was pursued throughout most of 
our country’s growth. Many tribes 
were completely wiped out under 
United States expansionism. 

Throughout our history as a 
political world power, the U.S. 
government has supported a bevy of 
dictators and murderers: Nicaragua, 
Guatamala, Honduras, San Salva¬ 
dor, Iran, and the Philippines are 
just a few examples of U.S. con¬ 
doned barbarianism. Many such 
states are still supported today for 
"strategic reasons." 

These examples, of course, are 
a little less direct than our bombings 
of much of civilian Germany at the 
end of World War II. Dresden, for 
example. Also, there are Hiroshima, 
Nagasaki, and the doctrine during 
the Vietnam War of "destroy the 
village to save the village." 

It becomes evident that mass 
murder is a common tool of many 
nation-states; our$ is no different. 
It is about time we took off the 
blindfold of devout nationalism and 
looked at the world as it really is. 
There is no black and white, abso¬ 
lute good against darkest evil, but 
only governments, some more so 
than others, callously murdering 


individuals. Once we realize this, 
then perhaps we can clean up our 
country’s own conduct and thus 
serve as an example to the rest of 
the world, rather than as the hypo¬ 
critical monster which much of the 
third world presently views us as. 
Acts such as the Soviet downing of 
a civilian jetliner serve to a great 
deal as mirrors to our own imper¬ 
fections.

Dave Carlson’s article "Maybe 
The Russians Were Within Their 
I Rights" which appeared in the Scout 
Sept. 9 issue is an outstanding 
example of the freedom of expres- 
1 sion which our country grants us. 

• In almost no other sovereign state 
I around the world could such an arti- 
, cle have appeared expressing their 
f state on five instances in a deroga- 
\ tory manner, and mentioning the 
Russians on 23 separate occasions in 
a favorable manner. Indeed, Mr. 
Carlson expressed his views in a 
hypothetical yet extremely candid 
way. 

The prologue to Mr. Carlson’s 
defense of the Russian position was 
very appropriate and well written. 
He presupposed an extremely fair 
and unbiased account of what really 
happened by calling for us to step 
back and "neutralize our position" 
by "sifting out our emotional 
involvement." If Mr. Carlson would 
have continued in such an unbiased 
manner, perhaps he could have 
illuminated some interesting new 
possibilities.

Mr. Carlson has completely 
relied on Russian propogandized 
sources to base his story and arrive 
at his conclusions. We must ques¬ 
tion the integrity of these sources. 
The United States of America, of 
which we should all be very proud, 
does not placate the world with pre¬ 
varicated truths and deceptive pro¬ 
paganda, nor does it send 269 men, 
women and children on a dangerous 
spy mission into one of the most 
top-secret, heavily secured regions 
of the enemy.

Whether you believe it 
fair or not, some people will not 
value your opinion if you can not 
present it in a clear and understand¬ 
able fashion. In the long run it can 
only help.

The point here is that the 
incorrect use of the English 

language is a problem, and that you 
can be a part of the solution. If you 
spend $30,000 on an education that 
you cannot employ for lack of com¬ 
munication skills, you have wasted 
your money. Please, be aware of the 
problem and the solution.

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Campus Cocaine Use And Abuse Grows 
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BOULDER, CO (CPS)— During the 
summer, 22-year-old University of 
Colorado journalism student Sid 
Wells was found dead in his off- 
campus condominium, shot in the 
head from close range with a shot¬ 
gun. 

The brutal murder frightened- a 
lot of students, and saddened 
Wells’ friends, who almost univer¬ 
sally reported him as a nice, unas¬ 
suming, smart fellow. 

Then came the results of the 
police investigation: Wells’ death 
was probably connected to campus 
cocaine traffic. Boulder police have 
since begun a wider probe into stu¬ 
dent cocaine use at the bustling, 
mountainside campus. 

Boulder is supposed to be hip. 
Lincoln, Nebraska isn’t. But earlier 
in September, University of Lincoln 
(UNL) police arrested two students, 
and seized an estimated $200,000 
worth of coke. 

The incidents illustrate that 
cocaine dealing and its related 
violence are not only plaguing 
some campuses these days, but 
may slowly be filtering onto many 


other campuses as the "drug of the 
rich" becomes more readily avail¬ 
able, and the price gap between it 
and marijuana narrows. 

While most campus law en¬ 
forcement officers say that cocaine 
use still isn’t as widespread or trou¬ 
blesome as drinking or marijuana 
use, more are noticing its presence 
on campus, and its growing accep¬ 
tance by students. 

"There’s definitely a growing 
use of cocaine on college cam¬ 
puses," says Gerardo Gonzalez, 
director of the Campus Drug Infor¬ 
mation Center at the University of 
Florida and president of Boost Al¬ 
cohol Consciousness Concerning 
the Health of University Students 
(BACCHUS), a national organiza¬ 
tion which helps students and ad¬ 
ministrators confront drug and al¬ 
cohol problems on campus. 

"Coke has kind of become the 
‘in’ thing to do," he notes. "And as 
the substance becomes more social¬ 
ly acceptable, it gets more atten¬ 
tion. As more people see it around, 
you also see a greater availability, 
and the cycle continues."

Boulder police are busting an 
average of 25 Colorado students a 
year for coke possession and sales, 
says Lt. Jim Fadenrecht, compared 
to two or three cocaine-related 
arrests a few years ago. 

"The majority (of coke arrests) 
are related to rock concerts on 
- campus," he says, and "a handful 
are made in dorms and student 
housing." 

"Cocaine is becoming a more 
and more common problem on our 
campus," agrees Lt. Joe Wehner of 
UNL campus security. "It is no 
longer unusual to find people sel¬ 
ling coke on campus along with 
other illegal narcotics." 

Even on campuses where co¬ 
caine isn’t labeled a problem, law 
enforcement officials report it is 
certainly getting more noticeable. 

"Arrest-wise, we haven’t seen 
any big increase with cocaine," says 
Investigator Crystal Limerick of the 
University of Virginia police. "But 
I feel it’s around, and I am con¬ 
stantly surprised that it’s not a 
bigger problem than It is," she 
adds.

At Rutgers University, "I 
would say (we’ve seen) a slight in¬ 
crease" in cocaine use, says campus 
detective John Janowiak. 

"I see it as a steady problem 
right now, but not yet an excessive 
one," says John Carpenter, director 
of public safety at San Diego State 
University and president of the 
International Association of Campus 
Law Enforcement Administrators 
(IACLEA). 

While no specific data are 
available on coke use among col¬ 
lege students, "my gut reaction is 
that the problem on campus is a 
reflection of the growing use of 
coke among the general popula¬ 
tion," says IACLEA Executive 
Director James McGovern. 

The National Institute on Drug 
Abuse says nearly 29 percent of the 
18-to-25-year-old population has 
used coke, and use of cocaine in 
general has doubled since 1975. 

But aside from the growing so¬ 
cial acceptance of coke, its growing 
presence on campuses may also be 
due to government crackdowns on 
marijuana, which have cut pot sup-

plies and pushed up its street price. ( 

Indeed, at the University of 
Florida "an ounce of marijuana is 
going for as much as $100 or 
more," says Gonzalez. With coke 
now selling for $100 a gram, he 
continues, the price of what was 
once called "rich man’s speed" is 
no longer considered that exorbi¬ 
tant. 

"In the past three years we’ve 
arrested more students involved in 
drug traffic than anytime I’ve been 
here," says John Skaar of the 
University of Wisconsin Police 
Department. 

Students frequently "get in 
volved in (dealing coke) right be¬ 
fore the semester starts" when they 
come to campus with saved up mo 
ney or with their student loans and 
grant money, he says. 

The students invest their sav¬ 
ings in coke, and can triple their 
money within a term, Skaar says. 

However they finance it, many 
students who start using coke "re- 
creationally," Gonzalez says, "don’t 
really have the money to support 
continued use of the drug unless 
they start selling." 

Consequently, a network be¬ 
gins to build among dealers and, 
users, and the web spreads across a 
campus. 

The biggest danger "is the 
tremendous amount of violence as¬ 
sociated with the cocaine scene," 
he says. 

Indeed, Boulder police "have 
had armed robberies and people 
carrying guns, threatening people, 
and pistol whipping them" over 
coke deals, says campus police Lt. 
Dave Evans. 

"What we are seeing is a very 
mixed picture, and a situation 
where cocaine is slowly becoming 
less of a white, upper-middle class

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Zoning commission to decide 
on housing ordinance Nov. 3

Peoria Zoning Commission 
will decide Nov. 3 on the 
number of unrelated adults that 
can live in one housing unit. At 
a hearing Oct. 6, commissioners 
heard from people who want 
the current ordinance changed 
from five unrelated adults to 
three. Others said it should be 
left the way it is. 

Most of the proposal’s pro¬ 
ponents said Bradley students 
living in their neighborhoods 
are noisy and incompatible with 
single family neighbors. 

Pat Harris, a 20-year Institute 
Place homeowner, said, "I have 
red, white and blue eyes: red 
from the lack of sleep because 
of Bradley students." Harris said 
the city should enforce existing 
noise, nuisance and parking 
ordinances. 

She said Bradley men live 
across the street from her and 
Bradley women next door. She 
said last month the students 
disturbed the neighborhood 
From 1 a.m. to 3 a.m. before 
calling the police. When the 
officers arrived around 3:30 
a.m., the houses were dark, she 
said 


Her complaint was echoed by 
other West Bluff homeowners. 
West Bluff’ Council Vice 
President Gary Morris said the 
bluff’ has the greatest density, 
and this is one loophole that 
can be closed to reduce it. 

"The landlords generally pave 
the backyards for parking, and 
that doesn't compliment the 
neighborhood," Morris said. 
"You have to encourage either 
one or the other. They're not 
compatible to the neighbor¬ 
hood." 

Morris works for the city and 
prosecutes zoning violators. 

"I see landlords stuffing 
houses. I guess I’ve seen the 
problem from the gut level. I 
see it more closely upfront," he 
said. 

Both sides of the proposal 
were concerned about money. 

"Absentee landlords are wor¬ 
ried about profits," Harris said. 
"As theirs go up, ours go down. 
We're getting our property 
appraised. Who would want to 
buy a house if it’s surrounded 
by renters, college students." 

Harris said her neighborhood 
was littered with beer bottles 
after last weekend. 


On the other hand. Michael 
O'Flaherty, an Elmwood Ave¬ 
nue resident, said, "Who will we 
rent the houses to if we kick 
out the students?" 

A spokesman for the Ameri¬ 
can Civil Liberties Union told 
the commission what is impor¬ 
tant that the law affect each per¬ 
son equally, and the A.C.L.U. 
would prefer zoning laws that 
use truly objective criteria. 

Former Bradley student Maria 
Dennison said, "I don’t think 
there's been adequate proof of 
a cause-effect relationship." 
Dennison said she used to live 
in the area and now owns pro¬ 
perty in the West Bluff'. 

The City Council will con¬ 
sider the commission's recom¬ 
mendation. The Bradley Off- 
Campus Student Association 
plans to present to Second Dis¬ 
trict Councilman Jim Bateman a 
petition of students opposed to 
the change. Bateman began the 
debate based on complaints 
from his constituents. 

OCSA members will circulate 
petitions, and one will be avail¬ 
able in the group’s office at 813 
N. Glenwood, next to the 
Human Evaluation Center.

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Bradley student 
botulism victim

Parents’ Day came early for 
one Bradley student this year. 
Leola Winfield came down from 
Chicago early this week to see 
her daughter Sheila, a junior 
nursing student.

Mall, but the botulism is not 
directly related to the patty melt 
meal as previously believed, 
officials said. 

The Skewer Inn voluntarily 
closed Monday after a request 
from local health officials. 
Robert Spengler, of the disease 
control center in Springfield, 
said the cause of the botulism 
outbreak may never be known. 

Winfield's roommate in 
Harper Hall, Paula Rudd, said 
Winfield had eaten the patty 
melt on Friday afternoon. Rudd 
said Deidre Smith, who ate with 
Winfield, had not had the patty

Methodist Medical Center and 
Cottage Hospital in Galesburg 
have sent tests to the Center for 
Disease Control in Atlanta, Ga., 
for all of the patients and the 
center so far has confirmed that 
seven are victims of botulism 
poisoning. 

Ruthman contacted Dr. 
Stephen Doughty, an infectious 


disease specialist, and alerted 
the Poison Control Center 
Saturday evening. 

This is the third largest out¬ 
break of botulism in the U.S. 
in this century. The top two 
were also associated with res¬ 
taurant food. There is a 25 per¬ 
cent mortality rate for botulism 
though none have died in this 
recent case. 


Janitor shot by own gun

A Bradley custodian is "still recuperating in the hospital" 
according to Security and Communications Director Dave Baer, 
after being wounded two weeks ago when she dropped a handbag 
containing a gun which discharged. 

Jessie Baize, 55, of 107 N. Lane, Last Peoria, suffered a bullet 
wound in the abdomen and is being hospitalized at St. Francis Hos¬ 
pital. 

"She was acting contrary to University policy that indicates 
weapons will not be carried on the University campus," said Baer. 

Peoria police and security officers reported Baize was working 
on the fourth floor of Baker Hall when the incident happened 
about 10:15 p.m. Friday, Oct. 7. 

According to investigators. Baize said she carries a .22 caliber 
automatic pistol "for protection when 1 work alone." 

When examining her handbag later, authorities found what 
appeared to be a bullet hole. Reports also said the pistol and tin 
empty shell casing jammed in its breech were also found in the bag. 
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melt and was feeling fine. 

Rudd said, "They think she's 
come down with pneumonia." 

Winfield had double vision, 
headaches and an upset 
stomach Saturday morning. 
Rudd said an out-of-town friend 
took Winfield to the hospital in 
the afternoon. The hospital sent 
her home and said if the double 
vision continued to see an eye 


doctor. 

Authorities called Winfield 
that night and asked her to 
return to the hospital, Rudd 
said. She was admitted as a pos¬ 
sible botulism victim at 11:17 
p.m. Saturday. 

Earlier an emergency room 
physician. Dr. John Ruthman, 
had diagnosed Linda Peavlen of 
Dunlap and her mother, Sandra 


Spore of Peoria, as possibly 
having botulism. 

Symptoms of botulism are 
blurred vision, speech difficulty, 
dry mouth, headaches and upset 
stomach. 

"She (Winfield) still isn't 
responding to the antitoxin," 
said Rudd. She had no idea if 
they were trying any other treat¬ 
ment.

Crugar’s. 

George Banayot told police 
and Bradley security officers 
approximately 10 black males 


approached his girlfriend's car 
as they exited an alley next to 
T.J. Crugar's. 

He said one of the attackers, 
who wore a purple jacket, threw 
an object at the car, then hit 

him in the face with his fist. 

Director of Communications 
and Safety Dave Baer said an 
arrest has been made in an 
incident involving a Bradley stu¬ 
dent whose wristwatch was 
stolen off her arm by a member 
of a group of approximately 10 
black males that same night. 

Baer said it's possible all 
three incidents are related.

All students are familiar with 
the academic handbook and are also 
aware of its numerous mistakes.

We’ve been living in Central 
America for the past 15 months. 
Actually my dear wife has lived 
there for 30 years, and myself for 
about three years altogether, since I 
spent two years in the Peace Corps 
in Costa Rica from 1976-78, where 
we met, and found happiness in a 
land with no military, and therefore 
no wars. The past year we've been 
living in her homeland Nicaragua, 
so I’ve had the chance to get to 
know the rich indigenous culture 
there, my spouse’s kind family, and 
of course the new Nicaragua. 

Nonetheless we're concerned 
and worried about a great deal of 
misinformation about Nicaragua 
that has been circulating in Amer¬ 
ica, especially those propaganda 
measures being used to stir up 
tensions between, our two countries. 

Nicaragua liberated herself 
from Dictator Somoza's Bloody Grip 
(a book by martyr of public liber¬ 
ties, and ex-editor of "La Prensa" 
Dr. Pedro Joaquin Chamorro C., 
the chief critic of ex-dictator Anas- 
tasio Somoza Debayle) in 1979 
when the tyrant fled Nicaragua,

landing in Florida with his private 
plane and hundreds of millions of 
dollars. But after realizing that he 
wasn’t wanted even in the country 
that educated him (West Point), he 
fled to Paraguay to meet the 
outstretched arms of fellow dictator 
Strossner where he later met his 
death in the same fashion that Dr. 
Chamorro did, blown away in his 
vehicle in the early morning hours. 

We’re not writing to you, how¬ 
ever, to recite the history of 
Nicaragua, we're asking you as fel¬ 
low Americans to write your 
representatives and senators asking 
them to stop funding the mer¬ 
cenaries that are daily attacking 
Nicaragua along the Honduran 
border.

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Balance key to speech team's success

The Bradley speech team has 
already won three consecutive 
tournaments this year, the most 
recent of which was the Illinois 
State University Invitational 
Tournament at Normal. 

The national champion 
speech team looks to have 
another outstanding year, said 
George Armstrong, director of 
forensics. 

"The secret to our success is 
team balance. We have an 
excellent chance of being 
number one again this year," 
said Armstrong. 

The speech team has been in 
existence for many years. The 
first team was created by Dr. 
L.E. Norton who came to Brad¬ 
ley from Eureka College in the 
late 1940’s. 

"Dr. Norton was the primary 
motivator in getting the pro¬ 
gram started," said Armstrong. 
"Of course, speech tournaments 
were a very different type of 
thing than we see today." 

The scale of the tournaments 
was much, smaller in previous 
decades. There was a speech 
department back in the 1940’s. 

"Most colleges saw having a 
speech team as a chance for 


intercollegiate competition to 
serve as a laboratory for the 
classroom," Armstrong said. 
Armstrong’s office looks like

a cross between a typical 
professor’s office and a father’s 
den. It is piled high with stacks 
of paper for the classes he 
teaches and information (both 
up-to-date and historical) for 
the speech team. 


In the early years, Bradley 
had been respected as a power 
in the region. 

"For many years, one of our 
biggest notorieties was the Fall 
Tournament that we still have, 
that back in the 1940’s was one 
of the few interstate tourna¬ 
ments," said Armstrong. "We 
have always been considered to 
be above average at different 
levels and different magni¬ 
tudes." 

The speech team elects a 
president and vice president 
every year. 

"Tracy Anderson is the 
president of the speech team. 
She is a junior, which is 
unusual. Steve Sudoff and John 
Quirk are the two elected vice 
president, who are both 
seniors," Armstrong said. 

There are five returning 
seniors this year who will lead 
the speech team: John Quirk, 
Steve Sudoff, Wally Gibson, 
Lynn Wirth and Margie 
Kestner. 

Armstrong said because of 
the experience that these five 
members have gained through 
national competition, they will 
be the backbone of the speech 
team this year.

were given by different indivi¬ 
duals when asked what made 
the speech team "tick." 

"... Pride in being number 
one. Much of it is self-pride in 
being involved in a program 
that is number one," said 
Armstrong. . 

Quirk, a senior member from 
Oak Park, Ill., thinks it is the 
mystique. 

"The people that George has 
brought in are good," said 
Quirk. "There is a circle of folk¬ 
lore that has developed about 
this great speech team. You 
want to be a part of that. I think 
that individual drive has a lot to 
do with it." 

Gibson, a senior from Crystal 
Lake, Ill., attributes the success 
to Armstrong. 

"When I first got to college, 1 
knew no one. I had a basic 
speech class with George. He 
asked me if I would like to join 
the team," said Gibson. "The 
secret to the team is George. 
He’s like a second father to 
everyone. His laid-back style 
keeps us going." 

Throughout the years, the 
speech team has had many 
diverse people from many 
different majors. 

"Any type of student from 
any major may join. Many of 
our students go into law," said 
Armstrong. 

The speech team belongs to 
two national associations, the 
National Forensic Association 
(NFA) and the American 
Forensic Association (AFA). 
Both associations sponsor tour¬ 
naments on a collegiate level. 

Last year, the Bradley speech 
team did what no other speech 
team had done before: they won 
both the NFA and the AFA in 
the same year for two consecu¬ 
tive years. 

The 54-member speech team 
receives much support both 
financially and departmentally. 

"We receive above average 
(financial) support which comes 
from the administration. But 
studies have been done and our 
budget is average for the top 50 
programs in the country," 
Armstrong said. "But I feel that 
we get maximum effort for the 
dollar."

Although the speech team 
does not have enough coaches* 
it receives much support from 
the speech department. 

"Dr. Gary Drebelbis and Dr. 
Sandy Manheimer are my assis¬ 
tants. It is not unusual for other 
faculty members in our division 
to help with coaching," said 
Armstrong. "Dr. Claussen and 
our director. Dr. Koperski, use 
their expertise in helping stu¬ 
dents." 

For financial reasons, most of 
the competitions that Bradley 
participates in are in the region. 
However, the team competes at 
the two national tournaments 
every year which are at a 
different host school across the 
country. 

This year the AFA tourna¬ 
ment will be held at Kansas 
State, and the NFA tournament 
will be at Georgia Southern. 
Both are in April. 

Recently, Bradley’s closest 
competition has been with 
schools in the region. 

"Illinois State and Eastern 
Michigan are the two closest 
competitors who are good. But 
we don't think they're compar¬ 
able," Armstrong said. 

Another team in the country 
that is very strong is Southern 
Utah. 

"Southern Utah, a state 
school, is really trying to recruit 
a national level team. They took 
second to us in AFA and I 
predict that when we lose a 
national tournament, it will be 
to them," said Armstrong.

"You're helping people really 
solve some of the world's most 
pressing problems," said Peace 
Corps recruiter and ex-Peace 
Corps volunteer Terry Ander¬ 
son. Anderson spoke about his 
experiences as a Peace Corps 
volunteer from 1979 to 1981. 

"1 really wanted to do it. I had 
been thinking about the Peace 
Corps since 1 was yea high." 
Terry Anderson graduated from 
the University of Wisconsin 
with a degree in biology. 

Six months later he joined 
the Peace Corps and was sent to 
South Carolina for a 12-week 


crash course in teaching high 
school biology, and then was 
sent to Liberia. 

The village where Anderson 
had lived was named Totota 
which had about 1500 people 
and one of only nine high 
schools in the whole country. 

"When we stepped off the 
truck that brought us, the entire 
village was there. There were 10 
or 15 of us and about 300 or 
400 of them. 

"Two village women for each 
one of us stepped out of the 
crowd, took us by the arms and 
insisted that we join the rest of 
the village in drinking and danc¬ 
ing. When 1 left l had a whole 


bunch of friends. 1 probably 
knew 500 people by name." 

Anderson now works as a 
Peace Corps recruiter. "Part of 
my reason for being here (at 
Bradley) is to present this as an 
option to people. It can be a 
great career enhancement; it’s a 
great way to get a foot in the 
door. About 500 people who 
work for the State Department 
were in the Peace Corps."

Getting a new art building is 
a top priority for Dr. Charles 
Meyer, the new director of the 
Art Division. 

Duryea Hall, which is 80 
years old, is a "comfortable 
building, with h-igh ceilings and 
lots of windows.

Unanswered questions about who disturbed 
rooms in the singles dorms over the Labor Day 
weekend were resolved Wednesday. Director of 
Facilities Management Jerry Boyea said he found 
the proper information in a maintenance log 
book. 

Until Wednesday, Boyea had been unable to 
verify that maintenance had been cleaning air 
conditioning units on and around Sept. 4, accord¬ 
ing to Ben Hershey, Student Senate campus 
affairs chair. 

"We could find no evidence of our people 
being in those dorms; our logs show they were 
elsewhere," Boyea said when contacted early 
Wednesday. Later he said he had found the infor¬ 
mation. 

At the time of the cleaning, the dorm staff 
was upset because it had not been informed 
maintenance would be doing the work and the 
workers were entering rooms whether students 
were there or not, said Gina Brandon, head 
resident of Windom, Elmwood and St. James 
Halls. Many students were gone because of the 
Labor Day weekend, she said. 

"Maintenance people are permitted to enter 
the rooms for doing maintenance," Boyea said. 
"Our rule is: you knock, open door, announce 
you re maintenance. The door must remain open 
(while the workers are in the room)." 

Boyea said the dorm staff* hadn't been 
informed because it was work that had been 
started previously. 

When some students returned from weekend 
trips and saw their rooms had been disturbed.

they called security. 

After the second or third report, "one of the 
officers said from what he was seeing, it was 
some sort of repair work," said Director of Com¬ 
munications and Safety Dave Baer. 

In checking with the dorm staff* and mainte¬ 
nance, Baer said, security was led to believe it 
was maintenance workers and no reports were 
filed. 

Boyea said personal items in the rooms had 
been disturbed in order to work on equipment.

Hershey said. 

"I then talked to Dave Baer," Hershey said. 
"Dave told me that the day it happened (Sept. 4) 
someone had called security and security found it 
was maintenance people, therefore, there was 
nothing (security) could do." 

Boyea still said that according to his records 
and from talking to his workers, no one had 
entered the singles dorms, Hershey said. 

When informed Wednesday that Boyea had 
said he had found the correct records, flershey 
said, "It's unfortunate you have to go. in and it 
takes a month to get a straight answer. If that's 
what we have to go through, it will take years to 
get something done."

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Remembrances about Dean White, 
former Bradley administrator 


By Lori Koetters 

Dr. Olive B. White "almost 
literally gave her life to the 
University." 

This description by Professor 
of English Warren Dwyer is 
about a woman who was a pro¬ 
fessor and administrator at 
Bradley from 1927 until 1964. 

White died Sept. 9 in Jamaica 
Plain, Mass., near her West 
Roxbury home. She was 84. 

A 1918 graduate of Radcliffe 
College, she received her Ph D. 
from Harvard in 1926. She 
taught at Wellesley College 
before coming to Bradley. 

White became dean of 
women in 1940 and continued 
as an English professor. She. 
later chaired the English 
Department for 10 years. 

Edward King, program direc¬ 
tor, residential life and student 
judicial system, came to Bradley 
in 1958 and was appointed 
Dean of Men in 1960. 

"Olive B. White and 1 were an 
unusual team, to say the least," 
he said. "She was a lady of the 
highest degree; probably one of 


the finest persons we’ve ever 
had here. 

"1 really learned a lot of pati¬ 
ence from her, and never to be 
rude to somebody regardless of 
how they treat you," King said. 

King said that White's passing 
signified the end of an era. 

"She had incredible manners 
about her; you couldn’t help 
but respect the person because 
of her style and 1 guess 1 miss 
that. Her approach and style is 
totally gone from the scene." 

A person who knew White 
well is Dr. Josephine Pearce, 
professor of English, who came 
to Bradley in 1955. 

"You know what the classic 
charicature of the dean of 
women is - Olive wasn't that at 
all. 

"She had a wonderful wit and 
a great sense of fun, which she 
didn’t let loose all over the 
place," Pearce said. 

Pearce said White was an 
Elizabethan scholar and she 
read Greek and Latin. White 
wrote two historical novels 
which were spin-offs of her own 


research, she said. 

White had two sisters and one 
brother. Pearce said White’s two 
sisters were also unmarried and 
teachers. 

White had an interest in 

archeology and a 1958 Anuxa 
picture shows her with a collec¬ 
tion of artifacts. 

Pearce remembered Chaldean 
clay tablets from the 18th cen¬ 
tury B.C. which White used 
when she taught a Bible as 
literature class. 

"She was a very keen 

observer," Pearce said. "You’d 
walk through the woods with 
her and whe’d notice things." 

The English Department grew 
under White's leadership, 

Pearce said, and it had a very 
strong standing in the Univer¬ 
sity at the time. 

"She was a very fine adminis¬ 
trator, very balanced, fair, just. 
She could build programs," she 
said. 

Dr. Thomas Kent, chair of 
the English Department, came 
to Bradley in 1958. He 
remembers the department stafl

of about 30 were officed all over 
campus, instead of all together 
on the fourth floor of Bradley 
Hall, as they are now. 

Kent said White was "an 
inspiration because of her 
uncanny ability to do a lot of 
work." 

White was sometimes known 
as innovative because of study¬ 
ing contemporary writers, such

"1 admired her very much for 
her presence in the classroom 
for she was so dignified and for¬ 
mal and yet not formidable.

I "The big thing is that we've 
been on a downward curve for 
some time," said Jack . Shingle- 
ton, Michigan State University 
placement director and author 
of another annual national stu¬ 
dent job survey. 

"I think we've bottomed out, 
and we've started back up," he 
said. 

It would have been hard for 
student job prospects to sink 
much lower. "I don't know how 
it could get any worse than it 
was in ’83," Lindquist said. 
"Hiring of graduates was off by 
41 percent nationally last year." 

At the University of Texas- 
Austin, "It looks better than last 
year for sure," said Dr. Glen 
Payne, associate placement 
director at Texas' business 
White in j school. 

)Uve B.t: * "Last year 490 firms came to 
egan not campus." he said. "This year 
lent and! we're back up to 600, and so far 
pus once! they're not cancelling at nearly 
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the rate they were last year at 
this time." 

"Last year was the worst we'd 
seen since the early seventies," 
said Don Wood, education 
placement director at the 
University of Northern Iowa. 
"This year remains difficult, but 
recruitment is up." 

It seems to be rising most 
significantly among business 
and marketing majors, and from 
high technology companies. 

The hard-hit energy 
industry's recruiting is still off. 
It hit bottom last year when 
Dallas-based Dresser, Inc., a 
supplier of oil exploration 
equipment that is ranked 83rd 
on the Fortune 500, told more 
than 100 Michigan State stu¬ 
dents that they had jobs, but 
then had * to renege on the 
offers. 

"Dresser will never come on 
this campus again," Shingleton 
said. 

Dresser, which used to hire 
about 800 new graduates annu¬ 
ally, still has "a few thousand" 
employees laid of!' and so will 
keep this year's campus recruit¬ 
ing "very limited," Papalexsis 
said. 

Some energy firms, however, 
are starting to show up again at 
Texas, Payne said. 

Phillips, Gulf, Conoco and 
Shell have returned after a 
year's absence. 

Energy recruitment "almost 
ceased to exist" last year, Payne 
said. "Banks and accounting 
came through the recession 
almost like there wasn't one." 
He observed a minor slowdown 
in recruiting by high technology 
companies. 

The market for teachers still 
appears to be sluggish, despite 
the rash of new proposals for 
higher teacher salaries and more 
teacher hiring. 

Yet "the school population is 
still declining, and budgets are

still tight," said Northern Iowa's 
wood. "I think that things will 
pick up dramatically in a few 
years, though. They have to. So 
few people are going into educa¬ 
tion, and more children are 
coming along. Already, enroll¬ 
ment is up for kindergarten and 
first grade." 

Lindquist. for example, 
believes the 1984 presidential 
elections will inspire "a lot of 
economic pump priming in the 
next few months. If we get a 
sense of euphoria about the 
economy out of that, it will 
improve Reagan's chances, and 


it will improve campus recruit¬ 
ment." 

"If you really want a good 
handle on what's going to hap¬ 
pen, talk to (Federal Reserve 
chairman) Paul Volcker," Lind¬ 



quist said. "It’s going to depend 
on whether the basic industries 
perk up, and if we see construc¬ 
tion of new plants. It's like 
dropping a pebble in a pond. 
One of the ripples of economic 
recovery is college recruitment."

it was grasping at straws. Hite’s 
reinforcement of social roles per¬ 
taining to men and women left 
much to be desired.

New Hites of Awareness

Although Shere Hite’s two 
books, The Hite Report on Female 
Sexuality and The Hite Report on 
Male Sexuality, have stirred much 
controversy, they are generally re¬ 
garded as comprehensive studies 
upon the sexual acts and mores of 
our times. 

Unfortunately, Shere Hite’s 
Tuesday night lecture in the SC 
Ballroom, was anything but 
comprehensive. Regurgitating the 
information clearly documented 
throughout her two studies, Hite 
barely ventured passed the limita¬ 
tions of those books and the dated 
attitudes culled from those books. 

Hite’s lecture ' covered the 
problems of the female orgasm and

Ripley’s Believe It or Not. Did you 
know?: 2/3 of women orgasm dur¬ 
ing manual stimulation, men be¬ 
come erect while women become 
engorged, 72% of the men sur¬ 
veyed, over a course of 2 years had 
frequent sex outside of their mar¬ 
riages, etc. 

Perhaps the most interesting 
"concept" brought to focus through 
Hite’s lecture was concerning the 
stimulation and feeling of orgasm. 
While masturbating, men focus 
upon the tip of the penis but ex¬ 
perience their orgasm at the base.

Sean Connery is back in the saddle again as the all familiar 007 char¬ 
acter in Never Say Never Again.

The adventures they experi 
ence are those that most kids only 
find in their imaginations. The 
Lion, The Witch and the Wardrobe 
is a basic tale of good versus evil. 

Narnia is a land ruled by a 
truly nasty woman, the White 
Witch, who keeps Narnia covered 
in ice and snow. She also has a 
tendency to turn anyone who 
crosses her into stone. 

The children arrive in Narnia 
just before Aslan, the Lion, makes 
his appearance to save Narnia from 
the Witch’s rule.

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New Drinking 


Rules Invade Campuses 




(CPS)- This fall’s experiments in 
clamping down on student drinking 
— experiments performed almost 
simultaneously by a huge number 
of schools now -- have inspired a 
series of tough new rules on stu¬ 
dent behavior, but an initial check 
with colleges across the country in¬ 
dicates students are willingly adapt¬ 
ing to their dryer campuses. 

"We didn’t have the ’beer 
suckers’ that have always been 
around before," Mike Jewell, a 
member of the University of 
Kentucky’s Phi Delta Theta house, 
said. His house and all the other 
Kentucky fraternities agreed to hold 
dry rushes for the first time ever 
this fall. 

Bar owners near the University 
of Oklahoma campus arranged to 
accommodate a crowd of 5000 stu¬ 
dents at a rally to protest the 
state’s new 21 -year-old legal drink¬ 
ing age law, but only 150 students 
showed up. 

Dry rushes and parties else¬ 
where unfolded without controver¬ 
sy. "1 think (the fraternities) are 
finding it brings good results, and 
keeps the people away who only 


come for the free beer anyway," 
said Jonathan Brant, head of the 
National Interfraternity Conference. 

It also shows "that fraternities 
are something besides beer busts," 
he adds. 

Not all student groups are 
happy about the way schools are 
going about controlling student 
drinking, however. 

"We’re all for" controlling 
drinking, said Bob Bingaman, head 
of the State Student Association in 
Washington, D.C., which coordi¬ 
nates state student activities around 
the nation and also helped Kansas 
and Georgia students ward off 
drinking age hikes last spring. 

"But students are responsible 
enough to sensitize themselves 
without having legislatures making 
decisions for them," he said. 

Both legislators and school ad¬ 
ministrators are making those deci¬ 
sions nevertheless, and at an in¬ 
creasing pace over the last year. 

Maryland, Oklahoma, Arizona 
State, Alabama, Virginia, St. 
Bonaventure and many others have 
simply banned drinking on at least 
parts of their campuses. Fraternities 


like those at Kentucky and North 
Dakota State voluntarily have be¬ 
gun dry rushes and special 
alcohol-free activities. 

At Loyola College of Mary¬ 
land, students must now don spe¬ 
cial wrist bands to get liquor at 
campus parties. Students caught 
violating the new policy -- by giv¬ 
ing a wristband to an under-aged 
drinker, for example — can be 
kicked out of student housing. 

When the University of 
Maryland’s under-aged population 
"plummeted from only 25 percent 
of the (student body) to over 60 
percent this year, we just decided 
to put an end to all drinking on 
campus, rather than try to deal 
with all the enforcement problems," 
said Sandy Neverett, the assistant 
resident life director. 

"Since the majority of students 
can’t legally drink anyway," said 
Anona Adair of the University of 
Oklahoma, "there simply cannot be 
any alcohol on campus." 

The crackdown in extending 
off-campus, too.

State College in Pennsylvania this 
fall, hunting for under-aged drink¬ 
ers and enforcing the city’s new 
noise law. 

Illinois State students now 
must get permission from town 
officials 15 days before holding any 
outdoor parties. Then they have to 
have security guards at the parties. 

Marquette, Michigan officials! 
passed a tough new noise and litter 
ordinance designed to control par¬ 
ties on and near the Northern 
Michigan University campus. 

"We’re seeing a real tur¬ 
naround in the way alcohol is being 
viewed not only by administrators, 
but by students themselves," said 
Gerardo Gonzalez, president of 
BACCHUS, a national group aimed 
at controlling student drinking. 

"More and more schools are 
integrating new policies to limit 
drinking, and show that alcohol 
doesn’t have to be an inherent part 
of college life," he said. 

The control efforts began in 
earnest on many campuses during 
the 1982-83 academic year, and 


have accelerated since as more 1 
states raise their legal drinking ages I 
and more college towns are embol¬ 
dened to try to control student 
noise. 

Roughly half the states now I 
have drinking ages set at 21, com- I 
pared to 20 states a year ago. I 
Several other "21 states" have also I 
closed loopholes that allowed 18- I 
year-olds to drink wine and beer. 

Arizona and Ohio are currently I 
considering raising their legal | 
drinking ages to 21, Bingaman | 
said. 

Bingaman remains opposed to I 
the laws and external controls. "We I 
feel education and enforcement of I 
existing laws are the answers, not I 
singling out college students as be- I 
ing too irresponsible to drink." 

Gonzalez, however, contends 1 
much of the effort to control al¬ 
cohol abuse and noisy campus par- ' 
ties is coming from students them¬ 
selves. "I think young people are 
realizing that we have a problem 
common to all of us, and that there 
are things they can do to help."

Second year for young volunteers

Young Volunteers in Action of Bradley is in 
the second year of a two-year federal grant 
($20,000 per year) to give aid to the needy and 
disadvantaged. The funds are needed because of 
an increase in the requests for volunteers. 

"The request for volunteers has increased 
because of the economy, especially with the 
shut-down of the Caterpillar factory," said Dr. 
Cecelia Lynch, professor of secondary education 
and YVA advisor. 

The YVA is a nationally chartered organiza¬ 
tion which helps Bradley students find volunteer 
positions in which they help children, elderly and 
handicapped. The students also work with food 
drives, holiday parties and special functions and 
activities. 


Bradley is one of the first colleges to receive 
the federal grant from a fund used to establish 
the YVA projects. Next year, they will have to 
rely on funding from area business. 

"Volunteer work can provide students with a 
productive way to spend their free time," said 
Dorea D’Agostino, co-chair of public relations for 
YVA. 

Sophomore Nancy Kubala, a volunteer last 
year, worked as a speech pathologist at Methodist 
Medical Center. 

"Working with the sick and disabled was a 
good experience for me," she said. "I worked 
about three hours a day assisting the speech 
pathologist and helping people communicate 
better. It was really a lot of fun."

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Horowitz disagrees with TV news coverage

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The television coverage of the Beirut tragedy 
intruded upon the privacy of the families of the 
servicemen, according to Bradley graduate and 
_ former TV reporter David Horowitz. 

1 ”It made me sick to my stomach,” Horowitz 
said Wednesday night, "to see cameras sitting in 
people’s living rooms, waiting for the phones to 
ring. 1 think that was an unnecessary intrusion." 

Horowitz was in Peoria to receive the Dis¬ 
tinguished Alumnus Award for Bradley 
Founder’s Day and for the 25th Anniversary of 
the Bradley chapter of the Society for Profes¬ 
sional Journalists (SPJ). 

He said he finds the insensitivity and lack of 
taste in TV reporting today appalling. He 
recounted an incident from his NBC stint where 
he was told to get into a woman’s house any way 
he could while she waited for word on her son 
who was missing in action during the Vietnam 
War. He said now he doesn’t know how he could 
have done the things he did. 

"It’s just underscoring the grief. It doesn’t 
add to the story,” he said. 

When questioned about those who willingly 
let reporters in, Horowitz said, "You’re so emo- 
Tion^l you can’t say no. People feel so intimi- 
dated when a Camera in shoved in their face.” 

He said the newspaper accounts still con¬ 
veyed the emotion, but without mfrpding on 
someone’s night to be left alone. 

Horowitz said in his travels around the 
[united States, he has noticed a similarity in news¬ 
casts, from the news arrangement to the anchor’s 
J[ appearance. He said stations are not being inno¬ 
vative. 

On the subject of appearance, Horowitz said 


Kansas City handled the Christina Craft situation 
badly. He said there are "wavs to get out of a 
situation and there are ways to get out of a situa* 
lion.” Craft’s station used the wrong way and 
Horowitz criticized Craft for quitting her job so 
soon after setting a precedent. 

"At least she could have stayed for a year. 
She could still write her book." 

Horowitz sees hour-long network news com¬ 
ing, but he said affiliates will fight it because they 
have to give up profitable syndicated shows. He 
warned, however, that the hour-long news show 
may just be a longer version of the half-hour, just 
like the three-hoQr news shows in Los Angeles 
are longer versions of hour and half-hour news 
shows. Horowitz said it’s repetition upon repeti¬ 
tion. 

"The cable network news is terrific, but how 
much can you watch over and over?” Horowitz 
said. "CNN is more on top of what is happening 
than the networks arp. They do a fine job for 
what they do." 

Horowitz advocates the use of cameras in the 
courtroom. He said television has proved it can 
behave itself, and it can cover trials in a way they 
should be covered. Cameras can cover a trial 
without being obtrusive. 

Alluding to the segment of the tape of John 
DeLorean and a cocaine sale played by CBS this 
week, Horowitz said, "I think it was wrong to play 
the tape bdfore the trial." He speculated that 
perhaps the tape was leaked so DeLorean could 
not gC! a fair trial and lhe ^ har g es would be 
dismissed.

Area hospitals are still treat¬ 
ing 18 victims of the third larg¬ 
est botulism outbreak in U.S. 
history which may have been 
caused by contaminated 
prepared onions served two 
weeks ago at the Skewer Inn in 
Northwoods Mall. 

On Monday, Dr. Stephen C. 
Doughty said he believed the 
outbreak had ended because the 
longest incubation period for 
botulism on record is nine days. 
Botulism usually incubates for 
six days before symptoms of 
blurred vision, speech 
difficulties, and upset stomach 
will develop. 

Gregg Clapp, a Bradley 
sophomore from Dixon, Ill., ate 
at the Skewer Inn on Friday, 
Oct. 14. with his mother and his 


girlfriend. Clapp and his 
girlfriend ate cheeseburgers 
while his mother had a patty 
melt with the sauteed onions. 
That evening all three drove 
back to Dixon. 

The next morning Mrs. Clapp 
began to exhibit symptoms. 
"Double vision was the first 
thing," said Clapp, "then she 
had nausea but didn’t throw up. 
Later she got real weak, 
couldn’t breathe, and her 
speech slurred. I called my dad 
and told him we had to get her 
to the hospital." 

Doctors suspected an allergy 
at first but abandoned that idea 
after Clapp said his mother 
hadn’t eaten any strange foods. 
"By Sunday morning they said it 
was a probable stroke but her 
brain seemed fine," said Clapp. 

Up rptnmpd to Bradlev Mon¬ 


day morning for a test and 
heard about the botulism out¬ 
break. "That night 1 told my 
uncle about it," he said. His 
uncle informed the doctors and 
they ordered the anti-toxin 
from Springfield. 

Mrs. Clapp is in serious but 
stable condition at Kankakee 
Riverside Hospital. 

Sheila Winfield, a junior nurs¬ 
ing student at Bradley, also ate 
a patty melt at the restaurant on 
Oct. 14. She developed symp¬ 
toms the next morning and was 
admitted to St. Francis Hospital 
that night. 

A spokesperson for St. 
Francis said Winfield is still in 
intensive care, listed as serious 
but stable. "Ml *he neople in 
intensive care have u? eloped 
pneumonia and have hal tra¬ 
cheostomies, ’ she said.

A suicide bomber crashed a 
red pickup truck full of explo¬ 
sives into the lobby of an air¬ 
port building where the Ameri¬ 
cans were sleeping. 

Thursday morning officials 
[reported 221 dead, 79 wounded 
and 125 missing or unaccounted 
for because of the explosion. 

Vice President George Bush 
visited Beirut three hours 
Wednesday to view the des- 
tructed building and to meet 


with officials. 

"Foreign policy is not going to 
be dictated or changed by ter¬ 
ror," he said. 

Caspar Weinberger, the U.S. 
defense secretary, briefed the 
Senate Armed Services Com¬ 
mittee in a closed session and 
chairman John Tower emerged 
saying, "It is the consensus of 
the committee that security was 
not adequate." 

Protective steps were taken 
following the April 18 attack on 
the U.S. Embassy in Beirut 
when a similar terrorist bomb¬ 
ing killed 17 Americans and 
about 30 Lebanese clerical.

US troops invade Grenada 


President Reagan dispatched 
1,900 troops into Grenada 
Tuesday to protect 1.000 Amer¬ 
icans and restore democracy to 
a nation run by "a brutal group 
of leftist thugs," he said. 

The Prime Minister of Gre¬ 
nada was killed last week and 
"the military took over at that 
time," said Dr. Patrick 
Bellegarde-Smith, associate pro¬ 
fessor of International Studies. 

"(The invasion) is a disaster 
that is going to set American 
foreign policy back 15-20 years, 
if not more," said Bellegarde- 
Smith. 

As of yesterday morning, six 
Americans had died, eight were 
missing and 33 had been 
wounded in the Grenada take¬ 
over. 

The U.S. troops and Carib¬ 
bean troops which invaded Gre¬ 
nada were met by pockets of 


resistance. "There was more 
resistance than we thought 
there would be," an administra¬ 
tion official said. 

"They are defending their 
nation," Bellegarde-Smith said 
of the resistance. "Americans do 
not understand that other peo¬ 
ple love their country as much 
as Americans love America." 

A source said that Cubans, 
said by Havana to be construc¬ 
tion workers, "proved to be 
more heavily armed and better 
trained" than would be expected 
from building crews. 

Yesterday, reports said the 
Americans were fighting the last 
resistance. Defense Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger said Ameri¬ 
can forces could be on the 
island for "days or weeks." 

At least 30 Cubans were 
killed Wednesday, Barbados 
radio reports said and 


said 12 
Tuesday, 
remained 


unconfirmed reports 
Cubans died on 
Grenadian casualties 
unknown. 

Weinberger said Wednesday 
about 600 Cubans had been 
taken into custody. 

Grenada asked the U.N. 
Security Council Wednesday to 
condemn the invasion. 

Britain, China, France and 
India are some of the govern¬ 
ments which have expressed 
condemnation or serious mis¬ 
givings about the intervention. 

"The entire world is upset at 
us," Bellegarde-Smith said. 

The Reagan administration 
has barred news organizations 
from covering fighting on the 
island. 

U.S. officials said the flow of 
news will be controlled from 
Grenada through official 
briefings in Washington.

We all knew it would come to this. 

And now we've proven that it would 
take a large loss of life to stimulate a 
massive outcry, demanding that our 
Marines be brought back home. 

It really is unfortunate that we 
couldn't create a hypothetical situation in 
our minds to bring about this response. 

And yes, I am one of the people 
who think it’s time for the Marines to 
return, not only because more than 200 
of them were killed, but also I do not 
like the way this whole situation was 
handled. 

My first complaint is about the way 
President Reagan played games with the 
War Powers Act. 

Our country is based on free 
representation and our free 
representatives should have made an 
intelligent, rational decision about the 
length of time the Marines could stay in 
Beirut.

Another question is "Who is 
fighting?"

Which of these factions are killing 
our Marines? 

Why? 

Either our government holds a very 
high regard for the intellect of its 
citizens, thinking we can figure out the 
situation by ourselves, or they fear us so 
much that we are purposely kept 
ignorant. Thus, this would prevent us 
from making an intelligent decision — 
maybe one opposite of what our leaders 
would want. 

What is a "peacekeeping role?" 

If we take the Marines' mission on 
face value of that term, then our soldiers 
will be in Lebanon for a long, long time. 

There will never be a solution to the 
problems in the Middle East. 

Compromises cannot work. Warring 
factions are too far apart idealogically. 

Bringing them together would be 
like mixing blue and yellow paint, trying 
to get red. 

And, as soon as we leave, hostilities 
will certainly increase. That is also the 
rationale given for keeping us there. 

But, wouldn’t that always be the 
case?. 

Aren't we just prolonging the inevit¬ 
able — a clash that would support the 
concept of "survival of the fittest?"

But, as long as we stay in Beirut, 
shouldn’t the Marines be able to do 
something while they're there? 

It's stupid that we put the Marines 
in a situation where they just wait to get 
fired upon, never allowing them to take 
the initiative.

Right now the score is more than 
200 to zero. 

If we stay in Lebanon, an objective 
must be set and we must be allowed to 
attain it.

Wolfe calmly stated that the occult 
has a certain intrigue in contempo- 
ry society, and that, at one time or 
another, everyone has wondered 
about the supernatural. Perhaps 
Wolfe most clearly presented 
America’s preoccupation with the 
subject as having used the National 
Enquirer as one of the main sources 
of his occult research. 


The discussion also featured 
advice for budding writers, as well 
as actually giving professional 
hints, like "begin the story by the 
sheriff", to several audience 
members who presented their ideas. 
Thus the evening was sort of a 
writer’s workshop with professional 
examples.

I’ll bet you thought 5 was an 
odd number. Well, Jan Erkert’s 
jansdances could just prove you 
wrong. 

jansdances is a Chicago based 
dance company, founded by Jan 
Erkert in 1973. jansdances per¬ 
formed their Spinning Round, a 
memorial to friendship and the 
Beatles, on Wednesday in the Hart¬ 
man Center for a sparse but thank¬ 
fully well distributed audience. 

The program opened with a 
whirling top dressed in lavender, 
surrounded by a pale blue light, 
soon joined by another dressed in 
blue, and soon more figures 
spiralled onto the stage. There was 
no music at first, but the dancers’ 
feet provided a symphony of 
swishes and taps, which was more 
than adequate. Then with a series 
of twists, bounds and twills the ori¬ 
ginal performer was left on stage. 

jansdances ’ second number 
was again filled with twists and 
spirals as well as a sensuous ar¬ 
rangement of off-balance yet 
surprisingly graceful movements. 

The third selection was per¬ 
formed to the Beatles’ "Here There 


and Everywhere", and was a curi¬ 
ous combination of music and non¬ 
music. It was symbolic of that love 
that exists only between the closest 
of friends. This selection was a 
stong pas de deux with the group’s 
other three performers watching 
with wonder and awe in the one 
corner of the stage. This too was a 
dance that relied on motion and the 
thud of feet on the stage’s floor¬ 
boards. 

"Blackbird" was told as a tale 
of young birds trying out their 
wings and attempting to fly. Here 
the warmth and trust of childhood 
is present. The audience responded 
with chuckles of delight as they 
watched the antics of jansdances. 
And as always, even though the 
music may have paused the move¬ 
ment did not. 

"Yesterday" brought a series of 
delayed motions. It was rather like 
observing a very slow motion dom- 
inoe effect. One dancer’s action 
was slowly echoed elsewhere. 

The second half of the pro¬ 
gram opened with an energizing 
game of tag, performed to "For No 
One", another tune of the Beatles. 
This evolved into a rather informal 


introduction of the performers. 
(The whirling lavendar top hap¬ 
pened to be Jan Erkert). The com¬ 
pany consists of Jan Erkert, Poonie 
Dodson, David Puszczewicz, De¬ 
borah Lynn Siegel and Suzanne 
Oliver. The introduction was ac¬ 
complished through a bizarre 
square dance of partner switching, 
with each member being called out 
and either swung, hugged, or 
twirled. 

The second and third numbers 
brought forth a series of hip swing¬ 
ing, shoulder swaying and shimmy¬ 
ing. ' 

Their last number, "All You 
Need is Love" was truly moving 
and once again symbolic. It began 
with lone dancer "Debbie” Siegel 
whom pulled another member of 
the troup in, and they grabbed still 
another; soon all five were on the 
stage. 

Never at any time was any¬ 
thing awkward present; the troup 
incorporated the fifth wheel 
wonderfully. And despite the off- 
center, off-kilter positions that were 
. present at times, it was graceful as 
dance should be.

University of Minnesota 
Bans Slam Dancing

MINNEAPOLIS, MN (CPS)~ 
University of Minnesota punkers 
got an unexpected rude jolt one re¬ 
cent Saturday evening when 
campus officials ordered them to 
stop slam dancing during a punk 
rock concert. 

Back in June university 
officials placed a ban on the new 
dance fad -- where partners literally 
slam, push, and tackle one another 
on the dance floor -- following 
several injuries at a campus concert 
by the Dead Kennedys: 

"The Dead Kennedys’ concert 
really made us aware that the 
phenomenon of slam dancing had 
hit campus," recalls student activi¬ 
ties coordinator Carl Nelson. 

"The band members started 
diving off the stage into the audi¬ 
ence, and people just started push¬ 
ing and slamming into one anoth¬ 
er." 

Twenty-three students were in¬ 
jured at the event, two of them 
with broken bones. 

"(After that) I notified all 
campus concert people that if there 
was any activity involving slam 
dancing, they’d have to meet with 


me and explain how they would in¬ 
sure the health and welfare of the 
students," Nelson says. 

Otherwise, he adds, "slam 
dancing is simply not acceptable on 
campus and if it occurs at any con¬ 
certs the management will ter¬ 
minate the event." 

Nelson’s slam dancing ban was 
put to its first test at an Oct. 8th 
concert featuring a local punk band 
called The Replacements. 

Although the band met with 
Nelson in advance and agreed to 
control any violent behavior in the 
crowd, campus officials temporarily 
had to break up the concert. 

"At the event people started 
diving off the stage and there was 
some fairly aggressive slam dancing 
going on," Nelson reports. 

"The sponsor notified the band 
and members of the audience that 
the event would be stopped unless 
the rowdy behavior was con¬ 
trolled." 

After a few initial boos and 
hisses, though, the crowd mellowed 
"and there were only a couple of 
isolated incidents which we simply 
tolerated," he says.

Students planning to attend summer school 
at Bradley have one of two options. They may 
continue the same routine of the preceding 
semester or may opt to attend classes in Belgium, 
Germany, Italy and several other European coun¬ 
tries. 

The Department of History is again ottering 
a five-week summer session in Europe. Students 
will earn 12 hours of Bradley credit with courses 
in history, philosophy, international studies and 
independent study to be completed upon return 
to the United States. The summer session in 
Europe will last from June 7 through July 11. 

Dr. Elmo Roach, chair of the department of 
history and coordinator of the Summer Session in 
Europe, said the program is open to all students 
from any college and university. 

"This is a program using Bradley instructors, 
for Bradley students but not restricted to Bradley 
students," Roach said. 


"The expense for our program comes up to 
less than what you spend here," Roach said. The 
cost of $2,995 includes round-trip transportation, 
train fare in Europe, rooms and breakfast. 

There are no prerequisites for the summer 
session. Roach said its objective is two-fold - to 
provide cultural experience while enabling stu¬ 
dents to learn. 

"One of the distinct advantages about it is 
that it’s not restricted to foreign language 
majors," he said. 

Dr. Joyce Pandelis of the Department of Phi¬ 
losophy, Dr. John Howard, director of the 
Department of International Studies and Dr. 
Roach will teach courses in Austria, London, 
Germany and Italy. 

"The difference is when you wake up in the 
morning here, you’re in Peoria. When you wake 
up there, you’re in Salzburg, Belgium or Mun¬ 
ich," Roach said.

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Registration requires health forms

Registration for Spring 1984 semester classes 
will be prohibited for students who do not have 
health forms on file in the Bradley Health Center. 

"We have to be immediately prepared with 
backround information in order to give emer¬ 
gency care. That's why we’re requiring Health 
Center forms to be in before students can regis¬ 
ter," said Ray K. Zarvell, program director for 
educational development. "It's been a University’ 
policy for a long time. We just haven't enforced 
it." 

Nursing Care Manager Betty Hasselbacher 
said they need health records from every 
student’s own physician. Students who have 
forms filled out can turn them in at the Health 
Center on the first floor of Heitz Hall. 

The reason the forms are needed is some 
Students have severe allergies. If a reaction 
occurs, the Health Center wouldn't know what 
the problem is or how to control it unless the 


form is on file, said Hasselbacher. 

"We'll have a list of students that don't have 
their forms on file and when they come to regis¬ 
ter, they'll be turned away,," she said. 

The information on the forms will be compu¬ 
terized, said Zarvell. 

With computers helping the Health Center, 
"we can pinpoint problems, provide better medi¬ 
cal schedules for students with problems and help 
forecast where outbreaks of colds and flu are ori¬ 
ginating," Zarvell said. 

The center will improve their student records 
through computerization and will expand the 
health education program, said Zarvell. 

Hasselbacher said if students drop out for a 
semester and come back to school, they don't 
have to fill out a new form. Students can call the 
Health Center to see if their form is on file. 

Health forms are available at the Health 
Center. The hours are 8:30-5 Monday through 
Friday and 10 a.m.-noon Saturdays. 
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Tuition, housing increase recommended for next year by board

A 10 to 12 percent increase in tui¬ 
tion and room and board next year was 
one of the budgetary guidelines recom¬ 
mended by the Board of Trustees at 
iheir meeting last week. 

"A lot of it has to do with declining 
enrollment - we have to pay for a qual¬ 
ity education," said All-School President 
viary Deakin, student representative for 
trustee meetings. 

The board said it was a possibility 
the increase will be similar to last year's, 
in which room and board went up 15 
percent and tuition 12* percent, said Dea¬ 
kin. Room and board went up more so 
the dormitory upkeep could be main- 

Enrollment declines by 33 


tained solely by dorm students. President 
Martin G. Abegg said in April. 

The reasons for the increases are 
higher energy and utility costs, the need 
to put more money into maintaining 
facilities and a projected decrease in 
enrollment in the next three years, Dea¬ 
kin said. 

Financial aid should receive 
$200,000 in addition to its budgetary 
percentage increase. More money will go 
to the cooperative education program 
because it won't have its national grant, 
she said. 

Another increase considered by the 
board is a 2 to 4 percent raise in salaried 


and non-salaried positions. 

These are guidelines for the depart¬ 
ments to make their budgets. All the 
figures are preliminary, Deakin said. The 
individual budgets are due in December 
— they will be reviewed and # the final 
vote on the budget will be in April by 
the Board of Trustees. 

The board also discussed and 
reaffirmed raising money in a capital 
campaign. The priorities for the fund 
drive include the library, Duryea Hall, 
additional class space in Baker and Jobst 
Halls, and the Student Center, Deakin 
said. 

Also at the meeting, David E. Con¬ 
nor was elected trustee chairman. 


succeeding Lewis Burger. Burger com¬ 
pleted his four-year term. 

Connor, 58, has been a board 
member since 1971. He is a graduate of 
Yale, the president of Commercial 
National Bank and the Midwest Finan¬ 
cial Group, a director of the TP&W rail¬ 
road, director of the board of directors 
of CILCO and chairman of the Peoria 
Downtown Development Council.

Final enrollment figures are 
in, with 5604 undergraduate 
and graduate students, both 
full- and part-time. 

President Martin G. Abegg 
said the figures are "a pleasant 
surprise" since a drop of 33 stu¬ 
dents from last year’s enroll¬ 
ment was not as much as 
expected. 

Full-time students number 
4865, a drop of about 80 since 
this time last year. 

The decline in enrollment was 
not as high as expected. Since 
there are fewer college-bound 
high school seniors to draw 
from, Abegg said, Bradley is 
apparently "... doing exactly 


what we had hoped we would 
be able to do ... acquire a larger 
share of a smaller pool of stu¬ 
dents." This year Bradley 
enrolled 920 freshmen. 

Bradley has also raised its 
academic standards for incom¬ 
ing students, Abegg said. This 
year 32 percent of the freshmen 
are from the top 10 percent of; 
their high school class, com¬ 
pared to 27 percent last year. 

Also, the average Bradley 
student's ACT score increased 
to 24, placing them in the 82nd 
percentile of all college-bound 
students who took the exam in 
1982-83, said Associate Provost 
for Student Affairs Thomas 
Huddleston.

The Head of the British Commonwealth says it can 
put together a paramilitary force to replace U.S. troops in Grenada 
within three weeks. The U.S. House Tuesday invoked the War Powers 
Act which, if approved by the Senate, will bring U.S. troops back from 
Grenada within 60 days. At least 18 American troops have been killed 
in action since the invasion of Grenada 



A U.S. Air Force plane landed at the Greenham Com¬ 
mon Air Base in England Wednesday with a cargo of "sensitive equip¬ 
ment" for nuclear missiles. The first -batch of 160 cruise missiles is 
expected in Britain within three weeks as part of NATO's plan to 
deploy the missiles at year's end unless the U.S. and the Soviet Union 
agree on an arms pact. Anti-nuclear demonstrators have been keeping 
vigil at the base.

As temporary director, Mur¬ 
ray said, he will continue with 
projects started by Craig, main¬ 
taining the flexibility and open 


door policies. "My position is to 
work for the student," he said. 

Among some of the programs 
Murray will be working on are 
reviewing the posting policy; 
working closer with Greeks and 
IDC (Interdorm Council); and 
conducting a needs assessment 
to find out what the students 
want and how to appeal to those 
wants. 

Murray will work as acting 
student activities director until 
May 31, 1984, when there will 
be a national search to hire a 
permanent director. 


SABRC explains allocation of funds process 
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Democracy and Latin America 

’’The basic problem in these (Latin American) countries is that 
they have incredible ideological divisions," said the former ambas¬ 
sador to Nicaragua to an audience here last Monday night. 

Dr. Mauricio Salaun, now a professor at the University of Illi¬ 
nois Center for Latin American Studies, said there have been many 
"pseudo- democracies," but Latin America has produced some real 
evolutions to democracy also, such as Venezuela and the Domini¬ 
can Republic. 

He said he thinks the American presence should be in 
Nicaragua. "Diplomacy alone will not solve the problem," he said. 

Salaun was the ambassador to Nicaragua from July 1977 to 
February 1979 under the Carter administration. He said he thinks 
President Jimmy Carter’s human rights policies did not help solve 
situations in Nicaragua at the time. 

"Our policy was one of interfering without intervening," he 
said of the lack of covert action. 

Because of Carter’s policies "we undermined the Anastasio 
Somoza government but we did not do enough to get the credit. 
While we undermined the government, we did not give it the coup 
de grace. We annihilated Somoza and everyone," Salaun said. 

Nicaragua was an absolute monarchy in a dynastic form (a 
father and two sons ruled), he said, with a "facade of democracy," 
but Somoza was ruling under a state of siege from 1974 on. 

By 1977 "any semblance of rule had disappeared," Salaun said.. 
"Violence was a way of life. The majority party was not allowed to. 
take over peacefully and so became radicalized." 

Salaun said the area needs to try to implement democracy. 

"There can be successes; none if we just give up," he said. 

The lecture opened Latino Week, sponsored by the Latino Stu¬ 
dent Association. Other activities were a discussion group on revo¬ 
lution in Latin America Tuesday, the film Lucia Wednesday and a 
lecture by Francisco Cambell, first secretary of the Nicaraguan 
Embassy, last night. A folkloric dance group from Chicago will per-

Senate and South Africa 


A motion was made in Student Senate Monday to 
endorse the Illinois House Bill which asks for divestment of 
South Africa and that University Senate consider passing a 
similar resolution. 

The motion was defeated 18-11. 

The bill (number 0569) requires Illinois state pension 
funds to be divested from corporations doing business in 
South Africa. Banks making loans to such firms could not 
receive state funds. 

All the Student Senate motion asked for was a statement 
against monetary support of South Africa. It didn’t ask that 
senators march into a plane and bear arms in South Africa. 
(A very popular method of international relations these 
days.) It didn’t ask senators to give 10 hours a day to circu¬ 
lating petitions and informing citizens. 

The motion asked senate to make some sort of state¬ 
ment against apartheid. It asked senate to be informed of ter¬ 
rible racism in another part of the world and, as leaders of 
our student body, take a stand. 

Blacks in South Africa are kept separate from whites. 
Blacks can’t live in certain areas; they can’t work at certain 
jobs; they can’t vote. The racism in South Africa is blatant 
and many U.S. businesses support the South African econ¬ 
omy. 

But the majority of Student Senators decided they 
wanted nothing to do with this issue of humanity. 

It’s difficult to understand why this motion received 
such a hostile response in senate. It seems they didn’t want 
to think about, or deal with, a very real and terrible situa¬ 
tion. Did they think that since the problem wasn’t happening 
on our campus, they didn’t have to acknowledge it? 

Well, when and if they open their eyes, they might see 
the racism and prejudice that is right here on this campus. As 
leaders, they should be the first in setting an example of 
accepting, confronting and doing something about protecting 
basic human rights. 

Talk to your senator about this issue. Ask your senator 
how he or she feels; you may be surprised. It’s up to the stu¬ 
dent body to make sure our representation is fair, open- 
minded and caring of humanity.

We can no longer, in good con¬ 
science, blame anyone else for our 
problems, or look to anyone else for 
the solutions. As 1 see it, the solu¬ 
tion to the current problem in the 
Middle East is simple, nonviolent, 
and only slightly inconvenient. Yet 
it requires participation by all of us. 
We may as well get used to it.

A man tosses and turns in his* 
bed.

A fossil-like head in his hand 
becomes a puppet with a knife. 
After playing with it, tormenting it, 
he takes the knife as if to kill it, 
but. he changes his mind and tosses 
the puppet aside. Suddenly, it be¬ 
comes a huge, billowy beast that 
rises to the height of the stage and 
engulfs him. The man disappears. 

This is the Compagnie Phi¬ 
lippe Genty’s piece entitled 
"Dreaming," a surrealistic 
nightmare/dream sequence. Genty, 


a puppet repetoire company, was at 
the Civic Center Theatre Tuesday. 

The images Genty presents in 
Round As A Cube are haunting. 
The clown puppet, constructed with 
the help of an audience member, 
refuses to be put in his case. The 
clown deflates the puppeteer and 
puts him in the case. 

Or is it the puppeteer who 
deflates the clown? You’re not 
sure. Throughout the show you’re 
never sure who is the puppeteer 
and who is the puppet. 

When asked if she liked the 
show, a little girl said, Mmmhm, 
as if even she wasn’t sure what was 
happening on stage. 

The most haunting and chil¬ 
ling piece is the famous "Pierrot." 
he is content until he discovers he 
is a puppet manipulated by strings. 
Pierrot commits suicide rather than 
spend his life controlled by another. 
He pulls his strings off one by one. 
You watch his sad face as he slow¬ 
ly, disjointedly, deliberately falls to 
the ground. 

There probably wasn t a per¬ 
son there who didn’t have chills 
running down their spine. 

Speaking of people at the 
show, I’d like to thank every Brad¬ 
ley student who was there. Person¬ 
ally. It shouldn’t take me more than 
10 minutes on the phone. Thank

Compagnie Philippe Genty 
was a spine-chilling, heart-warming, 
enjoyable show.

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Peterson Big 4 Releases hive Freedom oong

On the evenings of Feb. 20 
and 21, ’82, Japanese audiences in 
Tokyo were given a treat. Thank¬ 
fully, when the Oscar Peterson Big 
4 left the stage at the conclusion of 
their second night’s set, Pablo 
Records had been taping the two 
dates for possible release in a»bum 
form. Freedom Song, the resulting 
two record set, gives the rest of the 
world a chance to hear what tran¬ 
spired on those two evenings. 

Oscar Peterson has been asso¬ 
ciated with fine jazz for so long 


now one begins to take the quality 
of his work for granted. Freedom 
Song shows us why. Joining the 
great pianist are guitarist Joe Pass, 
bassist Niels Pederson, and drum¬ 
mer Martin Drew, who together 
form more than a quartet of jazz 
greats; the Oscar Peterson Big 4 is 
a cohesive, tightly knit ensemble 
capable of letting the musical 
sparks fly at any given time. 

A prime example is the med¬ 
ley of two Peterson originals. The 
pianist begins the medley with a 


solo performance of his "Hymn to 
Freedom" before the segue into 
"The Fallen Warrior." The band 
enters almost unnoticed and soon 
has the song swiaging along in¬ 
tensely before dropping out for a 
final statement of the medley by 
Peterson. 

The quartet remains in top 
form throughout the album, from 
the fiercely swinging "Mississuaga 
Rattler," "Cakewalk," and "Now’s 
the Time," through the slight rock 
feel of "Nigerian Marketplace" and 


"Nightchild." 

The album’s problems arise on 
the ballads, which are, with the ex¬ 
ception of "Tenderly," performed as 
solo or duet pieces. Although 
technical excellence is always 
desired, it can sometimes detract 
from a performance, as is the case 
here. The ballads on Freedom 
Song are performed with such bril¬ 
liance, they come across too slick 
to be convincing musical state¬ 
ments from the heart. Comparing 
Peterson’s showy rendition of 


"Round Midnight" with the warm, 
touching version Miles Davis im¬ 
mortalized some twenty-five years 
ago, one gets the feeling of looking 
at a black and white sketch of a 
rainbow; the picture is discernible 
but lacking any true beauty. 

Fortunately these moments are 
quite rare over the course of the al¬ 
bum, and Freedom Song is well 
worth its $8.98 price. There is too 
much good jazz here not to give it 
a listen.

Pipes old and wearing out 

Leaks have steamy consequences

There has been a recent 
cover-up of some steamy 
underground activities here at 
Bradley. There is evidence, 
even speculation, that this will 
happen again in the near future. 
The incident occurred when a 


pipe carrying steam, which is 
used as a source of heating for 
many of the buildings on 
campus, ruptured near Westlake 
Hall. 

The exact cause of the rup¬ 
ture, which cost about $7500 to 
repair, is not yet known. Direc¬ 


tor of Facilities, Gerald Boyea, 
said "We sent the damaged sec¬ 
tion to the laboratory so that we 
can determine the exact cause." 

He said the pipe could have 
been worn by age, though he 
has no idea exactly how old the 
pipes are. They also could have 
been damaged by chemicals 
passing through the pipe. Even 
an excess of pressure could 
have been the reason. 

His staff' is anticipating 
several such breaks in the lines 
during this coming winter and 
they are prepared to make the 
repairs when necessary, Boyea 
said. The pipes have broken 
before and they will undoubt¬ 
edly break again, he said. 

Eventually all of the pipes will 
probably have to be replaced, 
said Boyea. He and his crew are 
already making plans for 
upgrading the system, including 
a section costing about 
$150,000 running from Olin 
Hall to Williams Hall which 
they will begin working on 
soon.

I was the Chicago Bears died 
Monday at the age of 88. 
George Halas, who founded the 
1 National Football League and 
the Bears, had been ill with 
heart disease, pancreatic 
disease, and other ailments for 
[ the past year. 

Halas, before devoting the 
best part of his life to the pigs¬ 
kin, was a right fielder for the 
New York Yankees. A slide into 
third base ended his baseball 
career. He was replaced by Babe 
Ruth. 

Halas organized a football 
team in Decatur, 111., but he 
had to move it to Chicago when 
the Depression struck. The 
team was called the Bears after 
the Chicago Cubs. 

Halas wrote news reports for 
the first Bear games to get cov¬ 
erage, and he used his own 
money to have Bear games 
televised

A Bradley student received a 
bloody nose ... a second was 
! reportedly hit with a stick ... a 
third was slapped around. 
These attacks have happened in 
the last two weeks to Bradley 
i students. 

But Dave Baer, director of 
communications and safety, 
believes that as the weather gets 
11 colder the attacks will lessen. 

| "You just don't 'hang out' when 
it gets cold. There's a lesser 
tendency," said Baer. 

Baer said that the attacks are 
from "two very distinct youth 
gangs. They’re probably doing 
this out of lack of anything to 
do. Gang mentality is odd." 

The number of attacks on 
students this year is the worst 
ever. "We had problems when 
Tut's Tomb first opened, we’d 

I have ’hot’ and 

The area bounded by Main, 
University, Moss and Bourland 
is where the attacks are mainly 
occurring. There have been two 
reported incidents around the 
Student Center, but none 
within the center of the campus. 

Bradley Security and Peoria 
police are investigating the 
attacks. Last month, nine peo¬ 
ple were arrested for previous 


attacks. That matter is now in 
the hand of the State's 
Attorney’s office. 

The University has installed 
lights at Geisert Hall, and two 
plain clothes officers patrol the 
area. Peoria police also have 
"an extra car or two patroling 
the area," said Baer. 

"Trying to differentiate 
between what everyone is say¬ 
ing and what is really happening 
is our biggest problem," said 
Baer. 

"A lot of people are making 
comments without any real 
knowledge of the situations. If 
someone does know something, 
they should contact the office so 
that we can get the information 
they know on file, so that we 
can work with the information," 
said Baer. 

Baer said many students have 
the attitude that, "I'm at Brad¬ 
ley, what's going to happen to 
me? They need to be aware that 
Peoria is a community and a 
city, a very vivacious one, and 
there are people out there who 
could really care less about 
them." 

He said students need to fol¬ 
low a few guidelines when going 
out. They need to stay in well- 
lit areas, and stay away from tall 


shrubbery and dark alleys. 

"Be aware of your surround¬ 
ings, use the buddy-system, if 
you see something suspicious, 
think through the situation and 
change directions, and think 
about where you're going and 
how you're getting there," said 
Baer. 

Baer doesn’t encourage stu¬ 
dents to try and "take-on or 
take-out after someone. Try to 
get to a place of safety, a 
phone, or if possible, an 
officer." 

Ben Hershey, campus affairs 
chair of Student Senate, said, 
"Because of the number of 
attacks, students want to fight 
back. 

"We've heard some talk of 
vigilante groups trying to form. 
You start digging around and 
you hear about these things. 

"Our committee, as a whole, 
is trying to dispel these types of 
groups, we are working with 
security on this matter. We've 
heard of a group called C.A.M. 
— it's an apparent vigilante 
group," said Hershey. 

"Personally, I can understand 
students wanting to protect 
themselves, but this is no way 
to solve a problem of this 
nature," said Hershey.

Auschwitz survivor 
speaks for those killed

Jack Glocer, one of eleven survivors of Auschwitz, said 
Wednesday night he speaks for many. 

"I do not speak only for the six million Jews, but also for the 
18 million Christians who died in concentration camps during 
(World War II); and they cannot speak for themselves,".he told an 
audience of about 300 in the Student Center Ballroom. 

Thirteen years old when the Nazis marched into his hometown 
in Poland, Glocer, 57, said his experience began with the execution 
of his father by the Nazis. Glocer witnessed the murder of four 
truckloads of women and children whose bodies he helped bury in 
a mass grave. 

Glocer said the Jews (he, his mother, and younger brother 
among them) were stuffed like cattle into boxcars and shipped to 
Auschwitz. 

Here the selection began, Glocer said: "Able-bodied men on 
one side, elderly people, women and children to another." 

The babies were buried alive "because there was only one gas 
chamber at Auschwitz at that time." The women and children were 
gassed — Glocer's mother and brother among them — and their 
bodies burned, he said. Glocer told the Germans he was sixteen so 
he might escape the gas chamber. 

The prisoners were stripped, shaved from head to toe, and 
disinfected with kerosene. "The pain was terrible," he said, "because 
they would use one razor for 250 or 300 men." 

Glocer said babies were smashed against boxcars, or thrown in 
the air and used for target practice by the Nazis. 

Convinced that death was inevitable, Glocer said he resolved 
to make the best of the situation. "I became what was called in 
Auschwitz 'an organizer' — in plain English, a thief." 

Glocer told about his brushes with death; many times he was 
caught stealing food. 

Punishments ranged from receiving 25 to 130 lashes, to being 
strapped on a bed with water dripping on his forehead all night. As 
further punishment for being an organizer, Glocer said he was sent 
to punishment camp where he worked in a coal mine. 

Glocer said he managed not only to become foreman of the 
coal mine unit, but also to make friends with the German in 
charge. Glocer later testified on the the latter’s behalf when he was 
being tried as a war criminal. 

In January 1945, the prisoners were gathered from the sur¬ 
rounding camps into the main camp of Auschwitz, Glocer said. 
They were split into groups of about 18,000 and marched toward 
Germany. 

When he was rescued by some Russians, Glocer said, he 
weighed 62 pounds. 

After he came to the U.S., he spent many years hunting war 
criminals, Glocer said. There are 438 war criminals living in the 
U.S. now, he said. 

In a press conference Monday, Glocer said there is an "awful 
lot" of anti-Semitic sentiment in the world today and he felt it was 
on the increase. 

When asked if he thought (the genocide) could happen again, 
Glocer said, "Absolutely. Not necessarily to the Jews -- it could 
happen to anyone." 

Today, Glocer said, he can’t stand to hear a baby cry; he can’t 
stand the sight of blood. "You understand how hard it is for me to 
speak on this subject - but I feel I must."

A bomb exploded outside the U.S Senate chamber 
Monday night causing $1 million in damage, including the destruction 
of some irreplaceable works of art. Federal officials say the blast may 
have had a force equivalent to two sticks of dynamite and could have 
caused some deaths, had the Senate been in session A group calling 
itself the ' Armed Resistance Unit” has claimed responsibility for the 
bombing, saying it was acting in reaction to U.S. action in Lebanon 
and Grenada. 

A delegation of Congressmen returned from Gre¬ 
nada this week and is preparing to make a report to House Speaker Tip 
O'Neill. The chairman of the group says there was no "direct threat” to 
Americans on the island but that there was a danger of political 
violence after a Marxist coup One source says 11 of the 14 congress¬ 
men in the group are expected to express support for the U.S. led inva¬ 
sion. 

Speculation is high that Soviet President Yuri Andropov 
is seriously ill He has not been seen in public since mid-August and 
was reported too ill Monday to attend a military parade marking the 
66th anniversary of the Bolshevik Revolution, the first time a Soviet 
head of government has missed these festivities. The Soviet govern¬ 
ment says Andropov only has a cold. 

President Reagan arrived in Japan Wednesday to 
/ begin six days of talks on trade and defense matters with Japanese 
and South Korean leaders. An estimated 5000 people protested 
Reagan's visit in Tokyo, and at least four were arrested Some 23.000 
police are providing security for the President. 

The U.S. Senate voted Monday to approve spending $2.1 
billion to produce and install 21 MX missiles. Opponents conceded the 
vote may mark the last serious attempt to halt deployment of the 
powerful missile, and the U.S. Air Force will begin substituting them for 
the aging Minuteman-three missiles starting in 1986 

A missing 13-year-old Chicago-area girl was found 

bound and gagged Wednesday in a neighbor's crawl space where she 
had been held for 84 hours. Thomas Dahm. Jennifer Monte's 27-year- 
old neighbor, was charged with armed violence, aggravated kidnaping 
and aggravated battery, as well as other charges. Monte was treated 
and released from the hospital after being found early Wednesday 
morning.

Greyhound Bus Lines Inc. shut down 60 per¬

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Skewer Inn may re-open next week 
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By Frank Rice 

Peoria's Skewer Inn is awaiting 
health inspections which may give it the 
go ahead to re-open for business next 
week, said owner Mike Kubera Tuesday. 

Since the Oct. 15 outbreak of the 
third largest botulism case in the country 
this century, the restaurant has been 
closed. 

"Hopefully, we'll be open Monday 
or Tuesday,” said Kubera. 

Sheila Winfield, a junior nursing 
student at Bradley, is one of 37 people 
who were hospitalized with suspected or 
actual cases of botulism. Winfield is 
currently in serious condition according 
to St. Francis Medical Center personnel. 

"She's feeling better," said Rhonda 
Washington, one of Winfield's friends. 

State and local health department 
officials and the Food and Drug 
Administration were to inspect the res¬ 
taurant yesterday. The Center for 
Disease Control and the FDA are still 


testing food samples, though none of the 
results have shown that the foods them¬ 
selves contain poison. 

Kubera said the restaurant has des¬ 
troyed nearly all its inventory, performed 
several maintenance tasks and partici¬ 
pated in a food- handling refresher 
course administered by the health 
department. 

Thomas Jackamore, director of the 
Peoria City/County Health Department, 
declined to say when the restaurant may 
re-open, but did say he is relying on 
experts to advise him on a possible re¬ 
opening. 

The sauteed onions on the beef 
patty melt sandwiches eaten by most of 
those hospitalized were the cause of the 
outbreak, as determined by data col¬ 
lected from people who ate at the restau¬ 
rant the Friday, Saturday and Sunday 
before its closure Oct. 17. 

Meanwhile, a local advertising 
agency. Jay and Associates, is planning a 
media blitz for next week to bring back 


customers who may stay away from the 
restaurant because of the botulism. 

Prominent Peorians will be appear¬ 
ing in television commercials supporting 
Skewer Inn. 

"What we have is people who are 
saying, 'It won’t bother me, but it sure 
would bother my next-door neighbor,'" 
said Marvin Jay, agency president. 
"That's what we have to overcome." 

Kubera will have to overcome more 
than public opinion when he faces 10 
lawsuits which have been filed against 
his restaurant. 

Two suits were filed last Friday by 
John Mason, 42, of 219 E. Elmhurst and 
Randall Brown, 36, of 1009 N. North- 
moor. Both are in serious condition at 
Methodist Medical Center. 

According to the suits. Mason ate at 
the restaurant about 6:30 p.m. Friday, 
Oct. 14, and Brown ate there about 7 
p.m. Saturday. The lawsuits are based on 
theories of product liability. 


About botulism 
bacteria 

The botulism bacteria that is respon¬ 
sible for the recent botulism outbreak in 
Peoria is believed to be found, in an 
inactive state, in fish and almost all fresh 
fruits and vegetables^ according to Dr. 
Alan Gaisky, biology professor. 

Clostridium Botulism, the bacteria 
that causes botulism, germinates endos- 
pores which create a potent neurotoxin 
when exposed to an oxygen-free 
environment. The toxin "is the most 
potent toxic poison that we know exists," 
Gaisky says. 

One milligram of purified toxin 
could kill 200 million adult mice. One 
microgram (one-one thousandth of a 
milligram) is enough to kill an adult 
human, according to statistics quoted by 
Gaisky. 

General botulism symptoms are 
acute nervous disorder, weakness and 
paralysis. Victims experience a painful 
dryness of the mouth and a weakening 
of the arms and legs. Most deaths result 
from an inability to breathe.

Dear Editor, 

This fall I made a resolution 
and it was this: for this school year I 
would really try to leave the Scout 
alone. It had had a new editor 
appointed and some staff changes -- 
1 figured i’d give them the benefit 
of the doubt and not pick on them. 
But last week’s "Viewpoint" ("Senate 



and South Africa") made me change 
my stand. I guess, again, as last 
year, the Scout has chosen to 
present only selected facts on issues 
which they rationalize by calling 
"editorial opinions" in an effort to 
discredit various organizations on 
campus. 

I’ll begin by stating the tacts 
that the Scout seems to have over¬ 
looked before giving my opinions. 
First, 1 am a Student Senator. The 
motion to endorse House Bill 0569 
was first brought before senate on 
Oct. 17 by seven individuals: 
Michael Mitchell, Dave Carlson, 
Marlene Hendrickson, Hubert Stal¬ 
ling, Jr., Michael Arney, Lester 
Blair and Brian Goforth. On that 
date, senate voted to postpone 
further discussion on the motion for 
two weeks so that senators could 
research the issue on their own and 
get input from members of their 
constituencies.

Perhaps proponents of this 
motion should have passed a peti¬ 
tion around and brought it before 
Student Senate. I’d be curious to 
see what percentage of the student 
body would sign it.

"Viewpoint," the motion did not 
receive a hostile response in senate.

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Student affairs need attention, too 
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A couple of weeks ago. Founder's 
Day was held on Bradley's campus. Dur¬ 
ing this celebration, our founder Lydia 
Moss Bradley was praised for her amaz¬ 
ing "foresight" and "planning." 

The administration gave itself a pat 
on the back for realizing the "dreams" of 
ol’ Mrs. Bradley and mentioned many 
good things about the University. 

Now, I like Bradley. I chose to come 
here. But 1 didn’t come here because of 
what some lady said or did years ago. 

I chose to come here because of 
what this campus claimed to offer now. 

Because of this, I believe that 
Founder's Day should really be a "state 
of the University" address.

Tuition is going up again Some 
increase can be expected annually. But, 
10 to 12 percent, again!

That is ridiculous! I don’t feel the

increased that much. And 24 percent 
more to maintain the status quo is rather 
hard to believe. 

I know I chose to attend a private 
university. With this came the 
knowledge that costs would be higher 
than a state school, and that this price 
for higher learning would eventually 
increase. 

But folks, my wallet is screaming. 
My knuckles are raw from the many 
times 1 jammed my hand into my 
imitation-leather billfold, making futile 
efforts to find more cash to give to this 
place. 

I don’t know what can be done, just 
that something needs to be done.

The building has to 
be utilized regularly by the University, 
too. But this isn't happening now either. 

However, maybe the existence of 
the Garrett Center is a crumb offered to 
minorities to appease their desire to be 
recognized as an integral part of Bradley. 

That may also be another concern 
worth looking into. 

What about our student govern¬ 
ment? 

The Student Senate is still doing 
basically nothing (and getting good at it). 

But why does this happen, year after 
year? 

I’ll tell you why — because the 
administration doesn't want student 
input. 

"Beware of the students, because 
they might disagree" is the signal sent by 
the University. 

It is enough to simply allow us to 
have a government. We can't be 
allowed to make decisions. 

The administration publicly states 
we do make decisions. They'll probably 
cite the on-going saga of Civic Center 
seating.

Lousy food, a posting policy that 
threatens the right to freedom of speech 
and improved security only after a rise in 
crime instead of preventive measures 
beforehand are all issues students have 
opinions about.

It’s time the students were heard on 
this campus* 

My viewpoint mentioned some 
negative points about Bradley. There are 
plenty of good points, too. 

But if speeches are made that always 
illustrate the good, somewhere the "not- 
so-good" has to be acknowledged. 

And for those who think Founder's 
Day should make mention of Mrs. Brad¬ 
ley, I'll tell you what I think she should 
have said. 

Something like, "There will be a 
time when the students and University 
officials have to quit bickering and sit 
down to work out problems.

It may be true that the increase 
in utility and energy costs pose an 
economic burden for the University. 
But the issue of tuition hikes 
increasing our quality education is 
questionable, to say the least. Has 
the tuition increase of 12 percent 
this year raised the quality of our 
education by 12 percent? Will the 
proposed 15 percent hike better our 
education by 15 percent next year? 

In the same issue it was 
revealed that enrollment declined by 
a total of 33 students this semester.

Maybe Student Senate could 
address the problem and come 
up with' a proposal for next 
semester. 

Maybe something could be 
done to further improve the 
legislation process. I think it’s 
within reason to say that the 
system only needs a little minor 
adjustment in order to iron out 
the existing wrinkles. 

"It's unethical to deny a stu¬ 
dent the right to schedule him 
(or her) self as he/she pleases 
in view of the fact that the tui¬ 
tion has been raised 10 to 15 
percent every year since Fvel 
been here," said Bob VadeBon¬ 
couer. 

Well, tuition is a bird of 
different color. A solution to 
this problem could be handled 
without any money dealings al 
all. However, students stalling 
in their majors because of class 
closings is a money problem, 
especially for the students. But' 
by solving the registration prob¬ 
lem, the student’s money prob¬ 
lems could also be solved. 

That sounds like something 
worth looking into 

evident by the relatively small 
decline of this year. 

An increase in tuition may 
indeed be necessary. The physical 
condition of some of the campus 
buildings are deteriorating. The 
Garrett Center, for instance, which 
incidentally was not among the facil¬ 
ities mentioned by Deakin to benefit 
from a proposed Fund Drive, is in 
dire need of renovation. 

But must the increase be so 
high? Every increasing tuition hike 
is a burden to all students, but they 
are a heavier burden for minority 
students in particular, who seem to 
be omitted from all consideration in 
board meetings. 

Has the Board of Trustee} 
taken this under consideration? (1 
course a university must experien 
increases to survive, but it al: 
needs students from all different 
backgrounds, rich, poor, black, 
white, etc., in order to truly b? 
universal. Increasing college co; 
has traditionally signaled declininj 
opportunities for minorities to g 
a higher education.

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Tomlin Exudes Genius At Civic Center

Lily Tomlin squats center 
stage, wraps her arms through the 
back of her legs and rocks back and 
forth to the wild applause of the 
audience. She rests a moment then 
jumps up again, her multi-faceted 
personality acquiring another char¬ 
acter as she entertains the Civic 
Center audience during her Monday 
night performance of Appearing 
Nightly. 


Tomlin proved, if nothing else, 



that she is America’s premiere com¬ 
ic genius as she tumbled, shook 
and gyrated through her perfor¬ 
mance of her touring Broadway 
show. A virtually packed house at 
the Civic Center lapped up 
Tomlin’s antics as she brought her 
somewhat restrained television per¬ 
sonalities to the stage. 

In what is still one of her most 
poignant and moving pieces, 
Glenna-A Child of the 60’s, Tomlin 
recreates the hectic events of the 
60’s through Glenna, a girl slowly 
becoming a woman as she’s witness 
to the death of John Kenedy, the 
split-up of the Beatles, the first 
moon-walk (where man "with one 
giant step, takes banality out of 
America and into the cosmos!") and 
the gradual loss of ideals Glenna 
experiences as she matures and 
reaches the "me decade the 70’s. 

For the most part, without the 
use of sound effects or stage frip¬ 
pery, Tomlin delivers her comedy 
with only the limberness of her 
body and the use of a voice which 
adapts instantaneously to whichever 
character she happens to be creat¬ 
ing. And, without fail, all her favor¬ 
ite characters were there: Tess, Er¬ 


nestine, Judith Beasley -- as well as 
a few "stage virgins" such as Rick, 
the singles bar cruiser, Fortune 
Dundy, Rick’s female counterpart, 
and Crystal, a 35-year-old para¬ 
plegic paralyzed from the neck 
down who’s lust for life won’t stop 
her from doing something so seem¬ 
ingly foolish as hang-gliding off Big 
Sur. 

Tomlin’s characters, whether 
they are gutbusting hilarious or 
sinpply so far-fetched one has no 
choice but to laugh, bring to her 
stage show a coherency in Tomlin’s 
portraits of individual lives and 
show her versatility as a performer. 
Crystal Dundy and Rick, for exam¬ 
ple, are the least funny of her char¬ 
acters because, as Tomlin portrays 
them, they are too life like to laugh 
at. At times, one almost feels guilty 
about laughing at a character we 
knew very intimately. 

By far, the highlight of the 
evening was Sister Boogie Woman, 
Tomlin’s gospel-singing old woman 
who’s motto is "Boogie is not smi¬ 
lin’ at someone with your lips and 
squintin’ at ’em with your heart." A 
mass of moving flesh, Sister Boogie 
Woman got the Peoria audience 



rolling with a call and response as 
Tomlin asked the musical question, 
"How many of you dried up peach 
pits in this auditorium’s got boogie 
in your soul?" To which the audi¬ 
ence responded with screams of "I 
GOT BOOGIE!!" 

It was an exhilirating ending 
to a perfect show.

Gays Unrecognized 
On Campuses 


Image after image conjures up 
the sense of overwhelming and 
complete oppression; the poetry of 
Lynette Seator, professor of Span¬ 
ish at Illinois College and acclaimed 
poet, leaves one whirling in 
images - a manic search for order 
and the search for misplaced ideals 
creeps up again in her lush, rich 
words. 

Seator, reading her works 8 
p.m. Tuesday in the Wyckoff Room, 
at the Cullom-Davis Library, should 
bring a powerful and illuminating 
voice to her words. Seator’s strong 
sense of powerful, sometimes dis¬ 
turbingly graphic images and ideas, 
brings a life and a forcefulness to 
her poems that quickly recall such 
modern poets as Sylvia Plath, Mari¬ 
anne Moore and other confessional 
poets, but Seator saves herself from 
what many consider the self-pity 
and pathos of the confessional 
poets by working almost strictly 
with third person voice. She 
creates the lives of different charac¬ 
ters and instills them with a history 
and a present that is, most often, 
absolutely frightening. 

"Dolls,” for example, relates 
tne story of a child’s idealistic 
world dominated and destroyed by 
a "god cruel as a father." Taken in¬ 
dividually, "Dolls" is a moving, 
poignant poem of a child’s first in¬ 
cident with the harsher forces of 
the world, but read among the 
company of more of Seator’s work, 
"Dolls" becomes a starting point for 
a number of poems that explicitly 
concern women and their struggling 
roles in a still dominantly patriar¬ 
chal society. 

Seator is a poet who has won 
many awards and her poetry has 
been acknowledged throughout the 
United States. Published in maga¬ 
zines such as Praxis and the Spoon 
River Quarterly, as well as being a 
writer, critic and educator. 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (CPS) - In 
what many consider a landmark 
case in gay student groups’ efforts 
to gain recognition as official or¬ 
ganizations on private campuses, a 
judge has ruled that Catholic 
Georgetown University does not 
have to recognize gay student 
groups on its campus. 

Associate D.C. Superior Court 
Judge J. Sylvia Bacon, in an opin¬ 
ion released 20 months after she 
heard arguments in the case, ruled 
it would be unconstitutional to 
force Georgetown to abide by the 
D.C. Human Rights Act of 1977, 
which makes it illegal for schools 
to discriminate on the basis of sex¬ 
ual orientation. 

Enforcing the act "in this case 
places a burden on Georgetown’s 
free exercise of religion as set forth 
in the First Amendment," Bacon 
said. 

Georgetown gays say they’ll 
appeal the ruling to a higher court. 

"There are great grounds for 
overturning the decision," asserts 
Ronald Bogard, the students’ 
lawyer. Bacon "offered a rather 
bizarre reason (for overriding D.C. 
law)." 

If the decision does stand, he 
said it "suggests that city ordi¬ 
nances around the nation are 
powerless against religious institu¬ 
tions. They can discriminate, and 
say that the law doesn’t apply to 
them." 

The gay groups at Georgetown 
sued in 1980 after their year long 
battle to gain official recognition 
through normal channels failed. 

Getting official recognition 
would guarantee them on-campus 
space, mailing services, and the 
chance to apply for student activi¬ 
ties funding. 

"Pragmatically speaking, the 
decision won’t affect the groups," 


claims Beth Wilson, co-chair of the 
Undergraduate Gay People of 
Georgetown. 

"We’ll continue to operate at 
the same level, putting up posters 
and holding meetings," she says. 

Georgetown’s lawyers had ar¬ 
gued that Catholic doctrine views 
homosexuality as "gravely evil" and 
"morally wrong," and that recogniz¬ 
ing the group would be an act of 
apostacy. 

"Official subsidy and support 
of a gay student group would be 
interpreted by many as an endorse¬ 
ment of the gay movement," ex¬ 
plains William Schuerman, GU’s as¬ 
sociate dean of students. 

Bacon ruled that the First 
Amendment prohibits the courts 
from interpreting religious beliefs 
or interfering with the university’s 
free exercise of its beliefs. 

But "Georgetown speaks out 
of both sides of its mouth," lawyer 
Bogard says. "It is secular when it 
applies to the government for 
grants, yet it is sectarian when it 
wants to violate D.C. law." 

In Dallas, Southern 
Methodist’s student government 
last week also denied funding to a 
campus student group, mostly -- in 
the words of one student senator - 
to demonstrate "we’re not going to 
openly tolerate homosexual activity 
on this campus." 

SMU is supported by the Unit¬ 
ed Methodist Church. 

At public Texas A&M, a groi 
of doctors has filed a friend-of-th( 
court brief in a case in whi 
campus gays are trying to fori 
university recognition of th< 
group. The doctors oppose recog; 
tion of the group on the grouni 
that homosexuality is linked to Ac 
quired Immune Deficiency Syn¬ 
drome.

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The Right Stuff 

Right On Target

It takes a rare breed of man, 
one with courage, spirit, along with 
about fifty other intangible factors 
to be a part of the time when the 
future began. It takes The Right 
Stuff to be one of the seven as¬ 
tronauts. I mean pilots, chosen to 
begin the future of the United 
States’ space program. The Right 
Stuff is the story of the seven 
heroic Buck Rogers that had the 
guts to go where no man had gone 
before. The most notable of these 
men are Alan Shepard (Scott 
Glenn), John Glenn (Ed Harris), 
Virgil "Gus" Grissom (Fred Ward), 
and Gordon "Gordo" Cooper 
(Dennis Quaid). 

Although The Right Stuff 
deals with serious subject matter, it 
is surprisingly light-hearted. Despite 
the emotional impact of the events 
portrayed in the film, it is often 
quite humorous. When is the last 
time you saw a docu-drama in 
which a man walks down a corridor 
with an enema bag? And how often 
does one contemplate the possibili¬ 
ty of electrocution if one were to 
urinate in his spacesuit? The 
director/screenwriter, Philip Kauf¬ 
man, ( Invasion of the Body Snatch¬ 
ers), was quoted as saying, "Ulti¬ 
mately, the film is a paean to 
American heroism, but it pokes fun 
at American institutions." 


As forecasted, The Right Stuff 
is the leading candidate for the 
1984 Academy Awards. Most of 
the plaudits for the accomplishment 
of this three three hour epic film go 
to Philip Kaufman. Kaufman creates 
a feeling of intense comradery and 
loyal friendships between the seven 
astronauts. They begin as seven in¬ 
dividuals that are out for personal 
glory, but at the turning point of 
.the film, they realize that they can¬ 
not be beaten. The feeling Kaufman 
produces between the team excites 
the audience, just as if the home 
team had scored the winning touch¬ 
down. It’s incredible. These rela¬ 
tionships are the one factor that 
solidify the film. 

Kaufman’s screen adaption of 
Tom Wolfe’s best seller also tells of 
the most fearless, and possibly, the 
best test pilot of that time- Chuck 
Yeager (Sam Shepard). Yeager be¬ 
ing the first pilot to break the 
sound barrier. Everytime someone 
broke his record, he would do it 
one better. He was invincible, but 
his lack of formal education kept 
him from having the "right stuff". 

Yeager is played impeccably 
by Sam Shepard, in fact, the whole 
cast is excellent. Ed Harris, who re¬ 
markably resembles John Glenn, 
plays him in the film. One has to 
wonder about such favoritism to¬ 


wards the now-Senator John Glenn. 
The impact of the film shows Glenn 
in his most heroic moment. It 
seems a bit strange that a film like 
this should be released at this par¬ 
ticular time in the presidential race. 
Kaufman makes Glenn out to be a 
great leader, organizer, and all¬ 
round good guy. This is probably 
the first movie in history to elect a 
president of the United States. 
Kaufman finds it fascinating, "It’s 
the American circus at work. In a 
sense, it ties in with the crazy part 
of the movie." 

On the other hand, Kaufman 
didn’t make everyone look good. In 
fact, it is quite the opposite with 
the portrayal of LBJ. Mildly speak¬ 
ing, the late President Johnson 
looked like a pompous ass. But 
Kaufman maintains that the then- 
vice president was portrayed as he 
was in real life. It is difficult at 
times to differentiate between 
Kaufman’s objectivity and his sub¬ 
jectivity. 

Everyone should be aware of 
this superbness of this film. The 
Right Stuff is a rare look at patrio¬ 
tism and spirit that our country 
should have more of. It won’t go 
unnoticed come Oscar time. I hope 
the same holds true for America.

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Bradley professors react to King holiday

The King holiday enacted Nov. 2, 
recognizes the works and struggles of 
Dr. Martin Luther King. 

Despite Reagan's public support for 
the King holiday, he has privately voiced 
feelings of reluctancy. Press services 
report that in a letter to the ex-governor 
of New Hampshire, Meldrim Thompson, 
Reagan said he had "...the same reserva¬ 
tions (about the holiday)...but here the 
perception of too many people is based 
on an image, not reality." 

Dr. Zeev Gorin, associate professor 
of sociology at Bradley, said "Reagan is 
saying, in effect, that King’s struggle for 
liberation and equality was a wrong thing 
to do because anybody that is labeled a 
communist in this country is assumed to 
be a devil. 

"Martin Luther King never advo¬ 
cated violence, his ideals and motiva¬ 
tions were all rooted in Christianity. 


There was a Congressional study in the 
mid ’70’s to determine whether or not 
the allegations against him were true and 
the committee determined that they 
weren’t. Reagan is ignoring this," Gorin 
said. 

Dr. Gene Young, director of Black 
Studies, said, "Although the holiday is of 
substance to us in the black community, 

I think that it’s a public relations deal - 
it’s purely symbolic, but I think that peo¬ 
ple are going to see through that. 

"We know the Reagan agenda and it 
is not in the interests of black people, 
it’s not in the interests of poor people, 
it’s not in the interests of working class 
people. Mr; Reagan is ideologically 
aligned with the Helms’ and the right- 
wing political conservatives in this coun¬ 
try," Young said. 

With the presidential election year 
drawing nearer, the King holiday and the 


controversy surrounding its signing into 
law has become a rallying point for 
many. 

Young said the great dissatisfaction 
of many people in this country over 
Reagan’s destructive attitude toward 
social change has caused many that were 
previously unaware of the plight of 
minorities in this country and in other 
countries to share in that plight. 

"The 1984 elections are crucial to 
the welfare of this country. People, 
thanks to Ronald Reagan, are beginning 
to wake up to the fact that it’s no longer 
a black problem, it’s a problem of the 
haves versus the have-nots," said Young. 

Gorin points to what he thinks is 
perhaps the underlying justification to 
any critic of the holiday. "Slavery in 
modern history, our history, is the dark¬ 
est blemish upon our past. For the better 
part of our past until (the 60s) a whole 
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people had been oppressed. 

"Any person who so shook up a sys¬ 
tem of oppression, made a bigger contri¬ 
bution toward the ideals that this country 
stands for than anyone else."

Canton High School will be the site for the Braves’ next Red- 
White, pre-season contest, to be played Wednesday at 7:30 p.m. 

Junior Anthony Webster leads all players through the first two 
scrimmages with 37 total points. Booker Johnson and transfer 
Bobby Gray each have 21 points. 

Head coach Dick Versace’s Red team, nicknamed "Versace's 
Victors," defeated "Barone’s Bombers," the White squad, 70-57, in 
last Saturday evening’s scrimmage at the field house. 

Webster and Johnson paced both teams with 17 points apiece 
for the Reds, while the Whites’ Derrick Parks, a transfer from 
Southern Methodist University, had 15. 

Junior guard Nolan Gibson, also a transfer, had a fine night, 
going 3-of-4 from the field, 8-of-8 from the charity stripe, and 
dishing out a game-high of seven assists -- all without committing a 
turnover. 

"Saturday’s game was more the way we like things," said Ver¬ 
sace, "because the shot selection was excellent, the defense was 
good, and the turnovers were low. And overall, we played harder." 

Senior swingman Pat Marshall and freshman forward Bruce 
Mordini were absent from the scrimmage rosters because of a 
pulled leg muscle and a sprained ankle, respectively. 

During the second half Rosey Davison and Voise Winters each 
sustained minor injuries which excused them from the game. 
Former Bradley players Barney Mines and Eddie Mathews were 
suited-up to replace them. 

Bradley was the recipient of three signed letters of intent from 
prep basketball players Wednesday. 

The first was 6-foot-7 senior Donald Powell, from Nowata, 
Okla. He averaged 17.6 points, 14 rebounds, and nine blocked 
shots as a junior. 

Next, the Braves received word that 6-foot-7 Trevor Trimpe of 
Havana High School had signed. He has been a regular for Havana 
teams that have been to the Illinois High School Association’s 
Class A state tournament the past two years. 

Finally, the Braves garnered 6-foot-6 Greg Jones of Chicago’s 
Robeson High School.

Marine Pfc. Michael J. Var- 
ley, 19, has seen the world. 

He was born in South Africa, 
then moved with his family of 
six to Australia and was 
registered as a citizen there. 

Michael spent the last seven 
years in Barrington, a northwest 
suburb of Chicago. 

Now a United States citizen 
stationed at 21 Palms, Calif., 
Michael will see the. Middle 
East, as his battalion has orders 
to report to Beirut, Lebanon, in 
January. Michael has been in 
the Marines six months. 

"He says he's too young to 
die," said his sister Tracy, 17, a 
Bradley freshman. 

"He's supposed to come 
home for Christmas, but if 
things keep up like they have in 
the world, he may not even 
make it home," she said. 

Tracy and Michael have two 
older sisters, Karen and Diane, 
but Tracy feels she’s closer to 
Michael than the rest of the 
family. 

"He's really sensitive," Tracy 
said, "but the Marines train him 


to be tough. 

"1 think as time goes on, he 
realizes how much he misses 
everyone." 

She said he has begun writing 
"I love you" on his letters to 
her. 

"He said if he has to go to 
war, he'll fight his damndest for 
the U.S. but he’s not sure how 
he'll handle killing people," she 
said. 

Though Michael's exterior is 
strong, Tracy remembered a 
childhood experience when a 
cat died. "He was more upset 
than I was." 

Tracy doesn't understand why 
the United States doesn't just 
send thousands of marines to 
Lebanon "and get it over with." 

She sees the U.S. involve¬ 
ment as war. "A war is killing, 
and people are dying, so what's 
the difference? 

"I believe in what they're 
fighting for, but 1 don't want 
my brother to do the fighting." 

When Tracy and Michael 
were young, Michael assumed 
the role of Tracy’s guardian. 


"If anyone ever bugged me, 
he’d either threaten them or 
beat them up. 

"He was such a brat, some¬ 
times," Tracy said, laughing. 
"He used to tease me, and I'd 
just start screaming. He hated 
that so much, he'd cover my 
mouth until I shut up." 

Tracy said her biggest fear is 
she’ll never see Michael again. 

"I do miss my family, but I 
probably miss him more," she 
said. "I know my family is home 
and OK but with my brother it's 
fear combined with missing 
him." 

Tracy said Michael isn’t too 
young to be in the Marines, 
"but I don’t know about the kil¬ 
ling. I don't think anyone's old 
enough to kill." 

The Varleys are all very wor¬ 
ried for Michael’s safety, but 
Tracy said they don't talk about 
it much. 

"My brother talks about it, 
but he’s keeping his emotions 
in," Tracy said. 

If Michael doesn’t maintain 
the attitude of "fighting for his 
country," Tracy said he isn’t

afraid to die," she said. "They 
have to do their duty first, and 
they may want to do it for their 


going to survive. 

"He’s not sorry he’s in the 
Marines," she said. "If he has to 
fight, he will, but he hopes it 
won’t come down to that." 

Tracy is afraid "someone 
crazy" might bomb his quarters 
in Lebanon. 

"Every Marine has got to be 


country, but I’m sure 99 per¬ 
cent of the Marines are scared." 

She estimates the average age 
of Michael’s battalion is 19, and 
she said, "i think they like being 
alive." 
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ACBU cuts spending to alleviate projected deficit

The Activities Council of Bradley 
University (ACBU) has put cost-cutting 
measures into effect because of a previ¬ 
ously projected year-end deficit of $7000. 

Through immediate freezes and 
line-by-line budget cuts, this projected 
deficit is now about $2000, said ACBU 
President Dave Bross. 

The budget cuts have to be 
approved by the Student Allocations and 
Budget Review Committee (SABRC). 
Also, the public relations budget is two- 
thirds depleted for the year because of 
"oversights" when ads were placed, Bross 
said. 

Two recent performing arts pro¬ 
grams at the Peoria Civic Center Theater 
had low attendance. These shows were a 
trial, Bross said, to see how they would 
be accepted %by students and Peorians. 


These shows were the Jose Greco Dance 
Company, performed Oct. 13, and Com- 
pagnie Philippe Genty, Nov. 1. 

"ACBU has learned a very hard les¬ 
son. We never would’ve known if we 
didn’t try," Bross said. 

SABRC agreed with the trial in 
funding the programs, he said. 

ACBU’s total budget is about 
$60,000. They receive 60 percent of 
SABRC’s total funding, he said, and 
provide 90 percent of the activities on 
campus. 

Cost reductions in effect include 
driving instead of flying to a national 
convention - a savings of $800, Bross 
said. There has been a freeze on capital 
equipment purchases, cuts in duplicating 
and show case supplies. Advertising in 
the Scout has also been decreased. 

In addition, Bross said the Civic 


Center had charged ACBU twice for one 
of the performances. This discovery 
lessened the initial $7000 projected 
deficit. 

Bross also said ACBU hopes to 
boost attendance levels from 60 percent 
up to 85 or 90 percent. 

When an organization asks for 
funds from SABRC, they ask for the 
cost minus the money made from charg¬ 
ing attendance. "If we don’t get the 
attendance, then the money has to be 
made up," Bross said. 

This situation happens every year, 
he said. 

"This projected deficit has possibly 
caused us more concern than in the 
past," he said. "But because in one week 
we’ve managed to cut it ... this is a sur¬ 
mountable and workable factor." 

Karina Istvan, all-school treasurer. 


agrees the situation is not uncommon 
for any SABRC-funded group. 

"It’s not an unusual thing for organ¬ 
izations to run a deficit at the end of the 
year," she said. "Especially this year. 
Attendance has been a problem." 

She said ACBU has been fairly accu¬ 
rate in estimating attendance. 

An organization is allowed a 10 per¬ 
cent deviation from approved line items 
in their budget, Istvan said. 

Bross said many organizations pro¬ 
ject high attendance. "If you can demon¬ 
strate to SABRC you’ll have higher 
attendance, it looks more attractive to 
SABRC." 

Bross said SABRC likes to give the 
benefit of the doubt and back with dol¬ 
lars and support. 

The budget cuts will probably be 
presented to SABRC at the beginning of 
next semester 


Libertarian says government is oppressive

The government is "the prin- 
I cipal source of oppression 
| within our country," said David 
Bergland, Libertarian candidate 
for president. 

The basic principle of the 
Libertarian Party (LP) is that 
the only legitimate function of 
government is that of protecting 
individual rights, said Bergland. 

The LP wants to eliminate 
public education, welfare, 
mutual defense treaties, zoning 
laws and protectionism, among 
many other examples of 
government intervention, he 
said. They would legalize vic¬ 
timless crimes, such as prostitu¬ 
tion and drug use. Licenses 
would be eliminated - anyone 
could do whatever they wanted 
to do, as long as they do not 
encroach upon another’s civil 


rights, he said is the platform of 
the LP. 

Bergland said that most peo¬ 
ple say there’s too much 
government, taxes, regulation 
and intervention, and that the 
voters are, in general, fed up 
with the options provided by 
the Democrats and Republicans. 

The basic stance of the LP is 
"for liberty consistently on all 
issues," Bergland. said, which 
entails an absolute "respect for 
the rights of other people." 

Most of the time was devoted 
to a question and answer ses¬ 
sion with the eight people 
attending. 

Public education would gra¬ 
dually be eliminated by the LP, 
by first offering a $1500 tax 
credit to anyone who pays for 
anyone's education, he said. 


This would be done because 
"it’s a fact that it’s twice as 
expensive for the government 
to do it as the private sector." 

Years ago, New England had 
a 100 percent literacy rate, 
before public education was 
available, and now an 80 per¬ 
cent literacy rate prevails 
nation-wide, he said. 

Libertarians also believe that 
taxation is just another form of 
theft, and so it should be 
repealed. However, Bergland 
did not say how national 
defense would be funded if 
there were no taxes. 

Bergland said the LP would 
also abolish draft registration. 
The draft is an obvious viola¬ 
tion of civil liberty, and the 
government does not have the 
right to take that freedom away.

The White House says all combat troops will be out of 
Grenada before Dec. 24. the 60-day limit specified by the War Powers 
Act. It was not reported whether other military employees, such as 
medical personnel, would be considered combat troops subject to the 
time limit. 

Heavy casualties were reported in the Israeli 

bombing of two Moslem Shiite bases in Lebanon Wednesday. Israel 
radio quotes sources as saying the guerrillas based there were respon¬ 
sible for truck-bomb attacks on Israeli. U.S. and French peacekeeping 
troops. A White House official says there was no U.S. coordination with 
the Israelis, and the first word of the attack was received by' the U.S. 
government through news accounts. 

Turkey is the only country that has recognized the 

newly formed Turkish Republic of Northern Cyprus, which declared its 
independence from the Greek sector of Cyprus Tuesday. Troops on 
both sides of Cyprus were on the alert as thousands of Greek Cypriots 
staged noisy protests Wednesday condemning the declaration of 
independence. 

The first shipment of U.S. missiles to be deployed in 
Europe over the next five years arrived at Greenham Common Air Base 
in England Monday. A total of 16 missiles are due to be made opera¬ 
tional by Dec. 31. British authorities say nearly 500 people have been 
arrested in a series of demonstrations since the first nuclear-tipped 
missiles arrived. 

A Chinese Navy pilot defected to Taiwan Monday and 
stands to receive $1.5 million for his MIG-17 jet fighter. The pilot says 
he nearly ran out of fuel trying to reach Taiwan and that he risked his 
life for freedom, not for the money. His is the first MIG-17 ever to be 
flown to Taiwan by a Chinese defector. 

The U.S. House Tuesday failed to pass the Equal Rights 
Amendment by only six votes. Many lawmakers voted down the ERA 
because other provisions were prevented from being attached to the 
amendment. Some congressmen wanted an anti-abortion clause, and 
others were pressing for language preventing women from being 
drafted into combat. 

For the second time in two years the Supreme 

Court has set aside a ruling which says that student honor organiza¬ 
tions which exclude women must be banned from college campuses. 
By a 5-to-4 vote, the justices struck down a Florida appeals court rul¬ 
ing that ordered the University of Miami to withdraw support from an 
honors group known as "Iron Arrow" 

Larry Flynt returnad to court Wednesday to pay his 
second $10,000 fine for contempt of court. He must pay the fine every 
day he refuses to reveal the source of audio tapes connected to the 
John Delorean cocaine-trafficking trial and vows to keep paying and 
keep quiet about the tapes as long as he's got the money.

The Distillery club, at the foot of Alexander St. in 
Peoria, has gone out of business. Owner Jim Ray blames city govern¬ 
ment as much as local economic conditions for the closing last Satur¬ 
day. Ray had asked the City Liquor Commission to extend downtown 
boundaries for 4 a.m. liquor to include his bar. The Distillery, however, 
is out of the old boundaries. 

A California man has been charged with two recent 

robberies of Peoria financial institutions. Herman Lee White is charged 
with the Aug. 31 robbery of Provident Federal Savings and Loan Asso¬ 
ciation and the Sept. 9 robbery of the Main St. branch of the Madison 
Park Bank. 

Senator Charles Percy announced Monday his inten¬ 
tion to seek re-election to the U.S. Senate. Percy helped to get federal 
dollars for many area projects. Among these is the nearly $2 million 
grant for the renovation of the Hotel Pere Marquette. 

Four children were burned n a fire that broke out 

in their house Tuesday afternoon. A 4-month-old boy is in serious con¬ 
dition at Memorial Medical Burn Center in Springfield. Firefighters 
believe the fire may have been caused by a teen-ager smoking and 
flipping cigarettes out an open window. 

Peoria Heights police arrested 25-year-old 

Richard Gresham Tuesday after he took three people hostage at an 
apartment building and fired several shots at police Monday night. 
Authorities say the incident began as a "boyfriend-girlfriend" dispute. 

A Bloomington mother, Susan Hendricks, and her 
three children were discovered slain in their home last Tuesday. The 
victims died of massive head and internal injuries. Police reportedly 
found an ax and a knife. The victim's husband was in Wisconsin on a 
business trip at the time of the slayings. 

Most of Peoria was without water Sunday morning 
because of a break in a 30-inch thick water transmission line at the 
Main River Treatment Station, the century-old 12-foot water pipe 
water pipe burst at 1:15 a.m. and disrupted service to 90 percent of 
the community. There was a loss of 10-15 million gallons of water. 

State and local authorities are investigating what 
apparently is the illegal storage of hazardous wastes inside and outside 
a building at 900 N. Pioneer Road.

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Assertiveness important in self-defense

You are walking home from the library 
alone. It's just a few blocks down Bradley Avenue 
to your house but it seems to be a long, dark and 
deserted walk. To top it off, you're almost posi¬ 
tive someone is following you. 

Your first impulse may be to run as fast as 
possible, but to where? 

"Ask yourself where you are going," said 
Cathy Corl of Chimera, an organization that 
trains women in self-defense. Corl said many 
times a woman will start to run only to end up in 
a dead end or deserted area - an ideal place for 
an attack. 

Corl delivered a brief seminar on self- 
defense to about ten people in Haussler Hall 
Monday night. The event was sponsored by the 
Council for Women's Awareness as part of 
Women’s Awareness Week. 

To begin the program, a movie was shown 
on acquaintance rape. 

"Fifty percent of all rape victims somewhat 
know their attacker," Corl said. The situation in 
the movie involved a young woman who met her 
assailant at a party. Although she was uncomfort¬ 
able with his advances, she still didn't want "to 
turn him off." None of her tactics to slow him 
down worked and soon she found herself in a 
rape situation. 


"Assertiveness is a good first line defense," 
Corl said after the movie. "Just tell the person 
that you are uncomfortable or that you don’t 
want to talk to them. We (women) have been 
socialized to be nice to everyone even when we 
shouldn't be." 

In the event of an actual attempted assault 
there are a few basic steps a woman can follow to 
interrupt the attacker. "Try to break up their idea 
of 'this is gonna be a piece of cake,’" said Corl. 

In 50 percent of all attack situations, Corl 
said, a loud yell will break the assailant's concen¬ 
tration enough to make him give up and run 
away. "If you’re not a screamer," she said, "pick a 
word or phrase to yell over and over." 

The second best weapon a woman has is her 
feet. "The best target, really, is the knees. It's not 
the crotch. That area is too defendable. Besides, 
if it were as debilitating as we've been led to 
believe, boys' bikes would have put most of them 
away years ago," she said. 

One important point to remember, Corl said, 
is "do not turn your back on your attacker" unless 
he is disabled or running away. 

Some other good methods of fighting back, 
especially if you are grabbed from behind, are 
striking him in the nose or chin with the heel of 
your hand, or punching your knuckles into his 
throat.

Psychic helps police investigations

Psychic Greta Alexander said 
she has been "blessed" with a 
sixth sense, enabling her to 
help people in need. She has 
helped over 500 police depart¬ 
ments in investigating cases. 

She spoke to the Mindplay 
discussion group Tuesday night. 

She will not enter a case 
unless asked by the proper 
authorities. One reason, she 
said, was because one time 
when she was on a plane, the 


man sitting next to her asked 
her who had killed his mother, 
and she saw that it was he who 
had done it. "If that doesn't 
make you want to diddle down 
your leg, I don't know what 
will," she said. 

Another example involved a 
double homicide in New Jersey. 
A policeman on the case called 
her and explained the situation 
to her. 

As he did so, she began to 


feel like she was the killer. She 
was looking through his eyes, 
feeling his feelings. She gave a 
very complete description of the 
murder to the officer. 

The officer asked her to fly to 
New Jersey, and they went to 
the house. Everything was 
exactly as she had described 
over the phone. 

Alexander has undergone 
scientific tests for extra-sensory 
perception (ESP), and did very 
poorly on the standard tests.

You can know the truth 

"Attacks ... rapes ... more attacks." We don’t know for 
sure what terrible things are happening out there -- we can’t 
be everywhere all the time. But we tell you what vv^know. 

Our information comes from security reports. And those 
articles with the facts are marked with a "security" logo in 
this paper. But we can’t make you read them. 

Still there seems to be an epidemic of rumors. 

There have been no rapes on campus this semester — 
this is from the source: Dave Baer, director of communica¬ 
tions and security. The last attack on a Bradley student from 
an outside person or group was Nov. 2 as we reported in the 
Nov. 4 issue. (Students have continued and will continue to 
beat up on each other.) 

A Scout reporter goes through the security reports every 
week. The security office is open to any questions the Scout 
has. 

We don’t publish a security article every week. For¬ 
tunately, we don’t have to. We don’t think the campus is 
interested in calculator thefts or traffic violations. But when 
something does happen, we print it so you can know the 
facts. We let you know about attacks and burglaries so you’ll 
be a little more aware and maybe take precautions with your 
belongings and with yourself. 

Likewise, we think Baer and Ed King, program director 
of residential life and student judicial system, want you to 
take precautions. Also, we think Baer, King and other peo¬ 
ple would like to hear less rumors. 

King has initiated a rumor center. If you hear about an 
attack, rape or the like, you can call your head resident or 
your fraternity or sorority president and ask him or her. 
They will check with security and get back to you. They will 
confirm the story or end the rumor. 

Or you can call Dave Baer yourself. He has told us he is 
open to any questions. 

Of course, there’s one discrepancy in this process. The 
problems have to be reported to security in the first place for 
security to know about them. 

This gets back to the point: taking care of ourselves. 
Calling security after something happens is a duty. We hope 
there aren’t any rumors out there that are true but haven’t 
been reported to security. You may help an investigation or 
stop a criminal because of your report. Don’t expect security 
to do a thorough job if the proper procedure isn’t followed. 

The security report is open to us. You can know the 
truth, also. 

The Scout's front page story last week reported a rash of 
incidents that seem to be over. We will continue to report on 
security calls on this campus; we will continue to inform 
you of the facts.

Dear Editor, 

I find it quite ironic that so 
many students’ voice their com¬ 
plaints and criticisms of the Seoul 
and Anaga, while the governing 
body for those publications 
currently has four out of five stu¬ 
dent advisory positions open, seem¬ 
ingly due to a lack of interest. 

The governing body to which 1 
am referring is the University Publi¬ 
cations Council, which oversees the 
publication procedures of the Scout, 
Anaga and Broadside by interviewing 
for and appointing key editorial 
positions and reviewing perfor¬ 
mance,"* approving/rejecting all 
budget proposals, offering recom¬ 
mendations, settling disputes, acting 
as the official spokesperson regard¬ 
ing legal issues, and keeping the 
by-laws updated so as to be useful 
to each of the publications. 

Chair of the Council, Gary 
Anna, newly appointed Vice 
President for Business Affairs, has 
made repeated attempts to 
encourage student applicants for the 
positions, yet there has been very 
little response. 

I find it surprising that more 
students don’t take advantage of the 
opportunity to become involved 
with the Council in order to offer 
their suggestions to the publications 
in areas that may need improve¬ 
ment, to deal with problems and 


obstacles unique to each publication, 
and to be involved, in a construc¬ 
tive capacity, with issues relevant to 
these publications. It is a simple task 
to write a cutting letter or to stomp 
one’s feet about some apparent 
injustice rendered by the Scout, 
Anaga, or Broadside. It is a more 
challenging one to devote the time 
becoming an active voice on the 
Council to which each of these pub¬ 
lications report. 

And as a member of the Coun¬ 
cil, one is exposed to the fact that 
these publications are successful due 
to the dedication of the students 
serving as editorial and staff" 
members. These students, in view 
of their efforts, certainly deserve to 
have full student representation on 
the Council that essentially decides 
when, if, and how much they get 
paid for these efforts, and more 
importantly, what boundaries and 
responsibilities they are subject to. 
Should we allow this to be yet 
another area in which the faculty 
and administration has almost total 
control? 

In my third year on the Coun¬ 
cil, I am currently the only 
representative of the student 
viewpoint that is a voting member. 
One student, as compared to the 
other four voting members, two of 
which are faculty, one administra¬ 
tor, and one field expert, is hardly 
the proportion conducive to the type 
of student involvement and 
influence necessary to allow the 
Council to make fair decisions. This 
semester, several decisions were 
made in which I felt that the lack of 
voting student members on the 
Council posed a question of bias, or 


at the very least, that the student 

viewpoint did not enter into the 
decision to the extent that it should 
have. 

Gary Anna, Dr. Gordon Gulitz, 
George Chambers, and Jerry 
McDowell of the Peoria Journal Star 
make significant and insightful con¬ 
tributions to the council, but I cer¬ 
tainly don’t feel that when I finish 
my undergraduate work here at I 
Bradley after January interim that 
they should be left with all of the 
decision-making responsibility, as I 
will no longer be a member of the i 
council. 

I would encourage students in 
any academic major that are familiar 
with publications, that want to I 
ensure fair student representation I 
and influence on decisions concern- 1 
ing Bradley publications, and stu- f 
dents that could make a contribu-j| 
tion to the Council by taking on the 
responsibility of active membership 
to pick up an application in the I 
Controller’s Office or' to contact I 
Gary Anna or any other council j 
member.

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Posting policy prohibits free speech

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It seems like the United States Con¬ 
stitution isn’t binding on everyone.

Last year Bradley University sent an 
edict to its students saying, in essence, 
that the first amendment right to free¬ 
dom of speech and press doesn’t apply 
on campus.

alcoholic beverages and controlled sub¬ 
stances on campus property." 

Later in the same paragraph the pol¬ 
icy states that businesses and organiza¬ 
tions involving alcohol must stress food 
and/or entertainment in non- Scout 
materials - a majority of information 
must be non-alcohol related. 

What gives "them" the right to dic¬ 
tate to businesses and organizations what 
to advertise on their posters? 

Murray said that alcohol may be a 
problem on campus and that the posting 
policy limiting advertising of drinking is 
a small step toward alleviating the prob¬ 
lem. 

Point well taken, but I, as a student 
and a citizen of this country, have a 
right to read ads emphasizing alcohol. 

And institutions like T.J. Crugar’s 
or Harper-Wyckoff Dorm Council also 
have a right to publicize their activities, 
even if that activity is "drink, drop, drink 
some more." 

I believe it is called prior restraint if 
the press is told what and what not to 
print. (Yes, the Supreme Court has 


determined that advertising is "press.") 

And isn’t it basically censorship if 
the Activities Office refuses to approve a 
poster if it doesn’t meet policy criteria? 

About 30 percent of students are of 
drinking age, so there is a legal audience 
to target. 

So, I guess this part of the policy 
means that the administration declared 
that drinking is evil. 

I wonder if they could do that about 
bowling? 

Also, when dealing with advertising, 
why the double standard between flyers 
and the ScouP 

Joe s Bar and Grill could advertise 
chug and blow in the Scout because it 
is a publication. 

Still, Joe couldn’t advertise that on a 
flyer or poster. Why? 

Another aspect of the posting policy 
is prohibiting door-to-door solicitation. 

This form of speech should not be 
restricted. 

Murray said that dorms are like 
hotels, thus allowing the proprietors to 
regulate solicitors. 

But in reality, dorms are not hotels. 
Students aren’t here for a couple of 
weeks for vacation. (Most aren’t.) We 
spend most of the year here. 

Prohibiting door-to-door sales, cam¬ 
paigning, etc., is removing a student’s 


right to access of information. 

Stopping the solicitor from knocking 
on anyone’s door is preventing the 
expression of opinion. 

This violates the basic American 
concept of freedom of speech, a found¬ 
ing plank in the platform of American 
democracy. 

How long a poster is allowed to 
remain posted, how many posters can be 
posted in a given area, and where post¬ 
ers can be posted are also other 

significant matters that are restricted by 
the posting policy. 

And it’s not that I want to know 
about every party on campus. Or that I 
intend on going dorm stormin’, pound¬ 
ing on hundreds of doors. 

But, I might, and so might someone 

else. 

What if something controversial 

occurred on campus? 

Could the policy then be strictly 

enforced to prohibit proliferation of the 
controversy? 

My viewpoint addresses the ideal of 
freedom of speech and press, not the 
letter of the law. 

But University officials would 

undoubtedly say that Bradley can main¬ 
tain the posting policy because they are a 
private university.

Sexism and racism will even¬ 
tually disappear, said Dr. Patrick 
Bellegarde-Smith in a panel dis¬ 
cussion Wednesday on the dis¬ 
tinction between racism and 
sexism.

because of an "element of dis¬ 
trust." 

Black women embrace most 
of the goals of the feminists, 
she said, yet they recognize the 
institutionalized racism as a bar¬ 
rier between themselves and 
white feminists. 

Bellegarde-Smith tied the two 
concepts together with a discus¬ 
sion of feminism and Pan- 
African thought. 

He said racism and sexism 
are predominant in many Carib¬ 
bean countries because of Euro¬ 
pean institutions such as slavery 
that are imposed on these coun¬ 
tries. 

At the present time, he said, 
racism and sexism are 
enmeshed with one another 
because they are bred from 
oppression, although he 
believes they will eventually 
disappear. 

Gorin integrated and critiqued 
the presentations and opened 
the floor for discussion. About

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Versace enters sixth year as Hilltop mentor

The man who has brought 
Bradley’s men’s basketball team 
two titles in the five years he’s 
been here expects more parity 
in the Missouri Valley Confer¬ 
ence this season. Head Coach 
Dick Versace said that, with the 
teams about even in terms of 
talent, coaching comes into 
play. 

"Talent is the greatest com¬ 
modity, and coaching is secon¬ 
dary," Versace said. "You could 
be a run-of-the-mill coach and 
have great talent and win big." 

"Our secondary factor is 
strong. We do a very strong job 
of coaching." 

Versace sees Bradley "in the 
thick of the fight" for the MVC 
title right along with Tulsa, 
Wichita State, and Illinois State 
Universities. As for the rest of 
the Valley, Versace said that 
Drake and Indiana State will be 
close. Southern Illinois has 
greatly improved, as has West 
Texas State, although the drop¬ 
ping of the three-point play will 
hurt them. 

Versace said his team has 
potential if it can avoid injuries. 
He doesn’t plan to avoid inju¬ 
ries by playing timidly, though. 

"Play recklessly and then the 
other guy gets hurt. If you’re 
in there fighting, you won’t get 
hurt." 

One player is injured now. 
Freshman Bruce Mordini is 
using crutches to walk, but Ver¬ 
sace hopes Mordini will be back 
in time to open the season 
against Northwestern University 
Nov. 28. 

With Mordini injured, that 
leaves three players in the front 
line. 

"We’re not as deep in the 
front line. We try to stay as big 
as we can," he said. "We’d 
have to move Rosey (Davin- 
son) or Booker (Johnson) to 
the front line if another player 
is hurt. And that makes us 
small." 

And about the team that 
makes up the Bradley Braves 
this year? 

Winters: "Needs to work a bit 
harder. Doesn’t understand 
what he needs to be great. He 
has much talent. Once he gets 
his act together, he’ll have a 
great year." 

Webster: "Turning the 

corner." No further comment. 

Johnson: "Probably the hard¬ 
est worker we have now. He’s 


making the adjustment to off¬ 
guard very smoothly." 

Davison: "When he concen¬ 
trates, he can play with the 
best." 

Smith: "Multi-talented. 

Needs to play with more con¬ 
sistency. Needs to practice 
harder." 

Harden: "Tough, listening 
well, improving." 

Marshall: "Will win two 
games for us this year." 

Les: "Faced with a tough 
seven-game sit, but should bust 
out of it after the River City 
Shootout. He’ll be a very posi¬ 
tive force and leader for us." 

Mordini: "Progressing well." 

Gray: "Has been a big and 
pleasant surprise. Excellent 
skills. Tough mentally and phy¬ 
sically. Headed for an excellent 
senior year." 

Gibson: "A major surprise. 
We knew he was good, but we 
didn"t know what a tough per¬ 
son he is. He’s a battler." 

Williams: "He’s made it 
through some tough adjust¬ 
ments. He disciplines himself 
well. He knows what he has to 
do and gets the job done." (Not 
eligible for play this year). 

Parks: "One of the hardest 
workers in practice that we’ve 
had for a long time. He’s going 
to see the results of what hard 
work and practice give — 
improvement. A big force for 
the next three seasons. (Not 


eligible for play this year). 

Versace hopes to get a better 
start this season than last, 
although that can be misleading.. 

"We’ve never been a team 
that gets out of the blocks well," 
he said. 

Versace said some teams 
schedule early home games 
against teams they know they 
can beat in order to boost the 
morale. For the Braves this 
year, they’ll go first to 
Northwestern which is coming 
off its finest season in 20 years 
and has lost very few players. 
Another game in St. Louis is 
expected to be competitive. 

"They really want to beat us," 
he said. "If we can win one or 
both games, we’ll have a good 
start before coming home for 
the next three." 

Versace’s philosophy for this 
year is building a strong 
defense. 

"I’d like to have a very tena¬ 
cious defense. If you don’t 
commit yourself to our defense 
and techniques, it will be 
difficult to start. There’s a 
direct proportion of defense to 
amount of playing time." 

Versace said he picks the 
starting line-up from those who 
are best at their position, but 
working hard. 

"It’s an earned thing. It’s 
based on what ohilosophy the

Coach Rudy Keeling began 
coaching basketball at Bergan 
High School in Peoria and then 
came to Bradley four years ago.

Just what kind of characteris¬ 
tics does a guy need in order to 
be recruited by Bradley? 

"I look for a tall guy, 6-foot-7 
or so, with good jumping ability 
who shoots well,” said Keeling. 
"We need a kind of tough kid 
that can take the physical pres¬ 
sure of constant conditioning 
and practicing." 

Recruiting a Bradley basket¬ 
ball player is a full-time, year- 
round occupation.

Last year, at least 7,000 pub¬ 
lic tickets were sold. Eighty to 
ninety percent of these games 
were sold out. However, this 

year there haven’t been any 
sold-old games, and not even 
5,000 tickets have been sold. 

Athletic Director Ron Fergu¬ 
son feels that "last year every¬ 
one was excited about the 

team’s winning season the pre¬ 
vious year and about seeing the 
Braves in action in a new loca¬ 
tion, but the excitement ha' 

worn out." 

According to Ferguson, there 
are a number of reasons wh) 
ticket sales have decreased. The 
economy in Peoria is low, an( 
many of the games are telev 
ised. "Everyone just thinks thai 
if the games are on TV, why 
should they pay to go see 
them?" 

"Because the community can 
see big names such as Kenny 
Rogers, the Braves don’t seem 
as entertaining as * they once 
did."

One more problem is that the 
students who were displeased 
with their seats last year are not 
buying anymore.

Stu¬ 
dents didn’t realize when and 
how they were to get tickets 
Individual game student tickel 
are still available for all horn^ 
games. 

It may seem that moving the 
team to the Peoria Civic Center 
has been a handful of problems, 
but as Ferguson said, "No 
matter how hard you try, when 
you move, you’re going to have 
problems." 

These problems are being 
handled. Last year, many of the 
rows were the same level, thus 
making it hard to see, but this 
year each row has been moved 
up five inches higher than the 
level below it. 

In addition to this, the ticket 
prices of-the seats in the end 
sections have been lowered.

New Music Blends Folk & New Wave Styles |

In the last six months, there 
has been a major movement in the 
music industry against "new wave" 
or synthesized music that, through 
its genesis since 1980, has grown 
more and more impersonal. 

So far, critics have been un¬ 
able to label this new music. They 
have tried calling it "folk punk", 
f, folk rock", "new folk", etc. Above 
and beyond the critics’ inability to 
categorize (and, therefore, limit) the 
new music, its difference lies in 
that the music is an attempt to 
reestablish organic folk roots in 
rock music. 

There is nothing synthesized 
about it. 

The major bands who have 
recorded in this new music are The 
Alarm, a four-piece Scottish band. 


Aztec Camera, a highly touted band 
from England, Big Country, slighty 
reminiscent of contemporaries U2, 
and an American band, Translator, 
an LA based band which recently 
released its second lp, No Time 
Like Now. 

Most impressive about these 
four bands is their synthesis of 
wide-eyed idealism, something not 
seen widespread in music since the 
ilate 1960’s, and their reliance on 
folk roots while holding on to the 
better aspects of "new wave" 
music: a heavy dance beat, cleaner 
production and a willingness to ex¬ 
periment and expand their roots.

Death Cult and many others) each

have a distinct style, a "sound", if 
you will, that distinguishes one 
from the other. The Alarm, far 
more than their counterparts, are 
the most basic of the four bands: 
two acoustic guitarists, a bassist 
and a drummer create a simple 
sound which lends energy and ur¬ 
gency to their political and person¬ 
al lyrics. The Alarm just want peo¬ 
ple to do something. They are, like 
their punk brethren, interested in 
getting people involved, although 
unlike the punks (Sex Pistols, 
Buzzcocks) they sidestep nihilism 
for a more affirmative framework. 
Their eponymous debut ep features 
their first single, "The Stand", 
which comes closest to defining the 
band: "Come on down and meet 
your maker/come on down and 


make a stand." Most like the Clash 
jn sound, The Alarm is a young, 
talented band still experimenting 
with what they’re all about. Their 
next album should be exciting. 

Aztec Camera is not so much 
a band as it is a playground for 
guitarist, singer/songwriter Roddy 
Frame. The 19-year-old Frame has 
been critically hailed by critics as 
well as his most competitive con¬ 
temporary, Elvis Costello, as being 
the most promising young song¬ 
writer in 1983. Frame’s introspec¬ 
tive lyrics are cushioned by a soft 
acoustic background reminiscent of 
a more excitable James Taylor. 
Frame is the first singer/songwriter 
worth his weight since the old 
school of Carole King and the 
aforementioned Taylor, and his

roots reach back as far as Dylan 
and his 1960’s contemporaries. In 
"Down the Dip", from High Land, 
Hard Rain, Frame sings to a wom¬ 
an, "I’ve bound myself to virtue/but 
I’m bound to make a move." Witty 
and insightful wordplay abounds in 
Frame’s songs of young and lost 
love. 

Big Country differs from their 
peers in their use of electric guitars. 

A British band, they nevertheless 
incorporate Scottish folk textures in 
their highly rock and roll music. On 
top of a beat-heavy production, 
guitarists Bruce Watson and Stuart 
Adamson intertwine electrified folk 
melodies behind Adamson’s impas,- 
sioned vocals. Known in this coun¬ 
try for their single, "In A Big Coun¬ 
try", Big Country seems the most 
commercially viable of the foui 
bands. The Crossing, their first lpj 
is a bit much for new listeners; Bi 
(Country has a tendency to lay on j 
the march rhythms of drummer 
Mark Brzezicki one time too many, 
but, overall, they offer a fresh 
sound to the stale atmosphere of 
current radio. 

Translator, the only American 
entry in this overview, is perhaps 
the most experimental of the four 
bands. From LA, Translator utilizes 
jthe straight-ahead rock minimalism 
of the Ramones while employing 
Byrdsian guitars and R.E.M.- 
inspired lyrical sensibilities. Their 
roots are varied; at any given time 
Translator will call to mind such ar¬ 
tists as The Moody Blues, John 
Cale, Roxy Music, R.E.M., the 
Ramones, the Byrds, Joan Baez, 
etc. The most varied of the bands, 
Translator’s fresh perspective 


abounds on their album No Time 
Like Now.

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Bradley establishes manufacturing engineering

Bradley University is one of 
two institutions now offering an 
undergraduate program in 
manufacturing engineering. 
Boston College offers a similar 
program. 

"The Bradley program will 
actually start in January," said 
Dr. Gustav Oiling , chair of 
Bradley’^.Department of 
Manufacturing. Bradley has 
building up the manufac¬ 
turing department over the 
years with this type of engineer¬ 
ing program in mind. 

"The discipline of manufac¬ 
turing engineering is new and 
many aren’t even aware that 
such a program exists. It has 


been a large factor in the indus¬ 
trial development of such coun¬ 
tries as Japan and West Ger¬ 
many," said Oiling. 

There seems to be a severe 
shortage of qualified manufac¬ 
turing engineers in industries, 
according to reports issued by 
the Society of Manufacturing 
Engineers. "The opportunities 
for engineers with a knowledge 
in this type of program are fan¬ 
tastic, particularly for women," 
said Oiling. 

Manufacturing engineering 
integrates the areas of design, 
material selection and process¬ 
ing, computer technology, qual¬ 
ity control, financial and human 


resource management, and 
makes them specific to both 
current and future practice. 

Bradley’s program is designed 
to train engineers who can 
"attack the improvement of pro¬ 
ductivity and most efficiently 
produce a product at the 
cheapest and still be the best in 
the world," said Oiling. 

A new manufacturing 
engineering initiative is required 
to accelerate computer technol¬ 
ogy in helping to increase the 
nation’s productivity, he said. 

Slight difficulties face the pro¬ 
gram, however. "This type of 
discipline is not very well- 
known, but Bradley is on the 


forefront. It’s also very difficult 
to find faculty with the exper¬ 
tise, the interest and the 
credentials to teach in this type 
of program. 

"An estimated $300,000 is 
needed to get the program 
started," said Oiling. "We 
currently have a little over half, 
which we’ve received from vari¬ 
ous companies." 

In order to publicize the new 
program, the University is try¬ 
ing to make high school and 
junior college counselors aware 
of the program. 

Trying to alert existing Brad¬ 
ley students to the opportunity 
of a bright future is a task now

being undertaken. 

"A very intensive public rela¬ 
tion" campaign will be needed 
in order to distribute the infor¬ 
mation on the program, said 
Oiling. 


South Africa divestment supported; resident addresses zoning issue

The South Africa divestment 
issue was approved Monday in 
student senate. 

■ y After almost a month of dis- 
^cussion, senate voted 19-8 to 

( endorse Illinois House Bill 0569 
which calls for divestment of 
_ Illinois pension funds from 
South Africa. 

Dr. Gene Young, director of 
minority student services, 
■ opened discussions with a 

|\> speech. He said the motion was 

la "progressive and peaceful way 
»jof trying to support positive 
R change in South Africa." 

Senate then passed a motion 
to divide the issue into two 
parts: support of House Bill 
0569 and recommending to 
1 University senate to do the 
same. After discussion, they 
, voted to put the motion 
together again. 


Senator Dave McAlpin said 
he was against divestment 
because it would be like punish¬ 
ing people for things on which 
this country was founded. 

He said it was "discrimination 
on a lesser scale to combat 
discrimination." 

"As a human being, I prefer 
human rights before econom¬ 
ics," said Bill Holderby, parli¬ 
amentarian. 

McAlpin said he wanted to 
stick up for the rights of Ameri¬ 
cans. 

"Until the conditions of the 
poor and unemployed in this 
country have been improved, 
we shouldn’t meddle in their 
countries," he said. 

Senator Brian Goforth said 
U.S. workers are suffering 
because of investment and 
exploitation of workers in other 
countries. 


In other business, Don 
Hickey, president of the 
Uplands Homeowners Associa¬ 
tion, said the association has a 
committee researching Peoria's 
zoning. 

He represents those Peoria 
residents living in the area 
bounded by Main Street, 
University Street, Bradley Park 
and Parkside Drive. 

The Peoria Zoning Commis¬ 
sion is researching a proposal to 
change from five to three the 
number of unrelated adults able 
to live together. 

Hickey said that he has heard 


the proposal won’t be approved. 

"The R-l residential rules in 
Peoria are ridiculously vague. 
There are no proximity require¬ 
ments," Hickey said. 

Hickey's group is proposing 
the rules state clearly what R-l 
means. They propose any dwel¬ 
ling that houses from two to 
five unrelated adults should be 
defined as a boarding house and 
licensed. They also want distinc¬ 
tion made for unsupervised 
housing and supervised housing 
for social service or half-way 
groups, and a limit on the prox¬ 
imity of these boarding houses. 


He doesn’t want any part of 
the town to get completely 
saturated or single family dwel¬ 
lings will "go down the drain," 
Hickey said. 

In other news. Student Rights 
Chair Kris Ekstrom was named 
chair of Communications Board 
(CB). Dave Carlson resigned as 
CB chair last week. 

Also at last week’s senate 
meeting, Provost and Vice 
President for Academic Affairs 
John Hitt and Vice President 
for Business Affairs Gary Anna 
answered questions about the 
rise in tuition and room and 
board proposed for next year.

Panel criticizes The Day After"

The day after ABC's movie, The Day After , a panel of eight 
Bradley faculty members critiqued the movie and discussed means 
of preventing nuclear war before an audience of about 150 people 
at the Student Center. 

The eight panelists included Dr. Max Kele, Dean of the Col¬ 
lege of Liberal Arts and Sciences; Dr. James Ballowe, Associate 
Provost and Dean - Graduate School; Dr. Mohamed Najmi, Chair 
of the Sociology Department; Dr. Brian Huggins, Electrical 
Engineering Department; Dr. John Kenny, Physics Department; 
Dr. Joyce Pandelis, Philosophy Department; Dr. Thomas Pucelik, 
Religious Studies Department; and Dr. Dennis Mdnerny, English 
Department. 

All the panelists said the movie failed as a tragedy and 
underestimated the actual consequences of a nuclear war. 

"That may be no more than a commentary on whether or not 
commercial television can ever bring anything provocative or 
meaningful to the American public. They (television) have to 
satisfy the corporate structure, the Pentagon, etc.," Kele said. 

Najmi said he had hoped the movie would bring home the 
horror of war because "Americans are unique as people of the 
world who have never seen a war on their soil." 

Pandelis, Kenny and Mclnerny stressed the necessity of trust 
and harmonious communication as a deterrent to war. 

"Our basic humanity is what we have in common. It seems we 
have dwelt too long on our differences - race, sex, nationality," 

< said Pandelis. 

Ballowe blamed bureaucracy for the nuclear weapons build-up. 

"The people who discovered nuclear power have had the 
discovery appropriated by bureaucrats," he said. 

With reference to the U.S.-Soviet arms race, Kele said he 
thought the Soviets feared war more than the Americans did. 

" And the reason for that is in each of the two world wars Rus¬ 
sian** f° s * tens of millions of people on their own soil. And there is 
. n.«j one in the Communist leadership today and there are very few 
families in the Soviet Union who don't know what it's like to have 
someone killed in their family." 

Najmi said we must direct our attention to the people who are 
profiteering from the arms race. 

"Who are the people that are pouring all their energy and all 
their power behind ... a continuous investment of the good Earth's 
resources into preparing for a war that we hope will never come?" 
he said. 

In answer to a question, Najmi cited facts and figures on the 
history of weaponry and said, "We (the U.S.) have not followed 
somebody else in the arms race. We have started it and provided 
the impulse for it." 

Najmi suggested the use of a moral weapon to stop the 
weapons build-up. "We have been told ad nauseam that we need 
weapons for peace. And this madness has gone on too long," he 
said. 

Pandelis quoted from Bertrand Russell, 1 appeal as a human 
being to human beings. Remember your humanity and forget the 
rest. If you can do so, the way lies open to a new paradise; if yo.u 
cannot, nothing lies before you but universal death." 

The two-hour discussion was sponsored by the I AO (Interna¬ 
tional Affairs Organization) and SANA (Students Against Nuclear 
Arms).

of Health and Sciences, is one 
of the academic disciplines 
included. 

This semester, 110 students 
are placed in co-op jobs; 64 
work part-time while attending 
classes, and 46 work full-time, 
alternating work sessions with 
school terms. Linnenburger said 
the center anticipates 130 to 140 
students to participate in the 
spring. 

Most of the students in full¬ 
time co-op positions are not 
working in Peoria. "The largest 
concentration is in the Chicago 
area," Linnenburger said. 
Twenty pari-timers work on 
campus and the others work in 
the Peoria Area." 

The average salary for a full¬ 
time co-op position is SI 150 a 
month. Part-time positions pay 
an average of S4.50 an hour. 

According to the 1982-1983 
placement summary compiled 
by Marjorie Kenyon-Cler, assis¬ 
tant director of career develop¬ 
ment, 92.2 percent of 1983 gra¬ 
duates involved in cooperative 
education at Bradley graduates 
were satisfactorily employed. 

In comparison, 89.1 percent 
of 1983 graduates not involved 
in co-op were satisfactorily 
placed. "Some students are 
offered permanent positions by 
the employer who hired them 
for co-op jobs," said Linnen¬ 
burger. 

"At times, however, we have 
positions unfilled. We need to

gain increased visibility on 
campus and recruit more stu¬ 
dents in selected majors," she 
said. 

An updated jobs list is posted 
every week at 25 campus loca¬ 
tions. More lists are distributed 
to all academic departments, 
student affairs groups and 
organizations. 


Thomas Huddleston, associ¬ 

ate provost for student affairs, 
expressed a goal for Bradley's 
cooperative education program. 
He said the University would 
like to see 20 percent of its 
full-time students enrolled in 
the program — some 800 stu¬ 
dents a year.

Deakin responds 

In this space, we are giving Mary Deakin’s administra¬ 
tion the opportunity to address issues discussed in Dave 
Carlson’s column.

"I asked three weeks ahead of time for suggestions on 
my speech in the executive board meeting and in senate 
about what should be said in the speech and at the Board of 
Trustees meeting. 

"I got no response," Deakin said. 

About button and hat days. Treasurer Karina Istvan 
said, "It’s not our main goal, certainly. It’s a trial event sim¬ 
ply to see if it sparks any reaction in students." 

"One of our main goals was to motivate students to get 
them interested in the University," said Secretary Geri Orler. 
"We’re not taking away time from other issues." 

Deakin and Istvan said the rule against expressing 
dissent for the executive council pertains only to the inner 
workings of senate, such as the attendance policy and not to 
outside issues, such as South Africa or maintenance. 

"If an opposing view needs to be presented — an exec 
member can always have it stated by another member of 
senate," Deakin said. 

Istvan said, "An exec council should act as a guiding 
force ... in dealing with the inner workings; we must act as 
one unit." 

About paying for busses to the Civic Center next year, 
Deakin said, "there’s nothing down that says we have to pay 
for it. 

"Right now it’s not a top priority." 

"Next year it will come up as part of the discussion” 
about seating and the Civic Center, said Deakin. 

"It’s based on (ticket) sales," Istvan said. 

Deakin said, "We worked and we got free bussing this 
year. There was a possibility we would have (had) to pay for 
it. 

"The senate decided last year they would pay for the bus 
to keep seats where they were - that was not our administra¬ 
tion." 

In summing up, Istvan said, "This administration is 
doing everything in its ability to improve senate to help the 
students. We’re trying new ideas; we’re trying things though 
everyone does not agree with them." 

"We’re more than willing to take constructive criticism 
rather than people say nothing at all," Deakin said.

Grenada 

Dear Editor, 

There is little doubt in anyone’s 
mind that the United States violated 
international law by invading Gre¬ 
nada; however, I feel the decision to 
invade was justified. President 
Reagan made this decision with the 
best interests of the United States, 
Grenada, and other Caribbean 
H countries in mind. 

Over 1000 Americans were 
confined to the island by the mili¬ 
tary junta in control of the island. 
Restrictions on food and water were 
placed on the U.S. citizens. 
Although probably not the largest 
reason for an invasion, it was a 
major consideration. 

The welfare of the Grenadian 
people was important. Grenada has 
existed for less than a decade as an 
independent nation. In this short 
time it had already become a com¬ 
munist foothold in the Caribbean. 
Most Grenadians were happy under 
the dictatorship of Maurice Bishop. 
When the military junta, formally 
known as the Peoples’ Revolution¬ 
ary Council, gained power, the peo¬ 
ples’ attitude toward their govern¬ 
ment changed. On Oct. 19 Bishop 
was executed. Many of his support¬ 
ers were rounded up in a search 
conducted by the junta. Nearly all 
were then executed. This informa¬ 
tion came from a lucky 19-year-old 
Canadian who was part of this 
round-up. He escaped under a fence 
just before he was due to be exe¬ 
cuted. Nearly all the people of Gre¬ 
nada are supportive of the Ameri¬ 
cans. One reporter, who reached 
the island before the.U.S. blockade 
of the press was enforced, said he 
was continually told "how welcome 
the Marines were." Even a nurse at 
the mental hospital, which was 
accidently bombed by American 
planes, told the reporter "God bless 
America." 


In my opinion a Cuban coloni¬ 
zation of Grenada would not be in 
the best interests of the United 
States. A Grenadian raised the ques¬ 
tion "Why did the Cubans fight?" 
The most probable answer would be 
that the Cubans felt that they were 
there to stay. The Cubans were 
extending a landing strip which 
could then accommodate large mili¬ 
tary cargo planes sending aid to 
pro-communist rebels in Central 
America. 

Our revolution would have 
probably not succeeded had it not 
been for the support given by a 
super-power. The French sent the 
equivalent of one million pounds of 
silver to the Continental Army and 
acted as our Navy from 1778 to the 
end of the war. At Yorktown, the 
decisive battle of the revolution, the 
French closed Chesapeake Bay with 
28 ships. They also provided 3000 
troops to aid in the fight against 
Cornwallis. 

The legitimate request made by 
several Caribbean nations and the 
large stores of Cuban, Soviet, and 
Libyan-made weapons may provide 
a loophole to avoid any interna¬ 
tional actions against the U.S. 

The invasion should not be a 
basis for the impeachment of 
President Reagan. Aside from a few 
minor errors the invasion was, in 
my opinion, a success. When 
Reagan ran for the presidency, he 
was by no means shy about the fact 
that he was going to do all he could 
to prevent the further spread of 
communism. The voters knew this 


and elected him. With another elec¬ 
tion in less than a year, there is lit¬ 
tle point in having to deal with 
impeachment proceedings even if 
they were warranted. The voters will 
decide in 1984 if President Reagan 
is doing his job.

"This is great p.r. for senate," Dea¬ 
kin has said. 

Sorry, but hats, buttons, weird ties 
or nose rings aren't going to give senate 
a good image, which is what these spe¬ 
cial days are designed to do. 

You don't create an image. You 
gain it through actions. 

If the student senate really needs an 


image of being mindless jellyfish wearing 
hats and buttons, then so be it. 

My final complaint is Deakin's han¬ 
dling of the executive council of student 
senate. 

Deakin supports a 'gag rule’ on the 
four officers and five chairs who com¬ 
pose the executive council. 

If an executive council member 
disagreed with a majority decision of the 
council, that member is not to voice 
dissent at the regular senate meeting. 

This decree was rationalized by stat¬ 
ing that we must display a unified leader¬ 
ship for the benefit of senate. 

I believe that this is a flimsy por¬ 
trayal of unanimity, designed to fool stu¬ 
dents and student legislators into believ¬ 
ing that an issue is only one-sided.

U.S. helps to support a land where oppression rules 


Frances Scott Key wrote of 
the U.S., "land of the free and 
home of the brave" — a dream 
we fought to make a reality. 

On the other side of the 
world the U.S. helps to support 
a government that has created a 
land of the oppressed and home 
of the tyrannical. 

The government is the 
apatAheid government of South 
Africa. Apartheid is the racial 
* Segregation of whites and non¬ 
whites. White supremacy is 
written into the constitution and 
laws of South Africa, where the 
white minority reaps the 
benefits from oppressing the 
black majority. 

The U.S. supports the 
apartheid government through 
the 480 American corporations 
that invest and trade in South 
Africa. 

Foreign investment cushions 
the government so that it feels 
no pressure for change. 

U.S. multinational corpora¬ 
tions and banks have invested

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over $6 billion in South Africa; 
they control 43 percent of South 
Africa’s petroleum market, 23 
percent of its motor vehicle 
sales and 70 percent of its com¬ 
puter business. 

By strengthening the 
apartheid economy, U.S. 
involvement increases the abil¬ 
ity of the white government to 
preserve its power. 

A major investor in South 
Africa is ITT, which reported 
that 70 percent of its sales were 
made to the South African 
government in 1976. 

In 1977, 15 percent of 

Motorola’s sales were to agen¬ 
cies of that government. Allis 
Chalmers helped to install 
South Africa’s first nuclear 
reactor, according to Ann Seid- 
man of Brown University. 

In a more local perspective. 


Illinois Representative Donald 
Saltsman said, "Caterpillar has 2 
percent (of their) holdings over 
there and every bank in Illinois 
has pension funds over there, 
too." 

There are 20 million blacks in 
South Africa living under a 
government representing the 
white population of four mil¬ 
lion. 

U.S. corporations employ less 
than 2 percent of the black 
work force, according to the 
Coalition for Illinois Divest¬ 
ment from South Africa. The 
U.S. has contributed capital- 
intensive technologies which 
increase productivity and reduce 
labor. 

Under the apartheid system. 


blacks are not citizens of South 
Africa. They are not allowed to 
vote, have political parties or 
free trade .unions. While the 
black population suffers unem¬ 
ployment, high mortality and 
hunger, the white population 
enjoys one of the highest stan¬ 
dards of living in the world. 

The United Nations has 
called the apartheid policy an 
"outrage against the U.N. Char¬ 
ter, the Declaration of Human 
Rights and every other instru¬ 
ment on human rights and 
racial discrimination." 

Investment in South Africa is 
not vital to the profitability of 
U.S. corporations. Divestment 
would enable capital to be rein¬ 
vested in the U.S. 


Corporations may argue that 
South Africa’s mineral wealth is 
vital to the U.S. 

Due to past involvement of 
U.S. firms, the U.S. has tended 
to rely on minerals imported 
from South Africa. Seidman 
said if U.S. firms spent the 
same amount of time exploring 
for new deposits in independent 
Africa as they have in South 
Africa, or in developing substi¬ 
tutes, South Africa's control of- 
mineral resources would 
become decreasingly significant. 

We live in a democracy where 
majority rules. We contradict 
ourselves when we help finance 
a country that is ruled by a 
minority while the majority 
suffers.

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Steinem 
tells audience 
to fight for 
'simple justice'

Gloria Steinem asked the 
audience of about 350 to do one 
outrageous thing in the next 24 
hours in the cause of simple 
justice. She said she would do 
something, too, and by the 
weekend the world would be 
different. 

She suggested telling some¬ 
one to "pick it up yourself," tel¬ 
ling each other how much your 
salary is, or giving 10 percent of 
your salaries to social justice. 

Steinem was explaining the 
title of her latest book. Outra¬ 
geous Acts and Everyday Rebel¬ 
lions. 

"That’s how the churches got 
where they are. ... It (the 
money) won’t be worth any¬ 
thing next year anyway," she 
said of the last suggestion. 

Steinem spoke in the Student 
Center Ballroom Nov. 17 as a 
part of Women’s Awareness 
Week sponsored by the Council 
for Women’s Awareness. 

Feminism is in a second 
wave, said Steinem. "We are 
now ready for institutional 
change - real structural 
change." 

These changes are grouped in 
themes, she said. 

One theme is reproductive

freedom as a basic human right 
-- as free as speech or assembly, 
Steinem said. She wants to 
depoliticize sexuality. 

"All we are asking as women 
is control of our bodies - the 
right of the individual to decide 
whether and when to have chil¬ 
dren. 

"We have undertaken some¬ 
thing very radical indeed -- radi¬ 
cal to the root of the problem." 
She said it is radical because 
women will control the basic 
means of production by the 
means of reproduction. 

In addition, she said, some 
people are bothered and are 
fighting feminism because if 
women’s reproduction isn’t con¬ 
trollable, a racially pure superior 
group cannot be maintained. 

"A patriarchal system chan¬ 
nels all sexuality into child¬ 
birth," she said. 

The redefinition of work is 
another theme of structural 
changes. "This has special 
importance for women because 
we are told much of what we do 
is not work.

"IDC has been trying to get more people 
involved. I also think our reputation has 
improved." 

"We are trying to provide the dorm students 
with alternatives, by providing them with a 
variety of activities," she said.

Phrases like post-feminism 
are ridiculous, she said, espe¬ 
cially when they’re on the same 
page in a newspaper as stories 
about the gender gap.

Stunning But...

The visually stunning produc¬ 
tion of Aesop’s Falables currently 
running in the Hartmann Center 
can serve as the escape many thea¬ 
tre goers thrive upon, an escape 
welcome to many as the semester 
comes to an end. 

The play, entertaining to all 
audiences, is primarily geared for 
children. It is a re-telling of some 
Aesop’s more popular fables, each 
told in its original version, and then 
re told in a pop-rock manner. 

The characters which so vivid¬ 
ly bring the fables to life include 
Wilfred M. Wolf (Greg Dolph), 

I Thadius T. Tortoise (Steven K. 

1 Behrens), Amelia Eagle (Julie Carl- 
I son), Horace Hare (David Hough- 
taling) and a supporting cast of 
clowns, ants, sheep, plus various 
other animal characters. 

Jack-in-the-Box (Quentin Sul- 
| livan) narrates the story, revealing 
the morals of the fables. 

I The visual elements of the 
production are very successful. 
The highly colorful set greets each 
member of the audience upon their 
entrance to the theatre, along with 
two equally colorful clowns. The 
clever costumes, which subtly bring 
ou t animat-like qualities of each 

►cnaracter, are particularly fun to 
see, especially those of the four 
sheep. The lighting unobtrusively 
I creates an emphasis when appropri- 
! ate. 

Other entertaining elements of 
i the show include the performance 
given by Behrens as Thadius T. 
Tortoise. The phystcal mannerisms 
of the Tortoise are creatively and 
effectively brought out. Behrens vo¬ 
cal characterization is also well 
done, although at times I thought I 


was, watching a version of Tim 
Conway’s old-man character from 
the "Carol Burnett Show." 

Greg Dolph is very successful 
in involving the audience with his 
performance as the Wolf, frequently 
evoking responses from the 
younger viewers. The energetic 
Wolf is a nice contrast to the 
reserved tortoise, and at times an 
amusing nuisance to the Jack-in-the 
Box. 

In some areas however, the 
play is not as successful. Children 
in the audience, immediately cap¬ 
tivated by what they see, may by 
the play’s end be bored with what 
they hear. At times it was difficult 
to hear some of the characters and 
the few musical numbers were not 
carried off with enough enthusiasm. 
The choreography is often redun¬ 
dant and performed in an aimless 
manner. 

I realize that the Sunday ma¬ 
tinee 1 saw is hardly an actor’s best 
friend, since it takes a skilled actor 
to repeatedly walk on stage and 
bring life to his character past the 
opening night performance. 

One technical element which 
disappointed me was the airplane 
ride taken by Amelia and the Tor¬ 
toise during one of the scenes. The 
possibilities for this scene were 
endless, but the technical crew took 
the easy way out. 

But after all is said and done, 
Aesop's Falables is highly enter¬ 
taining and a credit to the Bradley 
theatre program. The show will 
conclude its run this weekend, with 
performances tonight, tomorrow, 
and Sunday.

Kent State’s 13 Year Memorial Gr bf R « 


KENT, OH (CPS) - Thirteen 
years after four of its students were 
killed at the climax of the anti-war 
movement, and after 13 years of 
almost unrelieved confrontation 
between students and administra¬ 
tors over how to remember the 
tragedy, Kent State University 
trustees finally voted last week to 
work with students to concoct and 
build a campus memorial to the 
dead students. 

KSU’s unwillingness to accede 
to student and faculty requests to 
build a memorial was arguably the 
last vestige of the anti-war move¬ 
ment of the 60s and early 70s. 

"We aren’t shouting at each 
other any more," said Steven Thu- 
lin, now a grad student at Kent 
State. 

"The feelings of ill will have 
largely disappeared," said Kenneth 
Calkins, head of KSU’s Faculty 
Senate. 

The trustees voted to join 
community groups and the May 4th 
Task Force -- the student-faculty 
group that has led the long struggle 
to memorialize the tragedy - in a 
committee to find an appropriate 
physical memorial to the slain stu¬ 
dents. 

The students were killed on 
May 4th, 1970. Students nation¬ 
wide had declared a national strike 
to protest President Richard 


Nixon’s sudden invasion of- Cambo¬ 
dia, which marked the first widen¬ 
ing of the war in Vietnam. The 
reaction at home was marred by 
occasional violence, some of which 
occurred in the town of Kent. Ohio 
Gov. James Rhodes called in the 
National Guard to maintain order 
on the campus. But on May 4th, 
Guardsmen abruptly opened fire on 
a peaceful campus demonstration, 
killing four and wounding nine. 

The outrage and tension that 
exploded at Kent State long 
outlived the anti-war movement 
and the war itself. 

Ongoing lawsuits against the 
university and the National Guard, 
and the university’s often-bungled 
efforts to downplay the tragedy’s 
significance in subsequent years 
often exacerbated the tensions. 

Among the more notable con¬ 
frontations over the last 13 years 
was the university’s 1977 proposal 
to build a gym annex in the area of 
the shootings. The proposal led to 
large protests and sit-ins to try to 
stop construction workers from 
starting. The gym was finished in 
1978 despite the protests. 

Also in 1978, a Cleveland 
foundation commissioned world- 
renowned sculptor George Segal to 
build a memorial for the campus. 

But when Segal presented the 
finished sculpture to KSU adminis-

trators, they rejected it. 

Segal’s sculpture depicts the 
biblical story of Abraham and Isaac, 
showing an older man holding a 
knife over a kneeling youth, whose 
hands are tied. 

"It was inappropriate to com¬ 
memorate the deaths of four per¬ 
sons and the wounding of nine with 
a statue which appears to represent 
an act of violence about to be com¬ 
mitted," then-KSU President Brage 
Golding explained at the time. 

Princeton quickly asked to 
take the sculpture, and placed it on 
its campus in 1979. 

Golding then proposed to 
build a Roman arch as a memorial, 
but met almost unanimous disap¬ 
proval. Critics noted the traditional 
military connotations of the arch, 
while others complained it looked 
like a fireplace. 

Golding withdrew the propo¬ 
sal, and no substantial memorial 
proposals emerged for years after¬ 
wards. 

About the only official ack¬ 
nowledgements of what happened 
at Kent State were a library room 
dedicated to the victims’ memory, 
a small plaque at, the campus Hillel 
Foundation, and an annual 
candlelight vigil on May 3rd and 
4th. 

But last week’s meeting indi¬ 
cates times have changed. 

"I feel there is a more recep- f 
tive climate on campus now, and 
there is a general feeling that we 
need some kind of public memorial, 
some kind of physical thing," said 
Dr. Jerry Lewis, a sociology profes¬ 
sor and advisor to the May 4th 
Task Force, the student-faculty 
group that unsuccessfully has 
pressed the trustees for a memorial 
for 13 years. j 

"We've been through 
fore," said ThuVm, who used to bt ^ 
task force member. "But for the 
first time, all the concerned groups 
-- students, faculty, administrators, 
alumni -- seem to be on the same 
general wavelength."

Although much of Bite suffers from 
an overly lush production, Grogan 
saves Bite from becoming the drag 
it could easily be. 

By no means an easily 
categorized dance album, Bite 
nevertheless has all the trademarks 
of a mid-70’s disco album: lush 
production, an overlay of beautiful¬ 
ly arranged strings and an emphasis 
on bass-heavy beats with Grogan, 
the high-pitched siren, singing 
about love.

Angela Bofill’s Teaser is an 
easily categorizable dance album -- 
from the pulsating synthesizers on 
"Special Delivery" (easily the best 
song on the album) to the sicken¬ 
ing love duet with Johnny Mathis 
(ahhhh!), dance dance dance is 
literally stomped all over this al¬ 
bum.

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Attorney says mainstream is law-abiding

The attorney who drafted the 
ordinance banning the posses¬ 
sion of handguns in Morton 
Grove, Ill., said citizens will 
become law abiding if similar 
laws are adopted. 

Martin Ashman supports this 
notion with the belief that the 
mainstream of American society 
is law abiding. 

’’They don’t like to violate the 
law. The mainstream goes 55," 
he said, referring to speed regu¬ 
lations. 

Ashman spoke to about 45 
people of the group Mindplay at 
Baker Hall on Nov. 22 concern¬ 
ing issues surrounding the 
controversial gun law that 
became effective Feb. 1, 1982. 

The gun control law, the only 
one of its kind in the United 
States, prohibits residents of 
Morton Grove from possessing 
handguns. The law does not 
prohibit ownership of handguns. 

"You can own all the guns 
you want," Ashman said, "but 
you can’t keep handguns within 
the territorial limits." 

Violators can be fined from 
$50 to $500 and may be sen¬ 
tenced up to six months in jail. 
★★★★★★★★★★★★★★★★★★* 


Law enforcement agencies, 
private guards, antique gun col¬ 
lectors and members of the 
armed forces are exceptions to 
the new law. 

Though not the initial reason 
for adopting regulations for 
handguns, Ashman said they 
constitute 75 percent of the 
harm done in all crimes involv¬ 
ing guns. Handguns account for 
only 25 percent of the gun 
population. 

"It’s the easiness, availability 
and concealment that people 
oppose to the possession of 
handguns. Nobody is interested 
in going after a shotgun or 
machine guns," he said. 

While that may be true. Ash¬ 
man said the availability of 
handguns has little bearing on 
the intent within criminal 
minds. 

"What matters to them is the 
certainty of being caught," he 
said. 

Morton Grove, population 
26,000, didn’t pass the law 
because it had become a hot 
spot for crime. Ashman said it 
was by accident that the ruling 
came about. The request of two 
prospective businessmen to 


open a gun shop within a shop¬ 
ping center is what "put people 
up in arms about it." 

Unlike any other sporting 
goods store, he said, "They 
were afraid of the insecure walls 
of a shopping center of this 
type." 

Ashman, former trustee of 
Morton Grove, said the only 
way citizens could keep them 
out was to ban the sale of all 



guns. 

"It was a legal type of busi¬ 
ness. They couldn’t pick out 


one businessman and say he 
can’t open, but somebody else 
could," he said. 

Both the US. Court of 
Appeals and the Illinois Appel-

late Court have upheld the deci¬ 
sion in Morton Grove. The 
United States Supreme Court 
refuses to review the issue. 


Indian students form cultural organization

He said he hopes the India Forum will help in 
clearing up some of the misconceptions students 
have about India. 

The India Forum, open to all students, will 
not only help others in understanding India cul¬ 
ture, but will improve communications as well, 
Krishnaswami said.

Debate held on polygraph machine use Personals

The use of polygraph 
machines as a tool for investiga¬ 
tion was the topic of a panel 
discussion conducted by Associ¬ 
ate Professor Brendan Liddell, 
Sheriff George Shadid and 
mediator Glenn Zipp, president 
of the local chapter of the 
American Civil Liberties Union, 
which sponsored the event. 

Shadid, who favors the use of 
polygraphs, opened the discus¬ 
sion by saying that polygraph 
tests are about 75 percent accu¬ 
rate, can save time and money, 
and may be the deciding factor 
in settling disputes between two 
parties. 

He admitted the validity of 
the machine depends on the 
examiner and the questions 
asked. He said some questions 
come as a surprise to the person 
being questioned and may cause 
inaccurate readings on the 


machine due to the person's 
initial shock. 

An audience member asked, 
"Isn't a 75 percent accuracy low 
when determining the inno¬ 
cence or guilt of a person? And 
don't those variables of incon¬ 
sistency affect the reliability of 
the machine?" 

Shadid said the polygraph is 
simply a tool, and only if used 
unwisely can it be bad. For¬ 
tunately, he has an examiner he 
can depend on, he said. 

When used in pre¬ 
employment to finding out 
about a person's past, it can be 
extremely effective in weeding 
out the kind of people you 
don't want to hire, he said. 
Besides, the tests are strictly 
voluntary. 

Liddell, a member of ACLU 
speaking against the use of 
polygraphs, questioned the way 
in vvhich you tell a good exa- 


miner from a bad one. The 
accuracy of the machine 
depends on the examiner. 
There is no objective system of 
analyzing the results and one 
interpretation can't be used to 
back up another. 

Liddell also said, "The use of 
polygraphs for pre-employment 
is an invasion of privacy. They 
force you to bear witness 
against yourself and prove your 
own innocence." 

Any information that a poten¬ 
tial employer needs about you is 
on record. "By using the poly¬ 
graph test, the employer is cal¬ 
ling you and your sources liars," 
Liddell said. "This can destroy 
employer-employee relations 
before they get a start, and 
employers need to trust employ¬ 
ees. 

"Even if the tests are volun¬ 
tary, some employers won't hire 
you unless you take their test."

The Bradley women's volleyball team ended the Fall season 
with a record of 25-15 in the Gateway Collegiate Athletic Confer¬ 
ence (GCAC). 

For Pam Stanek, her second season figure symbolizes improve¬ 
ment. Due to efforts of her and assistant coach Karen Richardson, 
the volleyball team was cohesive, concentrated, and communicating 
well. 

Many of the second-year team members displayed a great deal 
of individual progress. These strengths were exhibited throughout 
the season. "We played our competition more strongly," said Stanek 
when comparing her two seasons. 

Although Stanek is pleased with the record, she also realized 
why Bradley didn't rank higher than seventh out of 10 teams in the 
GCAC. She said the volleyball season began in early September 
with non-conference play until mid-October. 

When the team finally began conference play, academic pres¬ 
sures were mounting and closely scheduled games unexpectedly 
dug into energy resources. 

Being more aware of where team difficulties could arise, 
Stanek is looking forward to overcoming these. By raising their 
conference rank to at least fourth, her team will be in place for 
next year's conference championship. 

All indicators suggest that her goal will be reached. This 
season’s entire team will return next year with co-captain Sandy 
Kasting as the only senior. 

Stacey Besjack led in kills with 377 and was voted by team¬ 
mates Best Offensive Player. Co-captain Kathy Bickler was voted 
as the team’s Most Valuable Player and was second only to Karen 
Adams in service aces. 

Adams not only topped her teammates in aces, but she led the 
GCAC. The team voted her Best Defensive Player because she 
also led in number of digs, a spiked ball saved for play, cutting the 1 
other team from scoring. 

Sharon Zaba led in team assists with a record number of set¬ 
ups for a spiked ball and finished second in the GCAC. 

Stanek said freshman Betsy Buckhold played well and sup¬ 
ported the team by taking over as middle hitter for the last month 
of play after Stacey Hoeft injured her ankle. Stacey kept her middle 
hitter position going strong until her injury. She will be playing 
again next season.

The firing of a black campus 
leader has upset some black stu¬ 
dents because no reason was 
given for the dismissal. 

^ Dr. Gene Young, director of 
minority student services and 
the Romeo B. Garrett Cultural 
Center, said he received an 
unexpected letter of dismissal 
on Jan. 12. 


Dr. Thomas Huddleston, 
associate provost for student 
affairs, declined comment. "1 
don’t think it serves any good 
purpose,” he said. 

"Every year we review all per¬ 
sons in the University and have 
evaluations. This was a profes¬ 
sional that was evaluated as we 
evaluate everyone else," Hud¬ 


dleston said. 

Rhonda Laye, president of 
the Black Student Alliance, said 
her group now lacks trust in the 
administration. 

"Students would accept it 
more if we had a ’why.’ You 
can’t say (Young) wasn't doing 
his job," Laye said. 

"He did the same thing for 
minority students here (in the 



Garrett Center) that he did at 
Bradley Hall ... the same thing 
he was doing for seven years," 
said Keith Lorick, BSA vice 
president. 

Young's office was in Bradley 
Hall until last year. 

"Now there’s no other person 
on the administration 1 would 
even attempt to go to," Laye 
said. 

The BSA plans to send pro¬ 
test letters to President Martin 
G. Abegg and Huddleston. 

Young would not comment 
on the specifics of the dismissal. 
He said he is pursuing an inter¬ 
nal grievance process with the 
Equal Employment Opportunity 
and Affirmative Action Office 
and will request a formal hear¬ 
ing. 

When asked if he thought the 
firing was unfair, he said, "quite 
certainly." 

Gina Brandon, head resident 
of Windom, Elmwood and St. 
James Halls, has been named

acting director of minority stu¬ 
dent services. "We think Gina 
Brandon is qualified to handle 
that position in an acting capa¬ 
city. It’s going to be difficult 
for anyone," Huddleston said. 

Some students are upset with 
the selection of Brandon 
because "her association with 
the ' (Garrett) Center is 
minimal," said Lorick.

IDC rejects cafeteria closing

Members of Bradley’s Inter-Dorm Council 
met with University Business Manager Kenneth 
Goldin and Director of Housing Michael Murphy 
last Monday to discuss the possibility of closing 
Harper cafeteria on weekends. 

The proposal, which Goldin and Murphy 
explained wouldn’t be put into action unless it 
had IDC’s approval, was defeated eight to five in 
a vote Wednesday. 

Both Goldin and Murphy said that the idea 
was proposed because they saw it (the closing of 
Harper on weekends) as an opportunity to save 
approximately $10,000. They also said that they 
weren’t trying to "force this down anyone’s 
throat." However, they will advise students sign¬ 
ing up for residence in Harper Hall in the future 
to be aware of the possibility that the cafeteria 
may close. 

Wednesday afternoon Murphy said that 
nobody was jumping at the idea and that it looks 


like the cafeteria will not be closed unless further 
developments show it to be necessary. 

Harper cafeteria, which serves approximately 
300 people a meal on the weekends, was selected 
as the most sensible choice of cafeterias to close 
because of its location and limited seating capa¬ 
city. 

Murphy said that another reason for con¬ 
sideration of the proposition is the number of 
empty beds on campus. He said that student pro¬ 
jection numbers are continuing to decline. This 
year alone Bradley is down about 450 students, 
which is much higher than earlier projections had 
shown. These declines also were largely responsi¬ 
ble for the recent closings of the Lovelace 
cafeteria and Fredonia Hall. 

Goldin said that the money belongs to the 
studerfts and it is up to them whether they ^ant 
to spend it on Harper cafeteria or to save it and 
possibly prevent additional future increases in the 
cost of attending Bradley University.

In his third State of the Union message Wednesday 

night. President Reagan rejected tax increases as a deterrent to economic 
recovery, proposed a panel to cut budget deficits, said peace was his highest 
aspiration and voiced his unwillingness to cut defense buildup. 

West German Chancellor Helmut Kohl met with Israeli- 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir Tuesday, representing what he called "a new 
Germany.” Kohl, the first German chancellor in 11 years to visit Israel is on a 
six-day visit in an effort to bridge the gap left by the Nazi holocaust. 

Presidential Counselor Edwin Meese III has been 

nominated to replace Attorney General William French Smith who resigned 
earlier this week. Smith is the sixth member of President Reagan's cabinet to 
resign. Reagan praised changes Smith brought to the Justice Department 
Smith is expected to return to his Los Angeles law firm rather than take a for¬ 
mal campaign post. 

Reports of threatened suicide air attacks by pro 

Iranian extremists in Lebanon led the Iranian government to warn the U S on 
Monday not to use the threat as an excuse to launch raids. An Israel newspa¬ 
per said U S. warplanes have had near collisions with passenger jets while 
searching for kamikaze pilots. 

Federal officials have indicted 53 people on drug 

charges in the nation's largest narcotics investigation ever. Indictments were 
given in Miami. Atlanta. Arkansas and Los Angeles. Some of those charged 
were accused of smuggling almost $4 billion worth of cocaine into the United 
States. 

A Washington consumer group is seeking a federal 

court order to remove the artificial sweetener aspartame from the market until 
further tests are conducted. Investigators have found that consumers using 
aspartame complain of seizures, deep depression, disorientation, loss of bal¬ 
ance. fatigue and visual impairment. 

A 4-year-old Chicago boy who was pulled from icy Lake 
Michigan after a sledding accident Jan. 15 has emerged from a coma Jimmy 
Tontlewicz was taken off a respirator this week. Over $31 thousand has been 
raised to help pay his medical expenses. 

Monsanto Company officials said a chunk of ice may 

have fallen on the nozzle of a tank, releasing toxic fumes which caused inju¬ 
ries to more than 100 people in Sauget. Plant officials are investigating the 
incident. 

Illinois State Scholarship Commission officials say student 
loans and grants processed since December have been turned down because 
of a lack of funds. 

A Canadian truck driver collected $11 million Monday, the 
largest lottery prize ever awarded in North America. Stuart Kelly ended a 
week-long mystery over who would be the winner of the tax-free prize. 

State police are looking for a 29-year-old man who escaped Mon¬ 
day from Menard Correctional Center at Chester. Daniel Duane, serving a term 
for armed robbery, jumped on a milk truck which was leaving the facility dur¬ 
ing the afternoon.

Zoning update. Stricter requirements have been proposed on 
multiple, unrelated boarders under the same roof in single-family areas of the 
city. This will be the subject of a hearing at the City Zoning Commission at 
1:30 Feb. 2. Under the ordinance, family and group living situations have 
been defined, and zoning requirements for various categories have been pro¬ 
vided. Unrelated group families are defined as no more than five unre¬ 
lated adults living together as a common household. A fee for a landlord seek¬ 
ing administrative approval is established, and specific parking, housing and 
safety code standards must be met. 

These changes have been under study for about three months. The new 
code was sought by residents of the West Bluff irked by noises, traffic 
congestion and parking problems. 

McDonald's Corp. is asking for an annexation agreement 
to provide the zoning needed to expand parking into two lots on West Barker. 
In November, the Zoning Board of Appeals rejected McDonald's bid to expand 
its lot by 24 spaces. 

Caterpillar Tractor Co. last Thursday reported losing $11 mil¬ 
lion in the fourth quarter, bringing its after-tax loss for 1983 to $345 million. 
The loss marked Cat's worst ever and the first time losses have been posted 
in two straight years.

A brass plaque was placed at the scene where Captain Vernon 
Gudat was killed in the line of duty. 

Abortion opponents marched through subfreezing 

temperatures Sunday in downtown Peoria to mark the eleventh anniversary of 
the Supreme Court's decision allowing some abortions. More than 250 people 
gathered for the Walk for Life. 
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Accepting the recommendation of the city Liquor Com- 

. mission, the city council Tuesday night approved a 13 percent increase in 
liquor license fees.

Harsh winter raises 
maintenance costs

An extremely cold and snowy winter has kept Bradley mainte¬ 
nance crews busy and has cost the University $10,000 to $12,000 
according to Director of Facilities Gerald Boyea and Vice President 
of Business Affairs Gary Anna. 

Anna said that although this winter has been bad, the budget 
is running well and he doesn’t expect to see any major fluctuations 
in upcoming spending. 

He added that snow and ice removal costs were allocated prop¬ 
erly and the situation is causing no real financial problem. 

Most of the money that has been spent thus far has gone to 
pay for repairs on steam lines, water damage and overtime for 
maintenance employees. 

Boyea said his crews worked more than 400 hours of overtime 
during the Vast two weeks of December alone. Much of this time 
was spent repairing 20 heating coils in some of the unoccupied 
buildings around the campus. 

The reason for the breakdowns in the heating units and other 
isolated problems was probably the age of the campus and some of 
the equipment, plus the fact that because the buildings were unoc¬ 
cupied, some of the problems went unnoticed until it was too late. 

Boyea also said that although things were bad, they could have 
been and have been worse. Anna cited the fact that even with the 
cold and other problems, they have been able to provide fairly con- 
sistent service and should be able to continue to do so. 


Lecture panel seeks ways to stop nukes

Nuclear weapon history ancf construction was 
part of the first panel discussion held Monday in 
the "Preventing Nuclear Apocalypse" series. 

Dr. John McAlpin, chairman of the com¬ 
puter science department, opened the discussion 
by tracing the history of the atom bomb. "One 
must wonder how we got into such a mess. We 
got into this mess by a series of sane, rational 
acts." 

McAlpin said President Roosevelt started the 
Manhattan project in 1941 in order to beat the 
Germans to the bomb. "We did not know until 
after the war that no attempt had been made 
towards actually building a bomb in Germany," 
he said. 

Describing the bombings of Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki, McAlpin said, "We had opened up 
Pandora's Box and entered a new age of anxiety. 
The construction of a bomb is not a scientific act. 
It's a political act." — 

As for the Soviets partaking in the arms race, 
"Is it just possible, that they had reason to be 
afraid of us? And that they too acted as reason¬ 
able men?" he asked. 

Paul Barron, physics and mathematics senior, 
described the construction of the atom, hydrogen 
and neutron bombs. Pointing out that it was very 
easy to build an atomic bomb, he said, "The 
knowledge to build a bomb is very accessible to 
the public. There are many documents and 


diagrams which are available." Even the uranium 
or plutonium required for an bomb could be 
obtained from nuclear reactors in power plants. 

Various strategic and tactical nuclear weapons 
currently in the U.S. arsenal was discussed by 
Ralph Horner, a physics senior. 

"A strategic weapon is used to directly attack 
your enemy's homeland, whereas tactical 
weapons are used for the battlefield," he said. 

Larry Campbell, graphic artist and member 
of Peoria Ground Zero, described how the com¬ 
plexity of computer systems, miniaturization of 
electronic hardware, poor quality network link¬ 
ups, and short shelf lives of microchips might 
accidentally set off a nuclear war. 

Another dangerous trend, Campbell said, 
was the "technological fix syndrome." 

"Ronald Reagan is a good example in his 
'Star Wars' speech last April, when he talked 
about new kinds of weapons which are going to 
end all war. New weapons don't eliminate old 
weapons. The cross bow is still around," he said. 

Other members of the panel were Dr. John 
Kenny, professor of physics and astronomy, and 
Steve Stringfellow, electrical engineering student. 

The event had an audience of about 100 and 
was held in Jobst Hall. Sponsors are SANA, BSA, 
LSA, I AO, PSA, the Cultural Affairs Committee 
and the Peoria Area Peace Network. 

The next discussion, "Doctrines of War and 
Peace," will be held 7:30 p.m. Monday in Student 
Center 107.

Young's dismissal 

We talked with the Black Student Alliance executive 
board about Gene Young’s dismissal and they expressed real 
fears and ideas for all of us to think about. 

BSA felt it was stepped on by having its advisor taken 
away in the middle of the year - a time when they are plan¬ 
ning much programming. February is Black History Month 
and Garrett Week is in April. 

And they felt stepped on by the lack of answers. 

When BSA President Rhonda Laye said, "We have to 
worry about the (Garrett) Center,” she didn’t mean the 
current renovations. She meant keeping the Garrett Center as 
a special place for minority students. 

Associate Provost for Student Affairs Thomas Huddles¬ 
ton said, ”The University intends to maintain its commit¬ 
ment to minority student services and we intend to maintain 
our commitment to the Garrett Center." 

BSA is concerned because there seems to be fewer and 
fewer black students at Bradley. In the fall of 1982, 8 percent 
of the student enrollment was black — 363 students of 4473. 
In the fall of 1983, 6 percent of the students were black — 
376 of 5604, said Registrar and Director of Institutional 
Research Ruth Jass. 

The Scout reported Sept. 24, 1982, that the black popula¬ 
tion remained between 7 and 9 percent with the white popu¬ 
lation near 91 percent the past six years. 

Also, Bradley has raised admission standards, including 
the Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT) and the Academic 
Achievement Test (ACT) scores. Director of Undergraduate 
Admissions Bob Voss said in the Sept. 24, 1982, article, ” ... 
honestly, minority students tend to do worse on those tests. 
There has been both sociological and psychological studies 
on that.” 

Of course. Gene Young’s dismissal has nothing to do 
with the number of minority students at Bradley. And the 
BSA is understandably upset and has many questions. 

But we think all of this needs to be aired so people will 
think about the richness of a university with much diversity 
— and we should work to maintain that diversity. 

Gene Young did much to bring diversity — and unity — 
to this campus. We are sorry he is gone, especially since we 
don’t really know why he is gone.

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AT&T divestiture won't 


touch students yet 


so

Much ado about nothing 
far. 

That is the way to evaluate 
the situation concerning tele¬ 
phone use on campus since the 
breakup of American Telephone 
and Telegraph (AT&T), the 
former government-controlled 
communications monopoly 
which was ordered to divest 
itself — the result of an anti¬ 
trust suit. 

AT&T has divided into eight 
separate companies: one large 
company which will handle all 
long-distance calling and seven 
regional companies that would 
be responsible for all local tele¬ 
phone use. 

The breakup, which took 
effect Jan. 1, was predicted to 
have major effects on college 
students living in dormitories. 

However, the projected 
large-scale billing foul-ups and 
increases in student telephone 
bills have not yet materialized. 

It was feared that confusion 
in billing would occur because 


Bradley’s four-digit calling sys¬ 
tem (Centrex) is handled by the 
new Illinois Bell, while students 
are paying only for long dis¬ 
tance calls, handled by AT&T. 

But, Dave Baer, director of 
security and communications, 
said that there have not yet 
been major problems with stu¬ 
dent billing. 

As for higher telephone bills, 
Baer shrugs off the notion. 

"There is no immediate effect 
on Bradley students," said Baer. 

"If it cost a dollar before the 
breakup to call Chicago, it still 
costs a dollar now," he added. 

However, this does not mean 
that effects of the breakup will 
not be felt in the future. 

According to Vice President 
for Business Affairs, Gary 
Anna, the Centrex telephone 
system used in dorms costs 
approximately $120,000 annu¬ 
ally. 

Further, the University is 
charged for local calls that dorm, 
students make but are not 
charged for on the telephone 
bill. 


With the breakup, Illinois Bell 
is expected to charge more for 
local calls. Previously, AT&T 
charged artificially high rates for 
long distance calls to subsidize 
local service. 

Thus the breakup would indi¬ 
cate that the charges to the 
University for local service 
would increase. 

However, the cost increase 
would be indirectly incurred by 
students. 

Instead of being charged 
directly on phone bills, costs 
will be internalized to room and 
board charges, Anna said. 

However, this increase is 
expected to be very small, Anna 
said. 

Another expense that may be 
incurred is that of "access fees." 



The fees, which could range 
from $2 to $6, are payment for 
access to local and long-distance 
network lines. 

These fees would be assessed 


to every telephone in Bradley’s j 
Centrex system, Baer said. I 
Those fees may also be inter- j 
nalized into room and board 
charges. 


Channel 47 expands, purchases building

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Public television station 
WTVP and Bradley created the 
first television link with a 
campus station at Western Illi¬ 
nois University Jan. 13, through 
a microwave interconnection. 

Elwin L. Basquin, station 
manager of WTVP, said the 
main purpose for the West- 
Central Illinois hook-up was "to 
link schools together" by design¬ 
ing and implementing an "elec¬ 
tronic highway" providing edu¬ 
cational services. 

CONVOCOM, a regional 
telecommunications consortium 
of Illinois colleges, universities 
and civic and business leaders, 
is responsible for the microwave 
link. WTVP, WIU, Sangamon 
State University in Springfield, 
station WJPT at Illinois College 
in Jacksonville and station 
WQPT at Black Hawk College 
in Moline are members of 
CONVOCOM. 

A link will soon be made 
between Bradley and Sangamon 
State, while one has already 
been established between 
WTVP and WJPT. 

Basquin cited course curricu¬ 
lum exchange and development 
as being bolstered by the link. 
He said that universities partici¬ 
pating in the program may save 
money by avoiding duplication 
of similar courses and the hiring 
of professors to teach them. 

Variations of this link have 
been offered in other state sys¬ 
tems, such as in Indiana, where 
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“Know What I Mean?”

video programs are available, 
according to Basquin. 

Incoming freshmen at these 
colleges and universities may 
find them more attractive when 
choosing a post-secondary insti¬ 
tution. Basquin believes there 
will now be "more room at the 
inn" when potential students 
explore and find broader alter¬ 
natives to traditional education. 

Ultimately, the system will be 
tapped beyond the low-power 
connection to extend cable 
television and other services to 
these outlying areas, said 
Basquin. 

WTVP purchased the building 
housing Kauffman Graphics and 
Letter Service at 1213 W. Brad¬ 


ley Ave. for an estimated 

$100,000 in mid-January to pro¬ 
vide permanent staff* housing 

and storage close to the Bradley 
campus. 

"I think this (the building) 

will meet our space needs for 
awhile," said Basquin. 

Portions of the building can 
be rented out for income. 

WTVP also has offices at 1501 
W. Bradley and main offices at 
1007 N. University. 

Basquin referred to the recent 
acquisitions of the microwave 
link and the expansion of exe¬ 
cutive and auction office space 
as, "the fruition of some long¬ 
term plans we’ve had."

What happened while I was away ?

Although most of us spent 
our chilly Christmas Breaks in 
cities other than Peoria, we 
must remember that ’’life went 
on” in the River City while we 
were gone. 

Here is a brief account of 
some of the major news stories 
that appeared in the Peoria 
Journal Star while we were 
gone. 

Former professor's wife 
murdered 

—The widow of a Bradley pro¬ 
fessor was shot to death in 
December near Garden and 
Tygn streets, an apparent victim 
of armed robbery. 

Eva Nyaradi, 67, died while 
undergoing emergency surgery 


for a gunshot wound at St. 
Francis Medical Center. 

Nyaradi’s purse, taken during 
the shooting, was found Satur¬ 
day on the roof of Dewey’s 
Zip-Tone Cleaners, 306 S. 
Sheridan, less than a mile from 
the scene of the killing. The 
purse was taken to the police 
crime lab for analysis. 

Nyaradi was the widow of Dr. 
Nicholas Nyaradi, a Bradley 
professor who founded and 
directed the School of Interna¬ 
tional Studies before his death 
in 1976. 

Police have no suspects in the 
crime. 

McCumber found guilty 
but mentally ill 

-Roberta McCumber was 
acquitted in December of murd¬ 
ering her boyfriend, Jeffrey Wil- 
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liams, and was found guilty but 
mentally ill on a charge of 
voluntary manslaughter. 

McCumber was also con¬ 
victed of concealing a homicidal 
death and obstructing justice 
because she chopped Williams’ 
legs off to cover up the killing. 

The penalty for voluntary 
manslaughter is probation or 
four to 15 years in prison. The 
"guilty but mentally ill" verdict 
means the Illinois Department 
of Corrections must provide 
psychiatric treatment for 
McCumber until she is cured. 

The voluntary manslaughter 
charge said that McCumber 
shot Williams because of a mis¬ 
taken belief of a need for self 
defense. 

McCumber has been held on 
bond in the Peoria county Jail 
for about six months, time that 
will translate to a year off if she 
receives a prison sentence. 

Rape suspect sentenced 

—A 20-year-old Peoria man 
was sentenced to eight years in 
prison for an Aug. 30 attempted 


rape of a Bradley student jog¬ 
ging near Bradley Park. 

Robert Linwood, an ex¬ 
convict, had been paroled from 
prison on robbery and burglary 
charges for two months when 
he attacked the woman. 

Hunger report released 

—Peorian Erma Davis and the 
other members of the 
President’s Task Force on Food 
Assistance released their final 
report earlier this month. 

The report concluded that 
people are hungry in "an' 
immeasurable but surely 
intolerable number." 

Due to Davis’ position on the 
Task Force, the commission 
held a hearing in Peoria. Davis 
said Peoria is a representation 
of mid-America’s economic 
woes. 

Baker honored at mid¬ 
year commencement 

—U.S. Sen. Howard Baker, 
R-Tenn., was presented with an 
honorary doctorate of laws at 
Bradley’s mid-year commence¬

opened the American Govern¬ 
ment Lecture Series sponsored 
by Bradley and the Everett 
McKinley Dirkson Congres¬ 
sional Leadership Research 
Center.

Hurry Up and Wait: 


BU Theatre Tackles Beckett

"Waiting for Godot," directed by Cary 
O.Libkin: Set and lighting design by W.J. Lang¬ 
ley, Jr.; Technical director, John Tuthill; Costume 
designer, Dorothy Johnson; Stage Manager, Julia 
A. Escher: will be performed in the Hartman 
Center for the Performing Arts, Meyer Jacobs 
Theatre through Jan. 29.

"I wait; therefore I am--maybe." An early cri¬ 
tic once stated that this leads to the theme of 
Samuel Beckett’s play, Waiting for Godot , 
currently on stage at the Hartman Center. 

The director of Waiting for Godot, Cary L. 
Libkin, makes note of this comment in the pro¬ 
gram, and proceeds to wholeheartedly embrace 
this idea in his production of the play. This theme 
is clearly conceived by the director, and touching¬ 
ly portrayed by the actors. 

According to Beckett his play isn’t necessari¬ 
ly about Godot, but rather about waiting. Beckett 
relates how our fears, doubts, and insecurities 
manifest during waiting, especially when we con¬ 
sider waiting alone. 

The entire action of the play takes place on 
a country road during time, and more time. The 
two men waiting for Godot, Gogo (Gregory L, 
Lhamon) and Didi (Greg Dolph), are visited by a 
traveler and a companion. Brendan Liddell as the 
traveller, Pozzo, is extremely enjoyable to watch, 
as is his companion, Lucky, played by Eric Lid¬ 
dell. These characters clearly exemplify why Wait- 
ing for Godot is considered "theatre of the ab¬ 
surd." 

Pozzo and Lucky visit with Godo and Didi 
for a while, and then continue on their travels. 
What serves as some of the strongest moments of 
this production are the effect the two travelers 
and the two men waiting for Godot have upon 
each other. Later in the play, Gogo and Didi are 
reunited with the travelers in a scene that bom¬ 
bards the audience with more themes, issues, and 


ideas than one could possibly digest in one sit¬ 
ting. 

In this respect, Waiting for Godot is unique 
and not a play which appeals to the masses. This 
play accentuates the fact that there is no "right" 
interpretation of literature, and Bradley’s produc¬ 
tion is careful to leave the audience to arrive at 
its own conclusions. 

Several conclusions I drew from the produc¬ 
tion include a strong feeling of the closeness that 
can develop between two people in adverse con¬ 
ditions. I sensed that Beckett was trying to con¬ 
nect our fears of waiting to our fears of going and 
especially of waiting alone. Not all theatre goers 
will share my same interpretation, and that is 
understandably so. I do feel, however, that 
enthusiasts of the theatre owe it to themselves to 
see Waiting for Godot in order to arrive at their 
own conclusions and discover some personal 
significance. 

The portrayal of the characters is the best I 
have seen in the Bradley theatre this season. 
Lhamon and Dolph work extremely well together 
and found a believable way of communicating 
with each other through ambiguous language. 
Brendan and Eric Liddell were also very effective 
in bringing on a backstage life and playing havoc 
with the flow of events. As for the character who 
portrayed Godot, he was rather elusive, but 
nonetheless superb. 

For me to include any criticisms of the play 
could be negated by the director and actors as 
their interpretation, and so I will leave such criti¬ 
cisms up to the individual viewer. After each per¬ 
formance a discussion follows with the cast which 
gives the audience members an excellent oppor¬ 
tunity to express their own reaction to the perfor¬ 
mance. 

Bradley students and faculty should consider 
it a privilege to be given the opportunity to ex¬ 
perience Waiting for Godot. That privilege should 
not be ignored.

A Two-Sided Tribute to 
Daniel Smythe

Daniel Smythe, professor at 
Bradley from 1955-1973 and poet, 
is the focus of A Tribute To Daniel 
Smythe, a collection of critical es¬ 
says and reminiscences edited by 
Dr. Dennis Q. Mclnerny, associate 
professor of English. 

The book, a potpourri of es¬ 
says by Bradley faculty members 
and former students, explores 
Smythe’s body of written work 
ranging from a collection of re¬ 
marks and conversations called 
Robert Frost Speaks to a number 
of poetry books and an unfinished 
journal he had been working on un¬ 


til he died in 1981. Yet, A Tribute 
To Daniel Smythe also explores the 
man himself, his influence as a 
teacher and as a human-being. 

"The idea for the book was 
originated by George Chambers 
(creative writing professor)," said 
Dr. Dennis Q. Mclnerny. "All the 
contributors knew Smythe. We 
wanted to honor the man’s 
memory." 

A very personal book, Mclner¬ 
ny said that "as much as we ad¬ 
mired Smythe’s poetry, our inten¬ 
tions were not to establish his repu¬ 
tation as a literary great. We were 


not under the delusion that he was 
a great literary figure. 

"We wanted to make a state¬ 
ment that even poets of his level 
deserve criticism, attention. His 
readership will always be limited, 
but for those how read him there 
will be an appreciation of his 
work." 

Other contributors to the book 
include Dr. Timothy K. Conley, Dr. 
Warren Dwyer, Dr. Paul Sawyer, 
Dr. Edgar L. Chapman, all members 
of the department of English and 
Foreign Languages, Dr. James H. 
Erickson, associate vice president 
for University relations, and others.

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Botulism victim recuperates, lawsuit is pending

The Bradley student who was 
hospitalized for more than two 
months with botulism has filed 
a lawsuit against the Skewer 
Inn, Northwoods Mall manage¬ 
ment, and Leu-Coliins, the 
wholesale company that sup¬ 
plied the restaurant with the 
allegedly tainted onions that 
caused the outbreak. 

Sheila Winfield, a junior nurs¬ 
ing major from Chicago, seeks 
more than $15,000 in damages. 
She ate at the Skewer Inn res¬ 
taurant on Oct. 15. The next 
day she experienced double 
vision, nausea, and breathing 
problems. She was admitted to 
St. Francis Medical Center that 
afternoon. 

Because of Winfield’s illness, 
she has lost a year of school. 
Fall semester was interrupted by 
her hospitalization, and this 
semester she is at home in Chi¬ 
cago recuperating. Winfield said 
she hopes to return to Bradley 
in August. 

Winfield’s recovery was slow. 
She had a tracheotomy and was 
on a respirator for eight weeks 
of her 11-week stay. 

"I couldn’t see because my 


eyelids were paralyzed," 
Winfield said. "I couldn’t move 
my arms or legs, but I was 
conscious the whole time." 

Winfield was weaned off the 
respirator slowly and was 
released two and a half weeks 
later. 

Winfield said she underwent 
physical therapy while she was 
hospitalized, and she follows a 
program at home on her own. 
She sees a physical therapist 
about once a month. 

Winfield said she is still very 
weak, and that "little things 
make you tired. Even washing 
your hair is a major thing. The 
everyday things we take for 
granted are hard to do now." 

Since Winfield’s family is 
from Chicago, they could only 
visit on weekends. Her parents 
tried to stay with her as much 
.as possible, but Winfield said it 
"really disrupts your day-to-day 
family life." 

Winfield’s Bradley friends 
visited her often, but Sheila said 
it was still tough being hospital¬ 
ized during the holidays. 

She became very close with 
the other botulism victims dur¬ 
ing the months they were hospi¬ 


talized, said Winfield. She still 
keeps in touch with some of I 
them. 

Of the 37 people who were I 
.hospitalized with confirmed or 
suspected cases of botulism, | 
two remain hospitalized. They | 
are Anna Hiter of Peoria, who j 
is in intensive care and still on a 
respirator at St. Francis Medical 
Center, and Barbara Clapp of 
Dwight, who is in serious condi- I 
tion and still on a respirator at 
Kankakee Riverside Hospital. | 
Clapp’s son, Greg, is a Bradley 
student. 

Linda Peavler of Dunlap was I 
released Wednesday from St. 
Francis after 103 days of hospi¬ 
talization. 

The sauteed onions on the 
patty melt sandwich have been 
blamed for the outbreak, 
according to the national Center 
for Disease Control in Atlanta. 
AU but four of the victims ate 
patty melt sandwiches.

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Stricter quiet hours 
expected at library

You may not have noticed, 
but the Cullom-Davis Library is 
undergoing a change. Starting 
now, the quiet hours in the 
building will be strictly 
enforced. 

"We're encouraging students 
to report noise to the front 
desk," said Dr. Robert Jones, 
Director of the library. 

In addition to asking students 
to report any noise, the library 
staff is very closely watching 
areas that tend to be noisy. 
Also, 35 signs have been put up 
which say, "Quiet Please. Study 
Area. Please Respect Needs of 
Others. Report Noise to the Cir¬ 
culation Desk." 

"We hope to establish a new 
image. We're talking about a 
change of attitudes here," said 
Jones. 

Jones speculated on the possi¬ 
ble causes for the sudden 
increase of noise. 

"We have more people want¬ 
ing to study and we have less 
study space. We also have too 
many seats together," Jones said 
about possible causes for the 
sudden increase of noise. 

"We have undergone a one- 


third increase in library use in 
the last two years," Jones said. 
"The library has been described 
by some students as the social 
center of the campus. This may 
also be a contributing factor." 

Jones said that many students 
who think that the main floor 
was meant for studying may be 
under the wrong impression. 

"The main floor was never 
intended to be a quiet area. 
We've centralized all services 
on the main floor reference 
area," said Jones. "We’ve found 
that some students like to study 
in a noisy area. And noise tends 
to generate noise." 

"We are willing to act on any 
complaints that we get," said 
Susan Eichelberger, librarian 
and assistant to Jones. 

"We want people to feel wel¬ 
come here. We welcome 
suggestions from students," said 
Jones. 

Another factor that might 
encourage the noise is the fact 
that local high school debate 
teams have been using the 
library's resources to help them 
prepare for their debates. 

"We have spoken to the 
debate team coaches about the 
problem. If the local coaches

Gifted children receive new 
course offerings from Bradley

Bradley University recently established a pro¬ 
gram for talented children. President Dr. Martin 
Abegg and Provost and Vice President for 
Academic Affairs John Hitt held a press confer¬ 
ence on Jan. 5 to make all the final arrangements. 

The Institute for Gifted and Talented Youth 
will develop courses, programs of study and other 
activities to supplement and compliment educa¬ 
tional opportunities for the most talented stu¬ 
dents in grades 4-12. It will direct efforts to those 
identified as gifted and those described as 
talented. 

This institution is one of the first in the 
Peoria area. It is not, however, a new idea. It has 
been discussed for the past five years. 

Students must be enrolled in grades 4-12 and 
attend any public or non-public school in the fol¬ 
lowing counties: Peoria, Knox, Tazewell, Fulton, 
Woodford, Marshall, Putnam, Menard or Stark. 
Students who are not residents of the counties 
may be included in programs by approval of the 
director. The children do not have to be talented 
in one particular field to enroll. They can be 
gifted in such areas as computers, science, math, 
drama or fine arts. 


This program has many advantages. First of 
all, it gives Bradley the opportunity to work 
directly with the Kindergarten-12 grade educators. 

Secondly, the program will increase the 
opportunities for the youth. 

The sessions will be held on campus or on 
school locations and programs will be offered 
throughout the summer and academic year. 

Dr. Steve Permuth, Dean of Bradley's Col¬ 
lege of Education is the Executive Director of the 
Institute for Gifted and Talented Youth. Dr. 
Cecelia Lynch is the Institute Director at Bradley. 
She has already received 60-70 calls from 
interested parents in the area. Dr. Lynch said the 
program will be a great help to the young stu¬ 
dents. She said, "This program will continue 
Bradley's commitment to the pursuit of excel¬ 
lence." 

The first programs will begin this May or 
June. The sessions will consist of programs 
already offered at Bradley. Eventually, the Insti¬ 
tute may offer courses to the gifted students 
throughout the year so the students may live on 
campus while studying.

West Texas State is 6-10, 1-5 
(as of Wednesday) with its only 
Missouri Valley Conference vic¬

75. W.T.S. is also winless on 
the road in all eight away games 
this season. 

Along with a 19-road game 
losing streak W.T.S. also brings 
to Peoria its high-scoring guard, 
James Jackson, who averages 
19.2 points each game. 


On Jan. 12 the Braves trav 
eled West to Amarillo where 
they disposed of the Buffs, 89- 
80. Junior Voise Winters had a 
game high of 20 points that 
evening. 

Aside from Jackson, Bradley 
will be keying on Kendall Wal¬ 
ling - a sharp-shooting guard 
who misses the three-point line 
terribly these days, and Goliath 
Yeggins - a lanky, 6-foot-4 for¬ 
ward who averages 10.5 
rebounds per game. 

Thursday night the Braves 
journeyed to Terre Haute for 
their second meeting of the sea¬ 
son with the Indiana State 
Sycamores.

Norris Clark becomes 
Black Studies mentor

The new director of Bradley's 
Black Studies Program has an 
unusual idiosyncrasy about get¬ 
ting his picture taken that 
prevented the Scout ’s attempt to 
photograph him. So you'll have 
to make a visit if you want to 
know what Dr. Norris Clark 
looks like. 

"It’s nothing religious or any¬ 
thing like that, I just feel it's an 
invasion of my privacy,” said 
Clark. 

"Out of the eight years 1 was 
at Colgate, they only got my 
picture once and that was a 
group picture which \ was 
unaware was being taken," said 
Clark. 

Clark attended Colgate 
University in New York, where 
he finished his undergraduate 
studies. He received his Master 
of Arts and Liberal Studies and 
a certificate of advanced studies 
from Wesleyan University in 
Connecticut and his Ph.D. in 
American studies from Cornell 
University. 

Clark came to Bradley from 
Colgate University where he 
was assistant professor of 
English. He became aware of 
the position at Bradley from an 
ad in the job listing in a Modern 
Language Association Publica¬ 
tion. 

The position opened in the 
summer of 1983 when the Black 
Studies Program expanded into 
two parts. Former Director of 
Minority Student Services Gene 
Young had been the director of 
the entire Black Studies Pro¬ 
gram. 

Dr. John DePinto, associate 
dean of the College of Liberal 
Arts and Sciences, said, "Black 
Studies as it had existed was of 


two components, academic and 
cultural, and that was split. 

"The academic component 
was put in (the College of 
Liberal) Arts and Sciences and 
Gene Young was put in charge 
of the cultural. We wanted to 
expand the academic," he said. 

Young was dismissed in mid- 
January from the University 
and Gina Brandon, head 
resident of Windom, Elmwood 
and St. James Halls, is now act¬ 
ing director of minority student 
services. 

DePinto said the new director 
of Black Studies could have 
been in any academic discipline 
in the LAS college; they 
weren't necessarily looking for 
an English professor. 

Clark applied for the job. "I 
felt it was time for a position 
move; also, 1 was interested in 
becoming a semi-administrator 
and, more or less, I wanted to' 
see the Midwest," said Clark. 

Clark, as an associate profes¬ 
sor of English at Bradley, will 
teach composition and an 
American literature survey 
course along with introductory 
classes to Black Studies and a 
Black Studies seminar class. 

A technical problem last fall 
caused the second half of Black 
Studies 210 to be replaced in 
the catalog by the Black Studies 
Seminar. 

In order to take the Seminar , 
one must complete Black Stu¬ 
dies 211 (the second half of 
210). Since 211 was not offered, 
the students who signed up for 
the seminar class had already 
completed the 211 class. Three 
students are currently attending 
the seminar class.

An underage Peoria woman 
told Peoria police Jan. 26 she 
j drank alcoholic beverages at 
T.J. Crugars, 932 N. University, 


and that has prompted the res¬ 
taurant to change its admittance 
policy. 

As of last weekend, T.J.'s is 
admitting only 21 year olds and 
accompanying 20 year olds at 


peak times, mainly after 11 p.m. 
on weekends. Owner Jim Gar- 
rott, Sr. said the new policy will 
help keep the restaurant within 
its fire code limits. 

The city of Peoria fire code 
requires 15 square feet per per¬ 
son. Garrott plans to meet with 
the fire marshall to show him 
the building can handle more 
safely. T.J.'s fire code limit is 
now 275. 

"We're going to have a fire 
drill and prove to the city we 
can get 275 people out in 60 
seconds,” said Garrott. "That 
(the square foot rule) is dumb. 
That's the rule. That's city hall." 

When the police and the fire 
marshall went to T.J.'s Jan. 26, 
they were unable to walk 
through the building because of 
the crowds. 

"Up to 11 p.m. we were not 
really crowded, but then all hell 
broke loose. And the officers 
were looking for a good excuse 
to cause us trouble,” said Gar¬ 
rott. 



Hearing held on new

The proposed amendment to the zoning ordi¬ 
nance that would allow only three unrelated 
adults to live together in one housing unit was 
considered yesterday by the Peoria City Zoning 
Commission. 

Previously, an "unrelated group family" was 
defined as no more that five unrelated adults liv¬ 
ing together in one housing unit. 

The Zoning Commission, however, has pro¬ 
posed an amendment that would change that 
number from five to three. 

The proposed amendment allows the owner 
to apply for a special permit that will allow four to 
five unrelated adults to live together. 

To qualify for the permit, the housing unit 
must meet five requirements. First, there must 
be sufficient off-street parking; second, the hous¬ 
ing unit must not be within 300 feet of an 


zoning proposal 

another housing unit that has already received a 
special permit; third, all housing, building and fire 
codes must be met; fourth, there must be at least 
120 square feet of bedroom space for every two 
residents; and fifth, the single family character of 
the structure must be maintained. 

The permit could be revoked if these 
qualifications are not met, or if the inhabitants 
are convicted for breaking a noise or other nui¬ 
sance law. 

This could cause problems for groups of off- 
campus students who rent a house. 

The proposal has met with much resistance. 
Opponents say it is unfairly picking on Bradley 
students, while proponents say having several 
such homes on a block lowers the property value 
of the remaining homes and creates parking prob¬ 
lems. 


"The fire marshall said, 'If 
you don't get the crowd down 
in five minutes. I'm going to 
padlock your door,'" Garrott 
said. 

Garrott asked people to leave, 
but when most waited for "the 
other guy” to leave, he had to 
ask those under 21. 

Lt. Larry Burwell of the Vice 
and Narcotics Division of the 
Peoria Police Department said 
T.J.'s was at least 200 people 
over fire code. Burwell said no 
one was arrested for underage 
drinking. 

Police are investigating the 
complaint of 18-year-old Krystal 
Hurd of Peoria who told officers 
she had been stamped "21" Jan. 
26 at T.J. Crugars without 
showing identification. 

Lt. Burwell said if the investi¬ 
gation reveals any violations, 
charges will be filed. 


Alcoholic beverages will be 
confiscated from any underage 
person walking around with a 
drink. 

Garrott said, "We've hired 
extra floor men, and we are 
going to stop that. You can't 
walk around with the drink if 
you're under age." 

Happy Hours sponsored by 
campus organizations before 
T.J.'s regular business hours are 
considered private parties and 
will not be affected by the new 
policy, Garrott said. 

"The cooperation from Brad¬ 
ley students has been absolutely 
tremendous," said Garrott. 

The fire marshall threatened 
to check the restaurant every 
night for code enforcement. 
T.J.'s formerly limited the 
crowd by admitting people as 
others left when the building 
reached fire code capacity.

Off-campus housing hunting 
may no longer be a guessing 
game if a handbook on Bradley 
area housing is finished before 
more searching begins.

"We’re talking to current off- 
campus students and getting 
their opinions on landlords and 
the living conditions of their 
places," Hershey said. 

The two groups are setting a 
deadline of March so students 
who need to hunt for off- 
campus housing this spring will 
have the handbook to help 
them look. 


Hershey predicts the hand¬ 
book will cost students 50 cents 
in order to cover the book's 
printing costs. 

"We plan to develop the 
handbook further, but we just 
want to get something out 
now," Hershey said.

Dave Carlson, University 
senator, asked if there would be 
enough time to resolve conflicts 
if the elections were held in 
April. He said it took three' 
weeks after last year’s election 
to settle grievances. 

Deakin said, "It should not 
take as long as it took (to settle 
the election) last year for any 
reason." 

Some senators questioned 
having the elections too close to 
final exams. After the elections, 
senate has to choose committee 
chairs and set goals for the year. 

Using a chart with the 
months of March and April, Ist¬ 
van explained how the spring 
semester has very little lime for 
senate to work. After February, 
people are concerned with the 
elections, and then, the new 


officers only have a month to 
work before the semester is 
over. 

"This is not because we want 
to stay in office longer. We 
really believe this is for the 
good of senate," Istvan said. 

Bill Holderby, parliamen¬ 
tarian, said, "We should show 
some type of trust in these 
officers" because they have 
already been through the pro¬ 
cess. 

In other news, senate voted 
to abolish the Student Rights 
committee and have Communi¬ 
cations Board take on the 
responsibilities of student 
rights. 

Also, Internal Affairs 
announced they would present 
their recommendation Monday 
on whether senate representa¬ 
tion should change.

Move all-school 


elections 


The Deakin administration had a good proposal in sen¬ 
ate this week. They earnestly tried to get the all-school elec¬ 
tions moved back from March to April. 

The motion failed a necessary two-thirds majority by 
three votes. 

We at the Scout have made no secret of the fact that we 
think student senate is sometimes ineffective and lacks 
action. We mean not only the present senate, but senates of 
the past, too. 

In order for senate to accomplish more , they need more 
quality time. As Karina Istvan, treasurer, explained in 
Monday’s meeting, with elections currently in March, there 
is very little time for any senate business in the spring 
semester. 

Two weeks in January and the month of February passes 
and then it’s campaign time. Usually the majority of the can¬ 
didates are senators - so they don’t have time to do senate 
work because they’re campaigning. 

Then the campaign is over and it’s time for spring 
break. When senate resumes after break with the newly 
elected officers, it may take them a week or two to get used 
to being in charge. But it’s often difficult for them to get 
used to being in charge because of one substantial problem — 
an absence of senators. 

This absence is well-documented from years past, when 
often votes could not be taken because there weren’t enough 
senators to make a plurality. 

At the end of the school year, senators lose interest for 
a variety of reasons, one of which is that class work takes 
precedence over extracurricular work. 

Also, these senators are nearing the end of their terms. 
They may have decided to quit senate or they may be tired 
of senate, and they know they won’t get in trouble for their 
absences. It’s not the most respectable thing to do, but they 
do it. 

We think the senators will be more willing to continue 
to put effort into senate for another month if there has not 
been an upheaval, or a break, in senate’s operations. 

It’s okay for the newly elected officers to have time to 
"learn the ropes," but a month is a long time. After the 
month, it’s time for summer, and senate business will have 
to be begun all over again in the fall, anyway. 

We also can’t agree with the Internal Affairs proposal 
that asks for elections in March and the new officers assum¬ 
ing their duties in April. We agree with Istvan - who would 
want to continue working when you are already tired and you 
know there’s someone else to take your place? 

The Deakin administration stressed this change would 
be for the good of senate — we agree with them. And we 
commend them on this positive action and attempting to 
give an extra month of their time so that more could be 
accomplished this year. 

The main problem, of course, is that it’s getting late. 
This is something that should have been tackled months ago. 
Now, it seems, there are some personal preferences involved 
because people are thinking about being candidates — but 
that isn’t for the good of the whole senate, is it? 

We hope the idea is not dead.

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Panel says U.S. is 


sustaining arms race

There was a consensus Mon¬ 
day among the three panelists 
in the second "Preventing 
Nuclear Apocalypse" discussions 
that the U.S. was propagating 
and sustaining the arms race. 

Richard Hutchinson said the 
nuclear weapons build-up in the 
1980s was "long standing U.S. 
strategy to try to maintain basic 
predominance over the world 
economic system." He is Chi¬ 
cago organizer of the Disarm 
Now Action Group and staff 
member of the American 
Friends Service Committee. 

"The bottom line is, we 
(U.S.) have the edge," said Dr. 
Richard Farkas, professor of 
political science at DePaul 
University and co-director of 
the Military Evaluation Project 
at the U.S. Army War College. 

Farkas said Americans must 
understand themselves and the 
Soviets better in order to 
improve Soviet-U.S. relations. 
"1 think our view of the Soviets 
is very parochial and it borders 
on the arrogant." 




The panelists discussed vari¬ 
ous U.S. and Soviet doctrines 
that had escalated the arms 
race. Hutchinson said from the 
mid-1960s, until today, the doc¬ 
trine of "Mutually Assured Des¬ 
truction" (M.A.D.) applied in 
the event of a nuclear war. 

"What we are seeing right 
now is a whole series of initia¬ 
tives on the part of the U.S. to 
regain superiority," Hutchinson 
told the audience of about 150 
in the Student Center. "The 
U.S. has never renounced the 
right to use nuclear weapons 
first." 

Dr. Lester Brune, professor 
of history at Bradley, accused 
the Reagan administration of 
escalating the arms race by pro¬ 
pagating the N.U.T.S. (Nuclear 
Utilization Target Strategy) doc¬ 
trine, which, "projected that we 
could fight and win a nuclear 
war." 

Brune said N.U.T.S. was 
incorporated in the platform of 
the Republican National Com¬ 
mittee in 1980. 

Farkas, who has researched

Soviet perceptions, motives and 
goals for 10 years, said most 
countries with nuclear capabili¬ 
ties were anti-Soviet. "From 
Moscow, the world looks like a 
hostile place," he said. 

Farkas described various 
Soviet doctrines. "Soviet 
foreign policy reflects an objec¬ 


tive of emulating an American 
conception of what a super¬ 
power is. Historically it must be, 
seen that out of World War 11 
came one superpower." 

Hutchinson said nuclear 
weapons have been offensively 
since 1945.

Whatever Silkwood 
does have going for it, it isn t ex¬ 
citement. And Meryl Streep, big 
deal. If your idea of a particularly 
moving performance is watching a 
woman get scrubbed in a de-tox 
tank twice over a three-hour 
period, then this movie is for you. 

But for my money, Silkwood 
never actually explores the subject 
it suggests throughout the movie. 
Don’t get me wrong: sometimes 
suggestion is all one needs to get 
the point across, and you’ll be talk¬ 
ing for days after you see Silk¬ 
wood. 

You’ll say things like, "Gee, 
that poor woman." 

And, "Boy, were those Kerr- 
McGee corporate heads nasty, or 
what!" 

And, "Gosh golly, I bet that 
scrub brush hurt a lot when she got 
washed down in the de-tox tank 
twice over a three- hour period." 

Silkwood is not a drama. It is 
not a comedy. It is not very in¬ 
teresting or entertaining. It is a do¬ 
cumentary, a docudrama as some 
critics would have you believe. 

A bore. Believe me. Silkwood 
has one redeeming quality: Cher. 
This woman is a phenomenal ac¬ 
tress (for her real strengths as an 
actress, I suggest seeing Come 
Back to the Five and Dime, Jimmy 


Dean, Jimmy Dean). 

The problems with Silkwood 
begin as soon as the credits. And 
from then on, it’s straight downhill. 
There is a story in Silkwood a 
very important and vital story-- but 
the continual dodging of the sub¬ 
ject matter by the writers and 
director make it impossible for any¬ 
one to find it. This is a movie 
without a heart, with only half a 
brain, and the only motion to find 
within it is kinetic. 

We follow Karen Silkwood as 
she becomes suspicious of the 
Kerr-McGee Corporation, as she is 
exposed to unknown levels of radi¬ 
ation, as she becomes involved in 
the union, as her love affair falls 
apart, etc. 

The camera, and the director, 
usually involved in a love affair it¬ 
self with Meryl Streep, is so dis¬ 
tanced that a chill permeates the 
movie theatre. Even with material 
not potentially dangerous (i.e. not 
subject to legal recourse by the 
Kerr-McGee folks) there is an abso¬ 
lutely eerie distance to this film. 

It has its moments: Cher’s 
rather humorous disclosure of her 
lesbianism to Silkwood and live-in 
boyfriend Kurt Russel; the car trip 
Streep, Russel and Cher make to 
Texas to visit Silkwood’s three chil¬ 
dren; the last shots of Streep leav¬ 
ing Russel for the last time (unk¬ 
nown to either of them). 

For a three-hour film, one 
would expect to remember a bit 
more, you know what I mean. 

As it stands, Silkwood is prob¬ 
ably going to win some Academy 
Awards, stir up a little controversy 
and interest in the case of Karen 
Silkwood, and be a rather popular 
film. 

Who cares? Let’s talk about 
something else, OK?

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-Less Aid for Women - 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (CPS) 
Women students often get less 
financial aid than men, even though 
they tend to need more aid money 
than their male counterparts, ac¬ 
cording to a new U.S. Department 
of Education study. 

For the 1981-82 school year, 
women students got only $.72 in 
grant money for every $1 awarded 
to men, yet women earned only 
$.68 for every dollar earned by 
men students, the report shows. 

And despite lower aid awards 
to women students, nearly twice as 
many women are classified as "in¬ 
dependent" on their student aid 
evaluations. 

"There always has been an 
inequity in the financial aid awards 
to men and women," notes Mary 
Moran, the consultant to the Edu¬ 
cation Department who authored 
the study. 

"Some of it could be discrimi¬ 


nation, and some of it is due to as¬ 
pects of the student aid formula 
used in calculating award amounts," 
she says. 

In the Pell Grant program, for 
example, more women students re¬ 
ceive aid than men, but women’s 
awards averaged $880. Men’s 
awards averaged $913. 

Similarly, under the College 
Work-Study program the average 
aid amount for women was only 
$753, while men averaged $830. 

"A lot of (the problem) is 
more an institutional issue," Moran 
notes. "Some institutions do make 
an effort to address the (male- 
female) equity issue, and some do 
not report it at all." 

Schools need to channel more 
of their campus-based aid money to 
part-time, non-traditional students, 
she says, since many women aren’t 
able to attend classes full-time.

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Writing Center great

The Writing Center is a service offered to Bradley students 
who need help in English grammar and composition. 

The Writing Center, run by the department of English and 
Foreign Languages, is located on the second floor of the Cullom- 
Davis Library in room 223. 

It is staffed by graduate students who are working for their 
masters degree in English. 

"This semester the graduate assistants are all experienced in 
teaching composition, either at the high school level or the college 
level," said Dr. Margaret Carter, assistant professor of English, who 
heads the Writing Center. 

"The most common problem that students who come to us 
have is with grammar and mechanics. What we do in that case is 
to go over papers they have written or have them compose a para¬ 
graph so that we can deal with each student’s individual problems 
rather then just give them exercises in a workbook," said Carter. 

"But I might add the staff'doesn't proofread papers. We would 
rather help students with more specific problems. 

"For instance, a student might come to the Center with comma 
placement problems and we could then go over work which might 
contain problems with comma placement," she said. 

The Writing Center can also help students with theme ideas 
and thesis statements for papers as well as organizational problems. 

"A lot of problems stem from organizational problems. Many 
referred students have had teachers who have commented that 
their paper lacks a logical format." 

A referral from a teacher is not necessary for students to use 
the Writing Center. "In fact the Center is really underused. We 
would like to encourage anyone who needs help in English gram¬ 
mar or composition to make an appointment either by phone or in 
person."

Survey rates quality of dorm life

A quality residence hall 
environment takes careful plan¬ 
ning and determined effort. 
Determining that state of qual¬ 
ity in residential hall living was 
the goal focused upon in a May 
1983 survey. 

The Quality of Residential 
Hall Life Survey, based on a 
study by William J. Conray in 
the Journal of College and 
University Housing, was con¬ 
ducted by Office of Residential 
Life and Student Judicial Sys¬ 
tem. 

"One out of three students in 
every dorm were surveyed," 


said James Martin, head 
resident of Harper-WyckofT 

The apartment complex was 
not included in the survey 
because "there's just too many 
differences," said Martin. 

"The staff' was surveyed first 
to see if the survey was easy to 
understand and the results were 
then returned and we could see 
what needed to be improved (in 
the survey) before surveying 
students,” said Martin. 

"The staff' survey results 
showed that food service quality 
was low on satisfaction, so we 
worked on that. That's about 
the time the salad and soup bars

were improved," said Martin. 

"Distributed by residence hall 
staff' members to designated 
students, the survey proved to 
be a very objective source of 
finding out the quality of living 
in the residence hall," said Mar¬ 
tin. 

The survey itself was divided 
into two sections. One section 
asked to rate satisfaction with 
items. The second section asked 
to rate the importance of each 
item. 

Things that were asked about 
on the survey ranged from 
intramural sports to co-ed hous¬ 
ing arrangements. Students 
were asked to rate the staff' in 
their halls, quiet hours, mainte¬ 
nance and food service based 
on the quality, variety and cost. 

"The survey results were 
given to Mary Deakin, dll- 
school president, the Interdorm 
Council, and to the head 
residents of the dorms," said 
Martin. 

Food Service quality ranked 
lowest on satisfaction and 
highest on importance. House¬ 
keeping during the weekends 
was low in satisfaction and high 
on importance, compared to 
housekeeping on the weekdays, 
which was high on satisfaction. 

"It was the first time for a 
survey of this type, to this 
extent," said Martin. 

"The survey had an 80 per¬ 
cent return rate which is 
extremely good," he said. Out 
of 728 surveys, 584 were 
returned. 

"This type of survey could 
possibly be done again next year 
after the changes that are in the 
process are completed. 

"It is a costly procedure," said 
Martin.

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Mindplay tackles variety of topical issues

Mindplay, a debate group, discusses 
social, political and economic issues. 

The three-year-old group, sponsored 
by the division of continuing education 
and professional development, reflects 
the style of a mini "Donahue Show. The 
group consists of about 45 people 
representing a cross section of the Peoria 
community. 

"We're like assorted candies because 
everybody has different ideas, said 
Arlene Eckert, coordinator of Mindplay. 

"We don't want anyone locked out 
because of a particular economic base. 
We want the whole pot," Eckert said. 

While wanting the whole pot may be 
good, in practice it's not easy, she said. 

"I want Chinese, Africans and Pol¬ 
ish, but how are you going to get that in 
Peoria?" 

Stressing the need for foreigners, 
Eckert included Bradley students and 


minorities in the list of prospective 
members for Mindplay. 

"Ciive me some students who are 
not afraid to speak out," she said. 

Despite the diversity of Mindplay, 
she said there is one common denomina¬ 
tor that exists among all its members — 
debating. Truck drivers, judges, lawyers, 
nurses, teachers and housewives all meet 
once a week to share in the joy of 
disagreeing; the group is not apt to fol¬ 
low a plan. 

Mindplay, fashioned after a similar 
group Eckert was a member of in New 
York, meets 11 times between Sep¬ 
tember and April. The group invites 
guest speakers to debate meetings. 

Among them have been attorney 
Martin Ashman, who drafted the ordi¬ 
nance banning handguns in Morton 
Grove, 111., and Paul Lewis, one of 52 
Americans held hostage in Iran. Guest 
•speakers are not paid for participating in 


the debates, and Eckert said sponsorship 
by Bradley has been significant in obtain¬ 
ing the speakers they've had. 

Guest speakers are provided media 
coverage upon visits. 

"They gel to talk to a cross section 
of the city and get feedback," Eckert 
said. 

Mindplay's function is threefold -- 
to provide intellectual pursuits, learning 
experiences and a basis for friendship, 
she said. 

"It's an all participant group." she 
said. "Each week someone different leads 
the discussion. 

"How many people ever stop and say 
'1 wonder what I would do in a case like 
this?'" Eckert said. "Not very many do.” 

Mindplay goes beyond what she 
called the usual response of "Oh that's 
terrible." While the group does not lay 
claim to having all the solutions, it func¬ 
tions as an ombudsman. 


One Mindplay debate resulted in the 
idea for TEARS (Together Eliminate 
Alcohol-Related Slaughter), an educa¬ 
tional program on drunken driving.

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Freshmen are concerned about the nation 


Bradley freshmen believe in 
job equality for women, are 
against increases in military 


spending, in favor of tougher 
laws for criminals and consider 
being in a better position to 







help others one of the benefits 
of a college education. 

They’re also smarter, expect 
college will help them get a 
better job and chose Bradley 
University because they 
believed the University will help 
them achieve their goals in life. 

Those are just some of the 
findings revealed in a study 
sponsored by the Cooperative 
Institute Research Program of 
the American Council on Edu¬ 
cation and the University of 
California at Los Angeles. 

The ACE/UCLA program 
used data compiled from first- 
time, full-time freshmen stu¬ 
dents at 358 institutions nation¬ 
wide: 64 two-year colleges, 250 
four-year colleges and 47 
universities. Data from specific 
institutions is interpreted and 
compared with other similar col¬ 
leges or universities across the 
country. 

The survey asked students to 
respond to a number of political 
and social questions as well as 
those pertaining specifically to 
the college or university they 
were attending. 

Of the Bradley freshmen 
responding to the survey, over 


93 percent thought women 
should receive equality in the 
work force -- the highest per¬ 
centage of any response in this 
category. Eighty-three percent 
wanted the government to do 
more to protect the environ¬ 
ment. while 63 percent were in 
favor of more federally- 
sponsored consumer protection. 

Bradley's freshmen are intelli¬ 
gent — 32.7 percent maintained 
A or A-minus averages in high 
school and 61 percent were 
ranked in the top 20 percent of 
their high school class — but 
according to the survey results 
they’re not taking their 
knowledge for granted. 
Seventy-nine percent rate them¬ 
selves above average in 
academic ability, but almost all 
— 95.3 percent — would like to 
see some sort of minimum 
competency standard for college 
grads. Sixty-three percent want 
high school grading standards 
toughened. 

Seventy-three percent of the 
freshmen said they were "driven 
to achieve," and those same stu¬ 
dents said coming to Bradley 
would help them do that. 

Over 68 percent said they

came to Bradley because of the 
University’s good academic 
reputation. The second most 
popular reason for coming to 
Bradley according to the survey 
was that the freshmen believed 
a Bradley education would help 
them get good jobs (62.7 per¬ 
cent). The third most popular 
reason was because of the avail¬ 
able financial assistance (40.9 
percent) and the fourth reason 
was because of the opportuni¬ 
ties to go to the better graduate 
schools (32.5 percent). 

This year’s freshmen are 
apparently very success 
oriented. Seventy-six percent of 
the survey respondents said 
they came to college in order to 
gel a better job and listed as 
one of their ultimate career 
objectives to become an author¬ 
ity in their field. Seventy-one 
percent hoped they would even¬ 
tually become very well off 
financially. But 70 percent said 
they came to college to "learn 
more about things." Over 50 
percent came to meet new and 
interesting people. 

Raising a family isn’t a lost 
priority among the freshmen 
students; 68.5 percent hoped to 
do that someday. Sixty-one per¬ 
cent hoped to be in a position 
someday to help someone in 
difficulty. 

More extensive data on this 
year’s freshman student will be 
forthcoming by month’s end in 
the 1983 edition of The Ameri¬ 
can Freshman , which contains 
normative data for 38 different 
groupings of educational institu¬ 
tions.

Clark, however, is not set 
back by this confusion. He 
intends to use the three stu¬ 
dents to help him. He has plans 
for them to talk to other stu¬ 
dents to find out what issues aie i 
important enough to be a part r 
of an introduction course to | 
Black Studies. 

"I feel I've been hired to bol¬ 
ster the academic component of 
the Black Studies Program. 1 
plan to make the courses func¬ 
tional as well as providing stu¬ 
dents with a high degree of 
academic stimulation," said 
Clark. 

"As the program develops as I 
reside here, I would like to see 
more whites and non-whites 
and other minorities involved 
with the program," he said. 

"I would like to have the 
Black Studies Program to have 
co-sponsored courses in other 
departments. Possibly some¬ 
thing in political science that 
deals with urban politics which 
would devote a good portion of 
the course to minorities. These 
ideas are all real tentative," said 
Clark. 

Other plans include minors 
offered in Black Studies. "The 
18 hour requirement will prob¬ 
ably remain the same, but t!.e 
variety and the nature of the 
courses is what could possibly 
be altered in order to offer stu¬ 
dents a greater option," Clark 
said. 

"1 assume my responsibilities 
will be facilitator, organizer and 
developer of the program. At 
some point I would like to 
gather five or six faculty 
members to serve as an 
academic advisory board to help 
develop courses and trends for 
the program to deal with," said 
Clark. 

Clark’s outlook on next year 
and the rest of the semester is 
optimistic. "I assume the enroll¬ 
ment in Black Studies will 
increase, and that more majority 
students will be interested in 
the program because of the 
approach I intend to take," he 
said.

budgets 

plummeting 

WASHINGTON, D.C. (CPS) - 
Financial aid for college stu- 
| dents has plummeted 21 per- 
' cent - over $2 billion - since 
the Reagan administration took 
j office in 1980, according to a 
' just-released study by the Col- 
1 lege Board. 

From a high of $18 billion in 
I 1981-82, the amount of finan¬ 
cial aid available for students 
has dropped to a low of just 
over $16 billion for the current 
academic year. 

"And that $2 billion decline is 
even greater when inflation is 
I taken into account,” said Col¬ 
lege Board spokeswoman Janice 
Gams. "Aid had been cut by 
I one-fifth in inflation-adjusted 
I terms.” 

Much of the decline is due to 
! cuts the Reagan administration 
! and Congress have made in 
I Social Security benefits for col¬ 
lege students, stricter limits on 
I Guaranteed Student Loan 
(GSL) eligibility, and a post- 
Vietnam War drop in the use of 
veterans’ benefits. 

I In addition, the study reports 
] "a switch in the trend from 
grants to loans which has been 
remarkable," Gams said. 

In 1970-71, for instance, 

1 grants accounted for nearly 
two-thirds of all financial aid, 
while loans and work-study 
benefits accounted for the other 
third. 

By 1975-76, grants consti¬ 
tuted over 80 percent of all 
I financial aid expenditures, loans 
17 percent, and College Work- 
I Study three percent. 

For the current year, how¬ 
ever, loans and grants each 
account for 48 percent of stu¬ 
dent aid, and College Work- 
, Study the remaining four per- 
\ cent. 

\ At a time when college finan- 
|\ cial aid experts are growing 
increasingly concerned about 
the level of long-term debt col- 
1 lege students are incurring, the 
J decline in the amount of avail¬ 
able grant money promises to 
I have far-reaching implications. 

. At the same time, "the early 
1980s have seen a major change 
| in the relationship of costs, 
income and aid for college,” the 
report said. "Adjusted for 
!| inflation, costs have increased, 
but income and financial aid per 
, full-time equivalent student 
have not." 

"Thus,” the study said, "in 
I contrast to what can be said 
I generally about the past two 
f decades (when income and 
financial aid awards actually 
I stayed ahead of college costs), 

[ college has become relatively 
more difficult for families to 
|i afford in the 1980s." 

But the results of "Trends in 
Student Aid: 1963-1983" should 
also "be put in the context of 
how much financial aid has 
I really grown over the past 
| years," Gams said. 

The federal role in financial 
. aid has indeed swelled in the 
! last two decades, from 40 per- 
I cent to 80 percent of all aid 
I assistance. 

Financial aid from all sources 

- federal, state and institutions 

— has skyrocketed from only 
$546 million in 1963-64 to $4.5 
billion in 1970-71 to a high of 

| $18 billion in 1981-82, the 
I study says.

Hurt Winters unsure 
starter at Creighton

Bradley's men’s basketball 
team plays its 21st game of the 
season tomorrow afternoon 
when it travels to Omaha to 
meet the Creighton Bluejays. 
Tip-off' time is 12:35 p.m. at the 
Civic Auditorium. 

Bradley may be without the 
services of junior forward Voise 
Winters, who injured an ankle 
in practice Monday afternoon, 
and was a doubtful starter for 
last night's Southern Illinois 
University game at Carbondale. 

"He (Winters) took a real bad 
spill in practice," said Head 
Coach Dick Versace at 
Tuesday's weekly press confer¬ 
ence. "At first we didn't think it 
was as bad as it is but the ankle 
puffed up badly." 

Last week Winters scored 53 
points, hauled down 30 
rebounds and shot West Texas 
State and 17 rebounds versus 
Indiana State, which helped him 
gain Missouri Valley player-of- 
the-week honors. 

Winters’ overall totals show 
324 points and 148 rebounds 
for 17.1 and 7.8 averages, 
respectively. His 995 career 
points (as of Wednesday) put 
him just under Mike Davis and 
Ken Garrett on Bradley’s all- 
time scoring list. 

"Voise just hasn't had good 
luck. He sprained an ankle just 
before the start of the NIT 
finals in New York (March, 
1982)," said Versace. "Right 
now he was *playing the best 
basketball of his life. He was 
taking the ball to the basket and 
doing a lot of other things we 
were waiting for him to do. 

"He was getting big basket 
after big basket for us. He was 
starting to mature, to make his 
move as a Division I athlete," 
said Versace. 

Bradley’s head mentor would 
not confirm the starting lineup 
status of junior Anthony Web¬ 
ster, who was slumping before 
Versace kept him on the bench 
during the entire West Texas 
State game. 

"I’m not going to say I’m not 
going to start Webster if he 


impresses me in the next 48 
hours," said Versace. "There is 
the possibility he will start. 
There is no question he will 
play. 

"Sometimes the best thing in 
the world for a kid is to sit 
there for 40 minutes and not 
get in the game. That’s the rea¬ 
son I did that with him the last 
game. I'm trying to get him out 
of the doldrums he’s in," he 
said. 

Creighton is tied for fourth 
place in the Valley, but has an] 
overall record of 10-7. It lost to 
Wichita Stale last Saturday, 80- 
66, as 7-foot, sophomore center 
Benoit Benjamin scored 29 
points. 

Benjamin is third in the Val¬ 
ley with a 9.6 rebounding aver¬ 
age in all games, but leads the 
conference with 84 blocked 
shots overall - good for a 4.9 
average. 

Senior forward Greg Brandon 
is second in the Valley with a 
10.6 rebounding average, which 
has helped Creighton attain the j 
best rebounding margin of all 
teams - a plus-4.7 average. 

Bradley is in third place in the 
standings with 12-7, 4-4 

records, and sports the second- 
best team field goal percentage! 
in the league. 

Junior guard Jim Les leads j 
the Valley in assists with 115, 
for an 8.9 average in only 13 
games. 

Last Saturday afternoon the 
Braves shot .745 percent from 
the field in a 93-81 romp over 
the West Texas State Buffalos, 
at the Peoria Civic Center 
Arena.

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Reagan: conservativ e p olitics in Eureka

EUREKA--In what was billed a 
non-political speech, President 
Ronald Reagan came across like 
a conservative politician at 
Eureka College Monday. 

The President was at his alma 
mater to kick off Time 
Magazine's Distinguished 

Speakers Program. He has been 
on 26 Time covers. 

To inaugurate the "Talking 
Covers" program, Reagan gave 
a historic perspective of the past 
and present America. He rem¬ 
inisced about the Depression 
and how, in a time of national 
emergency, there was logic in 
giving the federal government 
new powers. 

Reagan said that at that lime 
a dime of every dollar went to 
the national level. The amount 
has since quadrupled. He said 
the federal government was 
becoming an obstacle to 
economic progress. 


"The public sector had grown 
so large it was consuming our 
national wealth, discouraging 
energy and initiative and 
suffocating the spirit of enter¬ 
prise and resourcefulness that 
has always been at the heart of 
America’s economic miracle." 

Reagan said the government 
without restraint becomes the 
master instead of the servant. 
He said after the spending years 
of the 1970s, "that juggernaut 
of big government has now 
been slowed." 

Reagan called on Congress to 
give the president the authority 
to veto single line items in the 
federal budget as governers 
have in 43 states. 

In another campaign-style 
move, the president voiced his 
support of a constitutional 
amendment for a balanced 
budget. 

"Politicians at the national 
level must no longer be permit-

The motion, reintroduced 
Monday, passed 26-2 with two 
abstentions. 

The motion read: "All-school 
officer elections shall be held 
the second consecutive Monday 
and Tuesday in April. Offkers- 
elect shall assume the duties of 
their position at the first meet¬ 
ing immediately following elec¬ 
tions." 

A second motion which 
passed set the date for senate 
elections in the fall. It read: "All 
senators shall be elected by a 
simple plurality in a fall election 
the second Monday and Tues¬ 
day of classes." 

Deakin said, until now, the 
only stipulation was that fall 
elections be held before Oct. 1. 
There was an entire month to 
do nothing because not enough 
senators were around to con¬ 
duct business at the beginning 
of the school year. 

In other news, senate 
approved an Internal Affairs

recommendation that said sen¬ 
ate representation is adequate. 

IA had been surveying stu¬ 
dents about senate representa¬ 
tion since last semester and 
they said 51 percent of students 
questioned had had no contact 
with their senators. Eighty-one 
percent of students were 
satisfied with the present form 
of representation. 

The committee asked senate 
to make an effort to secure 
non-voting representatives from 
campus organizations and that 
senators become more actively 
involved with their constituen¬ 
cies. 

New senators voted in Mon¬ 
day and their constituencies are: 
John Berry (Lovelace), Robert 
Gegg and Alfred Schmidley 
(Sisson), David Anthes and 
James Reichert (Geisert), Lisa 
Mizock, Laura Bujanski and 
Tony Washington (off-campus), 
Ronald Kula (Harper), Sam 
Newton (Heitz) and Gregory 
Collins (Elmwood).

In a statement seeming to 
forecast the change in 
America’s Middle East policy 
Tuesday, Reagan said Ameri¬ 
cans were no longer going to 


apologize when kicked by other 
nations. Tuesday Reagan moved 
the U.S. Marines in Lebanon 
offshore and evacuated Ameri¬ 
can personnel at the Embassy. 

Reagan said traditional values 
and faith in the future are 
reawakening a sense of hope in 
America. He quoted former 
Time Editor Whitaker Chambers 


as saying the crisis the Western 
world faces today is an 
indifference to God. He agreed 
with Chambers that the solution 
lies in faith in God. 

The audience broke into 
applause 10 times during the 
25-minute speech before invited 
guests and press from around 
the world. 


Nicaraguan official claims no threat

Despite allegations of a 
Nicaraguan threat to the U.S., a 
country the size and population 
of Iowa is not about to invade 
North American shores, a 
Nicaraguan official said here 
Tuesday. 

Francisco Campbell, the first 
secretary of the Nicaraguan 
embassy at Washington, D.C., 
said the only threat Nicaragua 
poses to the U.S. is "the threat 
of a good example." 

"When a people makes a deci¬ 
sion to be free, organizes a 
struggle and succeeds, that is 
the threat of a good example." 

The Sandinista government 
overthrew the U.S.-supported 
Somoza dictatorship in 1979. 
Campbell said illiteracy has 
decreased from 52.5 percent to 
less than 9 percent since the 
overthrow. 

Campbell was a Sandinista 
guerilla during the Nicaraguan 
revolution. "The revolutionary 
government set programs to 
give land once controlled by a 
minority to the peasants (the 
majority). They are now treated 
fairly," he said. 

Campbell fears another Viet¬ 
nam in Central America. "U.S. 
policy is directed at overthrow¬ 
ing the government of 
Nicaragua. The U.S. policy is a 
dangerous policy. It could 


trigger a regional war. A virtual 
Vietnam in Central America," 
Campbell said. 

One year ago Nicaragua and 
several other Latin American 
countries formed the Contadura 
Process. Campbell said their 
purpose is to "try to solve prob¬ 
lems and differences in Latin 
America and Central America 
through peaceful negotiations 
and dialogue. It is a Latin 
American alternative to the 
fatalistic policy of the Reagan 
administration. We do not wish 
to have a Vietnam in our part 
of the world. We believe the 
people of the U.S. would not 
like to see a repetition of that 
nightmare either." 

Campbell said, "We are a 
Nicaraguan revolution that is 
being carried out by the 
Nicaraguan people. We have

friendly relations with countries 
everywhere. We would like to 
have friendly relations with the 
United States as well."

A.P. Update

President Reagdn has ordered redeployment of U S. marines 
stationed in Lebanon. Reagan s action called for a gradual withdrawal of 
marines to U.S. war ships off Lebanon’s coast. The president's announcement 
came after a week of warfare in Lebanon that devastated West Beruit. 
Lebanese cabinet members resigned earlier this week in an effort to stop 
fighting between Lebanese factions. 

In his State of the State address Wednesday, Gov. 

James Thompson said the Illinois economy is recovering and the future looks 
especially good for home builders, retailers and farmers. Thompson repealed 
he will not seek an extension of the temporary income tax past June 30. He 
had asked for a tax increase in the address he gave last year. 

Also. Thompson suggested the creation of a state academy for math and 
science students, a further fight against tax cheaters, and legislation to con¬ 
trol health care costs. 

Meanwhile. Peoria legislators disagreed with Thompson that the reces¬ 
sion is recovering. Rep. Fred Tuerk, R-Peoria, said “In Central Illinois, things 
are not that great. I don't think the recession is over." Rep. Thomas Homer. D- 
Canton, said. "We re still facing record unemployment and a recession." 

President Reagan visited his hometown of Dixon Monday. 
Reagan, celebrating his 73rd birthday, delivered a speech at Eureka College, 
his alma mater, before going on to spend a five-day vacation at his ranch in 
California. 

Space Shuttle astronauts Bruce McCandless and Robert Stewart 
tested jet-powered backpacks this week in orbit which enabled them to travel 
at a speed of more than 17 thousand miles per hour. Space officials expect 
the backpacks to help in repairing satellites and building space stations. 

A Federal judge in Kansas City. Mo., refused Tuesday to overturn 
a $325 thousand award to former television anchorwoman Christine Craft.- 
who filed discrimination charges against KMBC after the station fired her A 
spokesman for Metromedia Inc., former owner of KMBC. said Craft failed to 
prove allegations brought against the station and was awarded damages 
because of prejudice toward the station caused by publicity U.S. District 
Judge Joseph Stevens said the court found no reason to change the verdict. 

A judge in California has issued a permanent injunction 
blocking 26-year-old quadriplegic Elizabeth Bouvia from starving herself in a 
hospital. Bouvia. a cerebral palsy victim, has been force fed since December 

Gov. James Thompson said he will ask the legislature to 
allocate money for the disposal of cyanide-tainted film chips stored in Illinois. 
Thompson said he wants money allocated in case the federal government 
does not pay for disposing of the chips stored in Cook County and Dixon. 

Cast iron table legs, possibly radioactive, were received by 
nearly 90 Illinois restaurants in the last three months. The radioactive table 
legs were discovered last week by Illinois state police who found high levels 
of radiation coming from a truck. The table legs, shipped by Falcon Products 
Company in St. Louis, were en route to a restaurant in Niles. A spokesman for 
the Nuclear Regulatory Commission said the radiation was not immediately 
hazardous, but could be life threatening if a person were exposed to it for a 
long time. State officials refused to disclose sites where the table legs were 
located. 

A 10-year-old Moweaqua boy was killed at a laundromat while \ 
waiting for his brother. Police said the body of Jason Voudrie was found by 
his brother. Jason was killed when his brother left to get change at a bowl¬ 
ing alley. 

A Lake County judge has thrown out prosecution evidence ’ 
against a man accused of several homosexual related killings in Illinois and 
Indiana. Larry Eyler posted bail Monday after his bond was reduced from $1 
million to $10 thousand. Circuit Judge William Block ruled Friday that some 
prosecution evidence was gathered improperly. 

Citrus growers in Florida are concerned about the damage freez¬ 
ing temperatures could cause to crops. The sub-freezing temperatures were 
part of an arctic blast that swept down from the North last weekend.

Sandra Spore, the first victim hospi- I 
talized in the outbreak, and her daughter Linda Peavler are asking for more 
than $15,000 in damages from the Skewer Inn and Leu Collins, the supplier 
of the tainted onions. 

A 1 percent retail sales tax will go into effect in Peoria. 

probably in April, after a unanimous vote of the City Council Tuesday night 
The tax will be colleted by the city and will apply only to the first $500 of 
any sale. Mail order sales, food and drugs, and items subject to the hotel, res¬ 
taurant and amusement tax, will be exempt. 

Joe Walter was acquitted Tuesday of the intimidation of 

a man connected with a Peoria arson fire. Walters was accused of threatening 
to kill Ronald Perrine if Perrine released information Walters allegedly gave 
him about a plan to burn a Peoria building. Peoria Fire Capt. Vernon Gudat 
was killed while fighting the Jan. 23, 1983 arson blaze. No one has been 
charged with setting the fire, although an investigation continues. 

After a self-imposed absence of nine years from the 
airwaves, the Peoria District 150 school board voted unanimously Monday to 
allow regular-season telecasts of athletic events hosted by its four city high 
schools. The policy change was prompted by the Feb. 17 basketball rematch 
between Manual and Pekin. Superintendent Harry Whitaker said he’s not 
going to agree with anything unless all of the schools are involved. 

Taft Home day care center is to be moved from its loca¬ 
tion in Taft Homes to the YWCA. The YWCA said the move is necessary for 
financial reasons.

The film The Day After 
prompted the eight panel dis¬ 
cussions on nuclear arms 
recently begun on campus. 

Students Against Nuclear 
Arms, Progressive Student Alli¬ 
ance, Council for Women’s 
Awareness, International 

Affairs Organization, Black Stu¬ 
dent Alliance, Latino Student 
Association, the Peoria Peace 
Network and the Cultural 
Affairs Committee are the spon¬ 
sors of the "Preventing Nuclear 
Apocalypse" series. 

"I’m incredibly excited about 
the groups’ cooperation. I’m 
particularly excited because of 
the issue which is involved," 
said Ann Marie Calistro, 
president of Students Against 
Nuclear Arms. "There is much 
power in resources when groups 
can pull together." 

"After The Day After , Dr. Zev 
Gorin asked me about doing a 
series about the effects of 
nuclear war. We began with a 
panel called ’The Next Day’ 
which turned out to be very 
successful," said Calistro. "Out 
of that first panel has come this 
series." 

The series began three weeks 
ago with a discussion on "Sci¬ 
ence and the Bomb." "Doctrines 
of War and Peace" was the 
second discussion held Jan. 30. 

Each group is responsible for 
one of the discussions. 

"Because of the enormity of 
the project, each group will be 
the acting primary sponsor," 
said Calistro. "This entails put¬ 
ting up the posters for that 
event, mailbox stufifers, making 
hotel arrangements and intro- 
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defense, etc." 

The moderator for the panel 
will be Dr. Kalman Goldberg, 
distinguished Bradley professor 
of economics. 

One panelist will be Erwin 
Salk, a leading organizer of 
national and international 
conferences on trade between 
the U.S. and U.S.S.R. 

The second panelist will be 
Dr. Paul Wells, professor of 
economics at the University of 
Illinois. Wells has published 
many works on economic 
theory and the nuclear arms 
race in the past 12 years. 

Frank Rosen, the third panel¬ 
ist, is a peace activist and co¬ 
chair of the U.S. Peace Council. 

"What we have to gain from 
here is just more than informa¬ 
tion. Networking for these 
issues can occur," said Calistro. 
"Change will come about out of 
the concern for peace. We will 
have a higher level of aware¬ 
ness." 

The other topics will deal with 
minorities and women, the 
effects of a nuclear war, Soviet 
goals, proliferation, and avoid¬ 
ing nuclear war. 


going to take a loss this year, 
Caldwell said, since selling ads 
to cover remaining costs 
wouldn’t leave enough room to 
cover all stories.

The Greek Column will use Pub¬ 
lications Council controls and 


critiques to ensure quality. 

Caldwell said there is a need 
for the Greek Column because 
the Scout is limited in the 
amount of space it can give the 
Greek life, which is an impor¬ 
tant part of the Bradley com¬ 
munity. This publication can 
bring Greeks closer together, 
Caldwell said. 

Although the paper is about 
Greek life, Caldwell said that 
anyone, Greek or not Greek, 
should look it over and see 
what it has to offer. "We have a 
guest column that can be writ¬ 
ten by anyone — Greeks, stu¬ 
dents or faculty," he said. 

"This paper is used as a 
forum to inform the Bradley 
community and members of the 
Greek system of the interests, 
activities, concerns and 
viewpoints of the Panhellenic 
chapters and their charter 
members."

Who's fighting the new zoning? 

Hey, off-campus students! Did you know that next year, 
if the Zoning Commission and a lot of the influential people 
in Peoria have their way, only three of you will be able to 
rent a house together? That’s right. If you happen to be 
unrelated by blood, watch out. The Zoning Commission is 
going to get you. 

As it stands now, five unrelated adults can live together. 
But the "public" in the Bradley area has been complaining 
about these households, and the City wants to do something 
about it.

After all, 
more than half the students who attend Bradley live off 
campus. According to Mike Murphy, director of housing, last 
semester 2,639 students lived off campus, while 2,410 stu¬ 
dents lived in the dorms and only 555 lived in sorority or 
fraternity houses. 

But have we been challenging it? No. As a matter of fact 
the Campus Affairs Committee of Student Senate and the 
Off Campus Student Association (OCSA) support the new 
proposal, except for two stipulations. "It’s much needed," 
said Suzanne Richey, president of OCSA and a member of 
the Campus Affairs Committee of Student Senate. 

There is one small, tiny sliver of hope for Bradley off- 
campus students involved in all this. The new proposal says 
that if a house meets certain requirements, the landlords can 
apply for a special permit that would allow them to have four 
or five tenants. 

The requirements the house has to meet, however, are 
quite strict. And most of the old houses in the Bradley area 
that are in question probably won't meet these requirements. 
For example, there has to be enough off-street parking for 
five people, whether or not all five people who live there 
have a car. Most of the old houses don’t even have drive¬ 
ways, or they have very small ones. Certainly not enough for 
five cars. OCSA and the Campus Affairs Committee oppose 
this point , but are doing virtually nothing about it. 

And there are other regulations, too, that most of the 
houses involved probably won’t be able to meet. Like all 
those dealing with building codes, fire codes, city codes, ad 
nauseum. 

It’s hard to believe the University (in the form of 
Campus Affairs and OCSA) actually supports this proposal. 
Richey said they want to maintain good relations between 
the University and the neighborhoods. 

Good relations?

Due to a number of calls asking 
to borrow their jumper cables, 
security has provided the following 
to show students how to use the 
cables properly. Sgt. Chris Burnett 
said, "It's a simple safety factor, a 
lot of people don't know what 
they're doing!'

To avoid an explosion, it’s 
important to use the proper pro¬ 
cedure when attempting to jump 
start a dead battery, the AAA- 
Chicago Motor Club cautions. 

When working on the battery, 
always wear protective eye cov¬ 
ering, do not smoke and avoid 
contact with battery acid. Be 
careful to keep jumper cables 
and articles of clothing away 
from moving parts under the 
hood.

Position cars so they are not 
touching. Put the transmission 
in park, (neutral for a stick 
shift) and set the parking brake. 
Turn off' all accessories except 
the four-way flasher. 

Attach cables to the batteries 
in this order: 

1. One end of the positive 
cable (often colored red or 
marked with a plus sign) to 
positive terminal of booster bat¬ 
tery. 

2. The other end of the posi¬ 
tive cable to positive terminal of 
the dead battery. 

3. One end of the negative 
cable (often black or marked 
with a minus sign) to negative 
terminal on the good battery. 

4. The other end of the nega¬ 
tive cable to the engine block or 
generator mounting bracket of 
the car with the dead battery. 
This last connection will pro¬ 
duce a small spark that could 
cause an explosion by igniting 
the battery gasses, which is why 
the last connection should be as 
far from the battery as possible. 

After running the engine of 
the booster car for a short time* 
to charge the dead battery. 


attempt to start the disabled car. 
Don't crank the starter for 
more than 20 seconds, waiting 
two minutes between tries. 

Once the disabled car is run¬ 
ning, disconnect the cables in 
reverse order, starting with the 
last connection you made. 

The formerly disabled auto 
should be taken to a service sta¬ 
tion for testing and charging of 
the battery. 


Sgt. Burnett also added a Jew 
safety tips of his own: 

1. Remember to remove the 
cable immediately after the dead 
battery starts. 

2. At no time let the cable ends 
touch.

Genesis Excites Cynical Critic

Commercial rock and roll, oh 
boy! Live, no less! Just what I want 
to spend my hard earned cash on. 

So why go to a Genesis con¬ 
cert called "The Mama Tour" when 
I know they’re just going to play 
their new "hits"? 

Because I’ve heard rumors 
about Genesis concerts and last Sa¬ 
turday night I found out they were 
true. 

As you may have guessed I 
don’t particularly care for the "new" 
Genesis sound. I’ve been a fan of 
the old Genesis sound for years and 
I was a more than disappointed to 
hear their new album, slyly titled 
Genesis, and find that my idols had 
I "gone commercial." 

Fortunately Phil Collins, Tony 
Banks, Mike Rutherford, Daryl 
Stuermer, and Chester Thompson 


know that there are still some peo¬ 
ple around who have heard and 
loved the kind of music Genesis 
produced on Trespass and other 
early albums. 

One of the highlights of the 
two solid hours of Genesis music 
was a medley of cuts off Trespass, 
The Lamb Lies Down On Broad¬ 
way, and The Wind and The Wuth- 
ering. 

Of course they played their 
new songs like "That’s All," and 
"Mama." After all, as Collins point¬ 
ed out, you can’t please all the 
people all of the time. But they 
tried. 

The stage lighting, designed 
by Varilite, was a show in itself and 
helped to make every song excit¬ 
ing. 

Collins was another highlight 


of the show. He sounds as good 
live as he does in a studio and he 
can still play drums, too. At times 
Collins and Thompson took over 
the show with drum solos and 
duets, and proved they both know 
how to beat on dead animal skins. 

Collins ran around the stage 
so much I’m surprised he was still 
breathing at the end of the show. 
Not only was he breathing, he was 
still singing and drumming with the 
same energy he’d had at the open¬ 
ing, two hours earlier. 

The sound and members of 
Genesis may have changed over the 
years but the quality of their music 
and performances has never 
slipped. Saturday’s show was excit¬ 
ing and entertaining although it did 
seem a bit too rehearsed and clini¬ 
cal, a little too commercial. 


^Wabuki, the Japanese dance 
that originated in Kabuki Theatre, 
is an "art of moods".

Ayako, with a mountainous 
black wig over a pale white face, 
first performed "Shima No Senzai," 
a dance telling of a young girl’s 
reflections on previous loves and 
her current happiness, showing the 
girl’s thoughts in motion as she re¬ 
moved her billowy pink robe and 
crossed her hands on her chest. The 
rest of the dance was not so easily 
interpreted. For this reason, Ayako 
presented a guide, accompanied by 
a recorded voice, to help the audi¬ 
ence appreciate Kabuki. 

Kabuki varies from Western 
dance in many respects. While bal-

let is filled with leaps, Kabuki takes 
place entirely on the ground. The 
costumes in ballet emphasize the 
grace of the human form; elaborate 


clothes in Kabuki express beauty in 
line and embellishment, correlating 
,to the characterization of the 
dancer/protagonist. In ballet the 
step is the basic movement; Kabuki 
uses the gesture to convey and 
hold meaning. 

It was the use of highly styl¬ 
ized gesture that made full appreci¬ 
ation of the dance difficult. Some 
broad, mime-like gestures were 
easily understood, such as swaying 
and the flowing movement of two 
hand-held fans that indicated waves 
upon an ocean. Yet other motions 
had very specific interpretations 
^stemming from Japanese culture. 


K n introduction before "Mitsu- 
men Komori" explained what other¬ 


wise would have been an unfathom¬ 
able, albeit beautiful, dance. 
"Mitsumen Komori" told the story 
of a nursemaid who uses three 
masks dangling from a bamboo 
stalk to calm the baby she nurses. 
The nursemaid daydreams, and the 
three masks become the characters 
of a drama within a drama. The 
accompanying music included 
Japanese dialogue between the 
'three masks. Ayako deftly changed 
flasks and mannerisms as each 
character spoke. 

Considering the cultural 
canyon between East and West, it 
is perhaps no wonder that the most 
entertaining dance was also the 
most abstract. In "Echigo Jishi," 
huge white scarves gracefully 
hovered around Ayako as she 
maneuvered them to create an 
enthralling display. 


After thanking the warm, re¬ 
ceptive audience, Ayako ended the 
show with a performance of "Cher- 
ryblossom." The piece depicted the 
wondrous joy of springtime. In this 
dance, as throughout most of the 
performance, Ayako used Kabuki to 
communicate universal sentiments 
with an Eastern flair.

Exorcising William Peter Blatty

Most of us have, at one time or another, heard of 
the infamous The Exorcist. Both novel and screenplay 
were written by William Peter Blatty. 

Once again, Blatty has attempted to cast a spell of 
suspense, - power and supposed intensity. I say "at¬ 
tempted" because, with his new novel Legion, Blatty’s 
magic has failed miserably. 

This tale of evil starts with a mock crucifixion, 
follows with a decapitation, a draining of a priest’s 
blood, the removal of a nurse’s organs, and so on. This 
peculiar case is given to the aging Detective Kinder- 
man, who must not only solve this series of gruesome 
crimes, but must also ponder the existence of a "good" 
God who would tolerate such monstrous evil. 

It’s the metaphysical pondering that spoils an oth¬ 
erwise tolerable story of blood, gore and the superna¬ 
tural. Blatty continually throws Kinderman into phases 
of deep introspection, where deep (and I mean very 
deep) and I suppose profound thoughts are fed to the 
reader. All I received from these deep thoughts was 
profound confusion (and a strong desire to trash the 


book, not to mention vomit, spew blood and chop out 
sheep intestines). 

Blatty also provides a whole cast of suspects for 
the reader to wonder about. Is the murderer the elder¬ 
ly, senile woman, the jaded neurologist, the twisted 
psychiatrist, the mysterious mental patient locked away 
in isolation -- or is it a Legion? The word "legion" is 
taken from a phrase found in Mark 5:9 of the Bible. 

One of the finer points of Legion is Blatty’s por¬ 
trayal of the twisted, but rather fun and bizarre psychi¬ 
atrist, whose methods of treatment are quite unusual 
(to say the least). Another highlight is Kinderman’s 
battle with the carp that takes over his bathtub for 
several days. 

Would I recommend Legion? Well, yes -- no -- 
and yes. Yes, if you are one of those bloodthirsty indi¬ 
viduals who cut their teeth on such trash. No, if you 
are searching for the meaning of God and Life -- you 
won’t find it here. And yes, because I wouldn’t mind 
someone telling me what actually did happen 
throughout this sprawling mess!

Committee to study bookstore prices

"I bought a book from the 
Bradley Bookstore at semester’s 
start for my ART 207 class. 
Visionary Film: The American 
Avant-Garde 1943-1978 cost 
$12, Bradley University Book¬ 
store price. 

"I got home, peeled the con¬ 
cealing sticker to reveal the 
book’s normal bookstore retail 
price: $6.95." 

--one student’s experience 
"Students are concerned over 
increased Bookstore prices and 
low refund rates," said Lori 
Quist, head of the Campus 
Affairs subcommittee of student 
senate investigating Bookstore 
complaints. 

"Because Bradley has one 
bookstore, there’s no competi¬ 
tion. The committee is investi¬ 
gating the possibility of a book 
exchange once a year," said 
Quist. 

In fall, 1981, former Senator 
Jon Shipp headed a book 
exchange project to help stu¬ 
dents curb the rising cost of 
books. A computer list was 
posted so students could get in 
touch with others having books 
they needed. 

Quist said, "Due to misinfor¬ 
mation, bad publicity, a work 
overload with an understaffed 
committee, and the short time 
element to gather required texts 


for the following semester, not 
many people responded." 

The same happened in the 
spring of 1982 when the book 
exchange was reattempted. 

Quist said students have sug¬ 
gested alternatives to the Book¬ 
store increases. The students

Sigma Phi Delta more 
than just a fraternity

Can you guess which fraternity does not participate in the trad¬ 
itional rush and calling out functions experienced by other Greek 
houses? 

Bradley is one of 10 North American universities to have a 
chapter of the Sigma Phi Delta engineering fraternity on campus, 
according to sophomore Frank McGee, an SPD member. 

The United States has eight active SPD chapters, with two 
chapters located in Canada, said McGee, a computer science major. 

Bradley’s SPD chapter has existed since 1965 when it was 
housed on Main Street across from Robertson Memorial Field 
House. In 1968 the chapter moved to its present location, a house 
on University Avenue that is over 100 years old. 

SPD was a member of the Interfraternity Council in 1978-79, 
but has since left the IFC, choosing to rush prospective members 
on its own. 

SPD has a policy of accepting only pledges who are engineering 
•majors. 

"Usually, it’s very discriminating," said McGee, adding that 
members may change their majors following their freshman year. 
The current SPD membership totals 12, with eight actives and four 
pledges. 

SPD sponsors functions similar to other Greek letter fraterni¬ 
ties, such as a ritual of initiation, formals, road rallies and a little 
sister organization. 

SPD usually conducts tours of Jobst Hall during summer 
orientation for new students, but this summer SPD members will 
experience a tour of their own when they visit the Fermi Lab in 
Batavia, one of the nation’s largest National Accelerator Labora¬ 
tories which works with subatomic particles.

"The general purpose of the 
MUN is twofold," said Mike 
Wilczynski, MUN chairman. 
"First, it’s designed to give the 
delegates and observers an 
understanding of international 
issues from many viewpoints, 
not just our own. Second, it will 
make you aware of how futile 
international relations can be at 
times. It becomes apparent that 
much of the time, the U.N. is 
simply not effective." 

"The resolutions we debate 
are all written by the partici¬ 
pants," said Wilczynski. "We ask 
them to determine what posi¬ 
tion their country will take on 
an issue and then to write a 
resolution reflecting that posi¬ 
tion." 

Before people can represent a 
country in MUN, they should 
know a good deal about it. Each 
delegate fills out an information 
guide which asks questions 
about such things as the 
country’s history, economy and 
politics. "We don’t require a lot 
of research," Wilczynski said, 
"but the more you do, the 
easier it will be to debate your 
position." 

Mary Conway, MUN 
president, said, "The debates do 
get rather heated at times. The 
emphasis is on role-playing. 
Many times you’ll have to argue 
a position which is contrary to 
your own personal beliefs." 

The MUN works in conjunc¬ 
tion with the International Stu¬ 
dies department, but, Conway 
said, "It’s not restricted to IS 
majors. Just over half the peo¬ 
ple involved are actually IS stu¬ 
dents." 

The Model United Nations 
will be held in two sessions: 1-4 
p.m. tomorrow in the Student 
Center Ballroom Annex and 1-4 
p.m. Feb. 25 in the Student 
Center Cafeteria. Admission is 
free. Spectators are welcome.

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Zoning goes to city council on Feb. 28

If the Peoria City Council 
approves changes in the city’s 
zoning ordinance, a landlord 
will have to get administrative 
approval to continue renting to 
four or five unrelated adults. 

The proposal goes before the 
council Feb. 28. As the ordi¬ 
nance presently stands, up to 
ve unrelated adults can live in 
[one unit. 

The changes would require a 
ndlord to pay a one-time $10 
e to the city for the approval 
he or she wishes to rent to 
more than three unrelated 
adults. 


Zoning Director Wayne 
Anthony said the application 
could be processed in five 
minutes, and the landlord 
would be on his way with the 
approval. 

To get the approval, a land¬ 
lord must show he or she has 
rented to four or five persons 
previous to the change, and can 
provide ofl'-street parking for 
each of the tenants. 

If a landlord in the past has 
not rented to more than three 
tenants, he must show he can 
provide ofl'-street parking, meet 
the city’s housing, building, and 
fire codes, provide a minimum 


of 120 square feet of bedroom 
space for two people, and have 
no more than two people occu¬ 
pying any bedroom to get the 
permit. The new use must not 
be within 300 feet of an existing 
use. 

The application to continue 
an existing use must be made 
by Sept. 1 of this year. If the 
use permitted is discontinued 
for one year or the application 
is made after Sept. 1, the land¬ 
lord must reapply for adminis¬ 
trative approval and meet all the 
ordinance’s requirements. 

'The permit can be revoked if 
the terms of the approval are 


violated. If a tenant parks over¬ 
night on the street when there 
is off-street parking provided, 
the tenant will be held responsi¬ 
ble, not the landlord, Anthony 
said. _ 


The landlord can ask the 
Zoning Commission for a spe¬ 
cial exception if he or she 
wishes to bypass the administra¬ 
tive approval process for a vari- 
ance to the requirements.

A final pre-trial hearing date 
will be set next week in a 
lawsuit against Bradley Univer¬ 
sity filed by a former security 
officer. 

Patricia Sier, 36, filed a $2 
million suit Nov. 18, 1983, 

against the University, Director 
of Communications and Secu¬ 
rity David Baer and former per¬ 
sonnel manager Ronald Moss. 

A preliminary pre-trial 
conference will be at 3:45 p.m. 
Feb. 24 in federal court in 
Peoria. U.S. District Court 
Judge Michael Mihm is han¬ 
dling the case. Sier has also filed 
a suit in circuit court. 

Sier charged she was unjustly 
fired April 23, 1983, in retalia¬ 
tion for three actions she had 
taken while employed as a secu¬ 
rity officer. , 

Sier was the officer who wrote 
the police report which detailed 
an incident involving James E. 
Koopman, former vice 
president for business affairs. 
Koopman pled guilty last sum¬ 
mer to reckless conduct in the 
incident. He was accused of cut¬ 
ting the chest of a female custo¬ 
dial employee with broken glass. 

The incident occurred in 
February 1983. Koopman 
resigned after criminal charges 
were filed against him in April. 

Sier’s lawsuit charges she was 
fired in retaliation for the police 


report. The former corporal also 
said she was fired because of 
unfair labor practice charges she 
filed against the University over 
a two-year period. 

In November 1981 Sier filed 
unfair working practice charges 
with Peoria’s Fair Employment 
and Housing Commission. In 
October 1982 she filed unfair 
labor practice and sexual harass¬ 
ment charges with the National 
Labor Relations Board. She won 
both cases. 

Sier received a termination 
letter during a meeting with 
Baer and Moss April 23. The 
letter, signed by Baer, said 
Sier's dismissal was "based on 
your work record and ... related 
infractions of university stan¬ 
dards." 

A grievance and a reinstate¬ 
ment request filed by Sier were 
denied by Baer and Bradley 
Business Manager Kenneth 
Goldin in May. Her grievance 
stated she was "fired with no 
valid reason ... without proper 
reason and under improper pro¬ 
cedure." 

In rejecting Sier’s grievance, 
Baer said the reasons for her 
discharge were "reflected" in her 
termination letter. 

Sier’s lawsuit asks for $1 mil¬ 
lion punitive damages, $1 mil¬ 
lion for retaliatory discharge, 
reinstatement and back pay. 

Sier served on the security 
force since October 1976.

Western zoning update. Peoria's planning and zoning com¬ 
missions Thursday recommended the City Council annex and grant commer¬ 
cial zoning status to two West Peoria businesses. Approval would mean 
McDonald s Restaurant. 627 N. Western, could expand its parking lot by 24 
spaces and Super Liquors could seek a liquor license to operate at 519-525 N. 
Western. If the council approves the recommendations Feb. 28. it would mark 
the first time city boundaries have extended west across Western Avenue 
into the unincorporated stretch between Seventh Avenue and Main Street. 

Both panels unanimously recommended approving a request by Dr Floyd 
Rashid for annexation and general commercial zoning at 519-525 N. Western. 
The planning panel unanimously supported McDonald's request for annexa¬ 
tion and two lots on Barker for extended parking. The zoning group recom¬ 
mended the council approve general commercial zoning designations for the 
restaurant and off-street parking for the property. 

Food establishment inspection and licensing records 

will now be available to the public because of a policy adopted Monday night 
by the Peoria City/County Health Department board. Peoria County State’s 
Attorney John Barra recommended to the board that the records should be 
made available after meeting two criteria: The business owner must be 
notified of alleged violations, and the owner has been given the opportunity 
for a hearing before the health board. Very few records will be open, however, 
because fewer than one percent reach the hearing stage. The policy comes 
as a result of a request last month from the Peoria Journal Star that all 
records pertaining to food establishments in the county be opened for public 
inspection.

Money spent on the arms race could 
be used more productively in creating 
civilian employment and revamping the 
economy, agreed the panel members of 
"The Arms Race and the Economy" 
Monday in the Student Center. 

The debates on the budget and the 
deficit reflect the unwillingness of Amer¬ 
icans to bear the costs of armament, said 
Dr. Kalman Goldberg, distinguished pro¬ 
fessor of economics and moderator of 
the third "Preventing Nuclear Apo¬ 
calypse" discussion. 

"It is not a matter of money, but of 
alternatives we sacrifice when we devote 
our productive activities and capacities to 
armaments," said Goldberg. 

Dr. Paul Wells, professor of 
economics at the University of Illinois, 
said military spending causes inflation by 


drawing scientists, engineers and 
mathematicians away from the civilian 
industries by paying them higher 
salaries. Such spending also creates 
inflation by creating a product that could 
not be consumed in the market. 

"Spending a billion dollars on a 
sewer system contributes to our stan¬ 
dards of living; spending it on a B-l 
bomber contributes to our standards of 
death," he said. 

Frank Rosen said, "The American 
military industrial structure is essentially 
corrupt." He is District 11 president of 
the United Electrical Radio and Machine 
Workers and co-chair of the U.S. Peace 
Council. 

Rosen said there was a degeneration 
of cost accounting, responsibility and 
quality control in military enterprise. An

Too many Greeks on senate? 

The "Thought for the Day" at the end of the student 
senate minutes Monday was something we thought the 
whole campus would be interested in. 

"Of 31 senators there are 12 DUs (Delta Upsilons).... 
Fifty-eight percent of senate is Greek." 

Fifty-eight percent of senate is Greek, but only about 33 
percent of the student population is Greek. Is this fair 
representation? 

Of course, some of those Greek senators actually 
represent a dorm — so when voting, they should consider 
what’s best for their constituency, not the Greeks. Just as all 
senators should think of their constituency. 

But when it comes to loyalty, we’re willing to bet that 
most Greek senators stick to their house, or stick to what’s 
best for the Greeks. After all, you’re a DU or a Sigma Kappa 
for life, right? Sure, we have some sentimentality for "the ol’ 
dorm," but it’s not like our "brothers and sisters." 

On the other hand, how many burning issues come 
before senate that are Greek and non-Greek based? Very 
few. 

However, there is one issue where "Greek-ness" comes 
into play - voting in new senators. It’s interesting that when 
the senators have to choose between a Greek and a non- 
Greek, often the Greek person wins. 

But is this bad? Is it wrong to have a lot of Greeks on 
senate? 

Certainly not if these Greek people are fair and do a 
good job. But no one should be given a job just because he 
or she is Greek. 

Anyway, senate representation is not perfect - if a con¬ 
stituency has no one who wants to represent it after a certain 
period of time, then any student can represent that consti¬ 
tuency. So a person living off campus can represent Heitz or 
Windom, and a person living in Lovelace can represent 
Wyckoff - if no one from the dorm applies in the allotted 
time. 

The perfect system would be to have senators living in 
and experiencing the life of his or her constituency — dorm, 
off-campus, or Greek. But there are many people who don’t 
care - very, very few students ever attend senate meetings. 

The perfect system can’t work if people don’t partici¬ 
pate. 

In the last few years, senate hasn’t been doing a lot - 
but it has been running well. Most of the senators - Greek 
and non-Greek - seem to want to be senators and work hard 
on their committees. 

There hasn’t been a "Greek and non-Greek" issue in 
senate - but that doesn’t mean there won’t be in the future. 

We want all students to know just what the make-up of 
senate is, and if it bothers you, do something about it. If 
you’re not going to do something, then don’t complain about 
the Greeks on Senate — they have, in general, given a lot of 
time and hard work to senate.

Zoning 


Dear Editor, 

An open letter to Peoria city coun¬ 
cil concerning a zoning code proposal. 

A proposed zoning code will 
come before the City Council 
shortly - An Ordinance Amending 
Appendix B to the Code of the City 
of Peoria Pertaining to the Compo¬ 
sition of Family Units Occupying 
Dwellings. I do not believe that 
new codes should be established for 
casual reasons. When a change in a 
code is proposed I expect there to 
be proof that a problem exists and 
(more importantly) substantial evi¬ 
dence that the new code will correct 
the problem. Side-effects should 
also be considered. 

The statement is made that 
having more than three unrelated 
persons in a dwelling unit results in 
"a reduction in taxable land and 
building values." In 1977 the 
assessed valuation of my property 
on Fredonia by the City of Peoria 
was $10,850. In 1982 the assessed 
valuation by the city was $21,180. 
During the entire 1977-82 period 
the property had more than three 
unrelated individuals residing there. 
The assessed valuation of nearby 
property also rose. Inflation alone 
does not account for huge (100 per¬ 
cent) increases in taxable values. 

The statement is made that 
having more than three unrelated 
persons in a dwelling unit "increases 
population density." The number of 
individuals residing in a house is 
usually regulated by the number of 
bedrooms. It is unusual for a man 
and his wife to rent an eight room 
(plus a bath) house like mine on 
Fredonia unless they have a large 
number of children and/or relatives 
living with them. If the proposed 
code forces me to rent to such fami¬ 
lies it will not reduce population 
density in the area. 

The statement is made that 
having more than three unrelated 
persons in a dwelling unit "increases 
the number of vehicles parked and 
operated to and from the unit." The 
number of vehicles associated with a 
residence has more to do with the 
affluence and taste of the individuals 
residing there than with the number 
of unrelated individuals living in the 
house. 

The last "whereas" statement 
says that limiting the number of 
unrelated individuals in a dwelling 
unit will not adversely affect the 
investment of the owners. This is 
simply not true. It is a fact that 
there are few "traditional families" 
(as defined in the proposed code) 
that can afford the rent" (or mort¬ 
gage payment), utilities, etc. on a 
five bedroom house or have the 
need for one. Rents are largely 
based on supply and demand. If 
scores of large rental houses are 
made exclusively available to the 
few "traditional families" that need 


or want them, my rental income will 
drop. 

In city codes I do not believe 
that the proper distinction between 
two groups is relationship by birth 
or marriage. Under the proposed 
code groups of cousins, brothers, 
grandchildren, etc. would be allowed 
to live in a manner which would be 
illegal for unrelated individuals. If 
reduction in population density is 
really the aim of the code, why not 
have the code state that there shall 
be 120 square feet of bedroom 
space for every two adults regardless 
of their relationship? If avoiding 
congested streets is the goal, why 
not make every dwelling unit have 
one parking space for every adult in 
the household on the rear 20 feet of 
the lot? When such provisions are 
required only for unrelated indivi¬ 
duals there is clearly discrimination. 
The victims are primarily the young, 
single and poor. 

The proposed code states that 
residents of a property shall not be 
permitted to park overnight on the 
streets if they are an "unrelated 
group family." My tenants are pay¬ 
ing (through their rent) $1,727 per 
year in taxes plus special assess¬ 
ments. Part of those taxes go for 
streets. Requiring some off street 
parking for rental property is rea¬ 
sonable, but to deny use of public 
parking on the street to a renter is 
unreasonable. The proposed code is 
saying that anyone from anywhere 
in the country can park his car on 
that street except for the person 
who is paying for its upkeep. 

The owner of the property is 
responsible for the acts of his 
tenants. I am willing to put a provi¬ 
sion in my lease that calls for 
tenants to be evicted after the 
second "nuisance" violation of city 
codes. But what if my tenant plays 
his record player too loud twice and 
I evict him? Then a new tenant 
moves in and commits a garbage 
violation. Neither tenant is subject 
to a city fine, but if this happens in 
a 12-month period I will be per¬ 
manently punished. My property 
will not be able to continue in its 
existing use. (Sec. 2-42.7001 and 
.7002) 

How will the proposed code be 
enforced? City zoning employees 
admit that they do not know how 
many houses are occupied by four 
or five unrelated individuals and 
that many codes are now enforced 
only by complaint or targeted area. 
Violations go on for 15 or 20 years. 

The Zoning Commission and 
City Council have an obligation to 
property owners to establish long 
term plans that allow management 
of property without disruption. The 
average sale price of houses in 
Peoria dropped 8.5 percent last year 
and continues to fall. The number 
of empty rental units in the Peoria 
area is at an all-time high. The new 
zoning code would impose further 
hardship on property owners. 

Will the proposed code correct 
problems that citizens complain 
about? At the October and Febru¬ 
ary meetings of the Zoning Com¬ 
mission I heard testimony that there 
were "lifestyle conflicts," parking and 
noise problems on the Bluff and 
Northside. I lived near Bradley 


University through the mid- and 
late 1970’s and experienced few 
problems, but I accept that certain 
individuals are having difficulties. I 
heard citizens suggest that the new 
code would alleviate problems such 
as loud parties and parking on side¬ 
walks. Such actions violate existing 
codes and I did not hear any clear 
explanation of why existing codes 
do not work. I do not believe that 
the proposed code will correct noise 
and parking problems. The proposed 
code has no new punishment for 
those generating noise. I doubt that 
the new code will remove many 
tenants' cars from the street since 
existing code requires every unre¬ 
lated individual in a dwelling unit to 
be provided with an off street park¬ 
ing space. Visitors, party goers and 
people with classes or business in an 
area will continue to be able to park 
on the street. 

Most of the complaints that I 
heard at zoning meetings were 
about students. Mike Murphy, 
director of housing at Bradley 
University, has stated that 2,639 
students lived off-campus last 
semester (plus 2,410 on campus and 
55 in sorority or fraternity houses). 
Bradley is also one of Peoria’s big¬ 
gest employers. People will continue 
to drive to campus if they have cars 
and will continue to live close to 
campus if they have to walk to 
classes. I doubt that the proposed 
code will greatly change the parking 
habits of students or the noise gen¬ 
erated by them. "Lifestyle conflicts" 
will continue.

OCSA side 

Dear Editor, 

As President of the Off-Campus 
Student Association, I would like to 
clarify our position on the new zon¬ 
ing proposal. We represent the zon¬ 
ing concerns of off-campus students. 
In the past OCSA expressed "fierce 
opposition" to Councilman 
Bateman’s proposal to change the 
number of unrelated adults living in 
an apartment from five to three. We 
circulated a petition, collecting over 
350 signatures, and filed it with the 
Zoning Commission as testimony 
against the proposal, which was 
tabled on Nov. 3, 1983. The 

Councilman’s proposed change 
would not have solved neighbor¬ 
hood problems such as parking, 
noise, and population density, but in 
effect would limit the uses of larger 
homes and create financial hardships 
on renters and investors. 
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Having worked with the Zoning 
Commission and the Uplands 
Homeowners Association, we are 
aware of the need for a proposal 
which in effect would conserve the 
value of land and buildings, lessen 
congestion in public streets, and 
promote public health, safety, com¬ 
fort and welfare in our residential 
neighborhoods, which have been 
deteriorating. We have the best 
interest of the Bradley student in 
mind. We value the proposed 
change because it would insure that 
the area houses are within city 
housing and fire codes. The problem 
houses will be forced to comply with 
the code, meaning better houses for 
Bradley students to live in. 

However, OCSA does not 
approve of all the proposed section 
changes. For example, the off-street 
parking regulations are too strict. 
We stated our position at the Feb. 2 
public hearing and will continue to 
work with the Zoning Commission 
to negotiate the controversial 
aspects of the new proposal.

example he cited was corpora¬ 
tions such as Chrysler supplying 
low quality military equipment, 
to the government. 

"The reason that the whole 
system has become inbred and 
corrupt is because there’s so 
much money involved. National 
security and the flag are 
wrapped around the whole thing 
so that it is relatively free of 
inquiry from the general public 
— as a result we have a military 
establishment that runs hog 
wild," Rosen said. 

Rosen called the military- 
industrial relationship "incestu¬ 
ous."

Wells performed a cost- 
benefit analysis on military 
spending. He said nuclear 
weapons could not protect us 
from attack and destruction; it 
would only enable us to destroy 
our enemy’s homeland. 

"The term ’defense spending’ 
is outdated," he said. "We can¬ 
not defend ourselves; neither 
can the Soviets. We are both 
hostages to the other side’s 
nuclear forces." 

Regarding the useful techno¬ 
logical spinoffs from military 
spending. Wells said, "There 
certainly is a spinoff, because 
we have about 30 percent of 
our most talented engineers and 
scientists working in the mili¬ 
tary industrial, complex." 


Wells said quality education 
was being provided in fields 
beneficial to the military- 
industrial complex. 

"We are neglecting education; 
we are neglecting our environ¬ 
ment. The environment is rot¬ 
ting on us. Industry is being 
deprived of resources which it 
could use to build up its own 
capital plants and equipment. 
Our cities are crumbling," Wells 
said. 

Rosen criticized the press as 
being unwilling to "make a clean 
break" on the question of mili¬ 
tary spending. 

"Big city media and the 
national television networks are 
not operating in the interests of 
the people. The press represents 


some of the financial interests 
that are involved in military 
spending," he said. 

Wells criticized the Reagan 
administration’s attempts at 
arms talks. 

"We have not gone to the 
table with the Soviets under the 
Reagan administration and bar¬ 
gained in good faith. The only 
way we can defend ourselves is 
to negotiate verifiable, bilateral 
arms-reduction treaties with the 
Soviet Union," he said. 

The discussion was attended 
by about 75 people. The next 
panel, on "Armaments, Minori¬ 
ties and Women," will be 7:30 
p.m. Feb. 27 in Student Center 
107.

The University is making a 
grave error; Gene is well respected 
by his colleagues, the Peoria com¬ 
munity and most importantly, the 
minority students who comprise the 
Bradley campus. Over the years. 
Gene Young developed a reputation 
of "all or nothing." He never 
compromised or adhered to any pol¬ 
icy that would not benefit the 
minority student. Gene Young is a

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WASHINGTON, D.C. (CPS) - 
About the same percentage of 
America’s high school grads went 
on to some sort of college educa¬ 
tion in 1980, but for the first time 
more women than men continued 
their educations. 

Moreover, a student’s race, 
socio-economic background and 
geographic location seem to play a 
role in deciding if the student will 
I go on to college after high school, 
and if the student goes to a two- 
year or four-year school, the Na¬ 
tional Center for Education Statis¬ 
tics (NCES) says in a new survey. 

Over half the nation’s high 
school seniors of 1980 went 
straight to college, NCES’ annual 
"High School and Beyond" survey 
found. 

The enrollment rate was not 
unexpected. 

"The overall percentage (of 
students going on to college) has 
been fairly constant in recent 
years," says Tom Snyder, NCES’ 
education program specialist. 

"Through most of the seven¬ 
ties, the rate has hovered around 
50 percent, except for during the 
Vietnam era when it was up some¬ 
what," Snyder says. 

Even more 1980 high school

but Carlin Seemed Old

It had been an unusually hec¬ 
tic week, and I had finally gotten 
over the cold that had run me 
down for the past fourteen days. 
Friday night would be the GREAT 
RELEASE. No, this wasn’t just any 
Friday night, George Carlin was 
going to be in town. 

The air was charged with elec¬ 
tricity. Thousands of people were at 
the Civic Center, almost in adora¬ 
tion of the masterful comic (at least 
that’s the way I felt about him, 
having grown up with his unique 
style of humor). 

The energy level climbed 
higher as the impatient crowd wait¬ 
ed for the show to begin. And wait¬ 
ed. Half an hour after the an¬ 
nounced curtain time, a pair of 
musicians walked out on the stage 
to warm up for Carlin. Despite the 
shouts and catcalls from a disgrun¬ 
tled audience (very much like what 
might be heard from Iron Maiden 
fans waiting through Air Supply as 
a warm-up act), the duo, Travis 
and Schook, put on an entertaining 
show filled with musical humor. 

After twenty minutes, the pair 
concluded their act to a chorus of 
grateful applause, and the stage 
was cleared. We waited. 

Finally, the time had come. 
The lights dimmed, and George 
Carlin walked onto the stage. 

Gone was the long, waist 
length hair of his youth. This was

a much older Carlin, considerably 
aged by two heart attacks, with 
cropped, almost all grey hair. 

Not quite as energetic as he 
could be, Carlin still had that man¬ 
ic air about him as he shook his 
body and waved his arms madly, 
throwing poignant ad-libs, or taking 
off on a nonsensical flight of fancy 
that made me giggle even though I 
couldn’t later explain what I had 
been giggling about. 

There were a lot of chuckles, 
even some bellylaughs. But when 
the lights went up after more than 
an hour and a half of Carlin’s rou¬ 
tine, I had to ask, "Is that it?" 

I remembered his old albums 
and the times I had seen him on 
TV. He had always seemed incredi¬ 
bly funny to me, with his way of 
talking about commonplace things 
that most of us took for granted. 
Carlin would hold them up for us 
to see against the background of 
his simple logic, so their incon¬ 
sistencies, and ours, would make us 
laugh. 

After a long, trying week, 
there was nothing more I wanted 
than for someone to show me the 
humor in all of the frustration I had 
been through. But that didn’t hap¬ 


pen. 

Sure, he said at the beginning 
of the show that he would be work¬ 
ing with new material during the 
show, but I expected more than I 
got. 

It’s hard to believe that my 
dissatisfaction came from material 
that was weak and premature. I’m 
trying very hard to believe that he 
has not lost his touch. After all, his 
timing still seems good. 

But, in the back of my mind, 1 
had the nagging suspicion that 
there were many times when the 
audience laughed out of love for an 
idol, not for the jokes. There were 
too many dead silences. At one 
point, Carlin seemed to be a little 
embarrassed. 

I hope George Carlin hasn’t 
lost his flair because I always did, 
and still do, admire him. There 
were moments when he still worked 
his magic, and I loved it. But, as I 
look back on the show, I can only 
say this: Carlin, when you are sure 
of your material, when you are 
finished working it over, it’s out¬ 
standing, unique, and downright 
funny, but, since you weren’t 
finished working on it Friday night, 
I would have appreciated knowing 
that before l had paid good money 
to listen to it. 


grads continued their educations' in 
the three years since they graduat¬ 
ed, the report reveals. 

Besides the initial 54 percent 
who immediately enrolled in post¬ 
secondary schools, an additional 14 
percent attended some form of 
post-secondary institution in the 
three years after their graduations. 

The high school class of 1980 
also marked the first time since 
World War II that more women 
♦han men went on to college. 

By fall, 1980, 33 percent of 
the women had enrolled in four- 
year colleges and 19 percent went 
to two-year schools. Men’s atten¬ 
dance rates were 30 percent and 19 
percent, respectively. 

Asian Americans had the 
highest college attendance rate of 
all racial and ethnic groups, the 
study shows. 

Seventy-four percent of all 
Asian-American high school grads 
went on to attend some form of 
college, compared to 51 percent for 
whites, 44 percent for blacks, 33 
percent for Hispanics, and 34 per¬ 
cent for American Indians. 

Of the students who scored 
high in academic ability tests in 
high school, nearly 80 percent went 
directly to college.

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Sixty-four percent attended 
four-year colleges in fall, 1980. 
Only 15 percent went to two-year 
colleges. 

Among "average" students, 51 
percent went on to college. Jusi 
over 21 percent of the "low ability" 
students opted for some form of 
post-secondary education. 

While race and academic abili¬ 
ty played important roles in deter¬ 
mining if students went on to col¬ 
lege, socio-economic factors appear 
to have played a big role in deter¬ 


mining what kinds of schools they 
chose. 

Fifty-five percent of the stu¬ 
dents from high socio-economic 
families went to four-year colleges, 
compared to 30 percent of the 
middle-income students and 17 
percent of the low socio-economic 
grads. 

Geography also played an im¬ 
portant role in choosing between 
two-year and four-year colleges, the 
study notes. 

In the Northeast, 36 percent of 


the students went to four-year col¬ 
leges, while 14 percent chose two- 
year schools. Students in most oth¬ 
er regions picked four-year and 
two-year institutions in the same 
percentages, except in the West. 
There, 28 percent of the students 
went to two-year colleges and only 
22 percent to four-year campuses. 

The discrepancy reflects "a 
different pattern of state emphasis 
on two-year colleges in the West, 
particularly in California," Snyder 
asserts.

Group helps foreign students adjust to U.S.

Can you imagine what it 
woilld be like to be thousands 
of miles away from your family 
and home, to be a stranger in a 
foreign country? Many Bradley 
students face this problem when 
they decide to study at Bradley; 
however, many receive help 
from an organization called 
PAFIS. 

PAFIS, or Peoria Area 
Friends of International Stu¬ 
dents, was formed in 1957 to 
help Bradley’s international stu¬ 
dents adjust to a new land and 
culture. This includes American 
students from Puerto Rico and 
the Virgin Islands. 

"Often the students have 
problems with cultural 
differences," said PAFIS 
President Nancy Daane. "We 


just try to help them get used to 
our culture." 

PAFIS does this by matching 
over 350 foreign students with 
Peoria area families. The host 
family offers the student any 
kind of help that is needed. 
From a ride to the airport, an 
occasional dinner or a place to 
stay during breaks, the host 
family comes in handy. 

PAFIS contacts students 
immediately after they are 
accepted at Bradley. The foreign 
student receives a letter from 
their family welcoming the stu¬ 
dent to Bradley and offering 
assistance. 

Once the student gets to 
Peoria, he or she is invited to a 
fall picnic in order to meet his 
host family and other foreign 
students. From then on, the 
student has someone to contact

"Sometimes it is the only 
chance for foreign students to 
be in an American home," said 
Daane. "Too often they believe 
that we are like American fami¬ 
lies on TV and in movies. By 
meeting us, they can see what 
we are really like." 

PAFIS holds a Harvest 
Dinner in the fall and another 
picnic in the spring. Occasion¬ 
ally, tbe students cook dinner 
for their host families. They 
serve food from their country 
and provide entertainment from 
their culture. 

Recently, PAFIS members 
and a few Bradley students 
attended a Peoria Prancers 
hockey game. "Many of the stu¬ 
dents had never seen an ice 
hockey game," said Daane. 
"Most of them knew soccer so 
we just related the rules to it." 

Daane said learning is one 
reason for being involved in 
PAFIS. "It’s a neat thing to do 
because you’re helping someone 
but you also learn something." 

Many students are thankful 


for the program. Ricardo 
Kabalan, a senior manufactur¬ 
ing major from Columbia, had 
been to America before coming 
to Bradley. He understood our 
culture but did not know his 
way around. "My (host) family 
really helped me get around 
Peoria," he said. Kabalan was 
also glad to meet other foreign 
students. "I met a lot of people 
at the picnics and I saw how 
much PAFIS was helping every¬ 
one." 

Karen Benoit from the Virgin 
Islands said PAFIS "is very 
helpful for a student who 
doesn’t know the place really 
well. They help ease you into 
it." Benoit, a senior English 
major, also received a PAFIS 
scholarship. 

Two scholarships a year are 
granted by PAFIS to interna¬ 
tional students. The students 
must live on campus at least 
one year, have good character, 
good grades, and participate in 
extracurricular activities. 

"Foreign students do not 
always get financial aid from 
Bradley.

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Making dorms more desirable

Because of the decrease in 
the number of students living 
on campus, a group, the Blue 
Ribbon Committee has been 
formed to study ways to make 
students want to stay in the 
dormitories. 

The committee recognizes the 
advantages of living on campus 
are its closeness to classes, 
cafe\ena service, community 
environment and organized 
activities. Disadvantages are 
limited living space, lack of 
privacy and the quality of food 
[service. 

The group’s goals are to 
make physical improvements on 
campus, make the dorms more 
desirable to live in, . develop 
community life on floors, offer 
housing to special interest 
groups and improve food ser¬ 
vice. 


Members of the committee 
are Director of Residential Life 
and Student Judicial System Ed 
King, Director of Housing Mike 
Murphy, Assistant Director of 
Residential Life Barbara Carra- 
way. Associate Director of 
Residential Life Timothy Wen- 
dle, and Assistant Director of 
Housing Pat Dempsey. 

Students on the committee 
are Chair of Food Service and 
Housing for Student Senate 
Steve Reardon, InterDorm 
Council President Kim Olson, 
Brian McGough, Dorea 
D’Agostino and John Feathers- 
ton. 

"The committee was set up to 
inform students of dorm 
options and to try to make liv¬ 
ing on campus more desirable 
to upperclassmen. We are pri¬ 
marily trying to make living on 
campus more attractive to all,”

said D’Agostino. 

Some methods the committee 
is using to increase interest in 
dorm life include meeting with 
floors with established identities 
(Harper 5 and 7; Geisert 2, 8 
and 10), meeting with Greeks 
interested in campus housing, 
meeting with professors to 
organize special interest and 
academic floors, and focusing 
on junior and senior floors to 
encourage campus residence. 
The committee will also 
encourage elections of officers 
on all floors. 

The committee has also put 
together a slide presentation 
showing pictures of unique 
rooms, suites and other novel 
housing situations which may 
be of interest to students. 

Dempsey said, "We are trying 
to provide options. If people or 
groups of people get together 
and want to sign up for special 
housing arrangements, we will 
try to accommodate them." 

One issue discussed in the 


Dec. 17 meeting was the possi¬ 
bility of fraternities occupying 
Heitz Hall rather than Lovelace, 
as previously proposed. Heitz 
was suggested because of its 
size and meeting facilities. The 
issue is still being discussed. 

"We are doing this in the 
spirit of what’s good for the 
University and everyone that is 
involved," said Dempsey. 

Referring to a petition being 
circulated through Lovelace, 
Dempsey said, "Good, we need 
feedback. Even speaking about 
negative things is good because 
it gives us an idea of what 
people do and do not want." 

The committee is also dis¬ 
cussing possible housing regula¬ 
tion changes which would 
require juniors to live on 
campus beginning with either 
the 1985-86 or the 1986-87 
school year. Other issues 
include food service changes for 
next year and a roommate 
exchange planned for later this 
year. 


Enrollment 
is down 
from 1983 


Enrollment figures for this 
semester are down almost 8 
percent from last semester, 
according to Ruth Jass, regis¬ 
trar and director of institu¬ 
tional research. 

Part-time and full-time 
students this semester total 
5,189, down 415 from last 
semester’s total of 5,604. 

This represents a 3 percent 
decrease from spring semes¬ 
ter a year ago, when enroll¬ 
ment was 5,351. 

Robert Voss, director of 
undergraduate admissions, 
predicts next year’s enroll¬ 
ment figures will be about 
the same as this year’s. He 
expects no major increases or 
decreases in the numbers, he 
said. 

Voss said since incoming 
freshman acceptance letters 
don t have to be returned 
until May 1, they won’t

Due to concerns from other 
student organizations, student 
senate must make a decision on 
whether to continue their right 
to approve the Student Alloca¬ 
tions and Budget Review Com¬ 
mittee (SABRC) budget or 
waive that right in order to 
appeal to SABRC for more 
money.

The Olympic flame no longer burns 
over the city of Sarajevo, Yugoslavia, yet 
the critical flame of the American press 
still lingers for our athletes. 

I, like so many of you, have spent 
the past two weeks tuned to ABC-TV as 
they brought us "the thrill of victory and 
the agony of defeat" that our nation’s 
athletes provided us with. Being of 
strong patriotic pride, I watched and 
shared in those marvelous medal perfor¬ 
mances of Bill Johnson, Debbie 
Armstrong, Christin Cooper, Phil and 
Steve Mahre, Peter and Kitty Carruth- 
ers, Rosalynn Sumners, and Scott Ham¬ 
ilton. I also shared in the disappoint¬ 
ments and frustrations of the U.S. 
Hockey Team, Bill Koch, and Pat 
Aherns, to name a few. 

It is important not to forget those 
spirited non-medal performances by Jeff' 
Hastings in the ski jump, Tiffany Chin 
and Elaine Zayak in women’s figure 
skating, and the U.S.A. I bobsled, led by 
Jeffrey Jost, who finished fifth in a 
European-dominated sport. 

I could handle all of the ups and the 
many downs, I could even handle Jim 
McKay at the anchor, but I find it hard

to handle the judgemental reactions of 
our athletes’ performances by the press. 

The United States quickly fell 
behind their rivals, the Soviet Union and 
East Germany, in the medals race, at 
one time having only one medal to 12 
respectfully for each of the eastern bloc 
countries. The press reported, with chag¬ 
rin, the trials of the U.S. Hockey Team 
and the disappointing finish of Bill Koch 
in cross country skiing. The U.S. Olym¬ 
pic Team hit their valley during the first 
weekend of the Games - also known as 
"Black Saturday." Were the athletes feel¬ 
ing solely the disappointment of sports 
competition, or were the frustrations of 
not living up to the press’ expectations 
taking their toll? 

Many of our athletes were favored 
to bring home gold, or at least a medal. 
How can anyone be favored to win a 
medal at a competition that is as fierce 
and talent-filled as the Olympics, espe¬ 
cially when the difference between gold 
and silver in most events is measured in 
hundredths of points? 

Saturday night saw the classic Olym¬ 
pic confrontation - United States vs. 
Soviet bloc. East Germany’s Katarina 
Witt performed beautifully that night to 


capture the gold in women’s figure skat¬ 
ing for her country. Rosalynn Sumners, 
staging a near-perfect performance (per¬ 
fect in the eyes of the Italian judge), 
finished second, missing the gold by one 
judge’s vote. As I awoke Sunday morn¬ 
ing to read the press’ account of the 
evening I found a negative attitude 
toward the whole event. 

The leading Chicago daily dedicated 
most of its Olympic space to commen¬ 
taries on how poorly the U.S. team had 
done. Even more disturbing was the 
Associated Press article that a Joliet 
paper printed: "Olympics Close Today." 
The AP ran this lead: 

SARAJEVO, Yugoslavia (AP) - The U.S. 
lost its biggest remaining hope for a gold 
medal at the XIV Winter Olympics when 
Rosalynn Sumners finished second to East 
Germany's Katarina Witt in Saturday's 
women's .figure skating. 

The article went on to mention the silver 
medal performance, but covered it with 
the importance of a meeting notice. 

As I read the above lead early Sun¬ 
day morning, I listened to the latest 
Olympic update on the radio. What’s 
that — U.S.A. ... Phil Mahre — gold ... 
Steve Mahre - silver ... men’s slalom! 
The Associated Press must have thought 
that since the Mahres could not go down 
a hill the fastest on one particular day, 
they surely couldn’t do it on this day. I 
think Phil Mahre put it best, "I don’t 


have to win a medal for anyone but 
myself." 

Let us put things in perspective. 

The U.S. competes in several events 
in which a scarce few of our citizens par¬ 
ticipate, even at home. The U.S. has 
only one Olympic-caliber bobsled and 
luge run. That certainly limits the 
amount of Americans who could com¬ 
pete on an international level. 

Secondly, what is wrong with win¬ 
ning a silver or bronze medal? For most 
of our athletes, the chance of represent¬ 
ing the U.S.A. is reward enough. When 
they capture a silver or bronze it is that 
much more exciting. Yet the press fails 
to find the accomplishment in a silver or 
bronze medal. I would have liked to 
have seen the coverage of Rosalynn 
Sumners had she won the gold medal. 

Finally, the meaning of the Olym¬ 
pics should not be overlooked. It is a 
chance for the nations of the world to 
assemble and enjoy the freedom of com¬ 
petition in an atmosphere of friendship. 
When the last skier crosses the finish 
line, the last triple axle is performed, 
and the last goal is scored many athletes 
will return home to nations where free¬ 
dom such as they experienced in Sara¬ 
jevo is unknown. The U.S. team, 
whether winners or losers, will return to 
the greatest nation on earth. Who then 
are the real winners? 

Congratulations and thank you to 
the U.S. Olympic Team members for the 
memories of Sarajevo.

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Good Talkin’ with Maya Angelou

Literature -all literature--represents the human ex¬ 
perience. It transcends the boundaries of race, sex, 
and culture. This was the message of author Maya 
Angelou when she spoke to 330 people last Tuesday 
night in the Student Center Ballroom. 

I am a human being; nothing human can be 
alien to me, said Angelou, quoting a Roman slave 
from 154 B.C. This means even the bad aspects of be¬ 
ing human are ours, she explained, so we must work to 
avoid them. 

Angelou recounted some of her young life in 
Stamps Arkansas. She was not able to speak due to a 
psychological problem between the ages of 7 and 13 
but during that time she read and memorized many au¬ 
thors: Langston Hughes, James Weldon Johnson, and 
William Shakespeare among them. 

After she had recovered her speech, Angelou said, 
she was required to "render a rendition" of poetry for 
her church congregation. Angelou told her grandmoth¬ 
er she wanted to recite from Shakespeare. "There are 
plenty of poets among our own race, choose one of 
them," her grandmother said. 

"But Shakespeare wrote for me," Angelou told her 
audience. "All of it--every word written, every note, 
every rest in every piece of music--is for all of us." 

The Black American experience is so unusual that 
the tendency to isolate black literature is always there. 
When the Declaration of Independence was written, 
Angelou said, "black people could not claim to own 
the shackles that were on various parts of their bodies. 


They had to laugh when they were not tickled, and 
scratch when they did not itch." 

Black literature represents "that in the human 
spirit that survives even death," Angelou said. Every¬ 
one goes to bed feeling fear, sorrow or even terror at 
times, but 'we wake up and say to someone else, 
’Good morning. How are you?’ and they will answer, 
’Fine.’" 

Angelou has written four books of poetry and 
three autobiographical books, I Know Why The Caged 
Bird Sings, Gather Together In My Name and Singin’ 
and Swingin and Gettin’ Merry Like Christmas. She 
says she is currently planning more. 

Throughout her life Angelou has been a teenage 
mother, a stage performer, and a newspaper writer. She 
has traveled around the world and is fluent in six 
languages. 

She is also a very talented and inspiring speaker.

Lorna Dee Cervantes, author 
of Emplumadq a collection of 
poems, lectured to Bradley faculty 
and students about Chicano poetry 
as well as her own.

plained that Chicanos were per- 
ceivers of the world, rather than 
participants, as are all minorities. 
Their role in life is to watch, rather 
than take a part in changing the 
world. This allows the Chicanos to 
leave an effect on society through 
their writing on what they perceive 
of the world. 

Cervantes feels that it is 
essential for any writer, especially 
poets, to be fluent in two, or more, 
languages. This, she emphasized, 
makes it easier for the correct word 
to be expressed. Some ideas are 
not able to be translated into a 
language, and so, a writer must 
turn to others, to find the best 
word, or phrase. 

The other writers featured in 
the series are Heather McHugh, 
who will lecture on the French 
poet, Jean Follain, on March 11, 
and Michele Harper.

Joseph Torchia’s second novel, 
As If After Sex, virtually destroys 
every stereotypical sexual norm, 
every preconceived sexual attitude, 
and defines a new genre of 20th 
Century fiction. 

Only his second novel, Torchia 
is quickly creating a name for him¬ 
self as a master of storytelling. His 
first novel, The Kryptonite Kid, 
delved into the effects of Pop 
mythology on a child heavily 
influence by Superman. As If After 
Sex goes The Kryptonite Kid one 
better: it not only describes a state 
of mind, the ideas and attitudes 
therein, but embodies that state of, 
mind. The novel reads like a mani¬ 
festo of intense emotional experi¬ 
ence and resolutions. 

"Intense" is an overused word 
- tired, cliched, commonplace; yet 
there is no other word that ade¬ 
quately sums up As If After Sex. 
From the first page, every action, 
experience, touch, smell, taste, 
sight described in the novel adds to 
the accumulate intensity of the 
scenario, the plot. Through the use 
of first-person narrative, the narra¬ 
tor, Robert, establishes an intimacy 
with the reader that is, at times, 
oppressive. The entire second 
chapter is Robert’s journal - a 
series of impressions and emotional 
problems that he faces after moving 
from Florida to California. 

The journal also serves as a 
reminiscence of Robert’s vacation 
to Mexico with his ex-lover Julian, 
the two women they meet there, 
and the beginning of the end of 
their obsessive, excessive relation¬ 
ship. 

Torchia’s handling of the 
homosexual content of As If After 
Sex offers no apologies, makes no 
excuses for the preferences of its 
characters. Instead, by the sensitive 
interrelationship between the reader 
and the narrator, the novel’s ten¬ 
sion and focus drastically moves 
from the sexual aspect of homosex¬ 
ual relations to the universal obses¬ 
siveness of unrequited love. In oth¬ 
er words, it is not important that 


the characters are two men: what’s 
important is how very human they 
become. 

Like the best anti-heroes of 
American fiction, Robert stumbles 
his way through life - screwing up 
almost everything he attempts. 
He’s paranoid, nervous, weak: his 
unfailing faithfulness and an endless 
well of emotion are his only saving 
graces. 

Julian comes to represent the 
worst aspects of modern life: every¬ 
thing is quick, drugs take care of 
every physical inability, money is 
everything. He is bent on selL 
destructing in front of our very 
eyes. Yet, as readers, we are never 
allowed to shield our eyes to his- 
plight, his desire for love and his. 
inability to accept or return it. Our 
eyes, inevitably, become Robert’s 
eyes. 

And his story, on many levels, 
is absolutely frightening. Torchia 
defies conventional time structure 
in As If After Sex by intermingling 
several key scenes to let the reader 
experience the fluctuating emotions 


of his obsession. If there is any 
time in As If After Sex, it is always 
in the present. The memories, the 
pains, the losses: none of these 
things are as important as what it 
feels like "right now." 

As If After Sex is a depress¬ 
ing, disturbing novel, but a deeply 
satisfying and moving one. The 
friendship formed between Pam and 
Dianne and Julian and Robert en¬ 
capsulates the atmosphere of the 
rest of the book. At one point, Di¬ 
anne says, "God, do I love what we 
have...it's nothing but a moment -- 
this moment. So what are we doing 
talking about the rest of our lives? 
Tomorrow you'll go back to San 
Francisco and we'll go back to St. 
Louis and it'll be over. Even if we 
see each other again someday it 
won't be the same. It can't be the 
same." 

As If After Sex is more than a 
novel of moments. It’s a cohesive, 
satisfying and, again, intense ex¬ 
perience of how it is to live from 
moment to moment.

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Congress to vote on new student aid bill 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (CPS) - 
Student aid experts here are 
scrambling to beat back an 
obscure bill that, if passed in a 
few weeks, could severely hurt 
most state student aid pro¬ 
grams. 

Congress has now scheduled 
a March vote on a measure that 
could "deny countless students 
the opportunity for a college 
education" by "crippling" state 
student loan programs, the aid 
experts contend. 

State and v college loan officials 
nationwide are working 
frantically to block the legisla¬ 
tion, now pending in the U.S. 
House of Representatives, 
before it comes to a vote. 

The bill, known as HR 4170, 
has already virtually eliminated 
tax-exempt financing for stu¬ 
dent loans by placing a cap on 
the number of tax-exempt stu¬ 
dent bonds each state can issue. 

At risk is almost S3 billion 
worth of student loans. 

States have been issuing such 
bonds for a long time, but the 
bonds have become even more 
important fund-raising tools 
since Washington began slash¬ 


ing the amounts of money it 
gave to the states to distribute 
as aid to students. 

Under the bond system, 
citizens buy bonds from the 
state, which then uses the 
money from the sale of the 
bonds to loan to students. 

As students repay the state, 
the state pays interest to the 
citizens who bought the bonds. 
The citizens don’t have to pay 
taxes on the interest they earn 
from the state. 

The new bill before Congress 
would limit the bond selling, 
and would lump student aid 
bonds in the same finance 
category as tax-exempt indus¬ 
trial revenue bonds. 

Consequently student loan 
agencies, aid officials say, will 
be forced to compete with 
private corporations for bond 
business. 

"There’s no question the 
legislation would be very crip¬ 
pling," said Jean Frolichsen, 
general counsel for the National 
Council of Higher Education 
Loan Programs in Washington, 
DC.

bonds are also the cornerstone 
of the so-called "secondary" stu¬ 
dent loan market. Special state 
agencies issue the bonds to 
raise money, which they in turn 
use to purchase delinquent and 
unpaid student loans from "pri¬ 
mary" lenders, such as banks 
and savings and loans. 

"What the secondary market 
does is purchase loans from 
these primary institutions so 
they can make more loans to 
other students," Frolichsen said. 

'it’s a matter of freeing up 
more capital for more loans, 
and if the secondary market 
dries up it will have a dramatic 
effect on the primary market," 
she said. 

If banks and other primary 
lenders lost the option of selling 
their "sour" student loans to 
secondary state agencies, aid 
officials stress, they would cut 
back drastically on student loans 
in general, and specifically on 
loans to lower- and middle- 
income students. 

HR 4170 proposes to limit 
tax-exempt student aid bonds 


by grouping them with indus¬ 
trial revenue bonds, and allow¬ 
ing states to issue no more than 
$150 per capita of both kinds of 
bonds. 

The House Ways and Means 
Committee, which drafted the 
bill, "is concerned about the 
growing number of tax-exempt 
bonds being issued for essen¬ 
tially private purposes," said 
committee spokesperson Bruce 
Davie. 

The federal government, of 
course, wants the tax money 
people avoid paying when they 
buy the tax-exempt bonds. 

"The use of tax-exempt 
bonds," Davie said, "erodes the 
revenues of the federal govern¬ 
ment and drives up interest 
rates." 

But only $220 million -- or 
one percent — of the fiscal 1983 
federal deficit, argues Grier 
Davis, director of institutional 
relations at Northwestern 
University, was due to tax- 
exempt student loan bonds. 

In addition, Davis points out, 
student aid bonds "serve a clear 


public purpose by providing 
money for students' educa¬ 
tions," and should not be 
grouped with industrial revenue 
bonds. 

Nationally, state agencies 
issue about $3 billion in student 
aid bonds each year, Frolichsen 
said, and countless numbers of j 
financially-strapped are aided 
both directly and indirectly by 
the capital they pump into the | 
student aid market. 

But "nothing restricts (the 
loan money) to student! who 
are needy," Davie said. "Some 
of the bond money is used by 
individual, private colleges who 
are in a position, essentially, of 
offering cheap credit to parents 
of students who don't want to 
cash in their money markets 
(investments) to pay tuition." 

Besides, he said, "the Sallie 
Mae (Student Loan Marketing 
Association, which sells taxable 
student aid bonds so it can pur¬ 
chase student loans from pri¬ 
mary lenders) does essentially 
the same thing as what the state 
agencies do."

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U-senate condemns 
apartheid policies 

A resolution condemning apartheid in the Republic of 
South Africa was endorsed Feb. 16 by the University senate. 

The resolution condemns apartheid and supports "fellow 
faculty" in South Africa with the courage to speak out against 
the government. It also urges action by governmental and 
other bodies to end apartheid. 

The student senate had asked U-senate to endorse the 
resolution they passed last semester, but U-senate passed a 
motion previously endorsed by the Bradley chapter of the 
American Association of University Professors. 

The student senate resolution endorses the passage of 
Illinois House Bill 0569, which would divest state pension 
funds from South Africa. 

"It was fairly clear from the debate that the (U-senate) 
believed the (student senate) motion was too narrow in 
scope," said Dr. Neal Claussen, chair of U-senate. 

Dave Carlson, student University senator, said he 
wanted U-senate to approve the student senate motion. He 
said the student senate motion was more of a positive step 
and "not just a safe reaction." 

Ben Hershey, student University senator, said, "They 
(U-senate) felt it was a stronger statement - not just limited 
to one certain action." 

Hershey said the members of U-senate said they appreci¬ 
ated student senate’s work in bringing the matter to their 
attention. 

The resolution will be sent to the Personnel and Pension 
Fund Committee of the Illinois General Assembly and to 
State Rep. Don Saltzman, D-Peoria.

Braves seek revenge 
against Bulldogs

The Bradley Braves will bring a four game losing string and a 
revenge motive to the Peoria Civic Center tomorrow when they 
face the Drake Bulldogs. 

The Braves fought hard but lost against the Missouri Valley 
leading Illinois State Redbirds 56-50 Saturday, then turned around 
and lost to the last place Drake Bulldogs 59-56 Tuesday. 

"I was pleased with the effort against Illinois State,” said 
Braves’ coach Dick Versace, "and I knew we had to slow the pace 
down a little to give ourselves a chance. It just wasn’t enough. 
They were the 17th ranked team in the country and we played 
them within six points.” 

The slowdown worked to hold the Redbirds to 20 points below 
their season’s average. The Braves also limited I.S.U. to 20 
rebounds, 16.6 below their average. 

The game was tied 33-all with 13:22 left to play. The Redbirds 
scored the next seven points in less than a minute and never 
trailed the rest of the way. 

The loss meant that for the first time in five years the Braves 
won’t be able to win ten conference games. The Braves (1979-’83), 
the Louisville Cardinals (’71-’75) and the Cinncinatti Bearcats 
(’57-’63) are the only teams to have won as many as ten league 
games four years in a row. 

The Braves stayed in the slowdown against Drake and were 
never able to break away as they suffered a three point defeat. 
Guard Demetrius Henderson had a career high 22 points to lead 
the Bulldogs. Star forward Melvin Mathis added 17. 

For the Braves, Voise Winters broke out of his slump to lead 
the team with 18 points. Roosevelt Davison added 16. 

"This was our best game of the year,” Drake coach Gary 
Garner said, "and we knew had to play better than we have all year 
to beat Bradley.” 

The Bulldogs controlled the ball better. They had only six turn¬ 
overs as opposed to 18 per game for the season.

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Drunk driver victim wants to save lives

In 1980 a drunk driver struck her 
car and nearly killed her. The woman, 
Elinor Pilon, who is blinded and partially 
paralyzed, spoke in a program presented 
to a crowd of about 150 Wednesday 
afternoon in Neumiller Chapel. 

"It takes more guts, more stamina, 
more endurance, more of everything I 
have to live like this, how I live today," 
said Pilon, 42. She is now a spokesper¬ 
son for Together Eliminate Alcohol- 
Related Slaughter (TEARS). 

Pilon spoke of the torment she went 
through on learning the extent of her 
injuries. "It was like a nightmare, but 
when I began to wake ... I slowly realized 
my nightmare was just beginning." She 
felt anger on learning the details of her 
accident. 


"I became very angry. I hated 
myself. Most of all I hated the drunk 
driver who caused this to happen to me. 
He wasn’t injured at all ... I wanted to 
devastate him as much as he devastated 
me." 

She discussed other victims of 
drunk drivers she met in the hospital. 
"All were innocent victims. Why the 
waste and devastation of human life and 
potential?" 

She said she shares her story in 
order to prevent such accidents from 
happening in the future. "1 care about 
you. I care about your attitude toward 
drinking and driving. You have full lives 
ahead of you. I care enough to help you 
understand that you can prevent my 
story from happening to you or to any¬ 
one you call a friend." 


Pilon used her car keys as a symbol 
of her story. "If you remember nothing 
else, remember this moment, these 
keys, what you’ve heard and who you’ve 
seen. Remember your choice." 

Officer Mike Doyle of the Peoria 
Police Department and Operation 
Crimestoppers also spoke. A child of 
alcoholic parents, he realized that "we 
are not so naive to think that you will 
stop drinking. We just ask that if you are 
drinking not to drive." 

He spoke of the responsibility every¬ 
one has, not only for themselves, but for 
other people. "Ali of us have responsibil¬ 
ities, we all make mistakes. I could have 
been the person that hit this woman." 
He urged the audience to use their 
responsibility to prevent drunken driv¬ 
ing. "We want you to realize that you 
have only one life -- please do not throw 


that life away.' 

Arlene Eckert, developer of the 
TEARS program, said "It’s your life, 
value it. Your future, protect it. Your 
voice, use it." She called for examination 
of the laws allowing "the only acceptable 
form of homicide today." She added that 
over 75 percent of drivers involved in 
accidents are legally drunk and the life 
expectancy of 16- to 24-year-olds has 
dropped from 20 years ago because of 
deaths resulting from drunken driving 
accidents. 

The program was sponsored by 
Boost Alcohol Consciousness Concern¬ 
ing the Health of University Students 
(BACCHUS) and ACBU. The next 
meeting of BACCHUS is 9 p.m. 
Wednesday in the Student Center and 
they will discuss the TEARS program. 
All are welcome. 


Women and minorities

Women and minorities must 
band together if they want to 
have more influence in ending 
the arms race. This was the 
jfocus of the panel discussion 
"Armaments, Minorities and 
Women" Monday night. 

The organizers of the event 
had to band together to fight 
[Bradley red tape and nature to 
have the discussion. 

The panel was fourth in an 
‘eight-part series, "Preventing 
Nuclear Apocalypse." Dr. Norris 


Clark, director of black studies 
and panel moderator, told the 
audience the Student Alloca¬ 
tions and Budget Review Com¬ 
mittee (SABRC) originally allot¬ 
ted money for seven of the 
eight parts. "Armaments, 
Minorities and Women" was left 
out in the cold. 

Two of the four panel 
members were almost left out 
in the cold at the Greater Peoria 
Airport. The discussion was 
postponed for about 15 minutes 
because of the snow storm.

must unite to end the arms race 


Clark opened the discussion 
by thanking SABRC for chang¬ 
ing its decision. "This was not 
intended to insult," he said. 
"This was a consequence of col¬ 
lective ignorance. Minorities 
and women have rarely been 
viewed as equals of men. 

"People are still blinded by 
the glitter and rhetoric outlined 
in the Declaration of Indepen¬ 
dence and the Constitution," 
Clark said. 

"Women are traditionally 
excluded from defense deci¬ 
sions," said panelist Melissa 
Doniger, senior political science 
major and president of the 
Council for Women’s Aware¬ 
ness (CWA). Seventeen per¬ 
cent fewer women than men 
approve of increased defense 
spending and 18 percent more 
women than men disapprove of 
Ronald Reagan’s handling of 
the military, she said. 

This difference is termed "the 
nuclear gender gap" and it is 9 
to 10 percent larger than the 
regular "gender gap" according 
to Gallup Polls. 

"The cost of what we call 
defense is much too high, and it 
falls on women," Doniger said. 
She quoted statistics that 9,500 
more jobs would be open for 
women if the government cut 
$1 billion from military spend¬ 
ing and used the money in civi¬ 
lian areas. 

"What happens to minorities 
and women happens to all of us 
to some extent," said panelist 
Alice J. Robinson Palmer, dean 
of the department of African- 
American student affairs at 


Northwestern University. What 
happens to all of us happens in 
Asia and Africa." 

Palmer said the U.S. has 
many characteristics of a typical 
underdeveloped nation. Black 
males have three times the 
national average unemployment 
rate, but this does not include 
those who have stopped looking 
for a job or the young who are 
not on unemployment. 

Palmer compared this division 
of classes by race to the practice 
of apartheid in South Africa. 

There is also a severe hunger 
problem in the U.S., she said. 
In Chicago, $500,000 is spent 
per year to feed the hungry. In 
Detroit the infant mortality rate 
is higher than in many African 
nations. The situation there is 
so bad. Palmer said, that some 
West Germans sent food ship¬ 
ments into the city with a note 
to Reagan telling him to feed

his people before he sends his 
guns to West Germany. 

Dr. Carolyn M. Stephenson, 
director of peace and world 
order studies at Colgate Univer¬ 
sity, said, "We must reclaim 
security - reclaim it as some¬ 
thing of which the nation 
enjoys, not the nation-state."

Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau of Canada announced 

Wednesday he's resigning after more than 15 years in power He will stay in 
power until his Liberal Party choses a new leader in May or June. 


Defense Secretary Caspar Weinberger met with 

British Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher in London earlier this week. They 
discussed Lebanon and the Middle East. Weinberger then traveled to Lebanon 
to visit U S. Marines stationed on ships since withdrawing from Beirut last 
weekend. Weinberger also talked with the U S. Ambassador at the American 
Embassy in West Beirut. 


A plan that may help U S. and Soviet relations has been pro¬ 
posed by President Reagan. The plan could lead to an agreement with the 
Soviet Union to reduce both NATO and Warsaw Pact nation troops in Eastern 
Europe to equal levels. However. President Reagan told Austria s president 
there is no way to predict if Soviets will resume the arms control talks. 


The final tally for the New Hampshire Democratic Presiden¬ 
tial Primary named Gary Hart as the winner with 41 percent of the vote. 
Walter Mondale trailed with 29 percent and John Glenn finished third with 
13 percent. On the Republican side in New Hampshire. President Reagan 
easily beat perennial candidate Harold Stassen. 


Iran is not pleased with U.S. military presence in the Persian 
Gulf. The Mideast nation called that presence ' an act of aggression and 
blackmail.” The State Department is concerned about the prospects of ai 
escalation in the Iran-lraq war. which could lead to U.S. involvement. 


Credit card customers may soon be charged more by mer¬ 
chants than those who pay cash. Supporters of a bill proposing this say it will 
let cash customers stop subsidizing credit card use, but opponents of the plan 
say it is a bad idea because people will have to carry more cash. 


Louisiana executed Johnny Taylor, Jr. in the eiec 

trie chair Wednesday morning. Taylor was convicted of murdering a man and 
stealing his car. Taylor's execution was the second in Louisiana in the last 
three months and the 13th in the nation since the death penalty was rein¬ 
stated in 1976. 


Authorities are still searching for escaped convicts from 
Tennessee. Investigators are convinced that one of the escapees fled to Illi¬ 
nois. Illinois authorities have received information from a source that,one of 
the convicts had arrived here.

The bodies of Morton millionaires, Elmo Batterton 

and his wife Edna were found in the Illinois River more than two months after 
their mysterious disappearance. Batterton's body was found Feb. 23. and Mrs. 
Batterton's body was found with the Batterton vehicle late Saturday afternoon 
near the foot of Liberty Street. 

There were no signs of gunshot or stab wounds to the body of Edna 
Batterton and it appears she died of drowning according to Peoria County 
Coroner Herb Buzbee.

A lawsuit against Bradley filed by a former security officer will 
not be tried until the end of this year. 

Patricia Sier, 36, filed a $2 million suit Nov. 18, 1983, against 
the University, Director of Communications and Safety David Baer 
and former personnel manager Ronald Moss. 

A federal magistrate ruled during a preliminary pre-trial 
conference Feb. 24 that Sept. 21 will be the cutoff date for filing 
motions and briefs. 

A motion to dismiss the suit will be ruled on later this year by 
U.S. District Court Judge Michael Mihm. Trial dates will also be set 
after Sept. 21. 

Defense attorneys filed for dismissal Dec. 20, 1983. They 
charge Sier should have taken her case to the National Labor Rela¬ 
tions Board and Illinois Human Rights Commission, instead of to 
civil court. 

Bradley University, Baer and Moss are being defended by 
Davis and Morgan, a Peoria law firm. 

Sier’s attorney, Thomas F. McGuire, said in court briefs that 
his client’s case did not fall within jurisdiction of the NLRB or 
1HRC. 

Sier charged she was unjustly fired April 23, 1983, in retalia¬ 
tion for three actions she had taken while employed as a security

The 
Scout’s first article concerning Gene 
Young’s dismissal contained a head¬ 
line which included the phrase 
"Black Students Unhappy" and it has 
appeared in many letters since. The 
Scout’s article consisted of an inter¬ 
view with Rhonda Laye and Keith 
Lorick. Since when do they 
comprise the entire black population 
on campus. To say that black stu¬ 
dents are unhappy is a vast over¬ 
statement. Many black students on 
campus do not have the faintest 
idea who Gene Young is. For many 
others life is no different now that 
he is gone, than it was when he was 
here. 

I am fed up with the personal 
attacks on Gina Brandon. It has 
been said she should not have been 
hired because she was not previ¬ 
ously affiliated with the Garrett 
Center. Besides members of BSA 
and some Greek organizations, who 
could you hire that has been 
affiliated with the Garrett Center? 

The author of the previous 
letter that appeared in the Scout 
believes Ms. Brandon cannot handle 
the job due to the lack of a doctor¬ 
ate degree. But many Bradley pro¬ 
fessors are prime examples that a 
doctorate degree does not automati¬ 
cally make a person qualified for a 
position. 

Even if the administration had 
hired someone with a Ph.D., there 
would still be dissension. It is not 
who they hire, but who they are 
firing that is causing chaos. As long 
as Gene Young is the one being 
replaced, there is no one the 
administration could hire that would 
not cause some disapproval. 

The author of the letter that 


appeared in last week’s Scout stated 
that black students know Huddles¬ 
ton has little respect for black stu¬ 
dents.

Why should he 
respect us if we do not respect each 
other. Gene Young’s dismissal 
should not be causing dissension 
among us black students, but 
should be uniting us in a common 
goal to attain respect and recogni¬ 
tion on this campus.

Will Puerto Rico become 51st ?

The things which unite the 
people of the U.S. — freedom, 
democracy and justice — are the 
things which will help unite 
Puerto Rico as a 51st state, a 
Puerto Rican official told a news 
conference here Feb. 23. 

Baltasar Corrada, resident 
commissioner of Puerto Rico, is 
a member of the New Progres¬ 
sive Party which supports the 
statehood of Puerto Rico. 
Elected resident commissioner 
to the U.S. Congress in 1976, 
he is able to vote in committee, 
but not on the House floor. 


"Puerto Rico has strategical, 
geographical and employment 
benefits. With about 15 million 
Hispanics in the U.S. as of 
1980, Puerto Rico’s statehood 
will not bring the U.S. what it 
doesn’t have already," said Cor¬ 
rada. "What you will have is the 
people of the 51st state entering 
this country, adding a culture 
that will enrich what this coun¬ 
try is." 

In 1950, 12 percent of Puerto 
Rico’s population supported the 
idea of statehood. By 1980 that 
number increased to 40 percent 


Most support comes from the 
educated population, Corrada 
said. 

Those opposed to Puerto 
Rico's statehood feel they can’t 
afford to pay federal taxes. (As 
a commonwealth Puerto Rico is 
exempt from federal taxes.) 

Corrada said, "As a com¬ 
monwealth we pay through our 
nose through our own income 
tax law. If we combined the 
federal and stat'e taxes that you 
pay here, those taxes are still 
lower than what we are paying 
now." 


Many Puerto Ricans wish to 
remain a commonwealth 

because they fear cultural 

assimilation through statehood. 
Corrada said, "When we 

become a state, our people are 

not going to become blond 
haired and blue eyed. Ethnically 
we will remain the same. On an 
island 900 miles south of 
Florida, there could not be a 
penetration just because we 
become a state of the union." 

His appearance was sponsored 
by the Latino Student Associa¬ 
tion.

Reverse racism

Instead, he 
follows the path of condemning 
those who advocate this only real 
cure for the nation’s ills, while he 
works tirelessly for more welfare, 
more phony job programs, more 
food stamps, and more clout for 
Jackson.

Jesse Jackson has turned every 
issue facing blacks into pure racist 
context.

The result of Pi Beta Phi’s 
pledge class project, The Men of 
Bradley 1984 Calendar is finally 
available. 

A generally unassuming, black 
and white calendar, there’s a 
different Bradley "man-of-the- 
month" (12 in all, if you’re count¬ 
ing). At $3 a piece, the calendar is 
being sold by Pi Beta Phi in Willi¬ 
ams, Harper and University Halls 
and the Bookstore. 

For a representative calendar 
of Bradley’s men, there are a few 


discrepancies concerning the pro¬ 
ject.

In a quick survey of responses 
to the calendar, comments ranged 
from "It’s great” to "I wouldn’t pay 
$3 for it.”

For instance, the most 
stressed problem was the lack of 


room on the calendar to write in 
dates, due assignments, etc. There 
are no holidays or even Bradley 
events listed. 

Some of the photos are 
scratched. One major point of con¬ 
cern was how "posed" the men 
looked, unnatural. 

Still, most people found the 
calendar a good "idea”, especially 
in the light of Pi Kappa Alpha’s 
Women of Bradley calendar, which 
most surveyed people found more 
offensive.

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Zoning standards approved, family redefined 




Zoning standards affecting single¬ 
family dwellings and the number of 
adults allowed to live in them were 
approved Tuesday by the Peoria City 
Council. 

Families have been redefined for 
zoning classification and special approval 
must be obtained for larger groups to be 
housed in low-density (R-l) and 
medium-density (R-2) districts. 

The new code allows "traditional 
families" or no more than three unre¬ 
lated adults to live in one house. The 
previous code allowed five unrelated 
adulis. 


To get administrative approval of 
"unrelated group families” — no more 
than five unrelated adults — a property 
must: 

— meet housing and fire-safety codes; 

— be at least 300 feet from any other 
unrelated group, family care or group 
care home; 

— have residents using off-street parking 
overnight. 

Suzanne Richey, president of the 
Off-Campus Student Association 
(OCSA), said the change will keep the 
neighborhood atmosphere up to par and 
the condition of the houses won't 


deteriorate as fast. 

However, she does not agree with 
the parking requirement. 

"Why not use the street at night?" 
she said. "The off-street parking is not 
enforceable." 

She said she thought the council 
* would table the measure again because 
of the disagreements about parking. 

The ordinance was amended on the 
council floor Tuesday making notice 
from the landlord to a tenant about the 
off-street parking the only needed 
enforcement.

District, said "No penalty or enforcement 
provisions may be a weakness on one 
hand. On the other hand, it is probably 
more realistic." 

The parking ban is from midnight to

Councilman Clement Dries, 3rd District, 
opposed the amendment to eliminate the 
parking prohibition.

Security faces possible commission loss 


By Frank Rice 

Bradley’s security department may have its 
police commission revoked by the Peoria Police 
department, said Gary Anna, vice president for 
business affairs. 

The main issue deals with the city question¬ 
ing "the need for our officers to carry firearms," 
Anna said. 

"They (city officials) wish to relievb them¬ 
selves from the legal ramifications of this com¬ 
mission," said Anna. "We are willing to help solve 
their dilemma without interfering with our ser¬ 
vice." 

According to the Peoria Police department’s 
municipal code, a special police commission 
governs "agencies which are operated under valid 
licenses issued by the State of Illinois according 
to prevailing statutes." 

Besides possession of firearms, other issues 


under consideration by the city and Bradley are 
the power to issue city parking and moving viola¬ 
tion tickets, and the right to access buildings not 
owned by the University. 

Anna believes city officials are "legitimate in 
their concerns," in determining if Bradley security 
officers should have "the right to act as a city pol¬ 
ice officer." 

If the city pulls Bradley’s commission, the 
University will become "more dependent upon 
them (city officers) and ask for more of their ser¬ 
vice," said Anna. 

While there are no time limits imposed on 
Bradley at present, the University is still awaiting 
clarification from Springfield on pertinent legisla¬ 
tion. 

Anna believes Bradley’s security future is "a 
sensitive issue," but he is intent on providing "the 
best security we can within reasonable cost."

'Racist' banner 


Dear Editor, 

I have lived in Chicago my 
whole life and, consequently, have 
always dealt with people of difTerent 
races. However, it still surprises me 
at what some people will consider 
racism; I made a sign for the 
homecoming game which drew a 
negative reaction from a few people 
who saw it. 

As a joke, the people on my 
floor have always acted as though 
Creighton was a very poor school 
(i.e., only unintelligent people go 
there),-but it was meant facetiously, 
and it served to get us in the spirit 
of cheering on Bradley and jeering 
Creighton at the homecoming game. 
Around the time of banner day, a 
couple of us came up with the slo¬ 
gan for our sign, "Can Willis Reed? 
His players can't." On the banner I 
drew a basketball player who was 
black. I draw a comic strip for The 
Scout, as I had for my high school 
paper and for the university from 
which I transferred, and I have 
drawn a lot of situations involving 
people from different races; I had 
never been accused of racism. Now, 
the first time I draw a black person 
in a less than complimentary situa¬ 
tion, people on my floor start worry¬ 
ing about the statement appearing to 
be racist. 

I drew the sign not as a state¬ 
ment about the intelligence of 
blacks, but as a humorous sign put¬ 
ting down the opposing team. When 
I heard someone tell me that the 
sign may be construed as being pre¬ 
judiced, I made a point of observing 
the Creighton team; I found that 
seven of the 11 players on the Blue 


Jays are black. If I had drawn a 
complementary sign and used a 
white player, people would think 
"Oh, look — there are only a few 
white players on the team and he 
used a white to represent the team." 

After about ten minutes of the 
game, we noticed that the banner 
was torn down. I had already walked 
around the Civic Center with the 
sign, helped by a friend, and no one 
at the game told us they were 
offended by it. Why was the sign 
tom down? If someone was dis¬ 
turbed by the message on the sign, 
why didn’t he or she confront me 
personally? I would be very much 
interested in finding out people's 
opinions and responses concerning 
this topic. Perhaps I showed poor 
judgment in making the sign, but I 
feel that I simply made a sign show¬ 
ing a sense of humor in school sup¬ 
port without intent to honestly 
offend anyone.

Sexism 


Dear Editor, 

1 find your photograph of Dr. 
Norris Clark on the front page of 
the March 2 Scout to be a covert 
form of sexism. Of the four indivi¬ 
duals who participated in the fourth 
session on "Preventing Nuclear 
Apocalypse," his role as moderator 
was the least important. Curiously, 
his picture rather than one of the 
three main speakers - all of whom 
were women -- was selected to pic- 
torially symbolize the session on 
Armaments, Minorities and 
Women. It is distressing that the 
Scout did not choose to have a pic¬ 
ture of a woman representing that 
session. 1 assume the Scout will not 
continue to select a male photo¬ 
graph over a female photograph 
especially when the women are the 
"intellectual attraction." It is difficult 
to understand why the person who 
introduces the guests is more 
important, symbolically, than the 
guests. 

What is equally distressing, 
from a personal perspective, is the 
fact that the Scout would violate Dr. 
Clark’s expressed desire not to have 
his picture taken. He may have "an 
unusual idiosyncrasy about getting 
his picture taken ... " (Scout V ol. 86, 
No. 14, Feb. 2, 1984, p. 1), yet that 
right to privacy should have been 
respected. I assume a public appear¬ 
ance makes him "fair game" to be 
photographed, but to wantonly 
violate a person's expressed desire 
to remain pictorially anonymous, 
especially when his role was the 
least significant and at "expense" of 
three female panelists, indicates 
great insensitivity to the rights of 
privacy. Whether or not one agrees 
with a person’s idiosyncrasy, we 
have a responsibility to respect 
her/his desires despite our "curios¬ 
ity." In this instance, I find no com¬ 
pelling reasons or justification for 
the Scout to violate his expressed 
wish. A Tom Selleck or a Billy Dee 
Williams he isn’t.

Students raise stink over cold showers

Two Bradley freshmen haven't taken 
showers since March 2, and they refuse to 
shower until the hot water is fixed in Lovelace 
Hall. 

Jim Calvo and Joe Orsolini said they 
returned to Bradley after Christmas break and 
there was no hot water. 

"We won't take showers until the hot water's 
fixed," Calvo said. "We wash our hair in the sinks 
and put on a lot of deodorant. We don’t stink yet. 

"They keep telling us it's fixed, and we keep 
getting cold showers, so we decided we would get 
some real results if we took a stand," Calvo said. 

The two business majors live on the third 
floor and said no other residents have joined 
them in their crusade. 

Calvo and Orsolini wrote a letter to the Scour 
stating their stand. 

"If we don’t get hot water by the time of this 
printing (March 2) we are going to stop taking 


showers," the letter said. "We will continue to do 
so until our demands for hot water are met." 

Director of Housing Mike Murphy said Brad¬ 
ley maintenance has been working on the build¬ 
ing, but it keeps running out of hot water. 

"Basically there's no hot water at peak 
shower times," Murphy said, "but I can’t figure 
out what happened. There were more students in 
that dorm last fall, and there was never a prob¬ 
lem." 

Mark Bugajski, assistant head resident in 
Lovelace and resident advisor for the floor, said 
the water problem is fixed and it's not that big of 
a problem. 

But Calvo and Orsolini said there is no hot 
water, and though maintenance is working on the 
showers, they’re not fixed. 

Murphy said the problems in Lovelace stem 
back to the beginning of the semester, and the 
maintenance work isn’t achieving satisfactory 
results for the students.

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T.J.'s changes conform to codes

T.J. Crugar’s at 932 N. 
University plans to spend about 
$2,500 in remodeling this spring 
to up its fire load limit. Owner 
Jim Garrott, Sr., said the fire 
marshal inspected the building 
Feb. 21 and approved changes. 

"Right now we have 275 
(people allowed). They raised 
us to 325 automatically, and 
they will give us 400 as soon as 
we change the width of our 
front door," Garrott said. 

The City of Peoria fire code 
requires that the main entrance 
must accommodate half of the 
fire capacity by some deter¬ 


mined formula. The present 
T.J.’s door is 36 inches wide. 
For a fire capacity of 400 the 
door must be 44 inches in 
width. 

Garrott said once the weather 
gets warmer, he will have a 
whole new door put in near the 
courtyard area, and the court¬ 
yard area will be enclosed with a 
canopy. 

The fire marshal also told 
Garrott he had to put push bar 
alarms on the fire exit doors. 

The 275 capacity was based 
on "The Vineyard," a restaurant 
belonging to a previous owner 
in that building. The City of 
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Peoria requires 15 square feet 
per person for a restaurant. 
Garrott said by removing the 
tables and chairs he only needs 
four square feet per person. 

He has also removed an arch¬ 
way separating the two main 
rooms to increase the inside 
area. 


Garrott asked for the code 
change after the fire marshal 
cited T.J.’s for over capacity 
Jan. 26 of this year. Garrott said 
a crowd of about 450 had come 
into the building and had been 
there about 20 minutes before 
the fire marshal was called by 
Peoria Police.

Keeping high 
tech from 

Communists 

The C.I.A., the Department 
of Commerce and a Bradley 
professor have joined forces to 
keep U.S. high technology from 
falling into the hands of some 
Communist countries. 

Dr. Gustav Oiling, professor 
of manufacturing, is the only- 
academic representative on the I 
10-member Manufacturing 
Automation Technical Advisory 
Committee organized by the I 
U.S. Office of Export Adminis- I 
tration. The Committee will I 
develop proposals to control the 
export of high technology items 
to countries in the Communist 
bloc. 

Oiling said the C.I.A. and the 
Committee’s members believe 
that export restrictions are 
necessary to protect the western 
powers from having their own 
technology used against them. 
Oiling sees assessing the tech¬ 
nological strengths of potential 
adversaries as his major contri- I 
bution to the Committee. "I’m 
fairJy well acquainted with the 
level of technology in most 
countries," he said. Oiling is 
internationally recognized as an 
authority in computer-aided 
manufacturing. 

Oiling says restricting high 
tech exports could hurt some 
American businesses. "One of 
the strong export factors we 
have is high tech hardware," he 
says, and placing controls on 
that material will put the U.S. at 
a disadvantage in the world 
market.

College life certainly has it’s share of 
experiences to offer to students. The chance 
for them to participate in theatrical produc¬ 
tions can offer many valuable opportunities. 
Currently playing in the Hartmann Center is 
William Shakespeare’s Romeo and Juliet, 
providing the participants an opportunity to 
live and move through a range of emotions 
the play offers. 

That range is made possible through the 


conflict of two households, the Capulets and 
Montagues. Since Romeo and Juliet are 
members of the two feuding families, their 
romance stirs up quite a controversy. With 
the help of the local friar, a scheme is*con¬ 
trived to ensure the pair of star-crossed 
lovers a chance to live their lives together. 
As Murphy’s Law works its way into the si¬ 
tuation ... well, you probably know the rest. 

, Without doubt the persons involved 
with the production will be enriched through 


their participation, but can the same be said 
for the audience? I’m afraid not, and mainly 
because of the lack of experience the majori¬ 
ty of the cast has in performing Shakespeare. 

Before commenting on individual perfor¬ 
mances, I think the set designer, Julie K. 
Martino, deserves recognition. The set beau¬ 
tifully provides the actors with a realistic and 
functional space to perform in. The illusion 
of the set serving both as a street in Verona 
and the final setting of a tomb is subtle, yet

highly effective. 

In the title roles, Vince Viverito, Jr. as 
Romeo and Julia A. Escher as Juliet, per¬ 
formed admirably in extremely demanding 
roles. However, the one major element of 
their characters which 1 don’t feel was 
brought out enough was their youth and their 
resulting immaturity. Because of this, RomeOj 
and Juliet react to their parents’ disapproval 
in a hasty manner and don’t take time to 
deal with the problem as adults might, which 
leads to their eventual downfall. Adding to 
the frustration of their death is the feeling 
that if they were just a few years older things 
might have ended differently. 

The characterizations of Escalus (Jeffrey 
W. Mangrum), Mercutio (Jeffrey Laird), and 
Benvolio (Steven K. Behrens) seemed most 
believable, and their portrayals kept the play 
moving when they were involved. 

The most difficult test all the actors 
were presented with was Shakespeare’s dialo¬ 
gue, which is notorious for saying in ten lines 
something which can be summed up in a few 
sentences. In this regard the inexperience of 
the cast became evident as they inadequately 
dealt with the language. Because of this, I 
found it>very difficult to follow certain mono¬ 
logues and could only wonder how people 
who have never been exposed to this play 
before could follow the intricacies of the plot. 

One final element of the play that was 
not handled as well as it could have been 
were the fight scenes involving Tybalt (Eric 
B. Liddell), Mercutio and Romeo. Due to the 
different levels of the set, the characters were 
given endless possibilities with their duels. I 
was disappointed at the abridged fight scenes 
which were presented. Richard Marriott, the 
director, overlooked an opportunity to pro¬ 
vide the obvious dramatic conflict the scenes 
would have offered. 

Performances of Romeo and Juliet will 
be given through this Sunday.

For the first time in five years, Bradley theatre is 
doing a production of a William Shakespeare play. 
Romeo and Juliet is being performed in the Hartmann

Since this is the first time that Bradley, and most 
of the cast members have done Shakespeare, the ex¬ 
perience brought a few problems and discoveries. 

Viverito realized, he said, what a talented play¬ 
wright Shakespeare was. "Not many people have that 


talent for making words jell together." 

Escher said she felt the play went together 
smoothly. Even though it was not that much more 
difficult than other plays done at Bradley, it was harder 
to build a sense of realism. 

Romeo and Juliet was written as a comedy. "No¬ 
body realizes that it is funny," said Steve Behrens, who 
plays Benvolio, Romeo’s friend. 

Escher describes the play as "a very bawdy 
comedy." Younger people in the audience can catch 
much of what the older members miss. 

In addition to its regular performances of Romeo 
and Juliet the cast had special performances during the 
week for high school audiences. Both Escher and 
Viverito said they thought the performances for the 
high school audiences were going well. 

These additional performances during the week 
mean that the cast members are doing 10 straight 
shows. "The show is physically tiring," said Viverito. 
There are several fights, fast costume changes, and a 
lot of climbing around the set during the play. All of 
which is done, he added, with "honesty and sincerity." 

Romeo and Juliet runs through Sunday. The play 
is doing well, and few tickets are still available.

Vandalism Costs Artists More Than Just Materials

Patricia James discovered the 
destruction. As she walked down 
the driveway to Duryea Hall that 
Sunday morning, she saw a piece of 
her sculpture lying broken and dirty 
outside a window. 

That piece of her work was 
only one part of the total damage. 
"Carolyn (Sommers) had 126 pots 
smashed. It looked like a war had 
been fought in here," James said as 
she sat in the graduate studio at 


Duryea. She is working to complete 
some wax sculptures, the only 
pieces of her work that were left 
undamaged when vandals ransacked 
the building on Feb. 26. 

At least 10 art students had 
their work damaged or destroyed in 
the incident. The materials des¬ 
troyed have been estimated at 
about $2,000 but the total waste 
cannot be accurately reimbursed by 
insurance money. 

"I couldn’t estimate the value 


of materials compared to the value 
of a work of art," said James, a 
graduate sculpture student. She is

in a position to know about loss, 
damage and waste; the vandals des¬ 
troyed a year and a half of her 
work. 


"It’s an inhuman thing, espe¬ 
cially what they did to Pat," said 
another victim, Cynthia Burroughs. 
"She wouldn’t hurt anyone." 

Burroughs, a junior painting 
and printmaking major, lost two 
pieces completely and is repairing 
two others. All four pieces were 
upstairs in the painting room and 
were to be judged in a scholarship 
competition. 

"In a way, I’m one of the lucky 
ones," Burroughs explained. "The 


instructors know which pieces were 
destroyed. They are familiar with 
my work." 

The vandals may have entered 
the building through a window in a 
first-floor bathroom or a window in 
the graduate studio where work 
was smashed and bent. Upstairs in 
the ceramics room more work was 
smashed. Latex and house paint 
was thrown over completed or par¬ 
tially completed canvasses in the

this building is designed for."

European Jazz Violinist 

Comes to America

OK, all you jazz aficionados, 
name all the jazz violinists you can 
think of and take as long as you 
Jlike. If the name of Svend 
Asmussen doesn’t come to mind, 
don’t be surprised, just be sure to 
check out June blight. 

Svend Asmussen is a Danish 
jazz violinist who has been perfect¬ 
ing his craft in Europe since the 
1930s with but a few trips to 
America. June Night , recorded last 
August, enables us here in the 
States to get a taste of what we’ve 
been missing. Unfortunately, we’ve 
been missing quite a lot. 

Asmussen is a violinist of for¬ 
midable technique whose forte lays 
in his ability to avoid any excessive 
displays of chops or senseless flash. 
His $olos build logically upon his 
unique phrasing and sense of 
dynamics, giving even the oft- 
performed tunes such as "Sweet 
Georgia Brown" a personalized 
touch. 

The rest of the quintet are not 
content to take a back seat to 
Asmussen as a group or individual¬ 
ly. Behind Asmussen’s playing, the 
rhythm section, consisting of Derek 
Smith, Bucky Pizzarelli, Milt Hin¬ 
ton and Oliver Jackson Jr., swings 
throughout, mostly due to 
Pizzarelli’s nifty chording and 
Hinton’s tasty bass lines. 

Derek Smith’s piano, however, 
is the most impressive of the four. 
When he’s accompanying, Smith 
provides more than capable sup¬ 
port, both rhythmically and har¬ 
monically. When he solos, his 
single-note swinging lines remind 


one of a slightly busier Horace 
Silver. 

Two of the many highlights on 
this album are the standards "Sweet 
Georgia Brown" and "Lazy 
River.""Sweet Georgia Brown" is 
simply a joy to listen to , one can 
just imagine the kick these guys 
must have gotten out of playing 
this classic. "Lazy River" is a little 
more subdued but contains a fine- 
plucked violin solo by Asmussen 
and a very Chrftianesque chorus by 
Pizzarelli. 


After listening to June Night, 
one can become slightly jealous of 
those in Europe who have been en¬ 
joying the great Dane’s music for 
some 50 years. We can only hope 
that in the future Svend Asmussen 
makes at least a few more trips to 
America.

B.U. receives federal grants 


A federal grant recently won 
by Bradley enables English 
teachers from six states to study 
American literature here the 
next two summers. 

The $145,945 grant from the 
.National Endowment for the 
Humanities will provide 40 
teachers, from grades 7 through 
12, with nearly a month-long, 
tuition-free institute conducted 
by Bradley professors and guest 
lecturers over the summers of 
1984 and 1985. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, director of 
the office for research and spon¬ 
sored programs, said this year’s 
it ward is the first that allows the 
University to accept out-of-state 
teachers. This is the sixth 
straight year Bradley has con¬ 
ducted a summer teachers’ 
institute through a federal 
grant. 

"Participants in the program 
will read and re-read major and 
minor classic works of Ameri¬ 
can literature to foster better 
understanding of that litera¬ 


ture," said Gaisky. 

Assisting in this summer’s 
institute will be Drs. Carol Neu- r 
bauer, Thomas Kent, Tim Con-' 
ley, Dennis Mclnerny, James 
Ballowe, Robert Fuller and Les¬ 
ter Brune. Dr. , Samuel Bell, 
assistant professor of education, 
will be assistant program direc¬ 
tor. 

Two weeks ago the National 
Science Foundation awarded the 
University with a $58,880 grant 
for a mathematics workshop, 
said Vince Maloney, an aide 
from U.S. Sen. Charles Percy’s 
office. 

The grant, going to B.U.’s 
Mathematics Enrichment

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Supreme Court changes Title IX in big way 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (CPS) - 
Student and women's rights 
advocates say they are 
"dismayed but not necessarily 
surprised” by last week's contr¬ 
oversial U.S. Supreme Court 
decision to limit enforcement of 
laws insuring that colleges can’t 
discriminate on the basis of 
gender. 

The high court ruled that 
Grove City College - a small 
independent liberal arts college 
in Pennsylvania — doesn't have 
to prove all its departments 
comply with anti-discrimination 
laws just because some Grove 
City students receive federal 
financial aid. 

The ruling is expected to 
affect all colleges. 

Under the law — Title IX of 
the Higher Education Amend¬ 
ments of 1972 - schools that 
receive any federal funds are 
forbidden to discriminate on the 


basis of gender. 

In the past, schools that did 
not comply with the law stood 
to lose all their federal funding. 

Women, of course, have used 
Title IX to force colleges to pro¬ 
mote and pay women on merit, 
to let women in medical and law 
schools, to draw up sexual 
harassment grievance pro¬ 
cedures, and even to provide 
women with equal athletic 
opportunities, among many 
other uses. 

And while sources are unclear 
how the new decision will affect 
those new programs, all concur 
women have lost their most 
effective legal weapon in 
fighting sex discrimination. 

"It leaves women really 
dependent on good will rather 
than on law," said Bernice 
Sandler, director of the Project 
on the Status and Education of 
Women in Washington, D.C.

At issue is whether an entire 
college or just the college pro¬ 
gram that directly receives 
federal funding must comply 
with Title IX. 

The Carter administration, 
when it sued Grove City in 
order to pose a significant test 
case, claimed that if any part of 
a college — including the stu¬ 
dents receiving federal aid — 
benefited from federal money, 
the whole school must comply 
with Title IX. 

In 1982, however, the Reagan 
administration announced it 
supported a "program-specific" 
interpretation of Title IX, pend¬ 
ing the Supreme Court's deci¬ 
sion in the Grove City case. 

It stopped supporting several 
other lawsuits, begun under 
prior administration, against 
colleges accused of discriminat¬ 
ing against women. 

The long-awaited decision was 
released last week. 

In a 6-2 vote, the justices said 
that because 300 Grove City 
students get federal aid. Grove 
City’s financial aid office will 
have to prove it complies .with 
Title IX. None of the school’s 
other departments must comply 
unless they directly receive 
federal aid. 

It was "a matter of principle," 
said Grove City spokesperson 
Robert Smith, who calls the 
decision "a partial defeat" 
because the high court didn’t 
accept the college’s arguments 
that student aid doesn’t make 
even the aid department a reci¬ 
pient of federal funds. 

In response. Grove City will 
lend its own money to students 
who receive federal aid, thus 
relieving its aid pffice of having 


to swear it complies with anti- 
discrimination laws. Smith said. 

Nationally, some observers 
worry the decision may leave 
some new women's programs 
vulnerable to administrators’ 
apathy, and make it harder to 
overturn programs that con¬ 
tinue to discriminate. 

"Only about 4 percent of 
federal money that comes to 
schools is in the form of direct 
aid (to specific departments or 
programs)," Sandler said. "The 
rest comes indirectly through 
student financed aid." 

She expects that, apart from 
campus aid offices themselves. 



very few college programs will 
remain covered by Title IX. 

"What we may see is a very 
spotty picture," she said. "In 
some schools, you'll have the 
commitment of the president, 
but maybe not the support of 
the faculty members (to fight 
sex discrimination). And some 
schools might vigorously 
enforce policies against sexual 
harassment while letting their 
women's sports programs go." 

"I don't think that tomorrow 
we'll see women's programs 
slashed at colleges across the 
country," said Tina Trunzo, civil

WASHINGTON, D.C. (CPS) ~ 
Contrary to recent studies 
which claim American educa¬ 
tion is in a state of national 
decline, the quality of college 
students in science, engineer¬ 
ing, and the humanities is at 
least as good as it was five years 
ago, according to two new 
reports. 

Based on two just-released 
American Council on Education 
(ACE) surveys of senior 
academic officials at 486 colleges 
and universities nationwide, the 
majority of officials have seen 
"no significant change" in the 
quality of their science. 


engineering, and humanities 
students. 

"Some people will probably 
feel the reports are contradic¬ 
tory (to other studies) showing 
that American education is 
going to hell in a handbasket," 
said Charles Anderson, one of 
the ACE researchers who com¬ 
piled the reports. 

"But our study results indicate 
that education is not in as much 
trouble as all the reports hav$ 
indicated," he said. 

Among humanities officials, 
62 percent reported that today’s 
students are at least of the same 
quality as students five years 


ago, according to the studies. 

Of the remainder, 22 percent 
of the humanities officials 
reported significant declines in 
student quality over the last five 
years, while 16 percent noted 
significant improvements in 
quality. 

Likewise, 61 percent of the 
engineering and science officials 
surveyed said they detected no 
significant change in student 
quality in the last five years, 
while 25 percent reported 
significant improvements and 15 
percent significant declines in 
quality.

rights field organizer for the 
United States Student Associa¬ 
tion, "but in the development of 
new programs, administrators 
won’t be as compelled to imple¬ 
ment them in the future." 

Moreover, "when it comes to 
making cuts, you can be sure 
existing women’s programs will 
be cut before they cut men’s 
revenue-producing sports," she 
said. 

But "it’s really too early to 
make those kinds of predic¬ 
tions," said Ruth Burkey, direc¬ 
tor of women’s sports for the 
National Collegiate Athletic 
Association (NCAA) in 
Shawnee Mission, Kan. 

"My first reaction is that (the 
Supreme Court decision) won’t 
have that much effect," she 
said, "especially at institutions 
within the NCAA that are com¬ 
mitted to worpen’s sports." 

Yet the new program-specific 
ruling could let some discrimi¬ 
natory programs go unmolested.

forced to kick Iron Arrow, an 
all-male honor society, off 
campus because it violated Title 
IX. 

"Iron Arrow could have con¬ 
tinued to discriminate under the 
new Supreme Court decision" 
without jeopardizing its federal 
funding, said Sheldon- Stien- 
bach, lawyer for the American 
Council on Education. 

Trunzo also worries the new 
ruling could apply to minority 
and handicapped student pro¬ 
grams as well. 

Congress, however, may not 
let the ruling last that long.

Don Edwards (D-Cal) 
say they plan to introduce bills 
soon to specify that an entire 
college, not just single pro- 
* grams, must prove it complies 
with Title IX if any part of it 
receives federal monies. 

The House of Representa¬ 
tives approved a non-binding 
resolution by a 418-8 margin 
last year saying it had intended 
whole colleges to be covered by 
Title IX when it approved the 
law in 1972.

B.U. sells 
in Mason 
county 

Bradley recently sold more 
than 2,100 acres of farmland in 
Mason County, part of the ori¬ 
ginal endowment for th$ 
University from Lydia Moss 
Bradley. 

The deed for 2,135 acres of 
land in Bath Township near the 
Illinois River was recorded Feb. 

22. Skillet Fork Farms of Shel- 
byville, lnd., paid over $3 mil¬ 
lion for the farm. 

"The tradition has been not to 
sell farmland left by generous 
donors, so this is not a regular 
practice," said Gary Anna, vice 
president of business affairs. 
"The sale is probably a one-time 
thing." 

The University also owns 
about 2,000 acres in Kansas and 
in Peoria, Fulton and Livings¬ 
ton counties in Illinois. 

Mad professor 
charges to 
grade papers 

ATHENS, GA (CPS) - After 
budget cuts forced him to fire 
his student grading assistant, a 
University of Georgia math pro¬ 
fessor decided to dramatize the 
campus-wide cutbacks by charg¬ 
ing students $10 each to have 
their papers graded. 

"Last fall the University of 
Georgia’s state funding was cut 
by $2.6 million as part of a 
state-wide budget cutback," said 
UGA spokesman Larry Dendy. 

. "In order to meet that $2.6 
million funding decrease the 
university made various cut- 
Wicks, including eliminating 
some teaching assistant and 
^ grading assistant positions," 
’’Dendy said. 

But math Professor Ted Shif- 
rin didn’t take the loss of his 
grading assistant as gamely as 
administrators had hoped. 

Shifrin kept his grading assis¬ 
tant, and started charging stu¬ 
dents a $10 grading fee to pay 
the assistant’s salary. 

But university administrators 
quickly squelched the new prac¬ 
tice and made Shifrin refund 
the voluntary fee to students. 

"He was trying to make a 
point about the effects of the 
budget cutbacks," Dendy said. 
"But he did it in a totally inap¬ 
propriate manner and was told 
such by the dean of the col¬ 
lege." 

| Several students did refuse to 
pay the grading fee, he said, 
and all have their money back.

Director of Safety and Com¬ 
munications Dave Baer was one 
of many security directors - 
some who represented major 
businesses, banks, shopping 
malls and hospitals — who met 
with Pisano about three months 
ago to discuss reasons for abol¬ 
ishing commissions. 

"By issuing a special commis¬ 
sion he (Pisano) places himself 
and the City of Peoria in a posi¬ 
tion of being accountable for 
the actions of individuals when 
he has not direct control of 
those individuals," said Baer. 

"I have stopped issuing the 
commissions as of Jan. 1, 
1984," Pisano said. "I will not 
renew any until a decision is 
made. If I renew them, know¬ 
ing the liability, that just puts 


me in double jeopardy." 

Baer’s own commission 
expires March 22. 

"As the commissions of the 
respective officers, myself 
included, expire, we are work¬ 
ing under the directive that we 
will not renew those commis¬ 
sions," Baer said. 

Three alternatives Pisano 
offered Bradley included con¬ 
tinuing operations without 
firearms, applying for a private 
detective license, and hiring a 
private detective agency. 

"Bradley security can have its 
own security force," said Pisano. 
"They won’t be able to carry 
guns. They will not be able to 
issue any city ordinance viola¬ 
tions. They may be able to 
write police reports if I want to 


give them that authority." 

Pisano related a case in which 
a city attorney filed a suit 
against Peoria two months ago 
because of the actions of a spe¬ 
cial police commission holder as 
one liability incident affecting 
his decision. 

"My decision was not based 
on any actions of Dave Baer or 
any other head of security in 
the City of Peoria," said Pisano. 
"My actions are, basically, the 
liability issues. Put yourself in 
my position: you’re the chief of 
police, and you’re held respon¬ 
sible for the actions of 110 per¬ 
sons that have special police 
commissions."

Student security may add escort service

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If insurance problems can be 
taken care of and the official 
O.K. is given, an escort service 
will soon be a service of student 
/security. 

Student security is a group of 
BrudVey students whose job is to 
increase the safety of dorms 
and their residents. Jeff' Moran, 
director of student security, said 
The student security acts as the 
eyes and ears for Bradley secu¬ 
rity." 

Student security officers are 
in the dorm offices 11 p.m. to 4 
am. Sunday through Thursday 
and 10 p.m. to 5 a.m. Friday 
and Saturday. They make 
rounds of the dorms at desig¬ 
nated intervals. 

I Student security is also 
responsible for noting mainte¬ 
nance problems and enforcing 
quiet hours. The officers have 
the authority to check students 
for LD.’s, deny anyone 
entrance to the building or ask 
people to leave. 

f The proposed escort service 
would add two positions each 
night, 14 in all. They would be 
responsible for patrolling the 
exterior of the building to note 
any possible problems. 

Service for students would be 
escorts on the campus and to 
and from fraternities and sorori¬ 
ties. "The positions will be open 
to anyone qualified; it’s not res¬ 
tricted to male or female," said 
Moran. 

, Escorts will be contacted by 
radio and told where someone 
requests their service. 

The plan is part of an idea 
brought up at a head residents’ 
meeting. "There had been talk 
on and off' for implementing 
some type of policy and they 
said hey, why don’t you try 
this," said Moran. Moran will be 
responsible for running the pro¬ 
gram. 

The cost .of the program, if 
put into effect until the end of 
the semester, would be "about 
SI500," said Moran. 

The student security escort 
service would not affect the 
Bradley security escort service 
now in effect. "If the other (stu¬ 
dent security) escort is esta- 
blished. the Bradley security 


escort will not vanish just 
because students decide to do 
this," said Dave Baer, director 
of communications and safety. 

Bradley security will still offer 
its service in the boundaries 
established. "We (Bradley secu¬ 
rity) do not give escorts to and 
from jobs, McDonald's, Mister 
Donut, Northwoods Mall, or 
fraternities and sororities. The 
students also must be in the 


established boundaries of 
Cooper, Columbia Terrace, 
Bourland and Barker," said 
Baer. 

Baer said the student walking 
patrol/escort could be used if 
there’s a delay with a Bradley 
officer. "If a student wanted an 
escort from the library to a 
dorm, we could call student 
security and they could provide 
the needed escort," he said.

Will Bradley be safe? 


The loss of security’s special police commissions leaves 
the University, again, with unanswered questions.

Ben Hershey and the Campus Affairs committee of stu¬ 
dent senate has circulated a memo on the possible loss of 
commissions.

Department is responsible for the campus area? We’re not 
putting them down, but they already have a pretty big job 
with the rest of the city. Will they be able to hire more 
officers? 

Will they have the patience to deal with noisy parties, 
outside drinking at parties, minors drinking at parties, and 
fraternity pranks? 

The issue is complicated; and we understand Sal 
Pisano’s desire to be rid of the liability of these commis¬ 
sions. 

We hope the University make some quick plans and 
decisions to anticipate problems. Nobody knows what the 
total effect will be — we’d better prepare for the worst.

The medical, environmental, 
psychological and social effects 
of nuclear war would be disas¬ 
trous to humans, said the 
panelists discussing "The Effects 
of Nuclear War" Monday in 
Student Center 107. 

"Human life is not going to 
continue in the Northern Hemi¬ 
sphere," said Ted Strom to an 
audience of about 50. He is a 
member of Physicians for Social 
Responsibility and completing 
his work for biomedical 
research in a combined M.D.- 
Ph.D. program at the University 


With a slide presentation, 
Strom described the immediate, 
short-term and long-term medi¬ 
cal effects of nuclear war. About 
150 million of the U.S. popula¬ 
tion would die instantly and 
many of the survivors would 
suffer burns. 

"The human genetic base 
would be wiped out and the sur¬ 
vivors would become a 
hunting-gathering society," said 
Dr. Harold Gardner of Penn 
State University. He is a 
member of the Sierra Club and 
was environmentalist of the 
year in .1977. 


Soviet official here March 26 


Vitally Churkin, second secre¬ 
tary of the Soviet Union’s 
embassy in Washington, D.C., 
will be at Bradley March 26 for 
the sixth "Preventing Nuclear 
Apocalypse" discussion. Chur¬ 
kin will be discussing "Soviet 
,Goals" in the Student Center 
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during SALT II talks in Switzer¬ 
land. 


Churkin is in the embassy's 
Arms Control section, which he 
said means, "trying to figure out 
what the U.S. is about in terms 
of arms control." He does this 
by reading American newspa¬ 
pers and reports by the Reagan 
administration, listening to 
numerous "think tanks" across 
the country and following 
Congress. 

Also speaking on the panel 
will be Dr. John Howard, direc¬ 
tor and professor of Bradley's 
Institute of International Stu¬ 
dies, and Sara Staggs, executive 
secretary of the Chicago Peace 
Council. She recently attended 
the "Dialogue for Peace" in the 
Soviet Union. 


the environment by a nuclear 
war, Gardner said drops in tem¬ 
perature and depletion of the 
ozone layer in the atmosphere 
would mean, "the vertebrates in 
the temperate and tropical 
zones would have a very slim 
chance of survival -- especially 
the herbivores." Due to air 
exchanges, even the Southern 
Hemisphere would suffer from 
radiation and falling tempera¬ 
tures. 

Dr. Mohamed Najmi, profes¬ 
sor and chair of Bradley’s 
sociology department said, 
"With the loss of human life, 
the most severe consequence 
would be near total destruction 
of our social organization. 
There would be more rural sur¬ 
vivors than urban survivors. 

"There would be severe loss 
of strategically important 
human resources — the doctors, 
the scientists, the professionals 
would be killed in large 
numbers. Forty to 80 percent of 
our technical personnel would 
be lost," Najmi said. 

Dr. Harold Rosenberg, assis¬ 
tant professor of psychology at 
Bradley, described some 
psychological effects of the war. 

"Nuclear war would yield 
presumably permanent, irrever¬ 
sible changes that have to be 
coped with unlike changes that 
have occurred in other wars," 
he said. 


Senate gives up SABRC appeal right

Student senate will continue 
to approve the SABRC budget 
and lose the ability to appeal for 
SABRC funds, said All-School 
President . Mary Deakin at 
Monday’s meeting.

In other news, senators 
debated a proposed change 
requiring senators to attend a 
regular meeting of their housing 
unit or provide a written sum¬ 
mary of senate business for the 
meeting. 

Senators would have to 
attend dorm council. Off' 
Campus Student Association, or 
Interfraternity Council and 
Panhellenic Council meetings, 
depending on their consti¬ 
tuency. 

"We are supposed to actively 
represent our (housing units) in 
every way possible," said Robert 
Burke, Internal Affairs chair. 

However, some senators 
expressed concern about attend¬ 
ing a possibly useless meeting.

Senator Brian Goforth said 
there was no incentive to attend 
a dorm council meeting if you 
don’t have a dorm council that 
works." 

The constitutional change will 
be voted on at the March 26 


meeting. 

Senate also: 

- agreed to sponsor a book 
exchange this semester, taking 
place during final exams; 

— created a permanent 
Finance Subcommittee to deal 
with senate finances; 

announced Business 
Manager Ken Goldin will speak 
at the March 26 meeting, at 
3:30 in the Student Center.

Although experimental 
and empirical studies on the 
psychological effects of nuclear 
war are almost impossible to 
perform, Rosenberg speculated 
on some of the effects. 

Death immersion ("The idea 
that individuals have a fear of 
the total annihilation of self and 
one’s identity."), psychic closing 
off' ("cessation of feeling and 
caring"), survivor guilt, self- 
centeredness, breakdown of 
social and legal systems, pas¬ 
sivity and depression, anger and 
hostility, radiation anxiety, and 
mental health effects of shel¬ 
tered living are some of the 
speculated psychological effects 
of nuclear war. 

The panelists agreed current 
predictions of the consequences 
of nuclear war were at best con¬ 
servative, and that it is 
impossible to predict the effects 
accurately due to the large 
number of intangibles involved. 

Najmi said that the age of 


larism is already affecting 
our social behavior. It has 
created a "new ephemeralism -- 
thinking of life in short terms. 
Its consequences are lack of 
commitment, lack of long-term 
relationships, high divorce 
rates, self-centeredness and nar¬ 
cissism." . 

Militarism and its doctrines, 
Najmi said, "are a policy of 
genocide - naked and clear. If 
you do not oppose it, you stand 
behind it and are morally culpa¬ 
ble and responsible for what is 
done in your name, with your 
resources, with your human 
power." 

The event was sponsored by 
Student Against Nuclear Arms,, 
the Black Student Alliance, the 
Council for Women’s Aware¬ 
ness, the International Affairs 
Organization, the Latino Stu¬ 
dent Association, the Peoria 
Area Peace Network and the 
Cultural Affairs Committee of 
Bradlev.

Bradley's Posting Policy Committee met 
several times last fall to address the concerns of 
student leaders, faculty members and administra¬ 
tors. 

Two of the concerns which were dealt with 
and resulted in amendments to the policy were 
the advertisement of alcohol and raffles or lot¬ 
teries. 

The policy regarding alcohol states that Brad¬ 
ley will limit the promotion of alcoholic beverages 
and controlled suhstances on campus. Most infor¬ 
mation on a poster must be non-alcohol related, 
stressing food or entertainment instead. 
Advertisers must try to address only students of 
legal age and must display the clause "Must be 21 
to consume alcohol." 

Organizations advertising raffles must obtain 
a license from the Peoria County Clerk, and a 
copy of the license must be filed with the Student 




Rick Murray, acting director of studeml 
activities, said, "We are trying to de-emphasiza 
the advertisement of alcohol. If alcohol were tool 
openly and widely advertised it could give the! 
University a bad name and possibly jeopardize it$! 
liquor license." 

The University offers alcohol to those ofl 
legal age at certain events and must have a liquorj 
license to do so. 

Murray said, "So far the policy has beef 
pretty efiective. Considering the number of post! 
ers hanging on campus, there have really beer# 
few violations." 

The committee's regulations are enforced in 
all campus posting areas on campus, including the 
Student Center, academic buildings, offices and 1 
dorm lobbies. The posting policy on individual 
floors is left to its inhabitants.

King of soul to reign at Civic Center

Pioneer. Legend. Innovator. Superstar. Words such as these 
are often thrown about in today’s hype-oriented, media run so 
ciety, rarely landing on someone truly deserving of such recogni 
tion. One justifiably given such praises however, is B.B. King, 
and Peoria will be able to experience the man and his music on 
Sunday, March 25, when King and his beloved guitar, Lucille, 
make their way to the Peoria Civic Center theater. 

B.B. King, generally considered the greatest living blues- 
man, was born Riley King on Sept. 16, 1925, in Itta Bena, Miss. 
While growing up he was exposed to a great deal of gospel 
music as well as the recordings of Blind Lemon Jefferson, Lonnie 
Johnson, Django Reinhardt, and Elmore James, whose influences 
he would later mold into his own unique brand of singing and 
playing. 

By 1948 King moved to Memphis, Tenn., and met Sonny 
Boy Williamson II, who gave King a spot as a DJ on the King 
Biscuit Boy radio show. It was during this stint as DJ that King 
acquired the nickname Blues Boy, which was later abbreviated to 
B.B. 

Within a year King had his first record released, "Miss Mar¬ 
tha King," on Bullet records, after which he moved to Modern 
Records where he appeared on their RPM label for the next 
twelve years. 

In 1950 he had his first major success, "Three O’Clock 
Blues, written by Lowell Fulsom. On this, his very first hit, one 
of the major characteristics of King’s work began to emerge. 
Throughout his career, King’s intense and highly personal style 
manifested itself so strongly in the songs of others, such as 
Memphis Slim’s "Every Day I Have the Blues" and Robert 
Nighthawk’s Sweet Little Angel," that many people thought 
King had written them himself. 

The 1960s found King’s career reaching some of its highest 
peaks. Live at the Regal, recorded in Chicago in the early Six- 
Ties,.is generally considered his finest album. In 1969 King pro 
duced Live and Well, half of which was recorded with his own 
band while the other half was done with a group of crack studio 
players, and contained the million-selling "The Thrill is Gone." 
King turned quite a few heads by employing a string section on 
this piece. 

As King’s popularity grew and he found himself playing in 
such rock venues as the Filmore East and the Filmore West, he 
changed his approach. Mississippi Seeds featured, among others, 


Joe Walsh, Carole King, and Leon Russell. 

With a recent Grammy award for Jazz and Blues under his 
belt, King comes into town for the first time since 1982 when he 
nearly sold out the Civic Center theater on Thanksgiving. Tick 
ets for his upcoming appearance are $11.50 and $13.50, the 
show starts at 8 p.m. 

A legend? Yes. A Superstar? Yes. But more than that, B.B. 
King is a man sharing his gift with the world.

"The longer we want, the littler the wishes be¬ 
come," poet Heather McHugh stated in "When Do We 
Start Getting Smarter?," one of a number of poems 
she read Monday night in the Hartmann Center. 

Undisturbed by the relatively small turnout, 
McHugh read her rich poetry as if hundreds were 
listening. As it is with Bradley "cultural" functions, 
hundreds should have been there. 

McHugh, hailing from Eastern Maine, told a 
number of stories about the Wacko Diner in Eastport, 
Maine. "Men would sit in the Wacko Diner at seven or 
eight in the morning drinking beer and playing Liar’s 
poker (poker played with a dollar bill)." 

She also enlightened the audience on the linguis¬ 
tic differences of Maine. "You know, in Maine they call 
poached eggs ’dropped eggs’. I can’t look at a poached 
egg anymore and think of it as anything but 
’droppped’." 

Above and beyond being a friendly speaker and 
humorous observer of life’s little indifferences, 
McHugh s poetry.reflects a number of strong influences 
and is imbued with an etymologist’s sense of language. 

"In a way, all poems are a reminder to myself. We 
have a tendency to arrange everything in opposites: 
light/dark, in/out, good/bad." 

McHugh’s poetry is a challenge for her to hang on 
to the "vast grey areas" that humankind has a tendency 
to overlook. She hits upon this theme time and time 
again, but especially in "Spot," a paean to that in¬ 
famous dog of childhood years, and his friends Dick 
and Jane. 

Another of McHugh’s "obsessions" is America’s 
tendency to place quantity over quality. She tackles 
this often, and well, especially in the poems "Blue 
Streak" and "In a World of Taking the Mistake." 

Blue Streak 

During the twentieth century chance 
was the form we adored -- you had to 
generate it by machine. Kisses came 

in twisted foil, we quickened the clock 
with digitalis, invented the pacemaker 
in case we fell in love. The whiz kids 

were our only ancestors; the buzz saw, 
working west, had left its mark. 

My children, this is history: 

we made it; millions counted; 
one-of-a-kind was a lie; and the poets, 
who should have spoken for us, were busy 

panning landscapes, gunning 

their electrics, going 

IIIII. 

The truth of her words rings through. In fact, 
although McHugh’s poetry is oftentimes surrealistic and 
grapples with idiological bodies of thought, her images 
are of a very realistic nature. At times, because of 
McHugh’s vast knowledge of language, she lets word¬ 
play take over, creating a chemical reaction within a 
poem that cries for a more subtle touch. But this is the 
exception rather than the rule. 

McHugh also read a series of French translations 
of the poet Rilke that she has been working on over 
the past few years. 

" Although McHugh left a number of impressions 
upon the audience, perhaps the reigning impression 
was one of being a friend. She laughed with the audi¬ 
ence, told humorous and insightful stories throughout 
the evening, and left behind a vast number of poems 
that stick with you. 

At one point in the evening, McHugh told an Aus¬ 
trian joke that she warned would "take about a month 
to understand." I’ll leave you with it: "A wife is like an 
umbrella -- sooner or later, one take a cab."

For those unfamiliar with the 
theatre, a dresser is the person who 
helps the primary actor with war¬ 
drobe and make-up.

Courtenay is the old actor’s 
dresser, Norman. He is also much 
more than a dresser; he is psychol- 
ogist, parent, caretaker, and many 
other roles for Finney. 

Both actors are delightful in 
their roles. Courtenay is particular¬ 
ly so. He is a character with 
effeminate qualities that are more 
amusing than disturbing. Norman 
keeps a flask of brandy in his back 
pocket and every time he takes a 
nip he curls his little finger as if he 
were having tea with the queen. He 
also has a lilt in his walk and 
manner which is especially apparent 
when he is preparing Finney’s bath, 
or apres-performance bottle of ale. 

Finney, who himself is a rela 
tively young man, is very believ¬ 


able in his role as the aging thespi- 
an. He is referred throughout the 
movie as "Sir”. "Sir" fluctuates 
between a strong, clear-thinking 
man, and a dottering fool. 

Norman must deal with these 
different characters in the same 
man. Anybody who has been 
around a person who is nearing 
senility can sympathize with Nor¬ 
man. He has to know what role he 
has to play to handle the actor’s 
own changing roles. (It’s no wonder 
he has a tendency to keep the 
brandy bottle within arms’ reaph.) 

Throughout the movie, Nor¬ 
man is trying to prepare Sir for a 
performance of King Lear. Sir has 
not missed a performance in 20 
years, and will not miss this one, 
even though the stage manager and 
other members of the class have 


their doubts about the curtain go¬ 
ing up. 

This particular performance 
will be the actor’s 227th "Lear". 
Once Norman finally gets Sir into 
the proper frame of mind to get in 
make-up, Sir appears in black-face, 
ready to play "Othello". Sir cannot 
even remember his cue to enter, or 
his first line. Norman coaches him 
with both. 


Stewart in It’s a Wonderful Life. 
Finney and Courtenay have a good 
thing going which very few can 
afford to miss. 


The actor and his dresser have 
an intense love/hate relationship. 
Neither could survive without the 
other, despite the fact they speak ill 
of each other. 

I left the theater in awe, which 
doesn’t happen very often. The last 
time I was so enamored with a 
character was with Marlon Brando 
in On the Waterfront , or Jimmy

Hitchcock hit 
still enthralls

Although Alfred Hitchcock’s 
Vertigo was made nearly 30 years 
ago, it is as captivatingly contem¬ 
porary as any recent motion pic¬ 
ture. More than any current thriller. 
Vertigo enthralls the audience from 
the start and unrelentingly aston¬ 
ishes them with numerous plot 
twists. 

James Stewart plays John Fer 
gusen, an ex-police officer who 
suffers from a paralyzing fear of 
heights. Out of work, John accepts 
the offer of an old friend to follow 
his wife around on her mysterious 1 
excursions. 

The friend’s wife, Madeline j 
Ellster (Kim Novak) is unconscious¬ 
ly obsessed with the history of her I 
great grandmother, who had com¬ 
mitted suicide at the age of 26, the 
same age as Madeline. John even- J 
tually joins Madeline on her remin- I 
iscent wanderings," and while try- 
ing to prevent the suicide Madeline I 
feels destined to commit, he falls in 
love with her. 

The movie is a story of obses- 1 
sion. Madeline is obsessed with her 
deceased great grandmother, and 
John becomes equally obsessed 
with Madeline. 

John s fear of heights becomes 
a pivotal part of the story, as he 
struggles to prevent what Madeline 
feels is inevitable. 

Hitchcock’s depiction of acro¬ 
phobia was innovative at the time 
and still provides a classic chill. 

When John looks over the roof 
of a building, the camera takes on 
his point of view. Suddenly, per 
spective and distance careen out of 
proportion, and the drop seems to 
both loom up at John and the audi¬ 
ence and expand infinitely down¬ 
ward. 

Throughout the movie, 
Hitchcock s camera work is un 
paralleled. As John trails Madeline 
from a department store to a 
cemetery and then to an art muse¬ 
um, the camera adopts John’s per¬ 
spective naturally and effortlessly. 

The technique never seems con- I 
trived or merely effect for effect’s 
sake. The suspense is heightened 
because the audience learns the in¬ 
triguing details of Madeline’s 1 
expeditions in the same way John 
does. 

James Stewart and Kim Novak 
give accomplished performances. 
James Stewart vividly portrays a 
man first haunted by a tragic weak¬ 
ness that has caused the death of a 
fellow officer, and then intrigued by 
the elusive Madeline. Kim Novak, 
as the enigmatic Madeline, riveting- 
ly depicts a woman driven by inex¬ 
plicable visions and urges. 

Vertigo and another Hitchcock 
classic, Rear Window are currently 
being re-released at a limited 
number of theaters. Vertigo can be 
seen in Peoria at the Metro movie 
theater only as long as it continues 
to draw audiences. This is a rare 
opportunity to see a movie that is 
classic entertainment.

Private schools in Blooming¬ 
ton, Elmhurst, Joliet, Quincy, 
Rockford and Springfield 
employ security guards who 
carry no weapons. 

"If all these other (schools) 
have a security force that is not 
armed, then why does Bradley’s 
security force need to be 
armed?" said Pisano. "We are 
the only city in the State of Illi¬ 
nois that issues special police 
commissions. Why should we 
continue to issue them if it puts 
us in that liable position?" 

Private schools in Des Plaines 
and Evanston utilize those 
towns’ commissioned police 
officers as campus patrol 
officers. Decatur employs spe¬ 
cial police who ►are commis¬ 
sioned by the state, rather than 
the city. 

According to Baer the 
University is presently looking 
into one of the aforementioned 
choices, pending a definite com¬ 
mission loss. 

"We’re still waiting for the 
State of Illinois to send us the 
documentation we need to at 
least take a look at one of the 
alternatives," Baer said. 

Bradley students, as well as 
security personnel, have 
expressed interest in the com¬ 
mission situation. 

"I have received a few phone 
calls from students. They are 
concerned," said Baer. 

"It’s upsetting from the point 
of view that you put a lot of 
time, a lot of work into a 
department to create an image 
— hopefully, a positive one. 

"I would view my being here 
as trying to achieve something 
in this area that the students 
looked at and said, ’Those are 
friends over there, they’re not 
enemies. They’re there to help 
me. They’re not there to 
always arrest me or take me to 
jail.*" 

Pisano said the city would 
decide in the next two or three 
weeks whether or not to con¬ 
tinue issuing special police com¬ 
missions. 

Bradley’s security force has 
been "a recognizable, formal 
department," since 1965, Baer 
said. He joined the University 
in 1973.

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Programs may be 'strategically dropped

In a report submitted to the 
administration, the Strategic Planning 
Committee has recommended the 
discontinuance of the Division of Speech 
and Hearing Sciences, the Department of 
Health and Movement Sciences and the 
geography program. 

The committee also recommended 
the discontinuance of the College of 
Health Sciences and that the Division of 
Nursing be merged with the College of 
Education. 

A press release stated, "The mis¬ 
sions of these programs are not central 
to the University and they are experienc¬ 
ing declining numbers of student 
majors." 

Provost and Vice President for 
Academic Affairs John Hitt said, "That 
doesn’t mean we think the people in 
these programs are not good, high qual¬ 
ity, people. We could imagine Bradley 
being Bradley without (the programs)." 


"Bradley being Bradley," or "can I 
imagine Bradley without this program" is 
how Hitt defined centrality , one of the 
five variables the committee used in 
evaluating campus programs. 

The other variables were: the quality 
of the program, students, faculty and 
alumni; the comparative advantage of the 
program — how is it better than or 
different from comparable universities; 
the demand of the program among stu¬ 
dents, the demand for the graduates, 
and the internal demand or service to 
the University; and the cost. 

Hitt said cost was the last and least 
of all things considered. 

"We focused on the budget, but our 
main focus was on centrality and qual¬ 
ity," Hitt said. 

The committee, consisting of faculty 
and administrators from throughout the 
University, was created in November 
1982, to reaffirm the mission of the 
University and to identify programs cen¬ 
tral to that mission. It evaluated every 


aspect of the campus. 

President Martin Abegg described 
the report as "what the University needs 
to do in order to best continue its efforts 
toward quality." 

The report now goes to University 
Senate and then to the Board of Trustees 
to be approved and perhaps amended. 
Abegg said he endorses the report. The 
Board of Trustees could vote on the 
report at their April 27 meeting "at the 
very earliest," Hitt said. 

There are about 67 majors in the 
three programs (about 40 in speech and 
hearing, 24 in health and movement, 
and three in geography) recommended 
for discontinuation, Hitt said. Bradley 
will fulfill its contract to these majors 
because "the school takes very seriously 
its obligation to those students," he said. 
Depending on the number of majors, 
Hitt said the programs probably wouldn’t 
be dropped for at least two years. 

As for tenured faculty, there would 
be about 12 who could lose their jobs. 


Hitt said Bradley will look for other 
things for those faculty members to do 
and will assist in retraining. 

The committee recommended that, 
after the elimination of the Department 
of Health and Movement Sciences 
(formerly Physical Education), health 
and physical education classes could 
become the responsibility of faculty in 
the Athletic Department or in the Divi¬ 
sion of Nursing. Also, service courses 
could be offered on a non-credit basis 
through an expanded intramural and 
recreational sports program. 

Potential program additions recom¬ 
mended by the committee include com¬ 
puter engineering, international busi¬ 
ness, physical therapy and a master’s 
degree in nursing. 

In athletics, the report suggested 
Bradley explore conference affiliation 
other than the Missouri Valley Confer¬ 
ence. It also asked the Athletic Depart¬ 
ment to reevaluate its program.

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Burke to guide Senate through'crossroads

Robert Burke, saying Student Senate 
is at a crossroads, has announced his 
candidacy for all-school vice president. 

"Student Senate has come to a 
crossroads of its future because of loss 
of respect and confidence of students on 
campus," Burke said. 

Burke wants to rectify the situation 
through internal improvements in the 
Senate body, "strengthening Senate 
internally before we do things exter¬ 
nally." 

Burke, the Internal Affairs chair of 
Senate, stated his three main goals as 
%e president. 

i First, he wants "to become a 
1 ziotivator, a guide and an aide to sena¬ 
tors in dealing with individual problems 
ft- in effect, being a troubleshooter for 
individual senators," he said. 

Burke defined a troubleshooter as a 
person who deals with the problems in 
Senate that senators don’t feel free to 
question. "Executive board concerns and 
Senate needs are not matching. (There 
should be) a person to express 
grievances, or there is pent-up hostility." 

The recent "gag order" situation and 
verbal attacks during Senate meetings 
are examples of the problem, Burke said. 

Second, Burke wants to be an 
integral part of committee work, acting 
as a resource and connection in imple¬ 
menting plans. 

Third, he said he wants to attend as 


many campus organization meetings as 
possible as a go-between for Senate and 
various organizations. "In order to expect 
organizations to send representatives to 
Senate, Senate must show an interest in 
return," said Burke. 

As for running independently, 
Burke said he was hoping to get on a 
ticket, but "it didn’t turn out that way. 

"I think my campaign platform and 
my goals are strong enough that I can go 
independently. 

"It might even be better for the vice 
president to be independent — it gives 
the president another perspective." Burke 
said he remembered the successful rela¬ 
tionship between former All-school 
President Nathan Martin, who ran 
independently, and former Vice 
President Tom Chochrek, who was on a 
ticket, in 1982-83. 

Burke agreed with the other ticket’s 
proposed changes for the Communica¬ 
tions Board. He said it’s necessary to 
make the committee more effective and 
more of an outreaching group. 

Burke has been on Senate for two 
years and is a junior international studies 
major. He is also a student member of 
Publications Council and the Arbitration 
Board. He was on the public relations 
committee of ACBU for two years. 

From his experience on Internal 
Affairs (IA), Burke thinks the Senate 
constitution needs an "overhaul." 

"Eventually the entire constitution 


and bylaws need to be scrapped. We've 
made so many changes; we’re changing 
the whole scope. Things are out-of-date 
and vague." 

Burke said he wants to study the 
possibility of implementing a recall pro¬ 
cess for all-school officers. If the stu¬ 
dents don’t feel an officer is doing what 
he or she was elected to do, Burke said, 
there should be some way to get rid of 
the officer. 

When asked about the basketball 
seating issue, Burke said, "I think we've 
settled for less; there’s got to be a way 
we can more fiercely negotiate for seats. 

"We seem to take it kind of pas¬ 
sively. Our role in negotiating seats ... 
has got to be taken more seriously." 

Another idea he has is to have 
members of the administration live in 
the dorms for a few days or a weekend 
"to understand some of the gripes." 

As for this year’s Senate, Burke 
said, "I don’t think we proved ourselves 
credible in dealing with issues." 

He said the South Africa issue was 
"excellent" for Senate to handle and he 
wished the same zeal could have been 
applied to campus issues. He said Senate 
shouldn’t reject any world or campus 
issues. "We’re not in the position to say, 
’no, your issue is not worthy.’" 

Student Senate elections are April 9 
and 10. There will be a debate between 
candidates 7 p.m. Thursday in Neumiller 
Chapel.

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Hershey pulls out of race

Ben Hershey announced to the Scout Tues¬ 
day he would be withdrawing as an all-school 
presidential candidate.

"We had options and we looked at them very 


carefully and we chose this situation. This has 
drawn the ticket closer and we’ll purvey that 
unity." 

Newton said they’ve spent a lot of time 
together in discussing their position after 
Hershey’s resignation. "If anything it’s helped us 
as for us being able to work together." 

Gibson said they would work with any other 
presidential candidate not on their ticket. "We’re 
all in this for the common goal to serve the 
students. We don’t plan on letting personalities 
get in the way." 

Newton said they could work with an outside 
candidate, just as candidates from different tickets 
have to work together when elected. 

When asked why none of them would take 
over the president spot, Newton and Laurin said 
they felt they didn’t have the experience and they 
didn’t want to change their individual goals. 

"Why jumble up the entire ticket? We’ve 
worked out our own positions," Newton said. 

Gibson said, "We want to see that those 
specific things come to pass."

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Soviet policy based on peace

The Soviet foreign policy is 
based on peaceful coexistence 
between states, said Dr. Vitally 
Churkin, second secretary of 
the Soviet Embassy in Washing¬ 
ton, D C. and a SALT II nego¬ 
tiator. 

The discussion on "Soviet 
Goals" Monday drew more than 
200 people in the Student 
Center Ballroom. Sara Staggs, 
executive secretary of the Chi¬ 
cago Peace Council was the 
other speaker. 

Churkin said, "The founda¬ 
tion of our foreign policy was 
laid down by Lenin; and the 
fundamental principle on which 
it was based then and continues 
to be based today is the princi¬ 
ple of peaceful coexistence of 
states with different social sys¬ 
tems." 

He said the Soviets believe, 
"that historically and philosophi¬ 
cally our system is stronger and, 
eventually under peaceful con¬ 
ditions, will prove its advan¬ 
tages over the kind of system 
you (the U.S.) have. The only 
conditions under which we can 
prove that are the conditions of 
peace." 

The speakers agreed the U.S. 
had initiated and continued to 
propagate the arms race. Staggs 
said, "The arms race might be 
more appropriately called the 
arms chase with the Soviet 
Union always trying to catch 
up." She recently attended the 
"Dialogue for Peace" in the 
Soviet Union. 

Citing statistics, Churkin said, 
"Every major weapon system 
was first developed by the U.S. 
Our first nuclear-powered vessel 
was an ice-breaker whereas 
yours was a submarine." 

Churkin went through a his¬ 
tory of Soviet-U.S. relations. He 
expressed gratitude for the sup¬ 
port VJ.S. gave in the "com¬ 
mon victory" of World War 11. 
He said that whereas the U.S. 
had lost 400,000 lives in that 
war, the Soviets lost 20 million 
people. World War II, Churkin 
said, was the high point in the 
U.S.-Soviet relations. 

After the war, American 
foreign policy "tended to declare 
almost the entire globe an area 
of vital interest." Citing the 
Middle East, Churkin said the 
Soviets are unable to under¬ 
stand why the U.S. supports its 
daim through "naked ,military 
force" rather than trying to 
understand, listen to and 
develop friendly relations with 
the people of those countries. 

He said, after the war, there 
was an obvious expectation on 
the part of the U.S. that "this 
would be the beginning of a 
new American century. The 
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main means to support that 
claim was the atomic bomb 
which you were not only the 
first to develop, but also the 
first and only country to use, 
and that showed us that you 
were willing to use that weapon 
should it be necessary." 

That was the beginning of the 
arms race, Churkin said. 

"There were rays of hope 
too," Churkin said. Negotiations 
were started in 1969 and by the 
end of the 1970s, "we were on 
the verge of really reversing the 
arms race." Since the end of the 
1970s, he said, there was a 
discontinuation of arms reduc¬ 
tion talks on the part of the 
U.S. 

Churkin said, "American 
insiders" have attributed this 
deterioration to the replacement 
of the MAD (Mutually Assured 
Destruction) doctrine with the 
NUTS (Nuclear Utilization Stra¬ 
tegists) doctrine which theor¬ 
ized that the U.S. could win a 
nuclear war. 

The NUTS doctrine was part 
of the 1980 Republican Party’s 
political platform. 

"One of the most dangerous 
developments in the military 
field is the deployment of the 
Pershing II and cruise missiles 
in Western Europe. These 
weapons enhance considerably 
the possibility of an accidental 
outbreak of nuclear war." Chur¬ 
kin said these missiles would 
take only three minutes to 
reach Soviet soil. These 
developments, he said, caused 
the Soviets to discontinue the 
arms reduction talks. 

"Things are very bad, and in 
terms of arms control and bila¬ 
teral relations (with the U.S.). 


we are at the lowest ebb since 
World War II," Churkin said. 

Staggs described the peace 
movements in the Soviet 
Union. "It is quite common in 
the U.S. to feel that there is no 
peace movement in the Soviet 
Union. The Soviet Peace Com¬ 
mittee has been in existence for 
over 25 years. It has 120 local 
chapters in the 15 republics of 
the Soviet Union. Contrary to 
popular belief, it’s not funded 
by the Soviet government, but 
by a separate organization called 
the Soviet Peace Fund," she 
said. 

"In 1982 alone, the Soviet 
Peace Fund received contribu¬ 
tions from over 80 million 
Soviet citizens," she said. 

Staggs said the Soviet Peace 
Council was in agreement with 
the Soviet government since, 
"the Soviet government is a 
force for peace in the world." 

Answering a question on the 
perception of the Soviet Union 
as seeking to dominate and 
spread communism throughout 
the world, Churkin said, "Revo¬ 
lution cannot be exported. It 
has to grow within each given 
society. That is not to say we 
are prepared to accept counter¬ 
revolution. Exporting revolution 
is contrary to our basic ideologi¬ 
cal premises. This is supported 
by the facts." 

Churkin cited examples of 
the withdrawal of Soviet forces 
from Iran in 1946, from North 
Korea in 1948 and from Austria 
in 1955. 

"Only if something tangible is 
achieved in terms of nuclear 
arms reduction can we all be 
confident that we are not the

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Senate responds to gun issue

Business Manager Ken Gol¬ 
din asked the Student Senators 
Monday if they thought security 
should carry guns. 

"Do you feel that our secu¬ 
rity, without their weapons, 
could still control our guests 
that visit us? Do you feel more 
comfortable if they've got that 
weapon?" Goldin asked. 

In an informal hand vote, 
only one senator wanted secu¬ 
rity to not have guns. 

Goldin has been working on a 
solution to the proposed loss of 
special police commissions from 
the Peoria police superinten¬ 
dent. 

Goldin said he has been in 
contact with Springfield and 
"They're telling me in 
Springfield, ’no, I don’t think 
you can become a detective 
agency.’" 

Northwoods Mall attorneys 
said their security guards will 
continue to carry weapons 
because it’s allowed by the 
state, Goldin said. 

"We’re in touch with at least 
five state schools allowed to 
carry (guns) and we think that’s 
discrimination," he said. 

Bradley officers want to keep

their guns, Goldin said. 

"Most of the officers said they 
want to carry weapons to be in 
charge and (so) people under¬ 
stand you’re in charge," he said. 
If officers can’t carry guns. 


they will not want to work here 
because they wouldn’t receive 
the training for better jobs, he 
said. 

Goldin doesn’t believe the 
Peoria police would provide the 
response and protection "we’d 
like to have." 

Also, Senate passed the con¬ 
stitutional amendment requiring 
members to attend their hous¬ 
ing unit meetings.

Delinski demolishes field house

Delinski admitted he almost 
demolished the field house 
shortly after last semester’s 
Tubes concert because of the 
low grade of entertainment 
which has been characteristic of 
the "twin hangars" since the 
Braves departed for the Peoria 
Civic Center Arena in 1982. 

"Damn hippy-yippy, rock 
bands," growled Delinski. "Why 
can’t we host good, old- 
fashioned entertainers, like Guy 
Lombardo?" 

Delinski explained that the 
only thrills and satisfaction he 
received presiding over the 
complex, day-to-day operations 
of the field house came when 
he and his staff' of BU women’s 
athletes got to yell and scream 
at Greeks to "keep off' the damn 
stage," during January’s calling 
out ceremonies. 

President Martin Abegg was 
mildly dismayed at Delinski's 
actions, but seemed optimistic 
about future plans for the pro¬ 
perty. 

"Leo's a nutty guy," said 
Abegg, "but I’ve always had a 
soft spot in my heart for him. I 
mean, anyone who wears a 
bright red sports coat on 
Homecoming day, and an 
obnoxiously loud green sports 
coat on St. Patrick’s day is o.k.

According to Abegg, Business 
Manager Ken Goldin is already 
negotiating with general con¬ 
tractors to erect an outdoor ice 
rink on the former field house 
site, where the Peoria Prancers 
will host all their 1984-85 home 
games.

ACBU tapes execution

ACBU scored a major kill by winning the ex¬ 
clusive rights to video tape the execution of J.D. Autry 
last week in Texas. The tape will be shown to "misfit" 
Bradley students on the V.C.R. in the Student Center 
Lobby. 

Unhampered by the Texas Court of Appeals deci¬ 
sion not to let the execution be taped, as Autry himself 
had requested, ACBU presented its own appeal on the 
basis that the execution would be shown only as a 
deterrent for problem students. 

"We need to show the school vandals and other 
misfits what will happen if they continue their lives of 
crime and sin!" ACBU attorney Dan G. Zus stated 
somewhat emotionally to the presiding judge, Harold 
Greenberg. After a lengthy deliberation period, Judge 
Greenberg changed his "nope-sorry-no-can-do" verdict 
and allowed ACBU to videotape the execution. 

Representatives of ACBU were excited about the 
victory but showed some concern over the actual exe¬ 
cution. "We had hoped it would be something other 
than poison,” said ACBU Mainstage coordinates, Mac 
O’Brian. "Poison is kind of boring. We were going to 
ask for electrocution but we decided not to press our 
luck." 


ACBU was not disappointed, however. The Autry 
poisoning lasted a full 10 minutes, which allowed a 
running commentary on what was actually happening 
in Autry’s bloodstream. Knave Gloss, ACBU president, 
delivered the play-by-play up to the final moments 
when Autry’s body twitched, gurgled, shook and finally 
died. 

"Sure it was expensive, but we act only in the in¬ 
terest of Bradley and its students," Gloss said. When 
asked about the specific cost of the operation, Gloss 
replied. "Well, let’s just say we could’ve gotten a 
whole bunch of Jack Glocers and Maya Angelous for 
what we paid. 

"It was tough getting the money from the SABRC. 
They wanted us to host another writer or maybe do 
another off-campus campus carnival, but we convinced 
them that this was more fun," Gloss explained. ACBU 
plans to show the tape during finals week. In keeping 
with their court promise, they will direct the tape to 
those students who are considered undesirable in the 
Bradley community. 

"The tape," Gloss elaborated, "will also be avail¬ 
able for several of Peoria’s high schools and youth 
groups." Its sale price has not been announced but 
sources say it will cost less than "The Making of 
Michael Jackson’s Thriller." 





























New Beatles smash-hit states again

Following hot on the heels of 
their major American breakthrough 
LP, Appliance Nirvana , featuring 
the hot dance remix of "You 
Dropped a 150 Pound Maytag 
Three Cycle Washing Machine on 
Me, Baby,' the British new wavers 
Electronic Sexual Perception Hook 
Up 5 (who may very well be the 
next Beatles) have come through 
with their second stateside release, 
The Art of Tendencies. 

ESP Hook Up 5 (as they’re 
known in the states due to a con¬ 
tractual squabble with a group of 
the same name) have not so much 
expanded on their second LP as 
they have consolidated their best 
features. 

Completely synthetic, the 
band doesn’t use technological ad¬ 
vances in recording to propel their 



musical/lyrical abilities so much as 
they use it as a justification for 
having no talent. Yet the band, all 
former art students with no previ¬ 
ous experience, somehow pull their 
collective facilities together to 
create music that is simultaneously 
distant and uninspired. 

The most wonderful aspect of 
The Art of Tendencies is ESP Hook 
Up 5’s use of the drone. After 40 
minutes of a simplistic, melodic 
line feed through a Roland SFX 
Synthesizer, lead guitarist David 
LeMachine Model Z86 adds a strik¬ 
ing synthetic guitar signature to the 
last 15 seconds of the album that is 
just stunning. 
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Simon Currie-Syntax, lyricist 
and voice, adds a flourish to the 
Art of Tendencies with his highly 
stylized and subtly plagiaristic lyr¬ 
ics and his fashion of vocalizing. 
Many of Currie-Syntax’ lyrics re¬ 


volve around modern fashion and 
the social aspects of dress. "Close 
Crop, Duck Tail & Just a Tad Off 
the Sides is a dance-floor raver 
where Currie-Syntax deals head on 
with the tedious search for the per¬ 


fect hair stylist. 

After this high point of the 
LP, ESP Hook Up 5 chants the 
mantra "dance" over a modulated 
Indian melody for the remainder of 
the album.

Outdoor sports facility planned

Bradley University announced definite plans Tuesday to build a 
new outdoor sports complex. The idea has been tossed around in 
Swords Hall for several years, but President Martin Abegg now 
says the funding is available. 

"Due to the generosity of Jack Brickhouse, a Bradley graduate, 
and his connections in the sports world, Bradley will receive $2.3 
million to build an outdoor swimming pool, ice rink/tennis court, 
ping pong tables, N.C.A.A. approved frisbee ring, and a horse shoe 
toss. 

"Construction will begin April 31, and it’s expected to be 
finished by the time students return for Fall 1984." 

Abegg said Brickhouse has been working on a gift to his alma 
mater for some time, and after much deliberation and negotiations 
he decided the sports complex would most benefit the students. 

I didn t want something that would never be used or recog¬ 
nized, something like that O.D.K. Circle which everyone walks 
through without knowing what it stands for," said Brickhouse at the 
press conference. "Now the students can travel a short distance to 
toss horse shoes and play ping pong." 

The complex will be located at the corner of Bradley Avenue 
and University. The University already owns the land. 

Student reaction to the news has been favorable. 

"I’m glad we won’t have to go all the way to Bradley Park for a 
tennis match," said Student Senate President Mary Deakin. "Stu¬ 
dents will really appreciate it." 

Deakin pledged Senate’s support for the purchase of horse 
shoes and frisbees.

In another landmark move, 
the Carpetbaggers have hired 
the late Paul "Bear" Bryant to 
coach the team. 

"Let’s face it," said Ferguson,

sidered giving the job to Dick 
Versace, but we decided he’d be 
too lenient on the players." 

Rumor has it that the late 
Lydia Moss Bradley pushed I 
heavily for Bryant.

As part of the expansion that 
included the Carpetbaggers, the 
USFL will also move to a year- i 
round schedule, with no ' 
playoffs. 

"The first team to win 100 
games will win a championship," 
said Commissioner Chet Sim¬ 
mons. 

The league is also experi¬ 
menting with a form of indoor 
football to spawn more interest 
in the sport.

Bradley President Martin 
Abegg was on hand to explain 
how the athletic department 
would be able to afford to \ 
in such a widespread league. 

"In order to acquire more 
travelling money for the Braves, 
the Strategic Planning Commit¬ 
tee has recommended that we 
discontinue the College of 
Engineering and Technology, 
and the College of Business 
Administration," said Abegg. 

I think the C.R.A.P. is just 
what my team needs," said Ver¬ 
sace. "Tony (Barone) and I were 
ready to leave the University to 
open a pizza parlor in Chicago, 
but now we’ve got an incentive 
to stay here for another 
years!"

The Accounting Students 
Association (ASA) is primarily 
a social organization. Its objec¬ 
tive is to help accounting majors 
meet each other and communi¬ 
cate about their major. Also, 
students are offered member¬ 
ships to the National Associa¬ 
tion of Accountants and the 
Central Illinois Institution of 
Internal Auditors which brings 
students in contact with 
accounting professionals.

Brad Elvis adds fui

Can a quirky, persoanble, neo-rockabilly band 
from Champaign find success in the cutthroat world of 
the record industry? If the band is the Elvis brothers, 
the answer is an emphatic yes. 

The Elvis Brothers, who have always had an 
enthusiastic stage presence, played to a sparse crowd 
at Confetti’s Wednesday night. Too bad. A lot of peo¬ 
ple missed a good time. Any band who can metamor¬ 
phose from the Elvis Brothers into the 'Big Country 
Brothers' and proceed to play the song 'In A Big 
Country' exactly like Buck Owens would is not 
without a certain amount of charm. This band does 
have a lot of schtick in its repetoire, yet, more impor¬ 
tantly, they carry it off. 

This is not to say the band is without chops. The 
Elvis Brothers rock, and with authority. With just three 
members (Brad Elvis, drums; Rob Elvis, guitar and vo¬ 


cals; and Graham Elvis, bass and vocals), they produce 
an infectious and eminently danceable sound. That 
sound is captured on the Brother’s debut album for 
Portrait Records, Movin Up. The record received posi¬ 
tive reviews from most major publications According to 
Graham Elvis, 'the only slightly negative review we 
got was from Us magazine, who said we weren’t origi¬ 
nal. I felt like sending them a letter and saying, ’Hey, 
haven’t you heard of People?'' 

The band hopes to get into the studio to begin 
recording tunes for their second album within the next 
two months. Currently, they are in the process of 
finding the right producer and recording studio for the 
project. 

The set the Elvis Brothers played Wednesday 
evening was a mixture of material taken from the first 
album and new somgs being redied for possible inclu¬ 
sion on the next record. The music of the Elvis Broth¬ 
ers is difficult to label; some songs might be termed 
power pop' while others delve into rockabilly. What¬ 
ever the stylistic leanings, the band plays the music 
with vigor and obvious good humor. 

After coming out to an intro tape of theme music 
from 2001: A Space Odyssey and some tasty stuff 
from Herb Albert and the Tijuana Brass, the Elvis 
Brothers launched into some feisty new material, most 
notably, a song called 'Big Ideas. After informing the 
audience that they 'have lots of money' and hail from 
Memhpis, the band kicked into some of the more fami¬ 
liar songs from the first album, causing many to take 
to the dance floor. 

Besides being a great band to dance to, they can 
be fun to watch as well. Drummer Brad Elvis is a joy 
as he flails away at his basic, unadorned drum kit. He 
seems to be fond of drumming while standing atop his 
bass drum, and also seems to have little regard for the' 
welfare of his drumsticks. Bassist Graham Elvis is also 
quite active on stage, constantly mugging for the audi¬ 
ence and generally looking as if he’s having the time of 
his life. Rob Elvis somehow manages to hold the 
music together while the others are careening about. 

When asked for advice in parting, Brad Elvis 
offered these words: 'work hard, make a lot of money, 
and hang out in exclusive clubs like the Elvis Brothers 
do.' Not a heavy philosophy, but what can one expect 
from a member of a band who does Quiet Riot with a 
Las Vegas-type lounge singer arrangement? 

Upcoming events at Confetti’s include Black Oak 
Arkansas on April 3 and Dwight Twilley, whose single 
'Girls' is currently on the national charts, on April 20. 
Confetti’s is located at 3300 Willow Knolls Rd. and 
patrons must be 21 to consume alcohol.

Abegg, Deakin decide student seats

Bradley students will get at 
least 725 seats in the lower bowl 
for the 1984-85 Bradley Braves 
home games at the Peoria Civic 
Center. An agreement was 
reached between Student Senate 
President Mary Deakin and 
Bradley President Martin Abegg 
before Spring Break. 

The proposal we went in 
with was 1,500 floor seats, but 
we didn’t expect to get that" 
said Deakin. 

Section five has (non- 
student) season ticketholders. 
We’ll get that section and with 
it we 11 have 1,000 floor seats.” 

Deakin said no new season 
tickets will be sold in section 
five, and the University’s 
counting on the public not 
wanting to sit near the students 
and requesting seats elsewhere. 

I m personally happy," said 
Deakin. "I think the students 
had a desire to move more stu¬ 
dents to the floor. They’ll have 
more enthusiasm. Putting the 
students behind the cheer¬ 
leaders and the band could 
create more spirit.” 

As to whether more students 
will buy seats next year, Deakin 
said she doesn’t think seating is 



the only reason why students 
don’t go to a game. 

With the seating better, it 
will encourage students to go, 
be closer to the game," said 
Deakin. "Bradley needs that 
psychological factor." 

Deakin said transportation 
will be free to students, and the 
cost and number of tickets is up 
for debate. 

Some Senate members have 
said they aren’t happy that Dea¬ 
kin worked out the agreement 


without the Basketball Seating 
Subcommittee of the Campus 
Aflairs Committee. Subcommit¬ 
tee chair Mike Sullivan said 
We had a proposal as far as a 
negotiating point. Mary then 
talked to Dr. Abegg." 

Sullivan didn’t know the 
details of the agreement but 
said from what he remembers 
it s a pretty good deal." 

Deakin said she thinks it's a 
good proposal, and she doesn’t 
see a need for any changes. 



Bradley considers conference change 


Bradley University is studying 
its athletic programs for their 
cost-benefit ratio to perhaps 
make changes in its offerings A 
report by the Strategic Planning 
Committee compiled over an 
18-month period suggested 
areas that might warrant 
change, including the school’s 
affiliation with the Missouri Val¬ 
ley Conference and high-cost 
sports. 

"The committee recom¬ 
mended we look at alterna¬ 
tives," said Bradley President 
Martin Abegg. "We’re looking 
at conferences with at least 
some of the teams in areas 
where we have high concentra¬ 
tions of alumni and students 
They must have the same 
interests academically as Brad¬ 
ley. The geographic region must 
be such to keep travel costs to a 
minimum. 

"The teams must come from 
media markets that have 
income potential, and we would 
be better served in a conference 
where the predominant sport is 
basketball. The dominant sport 
in the MVC is football.” 

Abegg said alumni and stu¬ 
dent concentrations are the six- 
county Chicago area and St 
Louis. 

"Our only avenue into the 
Chicago market is Loyola. It 
doesn t establish any conference 
contacts." 

Two conferences the Univer¬ 
sity has considered are the 
Midwest and Metro Confer¬ 
ences. Abegg said when the 
Metro Conference was formed, 
it expressed an interest in 
Bradley, but the Peoria media 
market wasn’t big enough. 

Abegg expects a report from 
the University’s Athletic Com¬ 
mittee in October. A final deci¬ 
sion would come jointly from 
the committee, Athletic Direc¬ 
tor Ron Ferguson, and the 
Board of Trustees. 

One other option the school 
is considering is the dropping of 
some high-cost sports in favor 


of less costly ones. 

"We’re talking about reallo¬ 
cating. Division I requires eight 
sports. Waterpolo is an 
N.C.A.A. recognized sport. We 
could put in waterpolo and 
eliminate baseball. Baseball 
requires a lot more scholar¬ 
ships, and some of the swim¬ 
mers could play waterpolo. 

"Another sport is rifle. It’s 


less costly than some of the 
others we have. 

1 think every college, if they 
are not doing it now, had better. 
We’re looking ahead to the next 
few years with declining enroll¬ 
ment and money in short sup¬ 
ply." 

Abegg said reallocated money 
could be placed in the swim¬ 
ming and women’s basketball 
programs.

concept campaign

Dave Carlson, defeated in last year’s 
election, has again announced his candi¬ 
dacy for all-school president. 

Carlson will be running indepen¬ 
dently in what he calls his "concept cam¬ 
paign. 

"The idea behind it is to finally have 
the student leaders have the guts to 
stand up and say 'I want to know what’s 
going on and you’re going to tell me,’" 
Carlson said. 

He said there are a handful of issues 
-- basketball seats, security, dorms clos¬ 
ing, ACBU and the Civic Center, meal 
ticket changes -- about which students 
don t know what’s happening.

I m not going to go into Abegg’s office 
all fire and brimstone, pounding my fist 
on his desk and throwing papers in the 
air, but 1 am going to tell him what the 
students want." 

He said he would meet with 
administrators "whether they want to see 
me or not. 

"If they don’t want to see me just 
because of my approach, I think that 
might be indicative mv approach is 
right," he said. 

Carlson spoke to Student Senate 
Monday. He said he does not have "an 
approach of alienation and confronta¬ 
tion. He said he could get things accom¬ 
plished because the students would be 
behind Senate. He compared it to the 
Lovelace cafeteria situation, where the 
students united to keep the cafeteria 
open for a semester. 

Carlson said the Senate should be 
behind him if he is supported by the stu¬ 
dents.

If I am elected these senators 
should be able to read that. 

"I honestly hope Senate can sit back 
and objectively look at the performance 
of Senate and make an intelligent deci¬ 
sion: not much is happening. But my 
approach is to get them moving; if they 
don t like that, that’s their decision," he 
said. 

Carlson, a junior, is a public rela¬ 
tions major. He has been on Senate 
three years and has chaired Internal 
Affairs and Communications Board. He 
has been a University senator for two 
years. He has been on dorm council and 
on these University committees: library, 
bookstore, admissions and retention and 
University resources. He was also a Scorn 
columnist last semester.

Commissions renewed

Peoria Police Superintendent 
Salvatore Pisano has renewed 
two of Bradley security's city 
police commissions for 60 days, 
while school administrators con¬ 
tinue to research alternatives to 
city commissioning. 

Director of Communications 
and Safety Dave Baer said 
Pisano has "relented and 
honored" BU’s requests for 
exploring possible choices at 
greater length. 

"We’re trying to find an alter¬ 
native that would satisfy the 
constituents of this University," 
said Baer. "We want to find the 
best working system for the stu¬ 
dent body, the faculty and the 
staff'." 

Pisano confirmed March 30 


that he renewed the 
commission for Baer and one of 
his officers, Jean Marion, from 
March 22 to May 22. 

Although he still recom¬ 
mends abolishing commissions 
for private security personnel, 
Pisano renewed the two com¬ 
missions because "they seemed 
to feel they needed them." 

Vice President for Business 
Affairs Gar) Anna said the 
University’s first alternative is 
to continue carrying firearms, 
after signing an agreement free¬ 
ing the city from any liability. 

If that alternative, deemed 
not feasible" by Anna, is not 
chosen, then Bradley would 
apply for private detective status 
with the State of Illinois, or 
carry no guns. 


One legal aspect Anna said 
administrators are exploring is a 
state statute which claims 
private organizations can carry 
firearms if they so desire. 
Pisano, however, disagrees with 
that legality, saying Illinois law 
holds the city and him liable for 
civil and criminal wrongs com¬ 
mitted by security guards 
licensed through the police 
department. 

Both Baer and Anna wish to 
resolve the problem before stu¬ 
dents recess for the summer. 

Currently 11 private security 
officers serve on Bradley’s 
force, but Pisano has not issued 
any other new commissions 
since Jan. 1. The commissions 
expire annually; so all will be 
affected by the end of this year.

Officials 
say the action of the Soviet ship was “uncalled for " However, sources said 
the Holt had been shadowing the Minsk, a practice customary in both the 
Soviet and U S navies 

The Soviet's "Soyuz" spacecraft was launched into space 
Tuesday The takeoff of the craft, which carries India's first space traveler and 
two Soviet cosmonauts, was broadcast live on Soviet television. Soviet space 
officials said on the suggestion of India's space researchers, the Indian will 
practice yoga during the eight-day mission in an experiment to see how yoga 
works in weightless conditions 

The Israeli government said it may initiate a crackdown on 
. crossings at the Lebanese border. Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir said those 
responsible for the terrorist attack in Jerusalem Monday morning will be pun¬ 
ished "to the full extent of the law Forty-eight people were wounded when 
three Arabs apparently slipped across the border on a mission to randomly kill 
Israelis in the heart of Jerusalem. 
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Authorities in Athens reported that an American military 
man was shot Tuesday as he rode in his car on the main highway leading out 
of the Greek capital US Embassy sources identify the victim as a non¬ 
commissioned officer with the American Military Mission to Greece This is 
the second attack on a foreign official in less than a week 

Defense Secretary Caspar Weinberger told NATO defense 
ministers in a meeting in Turkey Tuesday the Reagan administration has ruled 
out a ban on anti-satellite weapons. Senior US. officials say the Soviets have 
launched an "extraordinarily vigorous' 4 effort to make military use of space. 

Walter Mondale won Tuesday's New York Democratic primary, 
receiving 45 percent of the vote. Mondale said the race for the Democratic 
nomination is still "very even." Gary Hart, who finished second with 27 per¬ 
cent of the vole, said from now on he will not pay attention to attacks by 
Mondale Hart edged out Jesse Jackson by 1 percent of the vote. 

The Republican-controlled Senate has adopted, by 

unanimous voice vote, a proposal to withdraw U S. military aid from El Salva¬ 
dor if its elected government is overthrown by a military coup. The proposal is 
sponsored by Democrat Dale Bumpers of Arkansas and opposed by Secretary 
ol State. George Schultz. It is the first condition the Senate has attached to 
the administration-backed package of military aid for El Salvador. 

President Reagan said he has told everyone in his administra¬ 
tion to “cooperate fully' with a special prosecutor's probe of Edwin Meese's 
financial dealings. Reagan appointed top Washington lawyer Jacob Stein as 
the special prosecutor in the investigation Stein, the former Watergate 
defense attorney, said he plans on holding a “dignified and thoroughly profes¬ 
sional" investigation. He will decide whether violations of federal law are 
involved in the allegations against Meese 

A strike by 17.000 Las Vegas hotel and casino workers caused many 
entertainers to cancel their shows. The walkout has curtailed food service and 
hotel room maintenance. Most of the gaming workers are not unionized, so 
the casinos are pledging to stay open. In the words of one tourist, “gambling 
comes first, eating comes later.” 

Yoko Ono, widow of singer John Lennon, will have to pay up rbr 
work done on the couple's "Double Fantasy" album. A New York City jury 
ruled that Ono must pay S3 million to a producer-engineer for his contribu¬ 
tion to the 1982 Grammy Award winner Jack Douglas sued Ono in 1981. but 
Ono said Douglas switched contracts on her and forced excessive terms on 
her.

rate of those evacuated to Viet¬ 
nam field hospitals. 

Wright was a speaker in the 
American Government Lecture 
Series here Monday. He said he 


was "deeply inspired" by his 
visit to El Salvador during their 
March 25 presidential election. 
Wright, who favored Christian 
Democratic Party candidate Jose 
Napoleon Duarte, spoke with 
500 people in five towns "with 
pride in their eyes when they 
showed the stains on their 
fingertips that indicated their 
vote. Some had waited for three 
hours." The hope for peace and 
a democracy "like America" was 
often expressed, he said. 

Our elections should not 
serve as an example to El Salva¬ 
dor, Wright said. He did not 
think America had "any busi¬ 
ness supporting an overthrow of

The members of the elections 
sub-committee realize that the fact 
that three of the candidates will run 
unopposed may be a source of some 
disappointment to student voters. 
We believe, however, that for a 
variety of reasons it is of great 
importance that students exercise 
their vote. 

The most significant and impor¬ 
tant reason for students to vote is 
that there is one office, that of 
president, that is contested. Stu¬ 
dents not only deserve to, but owe 
it to themselves to vote for the can¬ 
didate they feel is most capable of 
filling the position. 

Furthermore, a large voter tur¬ 
nout forces the new officers, both 
opposed and unopposed, as well as 
Student Senate, to realize the 
importance of their jobs. This also 
forces the new officers to realize the 
expectations placed upon them by 
the student body. Finally, we feel 
that Student Senate in the past year 
has taken great strides in improving 
its visibility and creating new ideas. 
Many of these new ideas will come 
to fruition in the next year. And it 
is important that the students have 
a say in who leads their senate and 
the student body through the next 
year. We also feel that the election 
process is as simplified as possible to 
accommodate as many students as 
wish to vote. In the long run, stu¬ 
dents will find that the benefits of 
voting will far outweigh the two or 
three minutes it will take out of 
their day to vote. We look forward 
to seeing you at the polls.

A drastic decline in membership led 
to a constant struggle to keep up with 
expenses for the running of the house, 
and the bills began to grow.

He gave them tips 
on rushing techniques and a month in 
which to use them to get at least 10 new 
members. According to one newly 
created alumnus, "We started working 
on it. We didn’t have enough manpower. 
We sent out letters to freshmen. They 
considered Theta Xi just a bunch of guys 
who partied. On this campus the reputa¬ 


tions of the greek houses are always 
three to four years behind the times." 

Since the 13 members couldn’t get 
new members, the alumni felt the only 
solution was to do it their way. At 7:30 
the Tuesday morning before break, the 
alumni conducted their own interviews 
on the present 13 members. Then there 
were three. 

The alumni gave the in-house 
members their deepest regrets, wished 
them a great spring break, and told them 
to get their belongings out of the house 
before they left. 

The members that are no more are 
trying to handle their situation in a rea¬ 
sonable manner. Contrary to popular 
belief, they do not have the scalps of the 
alumni hanging from their rearview mir¬ 
rors. 

As he was packing his paddles, com¬ 
posite pictures and other memorabilia, a

What is peace? 

Dear Editor, 

In response to last Monday’s 
discussion on "Soviet Goals," I 
would like to set a few points 
straight. 

Dr. Vitally Churkin claims that 
the Soviet Union is a force for 
peace in the world. "Peace" is a 
wonderful word, having an almost 
healing quality. But "peace" means 
different things to different people. 
When we say "peace" we mean 
things such as lack of armed 
conflict, friendship, and cooperation. 
But to Communists, "peace" is what 
will result when they achieve their 
goal of world control. When we 
hear a Communist saying how much 
he wants "peace," he doesn’t feel 
that he is lying but he is speaking a 
private coded language that means 
one thing to Communists and 
something quite different to the rest 
of us. For Communists, "peace" 
means lack of resistance to Com¬ 
munism short of military action. 
"Peaceful Coexistence" to Commun¬ 
ists is the TEMPORARY condition 
in which Communist and Capitalist 
states both exist - while the Com¬ 
munists conspire to overthrow the 
Capitalists. 

Churkin correctly stated that, 
"every major weapon system was 
first developed by the U.S." But this 
is a result of American technological 
supremacy in which the United 
States developed the technology and 
the Soviets stole it. 

And as one might expect, 
Churkin fed us the sob story about 
Soviet casualties in WW II. What is 
truly sad here is how Soviet casual¬ 
ties in WW II are constantly 
exploited for the purpose of drilling 
a guilt complex into those who are 
opposed to Communism. Now, 20 
million people is a lot to lose, 
granted, but this is only about one- 
third of the total number of people 
who have been liquidated by the 
Communists’ regime since it first 
took control, a fact which Dr. Chur¬ 
kin apparently chose to ignore. 


Churkin stated that the Soviet 

Union does not export Commun¬ 
ism. But Lenin, their leading pro¬ 
phet, said that when the Commun¬ 
ists look over one country that they 
would use it as a base for the 
overthrow of others. 

Even more disgusting was the 
use of the discussion as a savage 
and cheap character assassination 
forum against President Reagan and 
his policies. The American people 
want peace but WILL NOT 
compromise their liberty for it. 
President Reagan upholds this policy 
and has made it quite clear that he 
will not permit America to be sold 
out to the Soviets as would Hart, 
Mondale, or Jackson. This, my 
friends, is the REAL reason why 
the Soviets WILL NOT deal with 
the Reagan administration. It is not 
because of any unwillingness of the 
President to negotiate but rather 
because the Soviets already know 
that the President will not 
compromise America's security. 

This disarmament propaganda 
has fooled many well-meaning 
Americans. Let's just remember 
that the American people are not so 
stupid that they can be so easily 
misled and that when they wake up 
from their political naivete lhat they 
will most certainly put a swift end to 
the Soviet Peace Offensive.

Drops may save money

Almost two years of research has convinced 
a Bradley committee of 16 to phase out many 
Bradley divisions, departments and programs, 
which could save more than $4 million. 

A proposal by the Strategic Planning Com¬ 
mittee of University Senate was presented to 
President Martin G. Abegg last week, calling for 
the elimination of the Division of Speech and 
Hearing Sciences, the Department of Health and 
Movement Sciences and the geography program. 

The 68-page proposal also recommended 
discontinuing the College of Health Sciences; 
however, the recommendation added a plan to 
merge the Division of Nursing with the College 
of Education. 

"We are facing a period that will be tougher 
to maintain standards than it has been in past 
years," said Dr. John C. Hitt, provost and vice 
president for academic affairs. "We need to take 
what actions we can now and make the best allo¬ 
cation of resources possible." 

Hitt said all departments and units of the 
University submitted strategic planning reports to 
the committee last spring, and each was reviewed 
based on five criteria. 

The criteria were quality, in relationship to 
the University as a whole; centrality, defining the 
program as a key element to Bradley’s tradition; 
cost; size, concerning student enrollment; and 
benefits to teachers and education. 

"On the whole there are some good ideas and 
some bad ideas," said Ben Hershey, student 
representative to the University Senate. "There 
will have to be some sacrifices made by the stu¬ 
dents, but the administrators are going to have to 
sacrifice, too." 

University Senate will vote on the proposal 
April 24, and if it passes it will go to the Board of 
Trustees for approval later that week. 

Hershey said a student forum will be held 
next week, where all the committee members will 
be present to answer student questions. 

Dr. Arthur Schwartz, director of speech and 
hearing, said enrollment in the division was down 
10-15 percent last year and about 25-35 percent 
the previous year. 

"If I thought I had any indications that some¬ 
place I might be able to find a dozen or so extra 
students each year, I might be better able to fight 


the decision," Schwartz said. "Frankly, I don’t 
think I can do that." 

Hershey said some proposals which directly 
affect students’ everyday lives are unnecessary. 

The first would be ending the University’s 
check cashing policy, which the proposal says is 
an unnecessary cost when a bank is so nearby. 

"Students will suffer without that," Hershey 
said. "Banks near campus don’t cash out-of-city 
checks." 

Secondly, they would like to review the usage 
of the Student Center. The report stated, "The 
Student Center must primarily serve students and 
their needs. Scheduling of outside groups and 
income generation, although remaining an impor¬ 
tant goal, should become a second priority." 

The entire proposal, if implemented, could 
save the University in excess of $4 million. 

Hitt said it might not be outright savings, but 
a reallocation of funds. 

About 12 tenure faculty members could lose 
their jobs, although Hitt said Bradley will look for 
other things for those faculty members to do and 
will assist in retraining. 

"We stand ready to explain ourselves as best 
we can," Hitt said. "It will be controversial and we 
know that, and we hope to talk to Bradley units 
and departments before April 24." 

Additions suggested by the committee 
include computer engineering, international busi¬ 
ness, physical therapy and a master's degree in 
nursing. 

Bradley is currently looking at placing the 
University in another sports conference and 
would like to eliminate other teams to save 
money. But Bradley must maintain seven other 
sports to keep basketball in Division 1. 

"The committee recommended we look at 
alternatives," Abegg said. "We’re looking at 
conferences with at least some of the teams in 
areas where we have high concentrations of 
alumni and students. They must have the same 
interests academically as Bradley. The geographic 
region must be such to keep travel costs to a 
minimum," he said. 

Hitt said the committee focused on the 
budget, but its main focus was on centrality and 
quality. 

"Quality will be better preserved with our 
proposals," he added.

cables

Illegal cable television 
hook-ups were removed from 
several floors in Geisert Hall a 
few weeks before spring break. 
The removals were a result of a 
routine service call. 

A spokesperson for General 
Electric Cablevision said some¬ 
one called complaining about 
receiving a bad signal in 
Geisert. While checking the sys¬ 
tem for a problem, the repair 
crew came across illegal line 
taps. The spokesperson said the 
weak signal was probably caused 
by too many taps on one line. 
G.E. wasn't attempting to "raid" 
the building, or other buildings 
on campus. 

Director of Housing Mike 
Murphy said the illegal cables 
are in violation of housing pol¬ 
icy and if they are found by 
University personnel they will 
be removed. G.E. could use 
the illegal hook-ups as an 
excuse to discontinue their ser¬ 
vices to the University, Murphy 
said. 

Individual dorm rooms don't 
have cable services now because 
G.E. failed to make an accept¬ 
able deal with the University. 
G.E. wants a substantial instal¬ 
lation charge, monthly billing, 
and a charge to all rooms 
whether or not the services are 
used, he said.

By Ellen Williamson 
A money-saving computer¬ 
ized book exchange developed 
by Student Senators Lori Quist 
and Steve Reardon will run May

Quist said the book exchange 
has not previously been suc¬ 


cessful because too many peo¬ 
ple were involved in the process 
and many people were too busy 
during finals to be concerned 
about buying and selling their 
books. Because of this, Quist 
and Reardon developed a com¬ 
puter program to make the 
book exchange more effective 
this year. 

The computer program will 
allow students to log on the 
computer themselves and follow 
instructions telling them how to 
buy and sell their books. 

The program is so simple that 
no computer experience is 
needed to use it to buy and sell 
books, Quist said. 

This computer program will 
allow each person to enter five 
books they want to sell into the 
computer file. The book titles 
will be stored on file only if 
they are being used the next 
semester. 

After a student sells his or 
her book and wants to delete 
the entry, all he or she has to 
do is log on the computer and 
type "delete" and a password. By 
using a password, no one will 
be able to delete others’ entries.

Russia tuned in to American culture

The Scout had the opportunity to interview 
Soviet diplomat l italic Churkin about life in Russia 
w hen he was in Peoria last week. 

Soviets know a lot more about American cul¬ 
ture than Americans do about Soviet culture, said 
Vitally Churkin. 

Churkin, second secretary of the Soviet 
Embassy in Washington, D.C., said, "We have 
more teachers of English in the Soviet Union 
than you have students of Russian in the U.S." 
American authors such as Ernest Hemingway, 
Jack London and Arthur Hailey are read by mil¬ 
lions of Soviets, yet the most prominent Soviet 
author in the U.S. is Dostoevski, who lived over 
a century ago, said Churkin. American movies in 
the Soviet Union are watched by millions of peo¬ 
ple, whereas Russian movies in the U.S. are 
watched by a few thousand Americans. 

Churkin said the American news media may 
be partly responsible for the distorted view of the 
Soviets. "There is a considerable level of distor¬ 
tion of the policy of and the situation in the 
Soviet Union. Some of our proposals are not 
known at all and some of our statements are not 
being reported," he said. 

The Soviet government makes all its state¬ 
ments and policies available to the media and the 


media should be more responsible in "trying to 
give a fuller and more objective picture of the 
Soviet Union," Churkin said. 

Discussions such as the "Preventing Nuclear | 
Apocalypse" lecture series at Bradley are held at '' 
Soviet universities, but Churkin said there is not I 
much disagreement over the Soviet government’s I 
stand on the arms race because "the basic prem- I 
ises of our foreign policy are very well under¬ 
stood and widely supported by our population. 
We have a much broader discussion and much 
greater variety of opinions expressed on the prob¬ 
lems of domestic policy." 

Admission to colleges and universities in the 
Soviet Union is based on a student’s performance 
in entrance exams, and students who qualify for 
entrance are paid to study. Churkin said no res¬ 
trictions are placed on the student’s choice of 
school or field of specialization. 

The capitalist system is a subject of study for 
all Soviet students, said Churkin. "Every student 
studies political economy. They study the basics 
of political economy of socialism and to no lesser 
degree, the basics of political economy of capital- , 
ism. You can’t study Marxism without studying j 
the political economy of capitalism," Churkin 
said. 

Churkin was in Peoria to speak on Soviet 
foreign policy in the lecture series, "Preventing 
Nuclear Apocalypse" at Bradley March 26.

Tim Clue and Lynn Wirth performed "They Shoot 
Horses, Don’t They?" by Robert Thompson. They are 
two people thrown together in a California dance 
marathon in the ’30s. She asks him to kill her at the 
end because she feels she has no control over her own 
life. Especially after she finds out after the dance that 
it was fixed. 

Even though Clue and Wirth never face each oth¬ 
er to interact, their emotions are so connected, they 
seem to be acting the whole thing for us. 

(This not facing the others is something that is in¬ 
tegral to the team’s events. They are performing the 
characters, not acting in a play.) 

Another duet interpretation was performed by Re¬ 
becca Crouch and Rebecca Schreiber. In "’night. Moth¬ 
er" by Marsha Norman, the daughter, Rebecca, calmly 
tells us, and her mother, that she’s going to kill herself. 
The she’ that she has been waiting for has arrived and 
she does not have anything to wait for anymore; she’s 
bored. 

All I can say is -- I cried. 

Wally Gibson and Jim Wineburner did their 
farewell performance, "hopefully," of "Lonestar" by 
James McLure. I got the impression that this is a favor¬ 
ite and much played duet. And maybe because of 
Wineburner’s wish that is was the last time, they want¬ 
ed to go out with a bang. I was very impressed and 
can see why it was recorded for television (Channel 
47) in "Champions Revisited." 

These three portions of the show were the best. 
The other seven were also great but had a few rough 
spots. 

Margie Kestner, doing her interpretation of the 
poem "Aunt Imogene" by A. E. Robinson, did very 
well, but I think, because the poem itself wanders from 
image to image, it makes hearing it a bit confusing. 

The readers theatre performance "Bang the Drum 
Slowly" by Mark Harris, is similar to a duet interpreta 
tion but with more people. Benassi, Brent Christensen, 
Clue and Greg Dolph presented a humorous episode 


which tells us no one has all the answers, concluding 
with the proverb "from now on I rag nobody." They 
did very well, but they seemed nervous, as if they 
weren’t used to an audience. 

John Quirk gave us a silly picture of the USSR to 
show us that we really know very little about "Life in 
the Soviet Union, his after-dinner speaking event. He 
was very funny and some of his jokes very original, but 
the mobility of his body while performing was at times 
distracting from what he was saying. 

"’The History of Sesame Street’ or ’My Life With 
Big Bird,’" an informative speech by Tracy Anderson, 
really did inform me about why and how Sesame 
Street was started. But I expected to hear "This is a 
PBS broadcast" when she was finished. 

Dolph tried to change my opinion about drunk 
driving laws with Changing Public Attitudes Towards 
Drunk Driving," his persuasive speaking event. He did 
raise questions in my mind about the ’closing the barn 
door after all the cows are gone’ attitude of our drunk 
driving laws, but I was actually more informed than 
persuaded. (I ve always thought the laws were wrong, 
though.) He, as in the readers theatre group, seemed as 
if he was not used to an audience. 

Just before the intermission in the two hour show, 
the audience of about 150 was asked to give Lisa 
Ramsey three topics to choose from for her extem¬ 
poraneous speech. In competition, as here, she is given 
a choice with only 30 minutes to prepare. Even know¬ 
ing that Lebanon, the topic she choose of the three 
given, is her forte, I was extremely impressed at her 
complete preparation, recall and intelligence. She gave 
us seven minutes of information about the "lessons the 
Reagan administration has learned from Lebanon." But 
her information was too crowded in that seven minutes 
and I felt my mind wandering. 

Even with the minor defects in "Night Before Na¬ 
tionals, I still would say they will have "overwhelming 
victories" ahead of them.

Constellation II lasers 

light up Field House

The Robertson Memorial Field 
House will be transformed Wednes¬ 
day to host Constellation II, billed 
as the world’s foremost laser show. 

Indeed, the variety and scale 
of the equipment that will clutter 
the Field House supports the pro¬ 
moters contention of global prom¬ 
inence. 

The centerpiece of the produc¬ 
tion will be a gigantic 20 feet by 
30 feet screen illuminated by two 
lasers, a krypton laser projected 
from behind the screen and an ar¬ 
gon laser projected from below and 
in front of the screen. 

The show, however, will not 
be confined to the screen. The per¬ 
formance will also include an aerial 



argon laser display, star fields, cry¬ 
stal mirrors, smoke jets, and pyro¬ 
technics.

The Introduction to Women's 
Studies class (WMS 200) 
offered next semester is part of 
the proposed Women’s Studies 
minor which could be approved 
this semester. 

The minor is now in subcom¬ 
mittee and is expected to come 
before the Curriculum and 
Regulations Committee of 
University Senate soon, said Dr. 
Alleen Deutsch, director of the 
Division of Continuing Educa¬ 
tion and Professional 
Development. If approved, the 
minor will be available in the 
fall. 

Deutsch is one of the teach¬ 
ers of WMS 200. 

The proposed minor is built 
on established University

courses. Some of them are the 
Psychology of Women, Women 
in the Movies and Women in 
American History. 

"The strength of the program 
is that it builds on existing 
department offerings, except for 
the introductory course and a 
senior level research course," 
Deutsch said. 

She said this factor also helps 
in light of the recent Strategic 
Planning Committee report. 
"Women’s Studies is a low-cost 
program. It draws from existing 
programs, the majority of which 
have consistently high enroll¬ 
ment." 

Although it is 1984, Deutsch 
said Bradley is not behind the 
times in establishing Women’s 
Studies. 

"Bradley University is not a 
’latecomer’ in the sense of 
what's happening in the United 
States." She said these programs 
began with two in 1970 and 
there are more than 400 now in 
the country. 

In general, women's studies 
have followed black studies pro¬ 
grams. "On most campuses 
that’s how it's evolved because 
it followed the social move¬ 
ment. Black studies came out of 
the civil rights movement and 
the women’s movement 
evolved out of the civil rights 
movement," Deutsch said. 

She said there are parallels 


Black Studies talks racial Issues

Ignorance and bigotry among the misedu- 
cated and the issues of economic interest and 
national identity are among the areas explored in 
the Black Studies program. 

Black Studies 210, offered next fall, will give 
students a "valuable orientation of issues pertain¬ 
ing to race and hopefully permit students to 
arrive at their own sense of where they stand - 
what they believe in," said Dr. Norris Clark, 
director of the Black Studies program. 

Five Black Studies minors have been 
awarded since 1981, when minors in the program 
became available. To receive a minor, one must 
complete 18 hours (12 required hours and six 
elective hours) in the program. 

Clark would like to try and "tailor a minor to 
be more compatible with a person’s nature. 
That’s where the Black Studies Seminar 400 
comes in. The seminar is geared to specific pro¬ 
jects or ideas students encountered over the first 
courses," he said. 

"The Black Studies program is the scholarly 
pursuit of knowledge about the history, philoso¬ 
phies, ethics, psychologies, and attitudes within 
the context of black people in white America," 
stated a letter Clark sent to all students and staff'. 

"1 happen to believe that every student would 
benefit from the courses," said Clark. 

Clark intends to have his students do a lot of 


as they’re discussing issues - have them commit 
themselves to a given position -- it makes them 
actively involved in the class and subject matter," 
he said. 

The majority of the students enrolled in the 
•Black Studies courses have been black with at 
least one white student in each class. The classes’ 
average enrollment is about 30. 

Black Studies 210 will be taught by Clark in 
the fall Tuesdays and Thursdays from 1:10 to 
2:25 p.m. 

For the possibility of a major in the program 
one must look at the "economic realities," said 
Clark. "I would not preclude a major, but at this 
point a major (in this field) could be a serious 
detriment to a variety of students; however, it 
would give one a broader knowledge, make them 
(students) more functional in an urban environ¬ 
ment," he said. 

Black studies programs are faltering at some 
universities and Clark attributes these failing pro¬ 
grams mainly to economic reasons. Also, "the 
programs that are faltering have never been in 
the mainstream or haven’t had a strong position 
in the university," he said. 

Bradley’s program is structured so that stu¬ 
dents come away with some self-awareness. 

Clark said, "White students will learn a lot 
more about themselves, and black students will 
learn they are equally racist as some white stu- 
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further back to emancipation 
and women’s suffrage where 
women put aside their own 
interests and focused on blacks’ 
rights. 

Deutsch said she realizes this 
topic appeals to a select group 
of students, but the classes 
themselves are important. 
"There will not be a huge 
number of minors, but there is 
a broad appeal" in the classes. 

"The idea of general educa¬ 
tion and liberal arts is really 
expressed so well in women, 
black or ethnic studies because 
it’s really a subject area that’s 
been totally neglected in the 
curriculum," she said. 

The WMS 200 class has been 
offered every fall since 1981, 
except last fall. The enrollment 
has averaged 12, Deutsch said. 

The class used to be titled 
LAS 300; Deutsch said it is 
considered the same class. Next 
fall it will be held Mondays and 
Wednesdays from 2:10 to 3:25 
p.m. The other teachers are Dr. 
Penny Pucelik, director of 
foreign languages and Dr. 
Heather Salamini, professor of 
history.

He said the columns were his 
opinion. "I stated my own indi¬ 
vidual opinion. If people 
disagree, fine. As president. I’ll 
be representing a majority opin¬ 
ion. I will do that just as boldly 
as I supported my personal 
opinion," he said.

Carlson said he is running 
independently because it would 
be difficult to get others who 
share his strong philosophy. 
"When I campaign, I want to 
get my philosophy across as 
president so I don’t have to 
split up my time." 

He said he does support the 
uncontested candidates for the 
other offices and would be able 
to work with them. "There’s not 
the deep division of last year," 
he said. 

Carlson said he "totally 
agrees" with the other ticket’s 
proposal to expand the all¬ 
school secretary’s position.

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Seminars to improve faculty advisement

Making faculty members better advisors is 
the purpose of a series of seminars designed to 
clarify procedures and provide resources for stu¬ 
dent referrals. 

The idea of advisement seminars began in 
September 1982 and has developed since then. 
"The early sessions were poor, to say the least," 
said David Goldenberg, director of orientation 
and advisement. "The faculty was asked to attend 
three, four and one-half hour (long) sessions. 
Right now we’re asking them to commit two 
hours a month," he said. 

The first one-hour session will give advisors 
an idea of advisement and registration pro¬ 
cedures. "The faculty are acquainted with the 
rules of advisement, but occasionally they arc 
unaware of the procedure the student must go 


through in registration," said Goldenberg. 

In the second session faculty members view 
presentations by referral sources available to stu¬ 
dents, such as the Human Evaluation Center or 
the Learning Assistance Program. Goldenberg 
believes the faculty is better equipped to diagnose 
a problem if it is aware of the resources available. 
"These presentations have resulted in an 
increased use of the referral procedure," he said. 

Faculty members are given some of the stu¬ 
dents' "frequently asked" questions to insure the 
answers are readily available. They are also given 
procedures for determining the specific difficulty a 
student is encountering. "We try to stress that the 
successful completion of a degree is the student’s 
own responsibility," said Goldenberg. "It’s not 
like high school, where a guidance counselor told 
you what courses to take. An advisor can onlv 
assist in the setting of goals," he said. 


Student government study explores diversity 


PHILADELPHIA, PA (CPS) - 
Student governments generally 
spend from $15,000 to 
$200,000 a year to run them¬ 
selves, and while most public 
colleges pay their student 
officers some kind of salary, 
most private colleges do not, a 
new study of campus govern¬ 
ments points out. 

The study, by the American 
Association of University Stu¬ 
dents (AAUS), found much 
diversity in the ways students 
govern themselves at the 33 
"major research universities" it 
polled. 

"The thing that really caught 
my eye" among the results, said 
Brad Torgan, who edited the 
final report for the AAUS, "was 
the compensation issue." 

Seventeen of the 27 schools 
answering the salary question 
compensated their student 
officers. 

The University of Colorado, 
for example, pays some of its 
officers S400 u month. Brigham 
Young pays $225 a month, plus 
some tuition vouchers worth 
about $50. 

At Indiana, the two top 
officers split $5000. One 
University of Minnesota officer 
makes $2000 a year. 

Generally, Torgan found that 
"the larger and more centralized 


the student government is, the 
more likely it is to compensate 
its officers." 

The survey also revealed how 
widespread student apathy 
about campus governance is. 

Asked to estimate campus 
voter turnout for assembly elec¬ 
tions, Michigan State officers 
reported only three percent of 
the students voted. 

Berkeley estimates four per¬ 
cent, while only five percent of 
the student body turns out for 
assembly elections at Arizona 
State and Minnesota. 

But three-quarters of Duke’s 
students and more than half of 
Southern Methodist's students 
vote in assembly elections. 

The survey found voter tur¬ 
nout tends to be higher on 
private college campuses. 

Torgan says it is difficult to 
make decent judgements of just 
how effective certain student 
.governments are in protecting 
and promoting student 
interests, but noted "the 
numbers of student services 
and types of services" might be 
a good gauge. 

By that measure, Berkeley’s 
student government controls an 
$11 million budget that includes 
running the campus bookstore. 
Colorado's $8 million budget 
includes the running of the 
campus health center. 


The average student govern¬ 
ment, however, spends $15,000 
to $200,000 to run itself, Tor¬ 
gan said. 

Some are bigger than others, 
however. Arizona State's 
government spends some 
$408,000 while employing 112 
full- and part-time staffers. On 
the other end of the scale. New 
York University splits $3500 
among its 30 staffers. 

Campus officers also have 
mixed emotions about the stu¬ 
dent press. 

Half the respondents'said the 
relationship with student papers 
changed all the time, while "the 
rest were split about evenly 
between those having good rela¬ 
tions and those whose are 
bad/horrible," the report said. 

Student officers cited candi¬ 
date endorsements, "vicious edi¬ 
torials" and "inarticulate report¬ 
ing" as the major irritants in 
their relationships with the 
papers. 

"Interestingly enough," the 
report said, "few student 
governments were willing to 
admit or hypothesize they could 
be as much to blame as the 
papers for any strain." Yet the 
"condescending tone" of many 
of the answers led Torgan to 
wonder if part of the blame 
could be assigned to the 
officers.

Library budgets wilting 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (CPS) - 
Total operating expenditures for 
the nation's college and univer¬ 
sity libraries lagged nearly 7 per¬ 
cent behind the inflation rate 
between the 1978-79 and 1981- 
82 school years, according to a 
new study by the National 
Center for Education Statistics 
(NCES). 

But it was only one of a 
number of severe economic- 
blows college libraries have 
suffered over the last several 
years, the study points out. 

Salary increases for library 
workers also fell 7 percent 
behind the inflation rate for the 
same three-year period. Total 
federal funding for libraries 
dropped over 23 percent. 

Moreover, total book acquisi¬ 
tions at the 3000 campus 
libraries surveyed decreased by 
over 9 percent, the study shows. 

"Overall we found that, while 
costs have continued to go up, 
library expenditures have really 
been lower than the inflation 
rate," said David Sweet of 
NCES’s Office for Educational 
Research and Improvement. 

"We're not sure if the 
decreases are part of the general 
(funding cutback) phenomenon 
that hit all colleges and univer¬ 


sities, or if libraries were hit 
more severely than colleges in 
general," he said. 

But based on comparisons 
with other studies, libraries 
have suffered "about the same" 
level of cuts as other university 
departments over the last 
several years. Sweet said. 

Still, the nationwide cutback 
in library funding is having 
some serious effects on many 
campuses these days. 

The University of Arizona’s 
library system dropped out of 
the top 20 in national rankings 
~ from number 17 to number 
21 - this year because of recur¬ 
ring budget cuts there. 

Likewise, a 26 percent cut in 
funding for the University of 
Oklahoma's library "may bring 
us down to a low academic 
level," said library assistant 
Lenore Clark. 

After the cuts go through, 
"we won’t be any better than a 
community college library," she 
said. 

Similar problems are occur¬ 
ring at campus libraries nation¬ 
wide, NCES’s Sweet ack¬ 
nowledges, and no one is sure 
when — or if — the situation will 
change.

Murphy said he announced this 
to InterDorm Council and he 
said the way things are now, 
there are too many empty beds 
to justify keeping it open. 

President Martin Abegg said 
the closing would be in the 
interest of cost effectiveness, 
not convenience. There will be 
a $75,000 savings. 

Heitz Hall was omitted from 
the list in the letter because few 
upperclass people sign up for 
Heitz, Murphy said. 

However, University Hall was 
on the list. Murphy said, "We 
just made a mistake." 

He said anyone can sign up 
for Heitz and University and 
the dorm staff' have been told to 
inform residents. 

One fraternity has agreed to a 
proposal to move into Lovelace 
Hall. Murphy said Delta Tau 


Delta, Phi Gamma Delta (Fiji) 
and Pi Kappa Phi were asked if 
they were interested in having a 
floor for their chapters. The Pi 
Kapps and Fiji were not 
interested, but the Deltas are. 

Murphy said there were two 
reasons for the proposal. 

"First, it's to keep residents 
on campus. Also, for the frater¬ 
nities that feel a need for their 
own place, and in their view, 
they cannot build on their own, 
then a dorm floor is the best 
option available." 

Murphy said students already 
in Lovelace would be given the 
option of staying. He said the 
dorm holds 150 residents, 
enough space to handle the 
three fraternities and those 
interested in returning. 

The number wanting to 
return to Lovelace has declined, 
Murphy said, since the cafeteria 
closed. The dorm is preferred 
by some students because of its 
proximity to classroom build¬ 
ings and relative isolation from 


other dorms. 

This year the University 
experimented with a coed floor 
on Harper 7. Murphy said the 
number seriously interested in 
living coed is less than the 
number indicating an interest 
initially. He said, "There are 
more guys who’ll go for a coed 
floor. Most students still prefer 
some sort of privacy." 

Murphy said Harper 7 has 
been a good experiment, but 
there are problems. 

"If we get a significant 
amount of empties, who do you 
put up there? We have things 
to learn about refilling a coed 
floor." 

Murphy is looking at floors 
which "encourage a common 
bond" and find people to fill 
vacancies on their own. 

Fredonia Hall, which housed 
students from fall 1980 to 
spring 1982, will continue to be 
used for storage. Fredonia was 
built as a temporary housing 
unit.

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Nuclear panel says 
U.S. proliferating arms

Proliferation of nuclear weaponry by the United States in 
Europe, Israel and South Africa were the main topics of discussion 
Monday at the seventh Preventing Nuclear Apocalypse panel titled 
"The Politics of Proliferation." 

"The U.S. is one of the largest proliferators despite its 
announced policy to the contrary," said Dr. Edward Kolodziej, pro¬ 
fessor in the Department of Political Science and Director of the 
Office of Arms Control, Disarmament and International Security at 
the University of Illinois. 

He described the two types of proliferation. Vertical prolifera¬ 
tion involved "developing its own nuclear systems to be the most 
powerful in the world today.” 

Horizontal proliferation involves the transfer of nuclear 
weapon technology to other countries such as Israel and South 
Africa. 

The processes through which Israel and South Africa acquired 
their nuclear weapons technology and the strategic advantages to 
the United States was described by Dr. Mark Solomon, chair of 
the Department of History at Simmons College and national co- 
chair of the United States Peace Council. 

Solomon said, "Israel and South Africa hold out the possibility 
of being regional surrogates for the U.S. ... holding the potentiality 
to threaten the use of nuclear force in a manner that upsets at least 
on a regional scale the very parity that has been achieved on a glo¬ 
bal scale. 

"Israel is the third greatest military power in the world," Solo¬ 
mon said. Describing Israel’s nuclear weapons history, he said 
thefts of large quantities of nuclear fuel has been linked to Isreal. 
Isreal’s regional nuclear superiority enabled it to shape and control 
."the political landscape of the region," he said. 

Describing the development of what has been termed "the 
apartheid bomb," Solomon said that before the joint Israeli-South 
African nuclear explosion, "you have three decades of U.S. 
cooperation and support in building South Africa’s nuclear capabil¬ 
ity, and behind that, of course, the support for white minority rule. 

"The bomb is a terror factor against the majority within South 
Africa and against the front line states. South Africa can indeed be 
the Vietnam of the eighties," he said. 

Dr. Jngemar Nils Hans Dorfer, defense analyst for C and L 
Associates in Washington, D.C., described the positions adopted by 
"neutral" European countries. The Scandinavian and Nordic coun¬ 
tries "believe in detente, in arms control," he said. "What they do 
say isn’t always listened to with great interest. ... The neutrality that 
is most interesting to Washington is the potential neutrality of 
West Germany. They are not particularly interested in European 
neutrals or the neutrality of India." 

Dorfer said the arms race was more a political question than a 
moral or technical one. "I do not believe that weapons create wars 
— people do, politicians do. 

"The current Swedish government is advocating nuclear freeze, 

first use of nuclear weapons, comprehensive test ban treaties, 
ratification of SALT II ... and above all, nuclear free zones," he 
said.

just relations with all of our interna¬ 
tional neighbors. Nor is it that I per¬ 
sonally feel threatened by state¬ 
ments that place the US of A in the 
position of the villain.

r.J.'s faces 10 violations 



T.J. Crugar’s at 932 N. 
University will go before the 
City Liquor Commission on 10 
separate liquor violations. Assis¬ 
tant City Attorney Gary Morris 
said the charges include selling 
alcohol to minors, improper 
manager and insufficient food 
sales for a Class "B" liquor 
license. 

The hearing was scheduled 
for Wednesday, but will be 
postponed until after Easter, 
said Jim Garrott, Sr., owner of

Morris said the city received 
complaints about liquor sales to 
minors on March 13, 15 and 16.

Liquor Commission. The city 
said T.J.’s has one manager not 
approved by Mayor Richard 
Carver and one manager that is. 
Morris said a T.J.’s employee 
told the city he was hired by 
Jim Cruikshank, who is not 
approved by the citv to manage 
T.J.’s. 

Garrott said, "I don’t know 
where they’re coming from on 
that." He said the person 
referred to "is not a manager; 
he has never been a manager." 

Morris said T.J.’s has tried to 
cover up its insufficient food 
sales. Holders of a Class "B" 
license must receive 50 percent 
of their revenue from food 
sales. 

Garrott said the problem 
centers around a Bradley Seoul 
article in the March 9 issue. 
"Somebody got (an) article 
which states tables and chairs 

have been removed and turned 

it over to the city. (They) 
accused us of not running a res¬ 
taurant." 

He said the sentence in the 
article could have been con¬ 
strued that tables and chairs 

were removed, but they were 
not. "All we did when we remo¬ 
deled was remove one table," he 
said. 

The Seoul article said, "Gar¬ 
rott said by removing the tables 
and chairs he only needs four 
square feet per person." 

Garrott said he will use the 
picture that accompanied the 
Scour article at the hearing.

"Ever since that place (the 
building T.J.’s is in) has been 
open, the surrounding neigh¬ 
bors have never liked it and 
they have a situation where 
they want to get rid of it— no 
matter who owns it," Garrott 
said.

The Black Student Alliance will celebrate the 
Seventh Annual Garrett Week April 16 to 22. 

This year’s event honors Dr. Romeo B. Garrett, 
professor emeritus of sociology. 

"I feel unworthy. But, of course, I appreciate what 
they do," Garrett said, referring to those responsible 
for starting Garrett Week. 

Gene Young, former director of minority student 
services, was instrumental in initiating Garrett Week. 

"I couldn’t think of a person who exemplified 
academic excellence and social responsibility better 
than Dr. Garrett," Young said. 

Garrett, author, lecturer and Baptist minister, be¬ 
came the first black to join the Bradley faculty in 
1947. 

Garrett spoke about his experiences at Bradley. 

"I feel proud of that," he said about teaching. I 
did some pioneering there." 

Garrett’s pioneering began while a graduate stu¬ 
dent at Bradley in 1947. He was the first black to re¬ 
ceive a master’s degree from Bradley. He received his 
B.A. from Dillard University, New Orleans, and his 
Ph.D. from New York University. With plans to head 
South after receiving his M.A., Garrett said he was 
offered a job teaching at Bradley "for only a short 
period." He retired in 1976, after teaching for 30 
years. 

"I enjoyed every year. Some students preferred my 
classes over others," he said. Garrett talked about 
teaching black history during his early days at Bradley. 
"I had just as many whites taking the course then, he 
said. 

Garrett specialized in anthropology and sociology 
but considered himself competent enough to teach his¬ 
tory. "Students wanted to have it," he said, and I was 
anxious to teach it." 

Garrett said he had no major problems with ra¬ 
cism while at Bradley. 

Garrett has written three books, The Negro in 
Peoria, Famous First Facts About Negroes and The 
Presidents and the Negro. 

He was awarded the Distinguished Alumni Award 
from Dillard University, the Outstanding Scholarship 
Award from New York University, and the Bradley 
University Mergen Award for public service. He is a 
member of several community and civic boards 


Garrett, a widower, shares his Fifth Street home 
with three foster children. A native of Natchez, Miss., 
Garrett continues to work conducting research and 
compiling facts in his home office.

Student groups help block attempt to raise drinking age 


CPS - Repeating their perfor¬ 
mance of a year ago, student 
groups were instrumental in recent 
weeks in defeating bills that would 
have raised the legal drinking age 
in Georgia and Washington, D.C. 

Iowa has also just rejected two 
attempts to introduce drinking age 
legislation, though student groups 
there were not as significantly in¬ 
volved in the lobbying against the 
bill, reports Bob Bingaman, director 
of the State Student Association in 
Washington, D.C., who has helped 
organize student opposition to 
drinking age bills in a number of 
states. 

But many state legislatures 
that have not finished their spring 
sessions are still weighing laws that 
would either raise the legal drink¬ 
ing age or limit 18 year olds to 
buying wine or beer. 

"Drinking age is still a hot is¬ 
sue, and probably will be for a 
while," observes Michelle 
Glastetter, who tracks drinking laws 
for the National Conference on 
State Legislatures. 

"There are still bills in quite a 
few states proposing to raise their 


drinking age," she says. 

Twenty-six states have raised 
their legal drinking limits since 
1976. South Carolina, Alabama, 
Vermont, Colorado, Connecticut, 
Florida, Tennessee, South Dakota, 
Hawaii, Kansas, Mississippi, and 
Virginia have bills pending to hike 
the minimum age, Glastetter re¬ 
ports. 

"We thought this year it would 
be a relatively dead issue," Binga¬ 
man says. 

Bingaman says his campaigns 
against raising the minimum drink¬ 
ing age argue that better education 
and tougher drunk driving laws are 
more effective solutions to alcohol 
abuse than prohibition. 

"I think many students are 
duped into thinking that raising the 
drinking age is a sort of panacea 
for all the traffic accidents and oth¬ 
er problems associated with alcohol 
abuse," Bingaman said. 

While Bingaman organizes stu¬ 
dents opposed to drinking age in¬ 
creases, Students Against Drunk 
Driving has established chapters on 
a number of campuses to lobby in 
favor of raising the minimum age.

Health Center policy changes and a proposed 
Ihealth fee will improve student health care, 
according to Ray Zarvell, program director of 
educational development. 

Until recently, the Health Center distributed 
free medication and administered free throat cul¬ 
tures to students. The Peoria City/County Health 
Department did the lab work for free. "Over 
(winter) break the Health Department sent a 
letter saying they would start charging $5 per 
throat culture," said Nurse Betty Hasselbacher, 
nursing care coordinator. 

Over 1,000 throat cultures are done per year 
and that cost could not be absorbed by the 
Icenter, according to Zarvell. 

I Zarvell consulted with Dr. Henry Gross, 
Medical Director of the Health Center, and they 
decided that the throat cultures were too impor¬ 
tant to discontinue. The Health Center stopped 
issuing the free medication and used that money 
y buy added lab equipment for throat cultures. 

■ The health fee was proposed in the Univer¬ 


sity Strategic Planning Committee's report 
released in March. It will allow for more physi¬ 
cian time at the Center, something Zarvell says 
students have wanted for some time, and an 
increased nursing staff. 

The fee was recommended after Zarvell, 
Gross and administrators at St. Francis Medical 
Center prioritized possible improvements. After 
consulting with- other universities it was decided 
that a health fee was reasonable. "More than 90 
percent of the schools did not give away free 
medication and did have a health fee to support 
their services," Zarvell said. 

The suggested fee of $5 is less than the fee 
at most of the other schools, Zarvell said. 

Another planned change is to give "medical 
training to all dorm staff, Haussler Hall staff, 
security, and anyone who comes in contact with 
students when the Health Center is closed," said 
Zarvell. 

Also, direct telephone lines to the St. Francis 
emergency room will be installed in the dormi¬ 
tories. "We want the students to be better taken 
care of than when they're at home," Zarvell said. 



Computerized catalog by August

dents with no previous com¬ 
puter experience shouldn't have 
any problems. 

Another advantage of the 
change will be automated circu¬ 
lation. Currently, books have 
bar code stickers, and student 
and faculty ID’s have similar 
stickers. When someone wants 
to check out a book, the 
librarian will pass a reader over 
the book's bar code, and then 
pass it over the borrower’s bar 
code. 

However, all library patrons 
should keep their old library 
cards. 

This will permit the library to 
return to a three-week checkout 
period. About eight years ago, 
the library went to the end-of- 
semester due date so they could 
"divert staff' from circulation to 
inter-library loan," said Jones. 
The three-week period will 
make more materials available 
to more users. 

The computer will tell the 
user if the book he or she wants 
is checked out. The user's name 
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will be placed on a waiting list if 
necessary. 

Bradley had a head start on 
the conversion because it has 
been a member of the Ohio 
College Learning Center 
(OCLC) since 1976, and most 
of the bibliographic information 
was entered then. The major 
project has been matching the 
bar codes on each book with its 
title. 

The system was originally 
scheduled to be ready last fall, 
but the coding took longer than 
expected. It must be ready by 
Sept. 30, when federal funding 
runs out. 


Library survey 

The library is mailing out 
surveys to a random sample 
of students to identify areas 
where improvement is 
needed.

Hitt: Check cashing service may not end

A health fee and an end to 
check cashing are just recom¬ 
mendations to be looked into, 
members of the Strategic Plan¬ 
ning Committee said Wednes¬ 
day. 

"What we’re hearing is (check 
cashing is) a lot more to stu¬ 
dents than we thought is was," 
said Provost and Vice President 
for Academic Affairs John Hitt, 
chair of the committee. 

The report said an end to 
check cashing services could 
save $30,000. "Is (check 
cashing) worth it? The students 
seem to say it is," Hitt said. 

The committee agreed this 
recommendation "may not see 
the light of day," if further 
study proves the service is 
necessary and wanted.

Health fee 

As to the proposed health 
fee, David Pardieck, program 
director of financial assistance, 
said many options were con¬ 
sidered and the committee felt a 
fee "was the cheapest way to go 
and expand and meet the needs 
we felt existed." 

Hitt said if any changes were 
made in the health center, such 
as expanded doctor hours or 
more personnel, the students 
would have to pay — either 
through a fee or tuition. 

Hitt said, with a health fee, 
"every penny collected" would 
be added to the health center 
budget, just as the student 
activity fee is used for student 
activities. 

Members of the committee 
met in an open forum with the 
Student Senate ad hoc commit¬ 
tee on strategic planning.

Taylor Sims y dean of the Col¬ 
lege of Business, said the report 
"is the first step in the process; 
this is not the final step." 


Hitt said of some ideas in the 
report, "We don’t know if 
they’re good ideas or bad ideas. 
You may have a whole different 
view on it that we haven’t 
thought of," Hitt said to the 
Senators. 

Speech and hearing 

Senator Dave Mackowski 
questioned the possible elimina¬ 
tion of the Division of Speech 
and Hearing Sciences when 
there are many jobs available 
for graduates. 

Hitt said not many students 
in other majors take classes in 
speech and hearing; the enroll¬ 
ment has steadily gone down; 
and these programs are closing 
all over the country. Also, the 
cost is the highest in the 
University, he said. 

One suggestion had been to 
cut the number of faculty, but 
Hitt said, "it’s hard to see how 
that would improve quality." 

Hitt repeated the University’s 
commitment to help instructors 
who may lose their jobs. He

The Libyan Embassy expressed regret at Tuesday's shooting 
incident in London. In the incident, officials said someone inside the Embassy 
sprayed machine gun fire on a crowd of protesting students. One police¬ 
woman was killed, and eleven students were injured Negotiators are working 
to end the long-distance standoff between the governments of Libya and 
Great Britain The British government reported that its Embassy in Libya is still 
surrounded by Libyan authorities. Secretary of State Schultz said the incident 
is more evidence that Libyans are international 'troublemakers.” He said he is 
confident Britain will be able to handle the crisis. 

Vic© President George Bush proposed a chemical 

weapon ban treaty to the disarmament conference in Geneva Wednesday. It 
calls for an 'open invitation'' for inspections of government installations. 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko, who called the plan a 'dishonest 
game." The Soviet Ambassador told the conference that the Soviet Union will 
study the U S proposal, but he indicated a chemical weapons ban would have 
to be linked with the now suspended talks on medium and long range mis¬ 
siles and other arms pacts. 

Violence in El Salvador claimed the life of the highest- 

ranking Salvadoran employee of the U.S. Embassy security staff when a taxi 
full of armed men pulled up to the victim s car and opened fire. Alfredo 
Zapata was killed and his wife wounded, but their child was not injured. No 
group has claimed responsibility for the attack. 

Mining of Nicaraguan harbors by the C.I.A. is still the subject 
of some heated conversations in Washington. The issue states: When was 
Congress told what was going on? The C.I.A. said the subject of mining came 
up in talks with members of Congress or staffers 11 times since Jan. 1 Sena¬ 
tor Edward Kennedy said he had not heard about it as of April 4. when he 
started his fight to cut off support to Nicaraguan rebels 

Space Shuttle Challenger is back home at the Kennedy 
Space Center in Florida, arriving on the back of a 747 jet last Wednesday. 
Challenger was to land directly at the space center, but bad weather forced a 
landing in California instead. 

Senator Charles Percy is calling for a summit meeting 
between President Reagan and Soviet President Konstantin Chernenko to dis¬ 
cuss arms control, human rights and respect for the sovereign rights of 
nations. Percy also is urging the creation of two nuclear risk reduction 
centers, one in Washington, DC. and one in Moscow The centers would 
exchange information about military activities that could be misunderstood by 
either side in periods of tension, and maintain dialogue about nuclear doc¬ 
trines. forces and activities. Percy told a naval officers training group at 
Northwestern University that the two leaders "ought to take each other's 
measures they ought to know each other's way of thinking." 

The Russians may be coming - then again, they may not. There 
has been speculation that the Soviet Union is planning to boycott this 
summer's Olympic games in Los Angeles, but the Soviet news agency 
Novosti" said the U.S. is really trying to boycott Soviet participation. The 
Kremlin said the U S. has an anti-Soviet bias and the decision will be based 
on whether U.S. officials respond to Soviet complaints. 

New York City police are investigating whether drugs were 
involved in what is believed to be the city's largest mass murder. Authorities 
said drug paraphernalia was found in a Brooklyn apartment which contained 
the bodies of two women and eight children. One of the women was preg¬ 
nant. Officials said there was no sign of a struggle 

Peoria Update

Peoria County police say the man accused of Vernon 
Hellers murder claims Heller died from an accidental shotgun blast to the 
head. Authorities, however, say they doubt portions of Ronald R Alvine's story 
and that murder charges filed against him will stand. Alvine. 21. was arrested 
about 10 p.m. Friday, nearly four days after allegedly shooting Heller and 
burning their home, the former Wheeler School building near Mapleton 
Heller. 30. disappeared about the time of the fire, and it was initially thouqht 
he perished in the flames. 

Alvine reportedly admitted to the killing and arson during police ques¬ 
tioning Friday night Police said Alvine told them he accidentally shot Heller, 
then panicked and developed an elaborate excuse to conceal the death. 
Although much of the suspect s confession has apparently checked out. pol¬ 
ice said they have reason to believe the shooting may have been deliberate 
Alvine had his bond reduced from $300,000 to $150,000 by Judge Charles A 
Covey at a 15-minute meeting Tuesday. 

With little discussion, the Civic Center Authority Board 
voted Monday to part company with Olympia Arenas Inc. As expected the 
unanimously agreed to buy out of the five-year contract for a 
$195,000 lump sum payment. The separation agreement is effective immedi¬ 
ately The action capped more than a month of talks between city and 
Authority officials. The talks were spurred by Olympia s unexpected firing of 
Harold Hansen, the center s general manager 

Hansen has been reh.red by the Authority as interim general manager 
while the search starts for an executive director to assume the policy-makinq 
administrative management function Hansen will reportedly be in line as 
second in command_ under a new structure

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Living the gay life on the Bradley campus 


Consider what a gay person does for 
fun on the Bradley campus. There aren't 
many possibilities. A straight man might 
just walk up to a woman and say "Hi, 
let's dance," and they both know what's 
happening. But how do tw6 men let each 
other know? 

No one thinks anything of two 
women dancing together, but if two guys 
dance - gay or not - there's a definite 
feeling of disapproval. It just isn't done. 

Of course, there's the Club Peorian, 
where anyone can (and does) dance with 
anyone. That's just about the only place 
in Peoria where gay people don’t have to 
hide behind a false front. The rest of the 
time, when a gay man’s friend makes a 
lewd comment about a woman, he has to 
play along, even though he may be 
checking out her boyfriend! 

Many people don't realize how 
many Bradley gays go to the local bars. 
Now that statement may worry their 
straight patrons, but they are still 
definitely straight bars. One can meet 
some very interesting people at bars - 
both straight and gay. 

The next time you go to a bar, look 
around - watch people, and see what

they do. People-watching (both male and 
female) is a lot of fun. If you scan the 
crowd, you'll probably see a man pick up 
a woman, but if you study the people 
even more closely, you might see two 
gay people pick each other up. 

That probably doesn't sound like 
much fun for heterosexuals, but it is an 
education in eye contact. Have you ever 
gone to a bar and noticed someone star¬ 
ing at you? You probably told him or 
her you weren't interested without even 
being aware of it. How? Simply by not 
holding the gaze. This sort of cruising 
goes on everywhere -- even cafeterias! A 
homosexual man would look him back 
in the eye or glance at his crotch, and 
then one will approach the other, or nod 
toward the door, or the men’s room, or 
just look that way. That’s how homosex¬ 
uals make contact in a heterosexual 
world. 


What would it be like if homosex¬ 
uality was the norm, and heterosexuality 
was considered a perversion? Think 
about the effect that would have on you 
at parties, at bars and with friends. You 
couldn't even consider kissing your date 
in public. 

In a bigger city, there are more 
options. Many gay people go up to Chi¬ 
cago on weekends. There is a gay theater 
in Chicago that has the usual auditorium 
where the movies are shown, but there's 
a lot more. In the back there are benches 
and restrooms, but upstairs is where the 
action is - private cubicles are available. 
The theater also sells such things as 
poppers (amyl nitrates, a chemical 
which, when inhaled, gives a brief 
"high"), lubricants and other sexual aids. 

Another thing some people don't 
realize is that one can be both gay and 
straight, or bisexual (which is what I 
am). Even in the relatively Victorian 
1940s, Kinsey found that 37 percent of 
the male population had had a homosex¬ 
ual experience. 

The American Psychiatric Associa¬ 
tion used to consider homosexuality a 
mental disease, but it was taken off' the 


list in 1974. Being gay doesn’t cause 
psychological problems, but not accept¬ 
ing the fact that one can enjoy romance 
and sex with someone of one’s own 
gender can cause trouble. 

If people could be a little more 
tolerant and open-minded, like most 
have become as a result of black rights 
and women’s rights, there is a significant 
minority that would benefit from gay 
rights. 

Why gay rights? Well, why was the 
Civil Rights Act passed? One of the 
major reasons was to prevent the Ku 
Klux Klan and others from harassing 
blacks. Why has the Equal Rights 
Amendment been proposed? Among 
other reasons, to make sure women get 
paid the same as men for equal work. 

The statement " ... does not discrim¬ 
inate according to race, sex, ethnic ori¬ 
gin," etc. is probably familiar. Some col¬ 
leges are adding "or sexual or aff'ectional 
preference" to it. It's about time Student 
Senate and the administration did this at 
Bradley. I’m not aware of any specific 
instances of discrimination against stu¬ 
dents, faculty or staff', but this would 
ensure against it in the future, as well as 
make a strong policy statement.

Events are taking place here 
at Bradley that will affect the 
future of the University and its 
students. The last three issues 
of the Scout has included arti¬ 
cles explaining the controversial 
Strategic Planning Committee 
(SPC). The Student Senators 
were given copies of the 
committee’s report. When the 
topic came up for discussion 
two weeks ago at our meeting it 
was apparent that only a few 
Senators had bothered to read 
the report , much less ponder its 
significance. But having been 
involved with Senate for two 
years, I can understand the 
problem. It isn't "student 
apathy" — a term coined by 
some past Senate candidate - 
but "student helplessness." Most 
of us really want to be 
interested in issues that affect 
the students and the University 
but we simply have no power to 
do so. So I'm taking the issue 
of the SPC to a larger popula¬ 
tion - the whole student body. 

The SPC is recommending an 
annual health fee for full- and 
part-time students. Ray Zarvell 
has suggested the fee will be 
about $5. Is this fair to the off- 
campus population who have 
their own local physicians? Is 
this fair to the dorm students 
who never use the facility? And 
now that the Health Center staff' 
has stopped dispensing drugs 
for free, a major cost problem 
for the facility, is the health fee 
even warranted? Since the pol¬ 
icy was recently put into effect, 
no one can know for certain 
how much money will be saved. 
Where has Zarvell’s input come 
from on this matter? Surely not 
from the students who frequent 
the Center with legitimate 
illnesses, only to be sent down¬ 
town to another physician 
because ours can't diagnose 
anything with certainty except 
for a cold or flu. What exactly 
will the students get for their 
money? This sounds like 
another "phantom fee." 

The SPC has also recom¬ 
mended that the University’s 
check-cashing service be elim¬ 
inated. The major reason given 
is that it costs the University 
about $25,000 annually. Some 
charges are from returned 
checks - that is, from students 
(especially seniors) bouncing 
checks. This is, then, a serious 
problem. But have the members 
of the SPC considered any alter¬ 
natives? The cost problem

couldn't have just showed up — 
it's built up over the last few 
years due to mismanagement. 
But now the administration has 
elected to discontinue one of 
the few- services that they pro¬ 
vide to the students, again 
without any input from or con¬ 
cern for the students. 

The Cullom-Davis library. 


probably the most prominent 
concern of any student who has 
ever tried to do research there, 
was virtually ignored in the 
SPC's report. The committee 
asked that the library submit a 
report by October 1984, 
addressing ways they intend to 
improve its quality. I’ll bet the 
library has been submitting 
reports of this kind for the last 
10 years. I have an architect's 
proposal for expansion and 
remodelling of the library that 
was discussed in January 1982. 


The SPC has even stated the 
library is and has been a prime 
concern. Yet nothing has been 
done. It’s very insulting for Pro¬ 
vost Hitt, who chairs the SPC, 
to state the cost was the last 
and least of all things con¬ 


sidered. The students are not 
idiots, which is what you seem 
to be saying. Dr. Hitt. And that 
is the point of this article. 

Every issue dealt with in Stu¬ 
dent Senate is dictated by the

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Increased role is needed for maintenance

Declining enrollment and 
Strategic Planning Committee 
recommendations have , made 
"retrenchment" more difficult 
than expansion for Director of 
Facilities Management Jerry 
Boyea. 

Despite these expected reduc¬ 
tions, deterioration has contin¬ 
ued at an increasing rate, gen¬ 
erating a constant demand for 
maintenance services, Boyea 
said 

Facilities where: 1) students 
live and eat, 2) students are 
taught, 3) faculty and staff'work 
and 4) auxiliary activities occur 
are assigned maintenance prior¬ 
ity, respectively. 

"Our goal is that nothing runs 
over 72 hours on trouble calls," 
said Boyea. Response to an 
emergency call is usually within 
15 minutes, but no later than 
one hour, Boyea said. 

A two-way radio system 


installed about two months ago 
has helped supervisors "respond 
to our customers’ needs." 

Maintenance shifts were also 
changed to 7 a.m-8 p.m., Mon¬ 
day through Friday, so person¬ 
nel could be on duty when stu¬ 
dents return to their dormitory 
rooms after evening classes. 

Boyea explained that the pro¬ 
cedure for reporting, for exam¬ 
ple, a heating problem in a dor¬ 
mitory room begins with the 
resident alerting his or her 
resident advisor. The R.A. may 
then turn to the Head Resident, 
who reports all problems to 
Assistant Director of Housing 
Pat Dempsey. 

All dorm reports are phoned 
to the utilities division, where 
they are assigned a project order 
and reported back to the hous¬ 
ing office. 

Harper-WyckofT Head 

Resident Jim Martin believes 
some procedures can be elim¬ 


inated to speed maintenance 
response to calls. 

"A lot of work is getting 
done, but it’s slowed by run¬ 
ning paper through channels," 
said Martin. "If anyone could 
call one person to report a prob¬ 
lem, then that would be only 
one step as opposed to three or 
four." 

Martin cited an incident in 
Wyckoff' Hall where several 
reports and memos were made 
about a broken ice machine. 
Almost one full academic year 
had elapsed before a mainte¬ 
nance response stated the 
machine could be fixed for 
about $600, Martin said. 

"Maintenance is a support 


function," said Martin, "and 
personal interaction has usually 
been good, but communication 
is a problem. Maintenance 
should take the initiative to 
listen and accept criticism of 
policies." 

Williams Head Resident Gina 
McNally praised maintenance’s 
use of green tags attached to 
projects, showing the date and 
extent of completed repairs. 

She expressed concern, how¬ 
ever, about the difficulty in 
learning the status of projects. 

"Sometimes it’s very hard to 
get an answer," said McNally. 
"We (dorm staff) really want 
him (Boyea) to let us know 
what projects he wants to do." 


Also questioned by McNally 
was the retiling of the Williams’ 
lobby several days before spring 
break, when maintenance work¬ 
ers locked one of the lobby 
doors while replacing old tile 
during the lunch hour. 

Boyea said maintenance has 
made major strides involving 
the "invisible" campus -- steam 
and water pipes, and sewer and 
electrical connections. 

Martin expressed concern 
over the "visible" campus fol¬ 
lowing the recent Spring 
seniors’ weekend. Damaged 
waste container receptacles were 
among the problems which 
made the landscape unattractive 
to prospective freshmen, said 
Martin.

President’s Council of the Brad¬ 
ley administration. Look at 
basketball seating. The adminis¬ 
tration blew it in the move to 
the Civic Center when they 
gave the students their present 
seats. Now, the only reason 
Senate is allowed to "negotiate" 
on the seating is because it 
doesn’t matter to the adminis¬ 


tration either way. If we had 
stayed where we were it 
wouldn’t have mattered except 
that the students would have 
been hit with a busing fee.

Now the SPC has presented 
Senate with its report on the 
future of Bradley University. 
What I can’t figure out is why 
this has been done. Dr. Hitt. 
This "student input" that you 
have led Student Senate to 
believe you seek is an illusion 
that is becoming more visible 
every day. If the SPC had 
wanted input from the students, 
they would have made an effort 
to get it before the decisions 
were made. And the decisions 
have been made. The entire 
proposal made by the SPC will 
pass as a unit in University Sen¬ 
ate on April 24. The specific 
issues that I’ve discussed as 
critical areas of student concern 
won’t be discussed with any 
serious consideration by the 
leaders of Student Senate. They 
just haven’t made their pres¬ 
ence known to the administra¬ 
tion. They are not a force to be 
reckoned with. So who can 
blame the administration for 
their treatment of the students? 

I didn’t intend to serve up 
any disrespect to anyone men¬ 
tioned in this article. I hold no 
vengeance toward anyone, sim¬ 
ply because the existing prob¬ 
lems are not the result of any 
one individual. But if anyone 
takes offense maybe that’s a 
good sign. Maybe it means 
you’ve read this article ... or 
maybe even thought about it. I 
don’t call for a revolution. All I 
want is for the students to be 
aware of the facts. 

And even more. I’d like the 
administration to respect the 
students enough to seriously 
consider their input. But it’s up 
to the student leaders in all 
organizations to work for this. 
If these "leaders" really care 
about this University and its 
students, they’ll use the 
resources available to them and 
their leadership abilities 
creatively and constructively, to 
start a new trend at Bradley — 
positive administration-student 
relations.

Opposites attract in Talley’s Folly

L Seeing Talley's Folly is rather 
like biting into a piece of pineap- 
ipte. It’s a little sweet, a little sour, 
but entirely delicious. 

I Talley’s Folly , by Lanford Wil¬ 
son, is the story of two very 
different people who are both near¬ 
ing middle age. They are 
desperately fighting their pasts 
vhile trying to come to terms with 
their relationship and their love for 
each other. 

I Sally, played by Teresa 
Noverr, is a 31-year old nurse’s aid 
:rom Lebanon, Mo., with radical 
political views. She got fired from 
teaching Sunday school for reading 
out of Thorstein Veblen’s Theory of 
the Leisure Class instead of the 
'Methodist Reader. She is fighting a 
very raw emotional scar from a 
bout with tuberculosis and conse¬ 
quently losing her only other love 
while still in her teens. 

Noverr is consistently convinc¬ 
ing as Sally. She is as believable in 
her emotionally vulnerable 
[moments as she is in her stronger 
scenes. 

Sally is trying not to admit 
she is in love with Matt Friedman. 


Friedman, played by Steven Sturm, 
is a 42-year-old Jewish accountant 
from St. Louis. The skeleton he 
keeps not-so-neatly in the closet is 
his childhood and parentage. As a 
child, he and his family were 

involved in the nationalistic politics 
and persecutions in Europe before 
World War I. 

Sturm is a delight. He jumps 
from his character’s normal voice 

to a Yiddish accent to a Missouri- 
Ozark drawl with ease. He even 
throws in a little Humphrey Bogart 
-- a bit pretentious but effective. 

The story is charming and yet, 
discerning. The play is extremely 

humorous and the laughs keep 

steadily rolling. Wilson draws a 
sagacious and realistic picture of 
humans and relationships. People, 
he points out, are concerned about 
covering up their faux pas and 
being absolutely private. In the 
play, Matt Friedman compares peo¬ 
ple to eggs. People are so cautious 
about being bumped into because 
they may break, "...but you have to 
be cracked, boiled, or scrambled to 
really cook." 

Talley’s Folly takes place in 
Lebanon, Mo., on July 4, 1944, 


and the set is a dilapidated boat¬ 
house, constructed like a Victorian 
gazebo. W.J. Langley Jr. designed 
the set complete with faded paint 
and sagging, planks. 

Talley’s Folly completes its 
run April 26-29 at the Hartmann 
Center. Tickets are still available.

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Potholes 
first step in 
street fixing

Weather fluctuation was the 
major factor in preventing Brad-, 
ley maintenance personnel from 
filling potholes until early last 
week, according to Jerry Boyea, 
director of facilities. 

"It doesn't pay to fill the hole 
and have it pop out,” said* 
Boyea. 

Citing weather as the major 
criterion for outside repairs, 
Boyea said there is usually a 10- 
to 14-day period when tempera¬ 
tures cause repeated thawing 
and freezing. Such conditions 
make it difficult for crews to 
properly fill potholes. 

Also, only one of three plants 
in the area have been producing 
pothole filler mix. 

Long term goals for ongoing 
maintenance of University 
streets bordered by Main 
University, Bradley and Maple¬ 
wood provide for proper street 
foundations, improved 

drainage, resurfacing, and seal¬ 
ing and coating services. 

"Dollar-wise, it will be some 
time," said Boyea, noting that 
repairs might begin between 
May 1 and summer recess. 

A budget meeting last week 
will also determine the extent of 
immediate repairs. 

Boyea said his staff has been 
learning how to perform minor 
repairs on the pothole-plagued 
streets, but the major resurfac¬ 
ing work will be completed by 
outside contractors. 

"We would like to improve 
the paving and draining to make 
the potholes a rarity in the next 
three-to-five years.’

The image of the U.S. abroad is perceived as 
a little old lady, said G. Gordon Liddy, master¬ 
mind of the Watergate break-in. Liddy addressed 
an audience of more than 800 at the Field House 
Monday night. 

"We are so fortunate as a nation to sit here 
for two centuries, sitting apart from the rest of 
the world by 3000 miles. We have been living 
lives of illusion," he said. 

One illusion is that the United States and the 
U.S.S.R. are equal military powers, "but that is 
absolute nonsense." 

Liddy said the U.S.S.R. has a larger and 
better equipped military force, and he cited exam¬ 
ples of military strength. There are 17 divisions in 
the U.S. army and 194 divisions in the Russian 
army. Our infantry has 11 divisions, and the 
Russian's infantry has 132 divisions, he said. 

Liddy also cited a case of the United States 
selling ball bearing technology to the U.S.S.R.. 
giving them the accuracy to hit each of America's 
1053 siloed missiles. "The United States of Amer¬ 
ica, in a straight-out business deal, sold that tech¬ 
nology to the Soviet Union, with the promise that 
they would only use the technology for peaceful 
purposes. We did that to ourselves. They didn't 
do that to us." 

Liddy spent four and one-half years in prison 
for planning and heading the Watergate break-in. 
He has been out for seven years and has only one

regret. "I regret that it failed," he said. Liddy 
compared the Pentagon Papers to Watergate. 
"The Pentagon Papers was a national mission. I 
did what I did, because I believe in the man I was 
doing it for. 

"There are millions of your fellow citizens 
who actually still subscribe to the belief that spy¬ 
ing is a dirty business.... In 1933 the U.S. secre¬ 
tary of state put it this way: 'Gentlemen ought 
not to read other gentlemen's mail.'" 

Liddy called spies a nation's eyes and ears 
without which it would be blind and deaf. 

"Only we, living this immense life of illusion, 
could ever have subscribed to a belief in a gentle¬ 
manly world. We still do. We still have people 
who object to itT" * m ‘** m ~** m 

When asked if he would have kept silent if 
he knew Nixon would be paid for his CBS inter¬ 
view, Liddy said, "The reason I kept silent would 
not change just because CBS paid Nixon half a 
million dollars to tell them nothing they didn’t 
already know. In fact if they're willing, he should 
get them for another half million. I believed in 
the Nixon presidency. I would do that again with 
no concern whether he was going to make money 
on it or not." 

Liddy was convicted in 1973 on six counts of 
conspiracy, burglary and wiretapping in connec¬ 
tion with the Watergate break-in and raids on 
Daniel Ellsberg’s home, and the office of 
Ellsberg's psychiatrist.

University Senate approved 
the Strategic Planning Commit¬ 
tee report Tuesday. The report 
goes to the Board of Trustees 
Friday for approval. 

| The vote was 31 to 18 with 
one abstention. 

I Some of the Senators ques¬ 
tioned what exactly would hap¬ 
pen after the approval because 
the report addresses many 
areas. 

Robert Scott, associate pro¬ 
fessor of economics, said he 
wanted the committee to "point 
out things they consider of an 
action nature." 

Provost and Vice President 
for Academic Affairs John Hitt, 
t chair of the Strategic Planning 
Committee, said the only things 
binding are the merger of the 
Division of Nursing into the 
College of Education and the 
discontinuation of the geogra¬ 
phy program, the Department 


of Health and Movement Sci¬ 
ences, the Division of Speech 
and Hearing Sciences and the 
College of Health Sciences. 

"Where we propose an action, 
it’s an action that will be taken," 
Hitt said. The other items are 
"suggestions for study." 

Catherine Ricciardelli, associ¬ 
ate professor of anthropology, 
expressed concerns including 
the lack of dialogue between the 
committee and faculty, no 
specifics about deficiencies or 
weaknesses mentioned in some 
areas and having to vote on a 
report affecting individuals' jobs 
without knowing provisions for 
what will happen to the people. 

Hitt said, "We did meet with 
the deans and they got sum¬ 
mary evaluations; they had the 
opportunity to discuss any of 
the ratings. The deans also had 
the opportunity to review and 
make changes in reports." 

As for lost jobs, Bradley 
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President Martin Abegg said, 
"It's my intention and the 
administration’s and board’s 
intention to do everything rea¬ 
sonably possible" to aid the 
faculty in finding new jobs. 

Hitt said there has been a 
precedent to give tenured pro¬ 
fessors a year’s severance pay in 
situations like this. 

James Mullendore, dean of 
the College of Health Sciences, 
said, "I guess I understand now 
how the captain of the Titanic 
felt after they hit the iceberg." 

He asked that the process of 
strategic planning be reviewed, 
to be "a building rather than a 
shattering of faculty morale." 

Mullendore said, although the 
attributes of centrality and qual¬ 
ity had been stressed by the 
committee, "this has been a 
matter of dollars and cents with 
the bottom line being enroll¬ 
ment." 

Others agreed there were 
problems with the procedure. 

Peter Payne, associate profes¬ 
sor of speech and hearing sci¬ 
ences, said "too many of the 
procedures used in determining 
(the decisions) are bad." 

University Senate also 
approved an amendment to the 
report to elect a committee to 
establish a standing strategic

Nuclear panels 

Dear Editor, 

I had hoped that the panel 
series "Preventing Nuclear Apo¬ 
calypse" would have made the 
nuclear issue clearer. It soon 
‘became apparent that most of the 
•panelists were not interested in 
being informative, but instead 
wanted to be convincing. A large 
amount of what was said was misin¬ 
formation or meaningless. The fol¬ 
lowing are some examples. 

! A few panelists claimed that the 
Ftruise missiles being deployed in 
| Europe are first strike weapons. This 
I claim is ridiculous. Cruise missiles 
fly about 550 m.p.h. and will need 
approximately a minimum of one 
hour just to reach the U.S.S.R. 
border. The cruise missiles, travel¬ 
ing far slower than fighter aircraft, 
will have to fly -through the most 

r |jsely monitored and heavily 
fefended air space in the world. 

| Once detected, shooting down a 
cruise missile is much easier than 
shooting down a manned aircraft 
(during WW II the British shot 
down many German V-l cruise mis¬ 
siles). Slow speed and relatively easy 
destruction prevent cruise missiles 
from fulfilling a first strike role. 

[ Are the Pershing IIs a serious 
Hireat to the U.S.S.R.? Consider, 
Inly about 33 percent of the targets 
jo be destroyed in a first strike are 
fcithin range of the Pershing and 
truise missiles and when all of these 
Jiissiles are deployed there will not 
enough of them to destroy that 
13 percent.

never answered by the panelists. 
What are the nuclear weapons doing, 
in Europe in the first place? Since 
its creation NATO has deliberately 
followed the policy of offsetting the 
larger Soviet non-nuclear forces 
with nuclear weapons. The U.S. has 
continually urged the Europeans to 
deploy larger non-nuclear forces, 
but conventional forces are more 
expensive than nuclear weapons and 
the Europeans are not willing to pay 
the price and so to achieve security 
we have nuclear dependency. 

This leads to the issue of "no 
first use." To declare such a policy 
would politically weaken the nuclear 
crutch NATO needs. 

One panelist declared that arms 
races cause wars. More serious stu¬ 
dents of international politics know 
that arms races are the symptoms of 
the causes of war and that to elim¬ 
inate arms races still leaves the basic 
tensions that lead to wars. 

The same panelist denounced 
the U.S. Army for having training 
manuals to train the troops to fight 
a nuclear war. Disregarding that the 
Soviet Army has the same policy, I 
know of no country in the world 
that pays their army to fight and 
lose. 


Another favorite of both pros 
and cons is to compare defense 
budgets. Such comparisons could 
only tell one how much money is 
being spent and they do not even 
do that. Only the people in the 
Kremlin know how much the 
U.S.S.R. spends and for the years 
1970-1979 they claimed a little over 
17 billion rubles per year. Not even 
the anti-nuke people believe that.

About 20 stray animals find their way into Bradley's Security 
Office each school year. Many come at the end of semesters when 
students set them loose on campus instead of taking them home. 

"They think when they let it out on campus, it will find a I 
home, but that’s not always the case," said switchboard operator 
Sandy Arnold. 

Arnold said animals left on their own can starve or get hit by a 
car. She said everyone in MacMillan has taken a stray home at one 
time or another. When a new owner cannot be found, the Tazewell j 
Animal Protection Society (TAPS) is called. 

TAPS is a non-profit animal kennel in Pekin that adopts 
animals out. Unlike county animal shelters, which destroy j 
unclaimed animals after 72 hours, at TAPS the strays are kept at 
least a month. 

"We adopt out over half our animals," said kennelman Jim 
Stone. "That’s better than the national average." 

TAPS has room for 34 animals at one time. Stone said there’s 
a big turnover. It costs TAPS about $15 a week to keep a stray. 
Monthly fundraisers and donations keep the kennel operating. 

Bradley students who cannot find a new home for their dog or 
cat and cannot take the animal with them should call TAPS, said 
Stone. 

Peoria Animal Shelter manager Jenny Orm said no statistics 
are available to prove more animals are brought in when students 
leave town, but she said most times^ the owner cannot be esta¬ 
blished for animals found running loose.

lawyers and legal aid, as well," 
Richey said. 

"It tells you how to find a 
place and how to analyze your 
needs. 

"The essentials of the lease 
are covered and information 
about utilities and services in 
the Peoria area. It also describes 
how to sublet and what to do if 
you’re the (person subletting), 
which I think is a very impor¬ 
tant section for around here 
with all the summer subletting," 
she said.

Despite tuition jumps, faculty salaries flatten 

A recent College Board study contended 
faculty buying power is now less than it was in 
1972. 

Asked to explain why student tuition is being 
raised in order to pay faculty members more even 
as faculty salary increases slow down, Molotsky 
said, "I can't." 

Faculty members at private colleges did 
slightly better than those at public campuses, the 
survey found. 

Independent college teachers got average 
raises of 7.6 percent. Their colleagues on public 
campuses got average five percent increases. 

In general, assistant professors got raises 
about one percent higher than what full profes- 
* Yors'' 'got 7 and a Bo uC fiaflf - a p’ercbKt ’ higher than* 
associate professors’ raises. 

The A A UP won’t release actual average 
salaries until June. 

Last year, it found salaries at universities 
averaged $31,010, while salaries at colleges 
without grad schools averaged $22,890. 

The average overall salary at public colleges 
was $27,860, compared to the average wage of 
$28,680 at independent colleges in 1982-83. 


WASHINGTON, D C. (CPS) - Faculty salaries 
went up again this year, but not as rapidly as in 
the past, a new survey of the college teaching 
profession has found. 

The average faculty salary has gone up 5.7 
percent since the 1982-83 school year, the Ameri¬ 
can Association of University Professors (AAUP) 
found in preliminary results from its annual study 
of how much college teachers make. 

But faculty salaries went up 7.9 percent in 
1982-83, and 9.9 percent in 1981-82. 

AAUP spokeswoman Iris Molotsky attributes 
the slowing rate of increases to the declining 
amounts of mone ^st ate legislatures give to col¬ 
leges. 

When academic funds are tight, "there's a 
tendency to give flat sums across the board" to 
faculty members, she said. In practice, that would 
mean there’s less of a salary difference between 
full and associate professors. 

Over the last two years, however, administra¬ 
tors have said the major reason they had to raise 
tuition much faster than the inflation rate is 
because they must pay faculty members more.

We can destroy creation: panel

The United Slates and the U.S.S.R. 
now have the ability to destroy God's 
creation — a power denied even to 
Satan, said Brendan Liddel. professor 
of philosophy at Bradley. He 
moderated the final discussion in the 
Preventing Nuclear Apocalypse series. 
"Avoiding Armageddon." 

Liddel opened the panel with the 
question, "Is it not the ultimate 
blasphemy" to use nuclear weapons? 

"Could God forgive a nuclear 
armageddon -- I think not,” he said. 

About two dozen people attended 
the discussion, held Tuesday in the 
Student Center. 

Panelist Ann Marie Calistro. a 
senior in computer science and 
president of Students Against Nuclear 
Arms (SANA), said student apathy 
was part of the problem. 

She fell that one of the reasons stu¬ 
dents don't participate in the political 
process is ignorance. By expanding 
required core classes, students would 
learn more about "the system." and 
I thus be able to understand and 
influence it. Calistro said she would 
push for a core class on nuclear 


weapons and national defense. 

When arguing with someone about 
disarmament, she said, credibility is 
very important. "If you're using statis¬ 
tics -- know the source." 

The Rev. Jean CTamer lleuermann. 
pastor of the Madison Avenue 
Methodist Church in Peoria, said that 
the U.S. spent $632 per man. woman 
and child on defense in 1980. and 
that number has almost doubled 
since. Lvery minute 30 children die 
somewhere in the world of starvation 
and disease, while in the same time 
period, SI.3 million is spent on 
defense, he said. 

President Reagan's "unprecedented 
spending spree" has resulted in 
increased military spending at the 
expense of entitlement and human 
welfare programs, lleuermann said, 
lie also said "civil disobedience is a 
real possibility" as a result. 

Maya Porter, coordinator of' the 
Peoria Area Peace Network, spoke 
about what individuals can do for the 
freeze movement. She said, "people 
are waking up" to the danger, and 
that the majority of America wants to 
slop the arms race. Nuclear freeze 


referendums have been supported by 
11 million Americans. Lventually. she 
said, "if the politicians won't change, 
we will change politicians." 

Lari L. Durham, assistant professor 
at the Jane Addams College of Social 
Work at the University of Illinois at 
Chicago, called himself a "profes¬ 
sional organizer." lie said that one 
must decide on a project, set specific 
goals, and then pursue them to their 
conclusion. 

"The name of the game is power." 
he said. "The media is a tremendous 
vehicle" for influencing people. One 
must "beg and scheme and plot" to 
get something covered by the media. 

lie said that, ideally, politicians 
only listen to votes, but unfor¬ 
tunately, money talks loo. His goal is 
to provide freedom of peace, and dig¬ 
nity for every human being. 

The series of eight panels was spon¬ 
sored by SANA, the Black Student 
Alliance, the Progressive Student 
Alliance, the Council for Women's 
Awareness, the Peoria Area Peace 
Network, the Cultural Affairs Com¬ 
mittee of Bradlev University and 
S.A.B.R.C. 


Freeze movement slows 



(CPS) - Last April, students at 
'Cal-San Diego, Oregon, Texas, 
Iowa Slate, Kentucky, 
Susquehanna University, 

Florida and Wesleyan, among 
scores of others, staged large 
rallies and demonstrations in 
favor of a bilateral freeze on the 
production of nuclear weaponry. 

Lour hundred campuses 
joined in the playing of "fire¬ 
breaks," a game meant to show 
tie dynamics of a nuclear 
exchange between the United 
Slates and the Soviet Union. 
[•According to one estimate. 
I more than 50" campus-based 
I faculty groups passed resolu- 
I lions favoring a freeze. 

But this spring, the campus 
I freeze movement may be melt- 
iing down. 

Though there are many 
Ireeze-related events taking 
place on American campuses 
Jnd organizers stress they have 
changed strategies. some 
campus-based organizers say 
they're having a hard time 
motivating students and faculty 
members this year, 
r "In a way. it is absolutely not 
the trendy thing to get involved 
with." said Bobbi Patterson, 
associate chaplain at limory 
University in Atlanta. 
grLasl year was a real busy 
year." said Dail Mullins, a grad 
student and freeze activist at 
the University of Alabama. 
Phis year has probably been 
our slowest year. I'm not sure 
why that's so." 

i "Students just seem more 


interested in clothes than in 
what they'll be doing in the 
next five years." said Lance 
Bocarslv. president of Students 
for a Nuclear free /one at 
UCLA. 

"I think there's a lot of disil¬ 
lusionment." he said, guessing 
that a sense of "individual polit¬ 
ical ineffectiveness" might be 
keeping some students and 
faculty members away from the 
movement now. 

Statistics are hard to come by. 
Last year's "firebreaks" game, 
however, reached some 3000 
colleges, high schools and com¬ 
munity groups. This April. 
Ciround Zero, the group that 
invented and distributed the 
game, said there are some 1200 
groups playing "firebreaks If 

Last year. United Campuses 
to Prevent Nuclear War 
(UC'AM) claimed to have dose 
to 100 active college chapters. 

This April. UC’AM field 
director Phil Antweiler claims 
63 chapters. 

But Antweiler and other 
national freeze leaders stress 
the movement has changed, not 
melted down. 

"We're beyond the stage 
where we need to scare people 
on this issue." Antweiler said. 

Instead of organizing mass 
rallies and demonstrations. 
UCAM this spring is concen¬ 
trating on quieter actions like 
voter registration and making 
sure voters force candidates to 
take a stand on nuclear weapons 
issues.

Considering 
what we had to go through, 
however, 1 would consider it a 
successful year.” 

Bross said ACBU events over 
the past two semesters have 
drawn an attendance of more 


than 21,000, with several events 
yet to go. "There's no doubt at 
this point that we will break an 
attendance record before the 
year is out," he said. 

Lisa Moczulewski enters her 
new job with three years of 
experience behind her. She has 
served as ACBU’s Promotion 
Coordinator, and this year is 
responsible for the Spring Arts 
Festival. "I have the utmost 
confidence in her abilities," 
Bross said. 

Sheila Dempsey has worked 
with ACBU for two years, serv¬ 
ing last year as promotion coor¬ 
dinator. Bob Beodeker, this 
year's Campus Carnival coordi¬ 
nator, has three years experi¬ 
ence with ACBU. 

As these new officers take 
over, two individuals will leave 
ACBU, and their departure is 
termed "the end of an era" by 
Bross. Rebecca and Theresa 
Brown, who both served four 


years on ACBU, graduate this I 
year. 

"Their effect on ACBU as a I 
whole has been great," said! 
Bross. "They have both served 
as officers of ACBU, and ini 
addition, they have represented! 
Bradley in NACA (the National! 
Association for Campus Activi-1 
ties). They served as regionall 
representatives, which is a! 
rather prestigious position. 

"We’re all very sad to seel 
them go. It seems that when! 
you thought of ACBU, you 
thought of the Browns. But I 
think we can all look back on 
the Brown era as having been al 
good one." 

Bross, however, looks eagerly] 
to the future. "We've come 
through a difficult period," he 
says, "and we’re enthusiastic 
about what lies ahead. We hope 
to continue the strong traditions 
we have built up through much 
effort and dedication."

Senior nxitajs 

Music majors prepare for important hour

Imagine standing alone on a 
stage in front of a large, attentive 
audience. You’ve been preparing 
for months, learning complex 
rhythm patterns, memorizing lyrics. 
After you got the mechanics down, 
you began to work on interpreting 
the piece, putting stage presence 
and feeling into it. Up until now 
you thought you knew your music 
like the back of your hand. But 
now you wonder "Will 1 freeze up? 
Will I forget the lyrics? Will I miss 
an entrance? Will I trip going 
offstage?" 

If you’ve ever had this experi¬ 
ence, then you have probably been 
through a senior recital. It’s a re¬ 
quirement for all Bachelor of Music 
and Bachelor of Music Education 
degrees, and is given during the 
senior year. 

Staff accompanist Molly 
McCullough calls the senior recital 
the seniors’ "most important hour 
of their four years in college. The 
preparation that goes into this one 
hour is incredible," she says. 

"They choose music for their 
I program from their old repetoire 
; and from new pieces up to a year 
ahead of time. They set their pro- 
gram with their teacher’s help a full 
| semester ahead of their perfor- 
I mance. Each student has three 
I half-hour voice lessons per week: 
one with the accompanist, one with 
j the teacher, and one with the ac¬ 
companist and teacher. They strive 
to have the material memorized 
and up to performance level one 
month ahead of time. This allows 
•them to work on their interpreta- 
ion, and stage presence. 


"It’s not until they’ve con¬ 
quered the pitches, words, and 
rhythms that they can interpret and 
perform. For the last week we 
rehearse every day, like it was the 
actual performance -- with no 
stops. The more secure they are 
with their music, the easier my job 
is. I don’t have to cover their mis¬ 
takes," said McCullough. 

Rick Lays, who gave his voice 
recital Tuesday, felt the best way to 
combat mistakes was to "practice, 
practice, practice. Diligent work 
and practice make perfect. It takes 
a lot of concentration to give a live 
performance. The best way to be 
well prepared is to be relaxed, to 
think about what you are going to 
be doing in front of the audience." 

Dr. John Davis, director of 
choral activities, describes the 
preparation for vocal recitals as "a 
tremendous amount of work. They 
have to develop their background 
in vocal production and their inter¬ 
pretive ability. This is where their 
innate musicianship comes in. Their 
ability to understand and interpret 
a song becomes second nature." 

Is there life after a recital? 
McCullough says "The sense of re¬ 
lief and emotional letdown when 
it’s over is amazing. It’s amazing 
how mentally and physically 
drained the students are. It’s a lot 
of hard work." She finds it reward¬ 
ing to see "the progress of the kids 
I’ve known since they were fresh¬ 
men culminate in their senior reci¬ 
tals." 

Cummings describes both the 
relief, elation, and humor that can 
come after the performance. "In one 
set I sang an aria, sang it phenome¬ 


nally. Not until the song was over, 
and I was slouched back against the 
piano basking in the applause, did I 
realize that by basking in the mo¬ 
ment I had made one big mistake. I 
hadn’t left the stage before the ap¬ 
plause was over." 


Her other photograph also deals 
with frustration as a little boy 
struggles in vain to free his kite 
from a hungry tree. 

Spring fantasy is the theme of 
David Kooi’s photograph of a love¬ 
ly young lady dancing between the 
trees. The angelic effect is 
heightened by blurring the outline 
around the lady. Kooi should send 
his piece for a chance in the 1985 
Tolkien calendar. 

Spring brings teams and team 
play. Kevin May’s photograph of a 
rugby action captures the intense, 
and somewhat emotional, power of 
a group of men with a desire to 
win -- much like the opening games 
of the Chicago Cubs. May’s piece is 
accentuated by the fact that all the 
subjects are moving. The observer 
notices his own eyes following the 
ball and the movement around it. 

The will to win, to sacrifice 
bodily pain for a goal, is depicted 
in Wade Berry’s piece. Berry 
catches the speed and grace of a 
single play in a soccer game. The 
subject, a young man, is in the pro¬ 
cess of possibly dislocating his hip 
just to kick a soccer ball. He wants 
to win badly, and Berry captures 
his will. Perhaps this photograph, 
as well as May’s should be sent to 
the Cubbies, or maybe the Sting. 

Others contributing to the 
show touched on other aspects of 
spring. Tom Van Hooser caught the 
tranquility of a stream, while Lisa 
Vitale found two young boys 
fishing, not caring if the big one 
got away. Earl Edelcup caught the 
technological effect on our forests, 
while Ross Brown depicts the terror 
of a boy on a bike being chased by 
a kite. 

Gia Civerolo takes the type of 
picture a minister would like to 
hang in the chapel. Her photograph 
of a mother pushing her daughter 
on a swing captures the essence of 
spring. To anyone interested, the 
little dog seems to expose much of 
what spring is like to some of us, a 
royal pain. Gary Csuk uses a tech¬ 
nique and a subject as he finds love 
under the trees in an extremely 
high contrast photograph. 

The exhibit runs through to¬ 
morrow in the Cullom-Davis li¬ 
brary. For a chance to see what fu¬ 
ture photojournalists can achieve, 
come see the exhibit, and bring a 
friend.

Producer-director Paul Mazur 
sky ("Harry and Tonto," "Tempest") 
plays with the irony of the wonder¬ 
ful "decadence" of America and the 
not-so-wonderful trouble an immi¬ 
grant can come across. What he 
comes up with is a patriotism- 
realism. Moscow on the Hudson , 
shot in New York City and Munich, 
takes the rose colored glasses off of 
patriotism and says that the U.S. is 
still great. 

Robin Williams gives his best 
post-Mork performance. He learned 
fluent Russian and how to play the 
saxophone for this role. His best 
moment comes when he’s telling 
Lionel about his Russian home. He 
says America is so difficult for him 
because there are so many things 
' to be. In Russia, you only have 
your misery' to identify yourself, 
and you take it and turn it over 
and over in your mind. Then Willi¬ 
ams" character laughs and laughs 
and laughs. 

And that is what makes Willi¬ 
ams’ performance so good. 
Although you are afraid that he will 
become his manic Mork-type char¬ 
acter, he never does.

Entre Nous

Midway through Entre Nous, 

, Miou Miou asks Isabelle Huppert 
h "Why am I so comfortable with 
i you?" The audience might well ask 
J the same question about the movie. 
u Rarely has a motion picture depict- 
L ed the relationship between two 
} women in such an easy and relaxed 
I manner. 

Entre Nous brings together 
t two women in France who are re¬ 
ft covering from World War II. Their 
K bond grows to the point of depen- 
ft dence, despite the distractions of 
I husbands and children. 

Both Huppert and Miou give 
^appealing portrayals. The two 
women are fascinated by each other 


and, similarly, the audience is cap¬ 
tivated by each successive revela 
tion of Miou and Huppert’s charac¬ 
ters. 

The direction and camera 
work are simple, elegant and unob¬ 
trusive. In one scene Huppert’s hus¬ 
band goes on a bitter rampage 
accusing Miou and Huppert of be¬ 
ing "dykes." The scene begins with 
a close-up of an oriental and cactus 
terrarium, Miou’s first gift to Hup¬ 
pert, moments before it is shattered 
against the wall by Huppert’s hus¬ 
band. 

Huppert’s spouse’s inability to 
understand or even allow his wife’s 
relationship with Miou is the pri¬ 
mary source of conflict in the 
movie. Both women are forced to 
re-examine their feelings about 
their husbands when they realize 
how important they are to each 
other.

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Seale believes radical reputation undeserved

He ran for mayor of Oakland, 
followed Los Angeles policemen 
carrying a shotgun and filled ten 
thousand bags with groceries for 
the poor. 

Bobby Seale, Black Panther 
Party founder, may have actually 
done it all. He once worked as a 
standup comedian and his style of 
presenting his views is similar to 
Richard Pryor’s. He shouts at the 
audience, tells them what must be 
done. Seale said the economy ex¬ 
ploits the people. "Capitalism 
depends upon a large segment of 
unemployed people," commented 
Seale. 

Tm a humanitarian," Seale 
said. He believes his violent radical 
reputation was a result of the 


media overplaying his involvement 
in shootouts and ignoring his 
development of special programs, 
like the free-breakfast for the un- 
derpriviledged children. "After all," 
Seale adds, "how could Johnny tell 
how much fruit there is when ad¬ 
ded, if Johnny’s mind is on eating 
the fruit." 

Bobby Seale is best known for 
his involvement in the Black Pan¬ 
ther Party. "It is a Party," Seale 
emphasizes. It is not an organiza¬ 
tion which leads riots and takes 
pride on how many members and 
policemen were killed in shootouts. 
Although the roots of the Black 
Panther Party relied on the visibili¬ 
ty of gun-carrying members, the 
Black Panther’s main goal was to 
organize the oppressed into a solid. 


united mass of citizens capable of 
altering^ the political system. How¬ 
ever, Seale’s tendency to carry a 
gun and his radical views earned 
him the title of a "threat to the 
internal security of America." 

Seale would not speak about 
his involvement in the 1968 Chi¬ 
cago democratic convention riots 
but gave a last testament to 
Chicago’s mayor at the time: "May¬ 
or Daley, rest his racist soul." 

Seale is an energetic organizer. 
From the founding of the Black 
Panthers to his recent fund-raising 
efforts, Seale puts the proverbial 
"100 percent" into every program 
in which he participates. His proud¬ 
est moment, he said, dealt with the 
free distribution of ten thousand 
bags of groceries, "with a chicken 


on the top of each bag," Seale ad¬ 
ded. The entire effort lasted a little 
more than a month, a small amount 
of time for such an enormous 
event. The goal of the operation 
was to register voters and have 
them take sickle-cell anemia tests 
before receiving their free groceries. 
Seale realized the importance of 
completing the operation and the 
political success it would have in 
voter registration. 

Seale concluded his address 
with a cry to the black community 
of America to equal the balance of 
power in male/female relationships, 
and to put more energy into 
strengthening black family ties. 

Seale spoke Friday night in 
the Student Center Ballroom at the 
Romeo B. Garrett Dinner.

Indian 

dance 

displayed

It resembles the grace in bal¬ 
let, the rhythmic precision in 
flamenco and the expressiveness in 
interpretive dance or mime. It is 
Bharata Natyam, an ancient classi¬ 
cal Indian dance form which ori¬ 
ginated about 3000 years ago. A 
performance of Bharata Natyam 
will be presented in Neumiller 
Chapel at 4 p.m. Sunday by Hema 
Rajagopalan. 

Rajagopalan is one of the 
world’s top performers and teachers 
of Bharata Natyam. She has been 
acclaimed throughout India as a 
"perfect dancer" and is recognized 
as an innovative choreographer. 
She came to the United States ten 
years ago after her husband decided 
to pursue his career as an engineer 
here. Rajagopalan founded the Na- 
tyakalalayam school of Bharata Na¬ 
tyam in Lombard, Illinois, which 
draws about 100 students from 
Wisconsin, Indiana and the Chicago 
area. 

Considerable physical fitness 
and technical skill must be main¬ 
tained to perform the dance. Ra¬ 
jagopalan uses a strictly coded set 
of hand gestures, called mudras, 
and facial movements that were 
recorded in Sanskrit 3000 years 
ago, to interpret various stories and 
prayers of the Hindu tradition dur¬ 
ing the course of the performance. 
The 33-year-old performer must be 
in excellent physical condition and 
have the required skill to master 
the 27 single-hand mudras and 32 
double-hand mudras.

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Scholarships aid to financing

Spring is when many college siudenls find 
themselves faced with the problem of financing 
their continuing education. Getting a scholarship 
can be an important part of the solution for many 
students. 

Bradley students will receive about $2 million 
in scholarships and awards this year (excluding 
athletic scholarships), said David Pardieck, pro¬ 
gram director of financial assistance. 

Pardieck said. About 50 percent of Bradley's 
students will receive some form of aid based on 
financial need for next year." 

Many students may not even know that they 
have received a scholarship or award. 

Pardieck said usually, when a scholarship 
becomes available, his office pools the names of 
the people that qualify and gives the award to the 


person or persons with the greatest financial 
need. The individual student need not even 
apply. 

"Some of the scholarships offered which have 
residential or other specific requirements are 
advertised in the Scout and posted around the 
campus." Pardieck said. 

Despite declining enrollment, there will be a 
slight increase in the number of awards for next 
year. Generally the increases parallel inflation 
increases, Pardieck said. He expressed hope that 
both would level off soon, and added that he was 
"very optimistic." 

About 1,800 students will receive their 
need-based financial award packets at the begin¬ 
ning of May. Pardieck said students who have 
questions about their financial award or about 
financial planning should come to his office and 
see him. 


Half of full-time students get financial aid 


WASHINGTON. D C. (CPS) - 
Over half of all full-time college 
students received some form of 
financial aid last year, according 
to one of the most sweeping 
studies to date on the impact of 
aid programs. 

Nationally, 51 percent of the 
siudenls surveyed at over 2800 
colleges and universities 
received either federal, slate, or 
private financial assistance to 
help with their college costs, a 
new survey by the American 
Council on Education (ACE) 
shows. 

"I think a lot of people are 
surprised that over half of all 
students received some form of 
aid," said Charles Anderson, 
one of the ACE researchers 
who compiled the report. 

Nearly 42 percent of the full¬ 
time undergrads at four-year 
public colleges received aid, 
while 65 percent of the students 


at private colleges got assis¬ 
tance. 

Part of the reason for the 
greater use of aid among private 
school students was due to the 
increased amount of private, 
campus-based aid available. 
Anderson said. 

But the increased cost of 
attending private institutions -- 
nearly double the expense of 
attending a public school -- was 
also responsible for students at 
those schools being awarded 
larger aid amounts, he explains. 

Among less-costly institutions 
where annual student 
expenses are less than S3000 -- 
46 percent of the students drew 
some form of financial aid, 
compared with nearly 60 per¬ 
cent at more expensive schools. 

Of the S7.7 billion in student 
aid distributed last year. 54 per¬ 
cent went to students at public 
campuses, the study shows. 


federal programs accounted 
for over half of all the aid 
money disbursed. 

Seventy-eight percent of all 
the dependent students who 
received aid came from families 
with incomes be.low $30,000. 

And confirming some finan¬ 
cial aid experts' worst fears, the 
study found that many of the 
colleges which experienced 
enrollment declines in 1982-83 
attributed the dropoff to 
reported cutbacks and confusion 
over the amount of financial aid 
available. 

"In 1982-83 there were 
attempts and a lot of talk about 
drastic cuts in the federal finan¬ 
cial aid program." Anderson 
said. 

Although many of the cuts 
did not occur, "there was a great 
deal of uncertainly among stu¬ 
dents over whether there was

Technical majors get more offers as job prospects are up

(CPS) — This spring's college 
graduates can look forward to a 
job market that is "very 

improved" compared to last 
year's gloomy employment 
scene, placement experts report, 
but it's still nowhere near the 
booming market of the late 
seventies and early eighties. 

"There's a decided tur¬ 
naround in the market and I 
think it's going to continue for 
a while," said Victor Lindquist, 
placement director at 

Northwestern University and 

author of the Endicott Report 


on nationwide employment 
trends for college grads. 

It s kind of nice after going 
through two successive years of 
tailing activity to see job offers 
coming back in." he said. 

Indeed, the number of job 
oilers made to the nearly one 
million students who will gradu¬ 
ate with bachelor's degrees this 
spring is up about 33 percent 
nationally, said Linda Pengillv 
with the College Placement 
Council (CPC). 

"It's a big improvement over 
last year," she said. 







"Much, much belter than 
1983," said Jack Shinglelon. 
placement chief at Michigan 
Stale University and director of 
another nationwide job market 
study. 

"We're seeing more 
employers coming in to inter¬ 
view. hiring quotas are up for 
all companies about 5 percent, 
and more offers are being 
made," he reports.

"are really up for graduates and 
we're looking primarily for 
engineering and computer sci-

cnee majors." said Walt Rolm. 
GM's college recruitment direc¬ 
tor. 

Likewise. IBM will hire more 
grads than last year, said 
spokesman Les Sabor. 

To fill the company's 10.000 
openings this year, IBM 
recruiters are visiting over 350 
campuses in search of grads 
with technical skills, business 
majors, and even some liberal 
arts graduates, he said. 

AT&T, in the wake of its 
recent divestiture, will hire 
"about the same" number of 
grads as last year. anjJ expects 
to increase its job openings 
dramatically by 1985, officials 
there report. 

The change will be welcomed. 

Last year's market "was the 
worst in recent history," said the 
CPC's Pengillv. "Offers and 
salaries hit rock bottom." 

following the record-breaking 
markets of the late seventies, 
when many graduates were get¬ 
ting multiple job offers and 
starting salaries were increasing 
at 9-io-I3 percent a year, in the 
last two years employers have 


cancelled campus interviews, 
cut back on the number of job 
offers, and gave little, if any 
increases in starting salaries, 
she said. 

"Now the '84 grad has a 
much more optimistic market to 
go into." Pengillv said. "Things 
are still restrained, but there's a 
subdued optimism that things 
will keep improving." 

The economic upturn, cou¬ 
pled with the fact that many 
employers have deferred new 
hirings for the last two years, 
means there are more openings 
for this year's job seekers. 
MSU's Shinglelon said. 

File starling salaries being 
offered to this spring's grads, 
however. aren't improving 
much. Salary offers are running

ing Manpower Commission 
(EMC). 

"There may be a turnaround, 
but salary increases are nowhere 
near what we saw in earlier 
years," he said. In fact, "they’re 
no better than what we were 
seeing last year." 

"It’s still an employers’ 
market and the employers real¬ 
ize it," said Pengilly. "A lot of 
employers are telling us they’re 
finding a much more competi¬ 
tive attitude among graduates 
and they’re coming to campuses 
with full interview schedules." 

Another reason for the vir¬ 
tual freeze on salary increases is 
that employers aren’t anxious to 
repeat the sins of several years 
ago, when many graduates got 
starting salaries that often were 
higher than salaries paid to 
other employees. 

"That so-called 'internal salary 
compression’ hurt many 
employers and caused a lot of 
dissatisfaction among their esta¬ 
blished employees," Pengilly 
said. "So employers are really 
working to hold the line. Unless 
the economy takes a significant 
and unexpected upswing or the 
money supply tightens, we 
don’t expect starting salaries to 
change much." 

Engineering majors, of 
course, are still the choice grads 
in this year's market, enjoying 
$24,000 to $34,000 starting 
salaries, Pengilly said. 

Of the over 74,000 four-year 
engineering grads this year, the 
electrical engineering majors 
remain the crown princes in 
terms of demand and starting 
salaries, says EMC’s Sheridan, 
followed by mechanical, civil, 
and chemical engineers. 

Computer science and busi¬ 
ness majors also continue to be 
in strong demand and are com¬ 
manding $20,000-plus salat-yes', 
said Northwestern's Linquist. 

And liberal arts and humani¬ 
ties majors continue to struggle 
ft along with the fewest job offers 
^ and lowest starting salaries. 

Starting wages for them are 
I averaging a pale $16,000, Pen¬ 
gilly said, actually a 3 percent 
decrease from last year’s salary 
offers. 


"I don't think opportunities 
are diminishing for liberal arts 
grads," she said, "but for the 
last few years, as we were in a 
recession, many employers were 
cutting costs by hiring liberal 
arts people to do some of the 
jobs previously held by technical 
majors." 

Now, with the improved 
economy and a ready supply of 
eager technical grads, those 
employers are once again 
bypassing liberal arts majors. 

Indeed, much of the recent 
talk about companies hiring 
more liberal arts graduates "is 
nothing but talk," said MSU's 
Shingleton. 

"I've sat and listened to many 
a chairman of the board talk 
about the need for bringing 
liberal arts people into the com¬ 
pany," he said. "But invariably,- 
their corporate recruiters come 


back to campus and hire noth¬ 
ing but engineers and computer 
science majors. It's all a lot of 
talk at the top without any fol¬ 
low through." 

"But I'm still really surprised 
at the number of firms looking 
for students who have well- 
rounded educations, who’ve 
done well in school, have work 
experience, and are involved in 
extracurricular activities," said 
Linquist. 

Two-year graduates with spe¬ 
cialized vocational degrees 
"shouldn't have any problem 
whatsoever," finding a starting 
job, said Maureen Kennedy, 
placement director at Penn Val¬ 
ley Community College in Kan¬ 
sas City, Mo. 

But a general, two-year Asso¬ 
ciate of Arts degree is virtually 
worthless, except "to lake on to 
a four-vear school," she said. 
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Student takes essay award 

Junior Stella Thompson, a mechanical engineering major from 
Peoria, took first place in a national essay competition for students 
involved in cooperative education. 

The annual competition is sponsored by the national Coopera¬ 
tive Education Association. As first place winner, Thompson was 
invited to present her paper at the national Co-op Conference in 
New Orleans Wednesday. She received a plaque and $200. 

Thompson's Co-op experience was with the Central Illinois 
Light Co._ 

"But the biggest surprise was 
that the breakdown of what 
kinds of aid students receive 
remained fairly consistent 
across classes (from freshmen 
to seniors)," he said. 

The average student pays 
about one-third of his or her 
annual college expenses. A 
third comes from fellowships 
and grants, and the remaining 
third comes from loans and 
part-time work, the study 
found.

enough aid." 

Consequently, of the one- 
fourth of the schools which 
reported enrollment declines 
last year, nearly one-third say 
that reduced student aid was a 
factor. Another one-third blame 
student uncertainty over finan¬ 
cial aid as a primary reason 
many students didn't enroll.

Scouts scope Dunne 
for major leagues

Radar guns follow every 
throw Braves’ pitcher Mike 
Dunne makes when he takes 
the mound. Major league scouts 
are recruiting Dunne for the 
June draft. 

"He’ll definitely be a first- 
round pick," said Coach Dewey 
Kalmer. "The question is how 
high." 

Cincinnati scout Chet 
Montgomery has been watching 
Dunne for four years. He calls 
him a good competitor and 
explained what else he looked 
for in a pitcher.

After 
that , we look for bull move¬ 
ment, the type of breaking and 
off-speed pitches. 

"Control is very important. 
He has to have control. All of 
these will eventually help you 
make a decision." 

Montgomery said velocity and 
movement are the two most 
important, but "even though 
you throw hard, if you don’t 
have movement, you’re not a 
very good pitcher." 

Dunne has been clocked 
around 90 miles per hour. 
Montgomery said that's at least 
average for a major league 
pitcher. 

Montgomery said Dunne has 


better movement than last year. 
"He has better sinking and bor¬ 
ing movement." Boring refers to 
the ball coming into right- 
handed batters. 

Kalmer jokingly attributes 
Dunne's improvement to good 
coaching. 

"He’s always had great ability, 
and I thought as he got older, 
he’d get stronger, and one of 
the keys to his successes has 
been the development of a 
slider which he learned how to 
throw last fall. Since he’s been 
^throwing that pitch, he’s 
become a strike-out pitcher." 

Kalmer said he has talked to 
a Chicago Cubs scout who said 
Dunne "is one of the five col¬ 
lege pitchers that they’re really 
burning down on." The Cubs 
pick third in the draft that runs 
June 4-6. 

Montgomery, at the double- 
header against Indiana State 
Friday, said Dunne isn’t the 
only athlete the scouts were 
watching that day. He said Mike 
Frew, who pitched a 5-4 win 
Friday, is also available for the 
draft. 

Kalmer said shortstop Ed 
Waylock, second baseman Mike 
DeButch and catcher Adam 
Dempsay all could be drafted. 
He said that’s making recruiting 
difficult. He doesn’t know how 
many scholarships he’ll have 

because he has io wai\ until a 

player signs with a major league 
team. Kalmer said he risks 
losing good recruits because of 
that. 

Bradley has had 10 players 
drafted in the last four years. 
Jim Lindeman was drafted last 
June. Kalmer said Bradley is 
recognized as having one of the 
better baseball programs in the 
Midwest. 

"It’s really an exciting time 
for Bradley baseball, and the 
future looks very good." 

Bradley has signed right¬ 
hander Tom Schrader of 
Wisconsin who is considered 
the best high school pitcher in 
that state in the opinion of 
many scouts.
